orld with large and florid Defcripti- 
ons of Countries that they never faw, 
and of Cuftoms they never faw ufed, 
yet, fince their Stock of Knowledge is 
all on Tick, the want of being Eye and 
Ear-witneljes very much deprectates 
their eAccounts; befides, common Ex- 
pertence teacheth us, that Time alters 
Religions, Gufioms, Commerce, Oeco- 
nomy, &c. in all Countries ; therefore, 
as thefe Obfervations are the moft mo- 
dern, confequently they are the nearer 
related to the Times we live in. 

I knew a reverend Gentleman, in 
anno 1690. who came to Bombay in 
India, Chaplain of the Ship Benjamin, 
the Ship was fent on a Voyage to At- 
cheen, and the Streights of Mallacca, 
while the Chaplain ftayd at Bombay 
and Surat, ei a in his mini ftert- 
al Duties, and, in making his ingeni- 
ous Obfervations and Remarks, which 
be publifhed when he returned to Eng- 

land, 
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land, for which he received a great 
deal of Applaufe, and many Encomt- 
ums from fome of his Reverend Bre- 
thren, and a particular Gompliment 
from the Governors of the Church ; yet 
I know, that his greateft Travels were 
in Maps, and E Knowledge he had 
of the Cauntries, any Way remote from 
the aforementioned Places, was the 
Accounts he gathered from common Re- 
port ; and, perhaps, thofe Reports came 
fucceffively to him by Second or Third 
Hands ; for, to my certain Knowledge, 
there were none then at Surat or Bom- 
bay that could furnifh him with any 
tolerable eAccounts of fome Countries 
that he defcribes, particularly of 
the Growth and Nature of “ol ea, and 

ews its ‘Bufh very prettily amon 
fre Cuts ; Bel’ P oant: jid not He 
fily procured, even in China, much lefs 
at Bombay. 

The Tafte of thofe Times relifhed 
all he prefented with a very good Gufto, 
and the reverend Traveller received 


almoft as ample Rewards and Pratfes 
| for 
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for his Fai Travels to Surat by 
Sea, and over the reft of India by Maps, 
as Str Farncis Drake had for bis Tour 
round the World ; fo, that if this Age 
has retained any Relifh for perpnal 
Travels, and new Obferwations of In- 
dia, thefe have as good a Right to 
claim a favourable Reception as any 
that ever came to Britain before them. 

The reverend Traveller, nor any that 
bad made Trips to India before him, 
could not well be acquainted with ma- 
my Occurrences that have come within 
the Reach of my Obfervations; and 
d can perceive feveral Ti rhe worth 
noticing, they have neglected or leapt 
over, either for want of Curiofity, Lan- 
guage, or fome other Impediments, fo 
that tf any of them are found in his, 
I prefume they will not be unaccep- 
table. 

But, after all, I am not fo vain, or 
fo ill acquainted with the World, to 
think, that í fhall go Scot-free, without 
Cenfure, tho my Obfervations had been 
much nicer, and this Work much more 


per- 
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erfet than it is, fince fo great a 
Phe as ‘Bifhop a ney yes fo fe- 
verely lafht by one that could know no 
more of his Affairs or Negotiations, 
than he knows of mine, or of many Coun- 
tries that I-have been in. 


And many a hard Lafh, and fcurri- 
lous IName the right reverend ee 
has gotten for writin fo favoura O 
a t Jd his aan a dte oa’ has 
Management of various important Af- 
fairs, among Politicians, and Statef- 
men; yet Lam tig dto follow his 
Example in fome particular Cafes, where 
1 had Occafion to aét on the Stage of the 
Eaftern World, tho I am not ignorant 
of the great Odds that the Bifhop had 
of me, both in Education an Capact- 
ty; yet when I confider, that the Sun 
1s placed-in a much higher Orb than the 
Moon, and his Splendor much brigh- 
ter, and his Influences much more bene- 
frcent, neverthele/s fhe has fome very 
unjeful Qualities, that gains ber fome 
Admirers aswell as he, tho not fo nu-

I alfo follow the right reverend Fa- 


ther in giving Jome Leople Characters, 
whom I pratfe or cenfure according to my 
own Experience, or Acquaintance with 
their Candor or LMalverfation in the 
Courfe of their a ge with my felf or 
others, or by good Information of their 
Conduct and Abilities, which Maxim 
Lam not afraid to follow through all 
my Obfervations, if I fhould be called 
before the arbitrary Tribunal of Cri- 
ticks or Cenfurers. 

Niy Task in compiling this had been 
much lighter, and my Performance per- 
oe had been better, if Gazxetts, and 
other ufeful publick “Papers were bja 


172 thofe Countries where I travelled, or 


if I could have read their different 
fitiftories in their various vernacular 
Languages, then the general Accounts 
of their Laws, Religions, Politicks, 
&c. material Obfervations, had been 
much fuller and exacter than now they 
are, but fuch Helps could not be had. 
Indeed, as to their Laws, their Kings 
or Princes being all arbitrary, the Law 
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ts lodged in their. ‘Breafts, who make 
and repeal when they pleafe; but, for 
the Eafe of the Populace, they have na- 
tional Cuftoms and Courts to manage 
ai ftributive Ju ftice, and that runs in 
a pretty even Chanel, when it is not 
interrupted by the Princes Order, or 
ftopt by Bribes, to thofe Governors or 
Judges who have the Diftribution of 
them; and this is not more in Ufe a- 
mong the black Indians than among the 
white. 

‘Their Religions are a Complex of 
My fieries, Church-policy, and or 
tion, and they are all fafely locked up in 
their Temples, as being too holy to be 
expofed to the Vulgar, and they feldom 
appear abroad, but in a Language ge- 
nerally unknown to the Populace; and 
the Priefts are both ~Authors and In- 
terpreters wo the facred Dreams, and 
in moft Parts, the tw 3 Lut ipe 
Keeping of the Keys of their Hiftories 
too; and when they comé abroad, it 
may eafily be obferved, that a Levite 
had been trimming or tampering with 

then,

them, for they are generally grofly be- 
iain S aint Faverbiles pag ted, and 
a little God often brought in to father 
their Inventions, Affirmations, or INo- 
tions. 

So that what Knowledge I have 
acquired or gathered, is from the 
much Converfe I had with the Na- 
tives of the refpective Countries I tra- 
welled in, or from thofe that were fa- 
miltarly acquainted with the Religions, 
Laws, and Cufioms of their Neigh- 
bours. 

One great Misfortune that attends 
us European Travellers in India, 7s, 
the Want of Knowledge of their Lan- 
guages, and they being fo numerous, that 
one intire Century would be too fhort 
a ‘Time to learn them all: I could not. 
find one in Ten thoufand that could 
Speck intelligible Englifh, tho, along 
the Sea-coafis, the Portugueze have left 
aVeftige of their Language, tho much 
corrupted, yet it is the Language that 
moft Europeans learn firfi, to qualify 
them for a general Converfe with one 

2 another,

another, as well as with the different 
Inhabitants of India. 

And we Britains, who either go vo- 
luntarily, or are fent io Nepcune’s 
Schools in our Youth, to learn Polite- 
nefs and Eloquence, very rarely meet 
with Apollo's bright Sons or Difciples 
to inftruct us in the Knowledge o 
Languages, or of the State of all Na- 
tions, but of that one we are born in, 
and that but imperfectly too.. That 
may be one Reafon, among many, why 
we appear fo fimple ve a aukward in 
dreffing up the Obfervations we make of 
foreign Countries, that we travel in; 
but I dare fay, no Body will, or can be 
fo 1l-natured as to be offended, when he 
fees a Plowman take out his Miftris 
to dance a Minuet a-la-mode, becaufe 
his Performances are not exactly fquar- 
cd with a Dancing-mafler’s Rules and 
Figures, which Reflection makes wie 
hope, that this my Virgin Ejjay will 
be civilly treated by the anprejudiced 
“Lovers of Travets. 
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And now, to animadvert a little on 
the Subjects of my Travels. The geo- 
graphical, cofmographical or topogra- 
phical Parts of my Obfervations have, 
moft of their Places, been fettled by o- 
thers, tho, I think, fome of them are a 
little out of their true Pofitions, and 
fome I have corrected in the annext 
laps, according to my own Obferva- 
tions ; and thofe Maps will fhew the 
Places and their Names in a much 


eafter and clearer Light than if I had 
mark’ d them down in MMargines; and, 
fince mofi of the Continents and Iflands 
ly pretty near the Equator, the Errors 
an Longitude are not very great, if at 
all material. 


‘The theogonal and moral Parts may, 
without Doubt, deferve Jome ferious 
Thoughts or _Attention, vecaufe every 
Body is, or ought to be concerned in 
thofe Speculations, fince they fhew fome 
Parts of their Religions and Cuftoms, 
and, comparing them with the ine fti- 
meble Bleffings that we enjoy by reveal- 
ed Religion and rational Laws, may 


afford 
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afford us no fmall Satisfaction, when 
rightly confidered, and that their wild 
Sadie of a Detty, overclouded with 
Super ftition and Folly, deferve our Pi- 
ty and Charity; and that our Duty to- 
avards God and our Neighbour is, by 
the Holy Scriptures, fet before us in 
the brighteft Light, «while theirs is to 
be groped out by the dark Glimmerings 
of very fallible Reafon; yet, for alt 
thefe Difadvantages. I have known 


many of them practife very much Ho- 
linefs in their Lives by the Help of 
Morality, fo that Jome Animadver ft- 
ons on our Advantages, compared with 
their Difadvantages, may be, in fone 
MMeafure, both ufeful and delightful to 
all thinking Men, except the Atheitt, 
whofe Numbers, I hope, are very few 
among us, and I never met with one 
in India. 

What relates to Navigation, in de- 
feribing the Seas, and “Dangers lying 
in them, and the Sea-coaffs, witk the 
“Dangers and Harbours on them, is 
purely calculated for the Ufe of my Fra- 

fermity, 
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ternity, who may have Occafion to na- 
vigate in thofe Seas, or on thofe Coafts, 
but to others, who have no Call that. 
Way, they are almoft ufele/s. 

The Commerce on the Continent and 


the Iflands, with the Account of their 
Productions, Fertility or Sterility, are 


merely defigned for the cA ffiftance of 


Strangers, Merchants or Seamen, wha 
may hereafter attempt a Trade with 
the Inhabitants of them: ceAnd I am 
perfwaded, that there are feveral Pla- 


the Iflands, that ly now neglected by 
Europeans, that might pika aa a good 


advantageous Trade, if Factories were 
fettled, and Commerce cultivated with 
the Inhabitants, and would yteld much 
better Profits than many of the old Fa- 
ctories do at prefent, Jome of which, F 
know, carry on but a very faint Trade 
for their re/pective Companies, that can 
hardly defray their little Charges: But 
indolent People are generally wedded to 
their old Cuftoms, or their crazy Ha- 
bitations, without confidering what 


Chuan 
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Changes Time makes, in Bodies polit- 
tick as well as natural, which Diftem- 
per is a Lethargy in Trade, and in all 
other Branchesof Induftry, which I can 
point out in Particulars, if Need were. 

Now, as our dear Friends and Al- 
lies have engroffed all the Moluccos or 
Spice Iflands, I can give but a fuperft- 
cial hiftorical Account of them; and, — 
as they were acquired by bloody and bar- 
barous Indufiry, they keep and govern 
them with arbitrary Violence. A poor 
Britain dares not approach them, left 
they meet with the Fate that fome of 
our Country-men met with there for- 
merly: And even an Englith Seaman 
cannot be employed in that Company's 
Service, for fear of making Obfervati- 
ons in LNavtigation, and ea als on 
Trade, that may ( Jome Time or other, 
but God knows when ) prove detrimen- 
tal to their Commerce. What I could 
learn of thofe Iflands were fome curfory 
Accounts from fome of my Fraternity, 
when a Bottle or two had opened their 


E reafts.

Yet 1 could hawe enlarged thefe Ob- 
fervations, and made my Book look 
much bigger than it is; but, as I hate 
Prolixtty myfelf, I treat my Read- 
er with what Brevity I can, in every 
Part, except it be where the Subject 
cannot bear too narrow a Contraction 
am its IHuftration. | 
I under ftand but little of the Ufe 
of the Pencil, for which Reafon I do 
not exhibit many Cuts or Figures that 
might deferve a Place in the Book, and 
thofe that are placed, are not taken by 
Rule, or from army certain Pofition, but 
according to the Ideas of them that my 
iVlemory prefents to me, yet I am in 
Hopes, that they will pleafe Jome, and 
offend none; and I give them a Place 
here, becaufe I have not feen them in- 
ferted in the Books of former Authors, 
nor inthe Memoirs of Travellers. 
‘But, before I end this Preface or 
Prologue, J will tell my Reader, who 
perhapsis unucquainted with me, who I 
am, and who f am not. Firft then, I 
am one who went very young to travel, 
Nor 
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not for Want, for there ever was, and is 
enough of that in my own Country; but 
having a rambling Mind, and a For- 
tune too narrow to allow me to travel 
like a Gentleman, I applied myfelf to 
the Study of nautical Affairs at Nep- 
tune’s School, and, in Proce/s of Time, 
I came to be a Mafter of Arts in that 
Univerfity. My younger Days 1 {pent 
in vifiting mofi of the maritim King 

doms of Europe, and fome Parts of 
Barbary. Then my Curiofity led me 
to Jamaica, and then to the Eaft-indies, 
where I fpent between five and fix and 
thirty Years, fii learning my Trade, 
and how to get Money, and, meeting 
with fome e leaiii I fet up for 
myfelf, and took fome Apprentices, and, 
according to my Abilities, I taught 
them, and gave them Encouragement. 
Now, one would think, that in fo long 
a: Time in India, J might have made 
a great Deal of Money as well as Ob- 
fervations and Remarks ; but Fortuna- 
tus will not lodge in every Houfe there 


«with honeft and induftrions Mien more 
than 
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than in Europe ; yet, after many Strug- 
glings with adverfe Fortune, and hea- 
Vy igh snags I have brought back a 
Charm that can keep out the meager 
Devil (Poverty ) from re into my 
fioufe, and fo I have got holy Agur’s 
Wifh in Prov. xxx. 8. and I have lear- 
ned a pretty good Lefjon from St. Paul 
in his Epiftle to the Philippians, Chap. 
iv. Ver. 11. which I am refolved to 
follow as long as I live. 
ednd now Pll tell you who I am not. 
I afjure you I am no mercenary Scrib- 
ler, for, altho I was proferred a good 
round Sum for a Copy of thefe follow. 
sng Obfervations, I refufed it, and 
have made a Prefent of them to a par- 
ticular Friend, and, tf he thinks them 
worth the printing, he may print them 
Jor his own Benefit and Advantage ; 
ana; if he has good Luck in puttin 
them off, perhaps I may make fome Ad- 
ditions, Appendixes or Supplements to 
thofe Obfervations already made. 
LVloreover, I left England before 
King William cane into it as Kme, 
C 2 which 
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which I look on as a Dp Provi- 


dence, confidering the Revolutions and 


Wars that foon followed King James's 
Abdication, for being then young and 
thoaghtlefs, and having but little Ex- 
perience of the Affairs of a politick 
World, a fair Tale plauftbly told, with 
a little fmooth Perfwafion, might have 
drawn me into a wrong Way of think- 
sng, or might have led me away ( by 
i. a Part with a Wrong here fU 
an untimely End, or, at leaft, have 
given me Time enough to make Obfer- 
vations on the Miferies of a penurions 
Life, as I fee many now tx Holland 
do at this Time, who are plentifully 
fed with the Bread of Affliction, and 
their Heat quenched with the Waters 
of Sorrow, and the Tears of Repen- 


tance. 
Now, as thefe Obferuations have 


been mofily from the Store-houfe of my 
Memory, and are the Amufements or 


Lucubrations of the Nights of two long 
Winters, I have even let my Thoughts 


take their Places, as they came out of 
"Ry 
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mny little Magazine, without fludying 
2 put them Sn Ratk and Fil, Coe 
ding to nice Rules and Forms. Soin 
the fame Order I leave them to my 
Reader, with the old Proverb to ac- 
company them, that the Proof of the 
Pudding is in eating it; fo, according 
to your afte or Appetite, you may et- 
ther condemn or commend.

Giveth a traditional Account of the firft fèt 
tling of Europeans at the Cape of Good 
Hope, wth Jome hifforical Remarks vn the 
tnaritim Countries between the faid Cape 
and Cape Guardafoy; wth the inhabited I- 
flands of that Coaft. 

pea H E firit Europeans that fet- 

mB tled at Cabo de bona E fperan- 

Za, Or, in HLuglifb, the Cape 

of Good Hope, were the Eng- 

` lifb, in Queen Lizzabett’s 
dwn lime; but the Natives were 
fo unfociable and indocile, that they thought 
fit to leave it. A few Years after they had 
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left it, the Axglijb Eaft-india Company can- 
idering what Importance a Port would be 
of to their Shipping, both4n their outward 
and homeward bound Paifages to and from 
India, were refolved to make another ‘Trial 
for a Settlement there, and, in order to aé- 
complith their Defign, obtained a Reprieve 
for three condemned Malefaé¢tors, to be car- 
= ried thither in order to learn the Language, to 
{erve for Interpreters, and to infpe¢t, as far 
as they could, into the Manners and Cu- 
{toms of the native Hottentots, and of the 
Product and Commerce of the Country. 

AFTER they had been there three Years, 
without being able.to learn any of their Lan- 
uage, or to teach any of the Natives a 
ord of Augli/b, a Ship was ordered, in her 
Paflage from Judia, to call there, to know 
what was become of thefe three Perfons, and 
arriving there, found them all alive, but ver 
tired with their Manner of living, in fo 
much that they fell on their Knees, and, 
with Tears in their Eyes, befeeched the 
Captain of the Ship to carry them back to 
England, to receive the Punifhment due to 
their Crimes, rather than be left among the 
very Dregs of human Nature, who had nei- 
ther Religion nor Laws, except what every 
Mafter of a Family prefcribed, and allowed 
m under his Authority to obferve and o- 

ey. 

So ME Years after the Experiment was 
made on the aforefaid Criminals, an Engli 
Ship coming there for Watcf and Provitions, 
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in their Way homeward to England, the 
Captain had the Curiofity to detain a Youth 
that came on board his Ship, and, being rea- 
dy to fail, carried him to -xgland, where he 
{ftaid fome Years, clothed well after the Ær- 
glifp Fafhion, and kept at School to learn 
to fpeak and read Fugli/b; and, when 
the LEa/ff-india Company thought him well 
enough: qualified to ferve for an Interpreter, 
they fent him back to his own Country, ve- 
ry well clothed. Affoon as he appeared a- 
fhore among his Friends and Relations, he 
ulled off his £~gli/b Apparel, and put on 
is Country Habit, which is a Sheep’s Skin 
about his Shoulders. “The Sheeps Guts {ferve 
both Sexes for Bracelets, and the Tallow, 
mixt with Soot, is their Pomatum, with 
which they bedaub their woolly Heads, Fa- 
ces and the reft of their Bodies. And when 
they come on board of our Shipping to traf- 
fick their Fowls, Roots and Herbs, with our 
Needies, Scizers, Knives, &c. “I'oys, they go 
firít to the Cook-room, and look out for 
fome Greafe to anoint their naity Carcafes, 
and fcrape the ‘Bottoms of the Kettles for 

Soot, to beautify their Skins. 
NotwitHstaNpDiIine that they are fo 
brutal and indocile, they know the Value of 
Liberty, and will by no Means be Slaves, at 
leaft to any Europe Nations; and, in their 
Difpofitions, ase not cruel, tho’ revengeful. 
They are not fuperititious, for what Adora- 
tion they Baa is to the Sun, and that but 
feldom. he Country is mountainous. The 
T Ells 
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Hills are ftored with Deer and Sheep, black 
Cattle, Lions, ‘Tigers, and other voracious 
Animals. “he Vallies produce good Wheat 
and Legumen, Grapes in Abundance, and 
many other excellent Fruits, Oftriches, and 

ood Fowl both wild and tame: And the 

ea and Rivers good Store of Fifhes, befides 
the Manatee, or Sea-cow. 

‘Due £uglif/b defpairing of fettling a Co- 
lony there, left it, and fettled at St. Helena, 
a very high mountainous Ifland, lying be- 
tween the Coatft of Guinea and America, a- 
bout 620 Leagues North-weft half Weft from 
the Cape of Good Hope ; and the Dutch 
Liafi-india Company fettled a Colony ate 
Cape ona Efperanza, by the Aflfiftance of 
fome French Refugees, who have penetrated 
near 300 Fuzgli/b Miles into the Land, and 
manure the Cound to very good Purpofe, 
it yielding them Wines and Wheat in Abun- 
dance. ‘Che Dutch Company has a ftrong 
Fort, and a Town onthe South Side’ of a 
Bay, that ferves for a good Road for Ship- 
ping in all Winds, except thofe that blow 
between the North and Weft. The E£uzgli/b 
call’d generally there, in their Way to and 
from Tudia, in former "Times, for Refrefh- 
ments ; but of late the white MHotrentets 
will not permit the poor Brztons to carry 
on board their Ships any Cattle, Sheep or 
Fowls with Life in them, fer the Support 
or Relief of their dear Friends and Allies, 
notwithitanding the confcientious Prices we 
would willingly bcftow for their e 
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of the Ea 
‘The black Hottentots would fhew the Ez- 
glifb much more Humanity, if the white did 
not reftrain therii ; and fol leave- them, and 
proceed to the Eaftward. 

From Cape Bona Efperanzato Natal, is 
a dangerous Sea-coaft, and little frequented, 
whether by the Unfociablenefs of the Hotten- 
tots the Inhabitants, or that the Country 
produces nothing worth the Merchants ad- 
venturing thither for, I know not; but to 
Natal I have known fome Ezgli/fh V effels go 
from Jzdza, for Elephants eeth, and did 
make pretty good Voyages; but they were 
Two Years and an Half in performing a Voy- 
age. ‘lhe Country is fertil, but unwholfom. 
The Woods are thick fet with feveral Sorts of 
Trees, and ftored with Elephants, Lions, 
Leopards, Bears, Wolves, Deer and Foxes ; 
the Rivers with Fifh, Manatees and Croco- 
diles. Here lived, 7 Anno 1718. a penitent 
Pirate, who fequeftred himfelf from his abo- 
minable Community, and retired out of 
Harm’s Way. 

T HERE is noCommerce on the Coaft be- 
tween Natal and Delagoa, I believe, for the 
fame Reafon that I gave for the Unfrequent- 
ednefs of the Coaft between the Cape of 
Good-hope and Natal; and I believe, the firft 
communicative Commerce, either to Natal 
or Delagoa, with the Exglifh, came by Acci- 
dent; for about the Year 1683. an E£iuxglifh 
Ship, called the Johanna, was loit fomewhere 
about Delagoa. The Natives, who were re- 
puted great Barbarians, fhew’d the fhip- 
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wrack’d Men much more Civility and Huma- 
nity than fome Nations that I know, who 
pretend much Religion and Politenefs, for 
they accommodated their Guefts with whate- 
ver they wanted of the Produćt of their 
Country, at very eafy Rates, and aflifted what 
they could, to fave Part of the damaged Car- 
go, receiving very moderate Rewards for 
their Labour and Pains. ‘heir Language was 
by Signs; and for a few Glafs-beads, Knives, 
Scizers, Needles, "Thread and fmall Looking- 
glafles, which they are very fond of, they hi- 
red themfelves to carry many portable [Things 
(that were faved from the Shipwrack ) to a 
neighbouring Country, and procured others,, 
who alfo ferved them for Guides towards the 
Cape of Good-hope, and provided Eatables for 
their Mafters, all the while they were under 
their Conduét ; and having carried them a- 
bout 200 Miles on their Way, by Land, they 
provided new Guides and Porters for them, 
for fome of the aforefaid Trifles, who con- 
ducted them, and provided for them, as the 
others had done, for 7 or 800 Miles farther, 
which they travelled in 40 Days, and fo deli- 
vered their Charge to others, who condu- 
¢ted and provided for them, till they arrived 
at the Cape ; and fome of the &£zg/z/h falling 
fick on the Way, they carried the Sick in 
Hammocks, till hey either recovered or died, 
and out of 80 Men there were but 3 or 4 
died; but how long they journeyed before 
they arrived at the Cape, I have forgotten 

"This Account I had from ofte of the ada iow 
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of the Eaft Indies. 
jers. He told me, that the natural Fertility of 
thoíe Countries he travelled thro’, made the 
Inhabitants lazy, indolent, indocile and fimple. 
Their Rivers are abundantly {tored with 
good Fifh and Water-fowl, befides Manatees, 
or Sea-cows and Crocodiles ; their Woods 
with large ‘'rees, wild Cattle and Deer, E- 
lephants, Rhinocerofes, Lions, Tigers, 
Wolves and Foxes for Game; alfo many 
sorts of winged Fowl and Birds, befides O- 
{triches. IUhey have fome Notions of a Deity; 
whom they worthip with Dancing and Feaft~ 
ing, for they are generally very much incli- 
ned to Mirth, an Inftance whereof I'll ven- 
ture to relate, on the Account I had from a 
Matter of a Ship, who went thither to trade 
zn Anno 1718. viz. When they had got their 
Ship fecured in a River, the Natives aflem- 
bled in good Numbers to traffick, near the 
Place where the Ship lay: An arch Indian 
Youth, who was a very good Drummer, car- 
ried his Drum afhore, and in a Thicket pret- 
ty near the Afiembly, beat his Drum very 
briskly, on which the Young of both Sexes 
fell a skipping, and a little after the Adult 
and Old followed their Example, fo that none 
ftood idle Speétators; but the Old beginning 
to tire, fome went to the Drummer, and 
prefented him with Eggs, Fowl and Fruits, 
and intreated him to leave off, which affoon 
as he did, they all fat down again on the 
Ground, well heated. 
Ifaw feveral Rhinocerofes Horns brought 
thence to Boméay, much longer than ever I 
A 4 law 
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faw in Indiz or China, and one was three 
Horns growing from one Root; the longeft 
was about 18 Inches, the fecond about 12. 
and the third about 8. but fmaller, in Pro- 
portion, than what is in JIvdza, and much 
fharper about the Point. "The Mafter of the 
forenamed Ship brought alfoa black Fowl, as 
big in the Body as a large Duck. It had a 
Jong, ftraight, thick, but pointed Bill, and hol- 
low Eyes, its Legs about 12 or 14 Inches 
iong, but thick and ftrong; it was very vo- 
racious after Flefh or Fifh, and was an excel- 
fentFrog and Rat-catcher. Affoon as he caught 
any living Game, he toffed it up about two 
Yards high, and caught it on the Point of his 
Bill, and fo repeted his Toffings till the A- 
nimal died, and then greedily devoured it. 

Between Delagoa and Mofambique isa 
dangerous Sea-coaft, it formerly was known 
by the Names of Suffo/a and Cuama, but now 
by the Portugueze, who know that Country 
beft, it is called Seza. It finds Dominions 
for many different Princes, for they are con- 
tented with {mall ‘ferritories. “Ihe inhabi- 
tants are all Negroes, and almoft all Barbarians, 
except a few that the Portugueze have con- 
verted to Popery; and they, by their Con- 
verfion, are generally lefs humane to £urope~ 
an Strangers than the Barbarians. 

Sena abounds in Elephants Teeth and low 
Gold, of 18 or 19 Cgreéfs Finenefs ; but the 
People having Plenty of all ‘Things conveni- 
ent for them, are very fupine. ‘They have 
large ftrong Bodies and Lifibs, and are ve- 
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ry bold in War. They’ll have Commerce 
with none but the Portugueze, who keep a 
few Priefts along: the Sea-coafts, that over- 
aw the filly Natives, and get their Teeth and 
Gold for ‘Trifles, and fend what they get to 
Mofambigue. 

I have heard a Portugueze fay, who went 
from Me/fambique thither, that, carrying fome 
{mall Glafs-beads of divers Colours for 
‘Drafiick, the Natives made a Hole in fome 
Clay Ground, which would hold as many 
Beads as they wanted, and waking the Beads 
out of the Hole, filled it up with Gold- 
duit. He alfo told me, that for fome coarfe 
chegquer’d Cloth, called Cambaya Lungies, 
made of Cotton-yarn, the Natives would 
bring Elephants ‘Teeth, and meafure the 
{Length of a "Tooth by the Cloth, and bar- 
tered the Tooth for fo much Cloth as it mea- 
fured: But the Portugueze Relations are 
hardly to be credited, for if Gold and Teeth 
were fo eafily purchafed, how can they be fo 
miferably poor, as they are, every where in 
their Colonies, all over India ? 

I rather believe, that this was the Ophir 
or Larfbifh of the Jews, whither Solomon fent 
his Ships out of the Red Sea, than Sumatra, 
where they could not poffibly go and return 
in three Years along ‘the Sea-coafts, which 
might eafily be effected to Sena. 
ofamb:que is an Ifland belonging to the 
Crown of Portugal, it is well fortified both 
by Art and Nature, but is very unwholfom, 
in fo much, that when any Reyno4, or Euro- 
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pean Portugueze in the King of Portugals Ser- 
vice in Izdza, commits any capital Crime, in- 
{tead of punifhing him accosding to their na- 
tional or martial Laws, they are banifhed to 
ee for as many Years as the Vice- 
roy of Goa and his Council fhall order, and 
very few ever return from their Exile, for ¢ 
or 6 Years is a long Life there. It alfo ferves 
for a refrefhing Place for the Portugueze 
Ships, that are sund from Æurope to India, 
where they generally ftay about 30 Days to 
recruit their Soldiers and Sea-men, ( not 
with frefh Numbers, but freih Victuals and 
Whores) who, by their Inaétivity and Lazi- 
nefs at Sea, contraét the Scurvy and Dropfy, 
which the acid Fruits and nourifhing Roots 
foon difpel. Their Ships are generally at Sea 
the whole Month of Auguft, between Mo- 
Jambigue and Goa. 

Tae Inhabitants of AZo/ambigue,as well as 
thofe on the Continent, are all Negroes, of a 
ig Size, handfom, and very well limb’d, 
and make good Slaves. The King’s Ships, as 
well as private Traders, bring good Store of 
them to Jzdia, both Sexes being in high E- 
fieem with the Juzdian Portugueze, both hav- 
ing Services,proper to their Sex, allotted them. 

oon as the Boys can {peak a little Portu- 
gueze, they are baptized, and fo become ve- 
ry zealous Catholicks, fit to execute any bafe 
Defign their ghoitly Fathers fhall think fit to 
put them on ; and after Baptifm, they have 
a little Crucifix, or a Saint of Brafs or Ivory, 
hnug about their Necks, which they up a 
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fond of, as a Monkey is of a young Kitten 
to play with. 

ND fome that have the good Fortune to 
be young and docile, and fall into the Hands 
of a zealous fuperititious Mafter, are brought 
up to Letters, and in the End come to be 
Priefts. I have known many Coal-black 
Priefts about Goa. 

Tue Country of Quzloa lies between Mo- 
fambigue and .Momba/s, its Sea-coatt is ,dan- 
erous, which admits of no Trade but in 
oats. The Diftance between Mo/ambiqgue 
and Mombafs is about 225 Leagues. 

Mombafs is alfo an Ifland that hes near the 
Continent, flightly fortified by Art, but very 
well by Nature ; it belonged to the Portu- 
gueze for near 200 Years, but zæ duno 1698. 
the Muskat Arabs took it with very little 
‘Trouble, and put about 20 Portugueze to 
the Sword, that were there to defend it, and 
the Conquerors found a Booty of about 200 
Tuns of "Teeth, which was worth in /zdza, a- 
bout 125000 L. Sterl. ‘The Elephants of this 
Country are very large, and fo are the Men, 
who are all Barbarians, except thofe who 
were near Neighbours to the Portugueze, 
who, for Conveniency, were baptized, and 
became good Catholicks; and fince the Ara- 
bians are become their Neighbours, they are 
turned very zealous Muffulmen, which Re- 
ligion pleafes their Stupidity better, being 
better adapted to their Humours, and dear 

Cuftom of Polygamy and Concubinage. 
Patta is now «4n the Hands of the Muskat 
Arabs 
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Arabs, and affords good Store of Teeth and 
Slaves for Muskat. Formerly the -xgilif,, 
Portugueze,and Moors fron®India,hada imall, 
but advantagious Trade thither, which the 4- 
vabs envied them of, and fent a Colony about 
the Year 8692. and fettled there, prohibiting 
Commerce with all other Nations. The in- 
land Countries are inhabited by Barbarians, 
but on the Sea-coafts of Magadoxa, Zeyla 
and Zeman to Cape Guardafoy, which ftretch- 
es about 330 Leagues North Faft-ward. The 
Religion, by Law eftablifhed, is Mahometan, 
yet every Country retains fome Fragments of 
their ancient Cuftoms and Ceremonies, with 
the Traditions of their Fathers. "The Ara- 
brans from Mocha, and other Parts of Arabia 
the Happy, who reckon themfelves Mahomet’s 
beft Difciples. and who have travelled much 
to teach and confirm them in their Religion 
and Philology, declare them to be the great- 
eft Schifmaticks and obdurate Hereticks that 
profefs the Mahometan Religion. 

MMagadoxa, or, as the Portugueze call it, 
Magadocia, is a pretty large City, about 2 
or 3 Miles from the Sea, from whence it has 
a very fine Afpe@t, being adorn’d with many 
high Steeples and Mofques. There are feveral 
Reafons why Merchants do not frequent it 
on account of ‘Trafiick; one is, that a Reef 
of Rocks lies all along the Shore, about a Mile 
more or lefs from the fandy Strand, between 
which and the Rocks it is pretty fmooth, 
and two or three Fathoms Water; but there 
is no River to fecure Vefiets when a ~~ 
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13 
Sea Wind bloweth. The fecond Impediment 
is, that Violence and Robberies are fo much 
pania and countenanced, that common 

aith is not to be relied on: And Ill give a 
very tragical Inftance of their Barbarity, viz. 
In Anno 1700. the Exglifh new Eaft-india 
Company fent out a Ship called the /e- 
marle, commanded by Captain Wiiliam Bea- 
wes. Being bound for Surat,he had the Mif- 
fortune to meet the Eiafterly Monfoons or 
‘T'rade-winds, fooner than he expected. In the 
Chanel between Madagafcar and the Coaft 
of Ethiopia, thofe Eafterly Monfoons always 
bring {trong Currents with them from the 
#aftward, which check’d him over to the 
Coatt of Magadoxa, but that being a dange- 
rous Shore, he ftood over to the Iland of Fo- 
hanna, and was forced to harbour his Ship 
on the South-weft Side of that Ifland, till 
the Eafterly Monfoons were blown overs 
and in the Month of March he ventured to 
put to Sea, which was too foon, becaufe the 
Currents ftill ran ftrong to the Weftward, 
and he ftanding over to the Ethiopian Coaft, 
fell in again with Magadoxa; which, by the 
handfom Figure it made from the Sea, made 
him believe it to be fome Place of Commerce, 
and being curious to know if it was fo or no; 
fent his Yole afhore, with his Purfer and four 
Seamen, to bring Information, and gave them 
itrié&t Orders to on their Guard, and only 
one Perfon to go afhore at a Time. When 
the Boat got over the Rocks, they anchored 
clofe to the Beech, and the Natives oo 
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from the Town, driving Store of Cattle and 
Sheep before them for Sale. "The Purfer, be- 
ing young, and unexperienced, forgot his 
Orders, and went afhore himfelf with three 
of his Crew, leaving one only to ítay in the 
Boat, and thofe that went afhore, were fo 
filly, as to leave their Fire-arms in the Boat, 
and by the feigned Civilities that the Natives 
fhew’d them, they heedlefly mingled them- 
felves with the Natives, who, finding fo un- 
expected an Opportunity, hurl’d them away 
to the ‘Town; and the Boat-keeper, neither 
hearing nor feeing what was done to his Com- 
rades, fuffered fome Natives to come into 
the Boat, who feized him alfo, and halede 
the Boat a good Way up onthe Land. 
Tuose on board the Ship, faw, by their 
Profpectives, what was acted afhore, and fent 
their other Boats, well mann’d, to try if they 
could ranfom the Captives, but in four Days 
fruitlefs Endeavours, they could never bring 
the Natives to a Parley, and fo the Ship was 
obliged to leave them to repent of their Fol- 
ly; but it neyer came to our Knowledge in 

ndia, what became of them, or what their 
Fate was. 

Yer on the Coafts of Zeyla and Vemar, 
which both terminate at Cape Gzaardafoy, 
the Natives will bring off Sheep, Goats, Hens, 
Fifh and Fruits to fell to Shipping that fome- 
times ly becalm’d on their Sea, near the Shore. 
‘Fhe People are tall, meagre and large bon’d, 
very fwarthy, but not quite black in their 
Complexions ; they are treacherous, erae 
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and avaricious in their Temper, their Hia- 
bit is a Pair of Breeches to their Ancles, or 
a Piece of coarfé Cloth about their Loyns 
and a Gown open before, and without Sleeves, 
called a Camli 3; it is made of Camels 
Hair, or of their Sheeps Wooll, that is ful- 
hard and coarfe as Hogs Hair. On their 
Fleads they wear a ‘Turbant of coarfe Cal- 
co, and then they are equipped. ‘heir Shee 
are ali white, -with jet black Heads, and fm 
Ears, their Bodies large, and their Flefh de- 
licate, their "Tails as broad as their Buttocks, 
and about 6 or 8 Inches long; fo they 
are in the Shape ofa Pillow wanting Cor- 
ners, and from the lower End of that Bundle, 
comes a {mall ‘Tail about 6 Inches long, al- 
mofit like a Pig’s. 

AND now having travelled along the Shore 
of the Continent, from the Cape of Good- 
hope to Cape Guardafoy, Vil furvey the I- 
flands that lie in the -Eithzopiaz Sea; but as 
they afford nothing for Commerce, but Slaves 
and Provifions, they are little minded b 
Merchants: So beginning with the W eftmo 
fll bring them in Order to the Eaftward. |

Giving a fhort Defeription of the Iflands is 
the a Seas, with fome remarkable 
Paffages hiftorical and accidental. | 


M ADAGASC AR, or, as the Portu- 
of the 





ueze chriftned it, St. Laurence, is one 
argeft {lands in the known Worlds 
and affords moft Part of the Requifites of 
human Life: It produces very large Cattle, 
whofe Flefh is excellent, efpecially their large 
Humps that grow between their Neck and 
Shoulders. ‘They have alfo Goats and Deer 
lenty enough, and when the Portugueze fir 
ailed along the Coafts of this Ifland, they left 
a Brood of Hogs, that has mightily increafed. 
They alfo chrifined many Rivers and Cape- 
lands that are not now frequented, but only 
known by their Names, and ferve for Nefts 
to Pirates. The Frezch made a Settlement on 
the Eiaft Side of it, and called it Port Dat- 
pom; but finding that the Commerce there 
would not bear the Exxpence of the Colony; 
they left it again. — 

HE £ixglifb formerly drove a ‘Trade for 
Slaves on the Weft Side of the Ifland, par- 
ticularly at St. uguffine’s Bay, and at new 
and old Meffalige, but now they are afraid of 
the Pirates, tho’ fome venture their Necks in 
going to trade with them. "Lhere have been 

everal Squadrons of Britib Men of War 
{ent tocruize on the Pirates, but have had ve- 
ry ill Succefs in finding tlfem out ; = 
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gam 3 and becaufe they found Difficulty in 
cleaning the Bottoms of their large Ships; hë 
generoufly affifted them with large Blocks 
and ‘lackle-falls for careening them: W he- 
ther thofe Reports were true or falfe; I will 
not undertake to determine, but I faw a Pi- 
rate at Bengal, in the French Company’s Ser- 
vice, that affirmed it. | | l 
Madagafrar is invironed with Iflands and 
dangerous Sholes, both of Rocks and Sand: 
St. Marys, on the Eaft Side, is the Place 
where the Pirates firft chofe for their <7/ylémn; 
having a good Harbour to fecure them from 
the Weather, tho’ in going in there are fome 
Difficulties, but hearing that Squadrons of Æn= 
glifh Ships were come in Queft of then; théy 
removed to the~main I{land for more Securi- 
ty, and there they have made themfelves free 
eñizons by Marrigge: And Iam of Opinion; 
that it 1. be no ai Matter to difpoffefs 
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them. In Anno 1722. Mr. Matthews went in 
Queft of them, but found they had deferted. 
the Ifland of St. Mary's, leaving behind them 
{ome Marks of their Robberies, for in fome 
Places they found Pepper a Foot thick, lying 
on the Ground inthe open Air. The Com- 
modore aforefaid went with his Squadron o- 
ver to the main Ifland, but the Pirates had 
carried their Ships into Rivers or Creeks, out 
of Danger of the Men of War, and to offer 
to burn them with their Boats, would have 
been impraé¢ticable, fince they could have ea- 
fily diftrefled the Boats Crews out of the 
oods. The Commodore had fome Difcourfe 
with fome of them, but they ftood on them 
Guard, ready to defend themfelves, if any 
Violence had been offered them. k 

I have heard it reported by fome who had 
frequented Madagaftiar for Trade, that the 
Natives that live far from the Sea, are of a 
tawny Complexion, and have long Hair on 
their Heads, whereas thofe that are born near 
the Sea, are very black, and their Hair like 
Lamb-wooll. hat Religion they profefs, È 
know not, and the Pirates are but fcurvy 
School-mafters to teach them Morals. 

T nere are many [flands and Sholes lying 
to the EFaftward of Madagafcar. St. Apollone 
is uninhabited ; “Doma/fcarenhas is inhabited by 
the French, but formerly by the Engli/h, and 
was called by them, The Engtith Fore/f?. Ma- 
ritzus was formerly inhabited by the D#tch, 
but iz Anno 1703. they had Orders to leave 
it, and repair to Batavia, and the T 
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Company fent Shipping for their Tranfporta- 
tion. Diego Rais, which is the next Iland 
to Maritius, was madea French Settlement; 
but finding it barren, they left it in 3 Years; 
all the reit were always uninhabited, as well 
to the Eaftward as the Northward; and 
but 3 or 4 to the Weftward; who ly in the 

Chanel between Quilsa and Madagafcar. 
Comora is the Weftmoft of the inhabited 
{flands, and affords nothing but a {crimp 
Maintenance for a Parcel of poor miferable 
Creatures. ‘fohazna is within Sight of Co- 
mora, and is a plentiful Ifland in Cattle, 
Goats, Fowls and Fifh, with good Lemons 
and Oranges, fo that moft Part of the -zz- 
ł:/þ Shipping bound to Mocha, Perfta and Su- 
rat, ufually call’d there for Kefrefhments; 
till the Pirates began to frequent it. “Chere 
are two memorable Accidents fell out at that 
ffland, to the Exzglifh Eaft-india Compény’s 
Shipping. One was in the Year 1690 Or 913 
to Captain Burton in the Herbert, a Ship: of 
800 Tons, mounted 56 Guns. He was attack- 
ed by three French Ships, each gunn’d and 
mann’d as well as he. On their Approach, he 
cut his Cables, and put to Sea, about z af- 
ter Noon they began an hot Engagement; 
which lafted till 8 in the Night, that the 
Herbert blew up, and all her Men loft; 
but 6 or 7 that were in the Pinnace, formc 
whereof I faw afterwards at Muskat. ‘The 
other was lately, ¿z Anuo t720. when two 
of our Faff-india Ships were watering there; 
with an Offenxd Ship in their Company thcy 
t Be agree 
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agreed to ftand by one another in cafe of Af- 
faults, or engaging with the common Ene- 
my, but when two Pirates drew near, the 
Greenwich and Offender weighed, and ftood 
to Sea, and left the Caffandra to fhift for her 
felf, who was obliged to engage the {fmalleft 
Pirate ( being a Ship of 24 Guns, Dutch-built ) 
in the Bay, and foon after they began, the 
Caffandra went aground on fome Rocks, and 
the Pirate {ftriving to board her, was alfo ta- 
ken up by fome Rocks, not above 20 Yards 
from the Caffandra. ‘The Pirate’s Head lay to- 
wards the Cafandraæs Broadfide, and they pel- 
ted one another furioufly, many falling on 
both Sides, but the Pirates, finding too het 
Work on their Decks, were forced to quit 
them, and run down into the Hold for Shel- 
ter. Captain Mackraw, who commanded the 
Caffandra, feeing the other Pirate approach 
near him, and manning all his Boats to rein- 
force his Comrade, thought it a good ‘Time 
for him, and who elfe could get afhore, to 
embrace the og ee and accordingly 
they got into their Boats, and faved their 
Lives. The Inhabitants fhewed much Huma- 
nity to the Diftreffed, and carried them a- 
bove a Dozen of Miles up in the Country, 
for Fear the Pirates, in their mad Fury, fhould 
have murdered the poor Men that efcaped 
from their Ship. The Pirates, foon after they 
had Poffeffion of the Caffamdra, got her a- 
flote again, fhe having received little or no 
Damage; they alfo got their own Ship off, 
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but fhe was very much fhattered, and difabled 
in her Mafts. | 

CAPTAIN Mackraw, being a Gentleman 
that was well verfed in Converfation with 
Men of any Temper, ventured on board the 
Pirates, and they were fo much taken with 
his Addrefs, that they made him a Prefent of 
that Ship which he had fo bravely battered, 
to carry him and his Crew to JIvdza ; in the 
mean while, the Greenwich came to Bom- 
bay in September, who brought the Account 
of the Lofs of the Cafandra, and in Novem- 
ber, Captain Mackraw arrived himfelf with his 
new Ship, and his Ships Company all in 
Rags, but were foon equipp’d by the Bene- 
volence and Generofity of the Governor Mr. 
Boone, who was a Gentleman of as much 
Honour and good Senfe, as any that ever fat 
in that Chair. 

Mobhillais but alittle diftant from Sohanna, 
pretty well inhabited, but the People not fo 
well civilized as Johanna ; and the Kings 
of thefe neighbouring Iflands have continual 
War. The Jobanna Men, by the Affiftance 
of Commodore /itrletoz, landed on Mobil- 
ta, and made great Slaughter and Devaftati- 
ons; but what his Policy was in breaking the 
Neutrality that the Ezg/i/b held among thofe 
Iflanders, I know not. Mayottaæ lies about 
35 Leagues from Jabanna, and is the largeit 
of the inhabited Iflands, but bcing furround- 
ed with dangerous Rocks under Water, it is 
not much frequented, and fothe Manners of 
the Inhabitants not fo well known. The Re- 
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ligion of thofe Iflands is Mahometan, but there 
are very few Zealots among them; and fol 
leave them, and return to Cape Gwardafoy, 
and travel up the Red Sea. 

T ue Navigation of the Ethiopian Seas is 
very dangerous, and their Maps very defici- 
ent; tor I faw a “Dutch Skipper at Aocha, 
who had Orders to fail from Batavia to- 
wards Mecha, in the Month of fazuary, and 
to navigate to the North End of Madagafcar, 
and from thence to the Red Sea, he athrmed 
to me, that he faw feveral large Hlands, and 
many Rocks and Sands in thofe Scas that were 
not placed in his Maps, for which RKeafon 
he was obliged to anchor inthe Nights, when. 
he could have Anchor Ground; and that the 
Currents run very ftrong to the Southward, 
among thofe Banks and Rocks. 
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CHAP HL 


Gives a Defiriptioz of Leylxs Sea-coaft, and 
of a Part of Ethiopia, Zuakin and Upper 
Egypt. 


UT to return again to Cape Grarda- 
foy, from thence up to Zeyla is about 
120 Leagues. “he Coatt is inhofpitable as 
well as the People. “There are only two Pla- 
ces in all that Traét that affords frefh Water, 
one is a little to the Faftward of Mount Fe- 
fix, but in Arabick it is called Waba-fleck, 
or, Lhe Mountain of Camels, where there is

a {mall frefh Water River; the other is cal- 
led Khagz 10 Leagues more Wefterly ; it ma 
be eafily known"by the Side of a Hill clofe 
to the Sea, whofe North Afpect is of white 
Sand, that fhews at a Diftance like a Sail, 
but may be feen in that Figure ro Leagues 
off. Several Ships from India, that have been 
necefflitated to call at thofe Places for Water, 
have been cut off; and one poor Man they fur- 
prized with his own Boatthat he fent for Wa- 
ter. The Boat’s Crew were furprized whilft 
filling Water, them they killed,.except two 
Boys whom they faved; they then came off 
łn the Night, and thofe in the ou i not exa- 
mining them in Time, they boarded the Ship, 
and took them all unarmed, and killed every 
Mian, and carrying the Ship clofe to the Shore, 
they unladed her, and then funk her. The 
two Youths who gave the Account of that 
tragical Accident, were brought to den, 
which lies oppofite to that Place, and were 
fold for Slaves. A Surat Ship being there, 
bought the Youths, and brought them to Su- 
rat. 

TauEreis no anchoring on that Coaft a- 
bove a Mile off Shore the Sea is fo deep ; 
and above Zeylaz, in a deep Bay oppofite to 
Babelmandel, which makes the Entry into 
the Red Sea, there is a large River that dif- 
imbogues into the Sea, but tho’ the Mouth 
be large, yet it is fo deep, and full of Banks 
and Racks, with fuch Whirl-pools, that no 
Ship dare go near it. At that River begins 
the £¢thiopian Shore, fhewing many 
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Mountains, which are eafily feen from the 






Arabian Shore: And all the Coaft from this 
River, as far North as Zuakin, which is near 
200 Leagues, is called the Ethiopian Coatt. 

AwNp tho’ I never was on that South-weft 

Coaft of the Red Sea, and know but few that 
traffick there, except Romz/b Prietfts, yet Pll 
venture to relate what I learned from them. 
There are two or three fmall Ports between 
“Zeyla and Moffava, but an inconfiderable 
"Trade, being moft in Slaves of both Sexes, 
which the £¢thiopianus bring to Mocha for a 
Market, where I have feen a Drove of thofe 
unfortunate Creatures carried like a Flock of 
Sheep, moft Part of them infenfible. of thein 
own Mifery, and the higheft Bidder carries 
the Bargain. ‘hey alfo bring fome Elephants 
"Teeth, the beft that ever I faw, and fome O- 
{triches Feathers. 
Moffava is fituated on the North-weft 
End of a large Ifland, and affords a very 
good Harbour for Shipping of any Size; it 
has a Garifon of about 250 Turks in a Caftle 
built formerly by the Portugueze, who, ac- 
cording to their impolite Cuftom, opprefs 
Strangers as well as Natives, that come there 
to trade. 

Te Country produceth low Gold, Ele- 
phants Teeth, Slaves, and fome Coffee, but 
of a larger Grain than what grows on the 
Land oppofite to it in Arabia, at Bertlefac- 
kee. he current fmall Money of Ethiopia 
is Salt, which is dug out of the Mountains 
as we do Stones from our Quarries, which 
they 
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they break in Pieces of feveral Sizes, the lar- 
geít weighing about 80 Pounds, the others in 
40, 20,10, or 5 Pounds, and are fo expert in 
dividing it, that they err not above 5 per 
Cent. more or lefs in their Calculation of 
Weight; 20 Pounds is in Value about 1 Shil- 
ling Ster/, and thofe Pieces of Salt is the cur- 
rent Money in their Markets for Provifions, 
and likewife for Cloth, when they buy a Yard 
or two at a Time ; and when a Merchant 
has got any confiderable Quantity by him, 
there are Bankers to give Gold for it. 

Tue Religion on the Sea-coaft is Maho- 
metan, but within Land Cophtzes, who are 
circumcifed Chriffzans. ‘The Males they cir- 
cumcife fometimes at 8 Days old, but that 
Ceremony is often delayed till 40 Days, and. 
fometimes not till the feventh or eighth Y ear of 
their Age. ‘They circumcife Females as well 
as Males. The Circumcifion, they think,is ne- 
ceflary in Memory of Fefus Chrifi, and on a 
certain Day yearly, they immerfe themfelves 
in Rivers or Lakes, in Remembrance of 
Chrif?’s Immerfion or Baptifm. ‘They forbear 
eating fome Beafts Fleth, according to the 
Mofaical Law. ‘They hold from Saturday's 
Noon to Suuday’s Noon their Sabbath. ‘hey 
receive the Sacrament ftanding, and only in 
the Church, and the Wine only from the 
Deacon’s Hand in a Spoon. Their Priefts eat 
no idle Bread, but maintain themfelves by La- 
bour. "They have many Bifhops, but one they 
call Abunah above the reft, he is held in great 
Veneration, and when he goes abroad, 
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has great Attendance, and rides on a Mule; 
with a Crofs in his right Hand. 

Tuey enter their Churches bare-footed, 
becaufe God commanded Mo/fes to put off 
his Shoes, for the Ground he "aang on was holy. 
They allow but one Wife, but as many Con- 
cubines as they pleafe. They allow of Re- 
pudiation, but neither Party can marry again, 
till the Term of three Years be expired, and 
if the Partiesare not reconciled in that ‘l‘erm, 
they think the Breach too big ever to be clo- 
fed up again. ; 

Tuey have all the canonical Books of 
our Scriptures, and feveral more. "They reck- 
on the Prophet Iddo one of the greater Pro; 
phets, and put him in the Clafs with J/azah, 
Ezekiel, Elifba, Elijah and “Daniel, and that 
he wrote 14000 Prophecies, many of which 
they have at this Day; that his Prophecies 
of Fefus Chrifi, were clearer, or more di- 
{tinct than any the other Prophets left bẹ- 
bind them; but the Subftance of their practical 
Religion confifts in their Fafts and Feafts, for 
ey do not much trouble themfelves about 
the Doétrine of Faith, Repentance and good 
Works, which makes them very diffolute in 
their Lives. 

W E Europeans generally call the King of 
Ethiopia, Prefier Jobn, but his Subjects know 
no fuch Appellation ; ’tistrue, he is Supreme 
in ecclefiaftick as well as civil Affairs. His Do- 
minions are very large, and he has many [ri- 
butaries, who ftile themfelves Kings, and act 
defpotically. The Royal #amily arc all kept 
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at Amara, which is a pleafant round Hill, fi- 
tuated in 12 Degrees North from the Egua- 
tor, tho’ I faw an old Portugueze geographi- 
cal Defcription of Ethzopiza, place it under 
the Eguznoétial. "The Hill is walled round 
with a high Wall, at leaft 12 Leagues in Cir- 
cumference, which cuts off all Communica- 
tion with Strangers or Mal-contents. With- 
in the Walls are Palaces, Gardens, Orchards, 
W oods for wild Game, Rivulets and Ponds 
for Fifh, and all that the Clime can afford to 
make it pleafant ; there the Youths of the 
Royal Family ftudy what Arts and Sciences 
are proper to their Quality, or according ta 
the Knowledge of their "Teachers. 

‘T’uHeir Empire is hereditary, but not ina 
direct Line, the Succeffion being kept in the 
ancient Family, which they reckon upas high 
as Solomon, but on the Demife of one Em- 
peror, they make Choice of a Royal Youth 
out of the Paradife of Amara, fo he that be- 
haves beft in that State of Probation, or has 
the beft Friends to recommend him, fucceeds 
without Contention, which political Cuftom 
makes their Y ouths very tractable and ftudious. 
There are none reckoned Princes of the Blood 
after fecond Coufin-germans, and it feems they 
have fomething like the Sa/ick Law in Force 
amongit them, for their Hiftories mention no 
Female Reign fince Cazdaces Time, if Æ- 
sa ie: as it no is, was her Country. 

HEvy are very neity in their Apparel and 
Dict, for tho’ their Country is well ftored 
with Fire-wood, yét they do not take Pains 
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to drefs their Meat by Fire, but having kil- 
led their animal Food, before it be well 
cold, they mince it, and mix Salt and a fharp 
hot Bark of a'I'ree well powdered, and make 
the Morfel up in fmall Balls about the Bignefs 
of a Wall-nut, and greedily eat it: But the 
Princes eat in State, for they being feated on 
a Matt fpread on the Ground, his favourite 
female Slave or Concubine makes up thofe 
Balis of Flefh or Fifh feafoned with the afore- 
faid Sauce of Salt and Bark, and fqueezes them 
into fafhionable Morfels, his Highnefs gapes 
like a young Crow, and fhe throws it cle- 
verly in, which he prefently devours. ‘The 
Commons eat of the fame Sort of Viands with 
the Grandees, but many of both Sexes die by 
Fxcoriations of the Guts and the right Inte- 
ftine; but whether their Diet be the Caufe 
of their Diftemper, I leave to Phyficians to 
determine, who generally are the beft Judges. 
They have a good pleafant Liquor made of 
Hony and Potatoes, which they caroufe in 
plentifully, and often get drunk by it, and 
then they are rather mad than inebriated, 
which renders them very quarrelfom and fu- 
rious; their Hony, as it is very plentiful in 
their Country, fo it is the whiteft, hardeft 
and beft tafled that ever I met with. 

I had the above Relation of Abafina from 
four Romifh Prieifts, who had their Miffion 
there for 8 Years together, but made but few 
Profelytes: "They had been meddling in State 
Affairs, and, for Fear of lofing thcir Flcads, 
they fled, and left two of their Brethren, be- 
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ing old,and not fit for Travel; what became 
of them they knew not; but thofe four tranf- 

effed their Superior’s Orders, and left their 

tations, and travelled three or four hundred 
Miles to the Sea-coaft, and got a Paflage o- 
ver the Red Sea to Mocha, where I entertain- 
ed them about four Months: ‘They alfo told 
me, that feven tributary Kings had loft their 
Heads in fix Months ‘Time, for Mal-admini- 
{tration or ‘Treafon, and if my Guefts had 
not removed their Quarters when they did, 
they had been honoured with the Name of 
Roman Martyrs, zz Anno 1714. The Coun- 
try abounds plentifully in W heat, Rice, Bar- 
ley, Legumens or Pulfe of feveral Sorts; nat- 
withítanding they eat their raw Meat with- 
out Bread. Their Woods abound in Ele- 
phants (reckoned the largeft in the World } 
alfo fome Lions and ‘Tigers, and innume- 
rable "Froops of Wolves, Monkeys and O- 
{triches, all much larger than in other Coun- 
tries. The aforefaid Prieíts alfo told me, that 
the Head of Nzluws, which the Ancients. fo 
much fought for,is in thisCountry, about the 
Latitude of 6 Degrees North, and about 400 
Miles from the lower End of the Red Sea. 
How far the Ethiopian Coatt ftretches to the 
North-ward, I know not, but it has no Sea- 
ports to the Northward of Mof/zva, and the 
next Country to it is the barbarous Zuakin, 
whofe Inhabitants e uer d [ferent both in 
Complexion and © & ms fiom the Abafines, 
whofe Colour is only as black as Soot, bur 
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the Zuakins are as black as Jet, and their 
Skins as foft as Velvet. 
 "Tuetrr Religion is {till Paganifm, tho’ 
they don’t worfhip Images. ‘They fhew out- 
ward Civility to Huropeans, but kill thems, 
and feaft on their Flefh, when any are unfor- 
tunately fhipwrack’d on their Coaft: At firft 
they fhew a feeming Humanity, allowing them 
a convenient Place to lodge in, with Plenty 
of animal Food to eat, and fometimes en- 
tertain them with their Mufick, and then de- 
{troy the fatteft, as they have Occafion to 
feaft on them, an Inftance whereof I had from 
a Miffionary at Mocha, in Anno 1712. viz. 
-A Turkifb Galley bound from Mof/ava to 
Judda in Arabia felix, had on board about 
20 European Turks, and one Italian Priefts 
as Paffenger ; that Galley was drove afhore 
on the Coaft of Zuakin by a Storm, the Gal- 
ley was loft, but all the Men got fafe afhore, 
and found the abovementioned Entertain- 
ment. ‘They had not been long afhore, till 
fome People of Diftinction vifited them, and 
feemed to condole their Misfortune, but with- 
al, told them in Arabick, that the King had a | 
great Defire to fee fome of them, and they 
chofe the youngeft and plumpeft ofthe Turks 
to fhew to the King, who very willingly 
went away with them, but none came back 
to bring News how they were entertained 
at Court; and every fourth orefifth Day, an- 
other of the beft favoured and beft flefhed 
were carried from their Comrades; on the 
fame; or fuch like Errand, till near one Half 
were 
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were carried away, thofe that remained had 
no Sufpicion, buf, were lulled afleep by the 
good Words and good ‘I'reatment they re- 
ceived daily: But one Day, an Abafine, who 
had fled his Country for fome Mifdemeanour, 
came to vifit them, and, in Difcourfe, they 
told him how courteoufly they had been en- 
tertained by the hofpitable Natives, and how 
many of their Company had gone to the King, 
but that none returned. he Abafine told 
them, that they were treated after the com- 
mon Cuftom of that Country, that when a- 
ny white Men were fhipwrack’d on their 
Coatft, they found fuch ‘IT'reatment as they 
had, to make them fat, and then to kill and 
eat them; by cutting fuch Morfels of the Bo- 
dy as they had prefent Occafion for, and 
kept Life as long in the poor Victim as they 
could; and that very Morning a fauzfary had 
been carried on the aforefaid Errand, and 
had one Leg cut off, and the Half of a ‘high, 
and he faw them rofting and broiling the 
Flefh as he happened to pafs in his Way to 
vifit them, and told the difconfolate Turks 
that remained, that if one or two would ac- 
company him a little Way in the Evening, he 
would convince them of the Truth of that he 
told them, but they muft immediately after 
return to their Lodging. ‘Ihe Prieít was one 
that went to behold the fad Spectacle, whom 
they found not quite dead, tho fpeechlefs, on 
which the Abafine went fpeedily away, as the 
others did to acquaint their Fellows what 
they’had feen. Afioonas they made their Re 
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port, they were under the greateft Confter- 
nation, and unanimoully reiolved to flee to 
the Woods that very fame Night, and truft 
the wild Inhabitants rather than the crueller 
Beafts, the Zuakins. And the Woods are 
plentifully inhabited with Lions, ‘ligers, 
large Monkeys, but above all with Wolves. 
The Prieft took his Way in the Dark along 
the Sea-fhore to the Northward, but knew 
nothing of his Fellows, which Way they 
took, or how they fared. In the ec Maes 
ockss 














he fculked in Caverns and Hollows of 
which that Sea-coaft abounds in, and is not 
fo much frequented by the brutal Cannibals 
as the inland Parts; fometimes he fallied out 
to get Shell-fifh, or what elfe he could get to 
eat, and in the Night he travelled, fo that af- 
ter feventeen Nights and Days hard Fatigue, 
he arrived at a Village in ‘Opper Egypt inha~ 
bited by Mahometans and Cophties, who re- 
lieved him, and fent him to Grand Cairo, 
from whence he wrote to a Miffionary at 
Mocha, in Anno 1714. who refided with me, 
and gave him the above Account, with the 
Addition of a very ftrange Paradox, viz. 
That himfelf being then about 28 Years of 
Age, (when he fell on the Coaft of Zuakin ) 
his Hair was of a dark brown, but when he 
arrived in Cazro, his Hair was turned to ave- 
ry light gray, and continued fo till the Time 
e wrote to his Friend at Mocha of that tra- 
gical Adventure. 

Taere are no Sea-ports from Zuakin on 
the South-weit Side of the Red Sea, till we 
come 
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come to Senes, which lies near the Head of 
the Bay of that Sea, which fends his oppofite 
Shores down to the South-eaftward, as far as 
Labelmandel. | | 

Sues, or Senes feems to be the Æ 2207-¢e- 
ber, or Fi loth, from whence Sožomoz ient his 
Ships to Optir, for I have converted with fe- 
veral Pilots of that Navigation, who aflur- 
ed me, there is no clean Bottom for Ancho- 
ring, but Sexes, on that Parc of the Coaft, 
for moft Part of the Red Sea is incumbred 
with Coral Rocks under Water, and pette- 
red with Banks, which make the Navigation 
very dangerous. At prefent, Seves is the on- 
ly, Sea-port for Grand Cairo, from whence it 
is three Days Journey by L.and, with a Caf- 
filla or Caravan, but on Horfe-back but two 
fhort Days. In Cazro the Auglifb and French 
keep their Confuls, for the Support of the 
Trade of their refpecétive Countries. 

in Anno 1714. Mr. Farrington was Conful 
for the Æzgl:/þ, he had a very fair Character 
from all People, as well Merchants as the 
Religious that came from Cairo to Mocha, 
which made me prefume to trouble him with 
a Letter, giving him the bett Account I 
could of the State of Merchandize in /zdza, 
and to have his Advice, whether it might be 
practicable to cultivate a "Trade from Jvdiza 
to Sezes, which Letter he very civilly an- 
{wered, and next. Year it came to my Hand, 
but he diffwaded me from any Attempt that 
Way ;..becaute of the intolerable Avarice and 
Infulés of the Turki/þb Bafþbaws, and other 
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Officers of Note, with the Contempt they 
have for Merchants, efpecially Chrzffzaus, he 


affured me, that it is impofible to be a Gai- 
ner by fuch Commerce.

Gives a little Defcription of the Coaft of A- 
rabia the Happy, from Mount Sinai to Mo- 
cha, with fome Obfervationus ou the Religion, 


Cuftoms and Laws, as they are now efta- 
blifhed. 


VER againft Seues, on ‘the Arabiar 
Shore, itands Mount S7z#az, about 5 or 
6 L.eagues from the Sea; and on its South- 
weit Side, near the Bottom, is the Monattery 
of St. Katharina. ‘The Mount is much rever- 
ed by the Jews, and the Monaftery by the 
Chriftians; it is very ancient, and held in 
{fome Vencration by the Mahometans, whofe 
Pilgrims to Mecca, from Eg ypt, Turkey and 
Paleftize, pafs clofe by, both in their go- 
ing and returning, as do likewife their Cathl- 
las, and other Patfengers, that go on ‘[raf- 
fick to ~udda, a City four Days Journey 
from Mecca, where Alahomer \ies interred: 
And the great Concourfe of Pilgrims (from 
all Parts where his Religion is fpread ) brings 
a great Trade thither. 

Taurere isa ‘Tradition, that, as A/zhomet 
was going on an Expedition to Peleffine, he 
Called at that Monaftcry for Refrefhments and 
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the Monks generoufly affifted him ; and in 
Acknowledgment of their Civility, he gave 
them a Charter, which they {till keep, where- 
in he gave them many Immunities, and laid 
his heavy Curfe on all, who fhould, after 
that ‘Time, dare to moleft that Monattery. 

Tue Building is ftrong and high, and no 
Gate or Door to enter in to it, but one, 
which ftands about ten Yards high (in the 
Wall) from the Ground. It has a large In- 
clofure adjoyning to it, with an high Wall, to 
keep the wild Arabs from robbing them of 
their animal Proviiions ; for they are fuch 
vile “Thieves, that they had rather venture / 
to ly under the Anathema of their Prophets 
than to keep their Hands from Robbery. 

Irs prefent Poffeffors are Nefforian and 
Jacobin Monks, who are maintained by the 
Charity of Paifengers, and a littl Revenue 
that belongs to the Monaftery. The Chrz/7z- 
ans, in that Part of Arabia, are Nefforzans 
and Facobins, whofe Priefts may, marry, and 
they allow of no Images but the Crofs, and 
many other Things repugnant to the Rowmz/h 
‘Tenets. 

Judda is the next Place of Note below St. 
Katharina. ït isafmall, but well fortified Ci- 
ty, belonging to the 7wreé&. It {tands clofe to 
the Sea, and is governed by a Bafhaw, who 
keeps a Garifon in it, with four or five Gal- 
leys to cruize on the Red Sea, to hinder the 
Pafling of all Ships or Veffels up the Sea, 
without firit calling at Judda. 
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Tar inland Country about it, belongs to 
a Sheek, who prctends to be a Defcendant 
of Mabomet. Hie has the Title of Xer:f gi- 
ven him, to diftinguifh his Eminency from 
other Sheeks. And, altho’ he be fo near a- 
kin to the Prophet, yet he fqueezes above 
xococo Pounds Sterl. yearly out of the Pil- 
pomi who go to worfhip at his Anceftor’s 

omb. And fo much Gain he can make of 
their Folly. 

Ir is between this Country and Sżzaż, that 
the famous Balm of Gilead grows. It is re- 
ported to proceed from a Shrub, the Bark 
of which is flit, and Ve(ff[els fet under the 
Wound to receive it, as it drains from that 
Wound. The wild Arabs about Sizaz, have 
a ‘Tradition, that Abrabam was their Country- 
man, and are not a little proud of that Ho- 
nour ; but if it was fo, that he was their Sheek, 
as they alledge, they neither follow him in 
Morals or Religion. 

T s £ Sea-coafts of Arabia felix, from Jud- 
da to the Southward, as far as the Latitude 
of 15 “Degrees, are governed by feveral 
Sheeks, who are fo avaritious, that no Pil- 
rims can pafs through their Dominions, but 

eggars; for if Strangers carry any ‘hing 
of Valuc about them, or if they have good 
Clothes, they are ftript of all, and about a 
Yard of coarfe Cloth given them to cover 
their Nakednefs; and Lectures of Humility 
and Devotion are preached to them, that 
whoever goes on fo folemnan Errand, ought 
to fhew, by their outward Appearance t = 
tne 
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the inward Man is humble, and that thofe 
who love Riches, ought to fequefter them- 
felves fromthe World, before they approach 
that holy Place, where, after the Muftee (or 
his Deputy, the Fackee ) had beftowed a Be- 
nedi@iion on them, if they had any Grace, 
they would never covet Riches again. 

T aE Llmmaum of Mochas Dominions reach 
along the Sea-coaft from the Latitude of 
15 Degrees, to the Southward, as far as Ba- 
belmandel, very barren and inhofpitable, af- 
fording neither frefh Water, nor Wood for 
Shipping, either for Drink or Fuel. Only 
on ‘the Ifland of Commera, which lies about 
sor 6 Leagues from Setlefackee, there is 
both a good Harbour, and Plenty of Provi- 
fions for Strangers, as well as for the Inha- 
bitants, .whofe "Temperance makes them eafi- 
ly fatisfied, both with their coarfe Diet and 
ais eee 

etlefackee is the firt "Town of Note 
(near the Sea-coaft ) of the lwmmaums Domi- 
nions. It ftands about 25 Augli/b Miles from 
the Sea, and it ts the greateft Market for 
Coffee inthe World. It fupplies lzdza, Per- 
fia, Turkey in Afia, Africa and Europe, be- 
fides Eugland, France and Holland, with 
Coftee-beans. Other Goods and Merchandize 
may be bought and fold on Credit, for a 
certain “Time; but Coffee is always bought 
for ready Money. The Europe ae lades 
yearly at Mocha, (from whence Setlefackee 
is about roo Fzglifhb Miles ) about 2000 
Tuns, rather more than Iefs, and the other 
G 3 Nattloults 
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Nations above 20coo Tuns more. The whole 
Province of Betlefackec is planted with Cof- 
fee Trees, which are never fuftered to grow 
above 4 ors Yards high; and the Bean or 
Berry grows on the Branchesand ‘Twigs, firit 
preen, then red, at laft a dark brown Go- 
four. Ihe Berries cling to the Branches like 
fo many Intfeéts, and when they are ripe, 
they fhake off. 

Zibet is the next Town, and fervcs for a 
Sea-port for #etlefackee. It was large, and 
famous in ancient "Times for Trade, but in 
the fourteenth Century, the Zwrks overran 
all the Coafis of the Red Sez, and made them 
‘Tributaries to them. ‘They,ruined all te 
Trade from Indie to Ziber, and fettled their 
Emporium at _Adcex, about 35 Leagues with- 
out Babelmeazdel, to the E:aftward: And the 
fimmanm helds his Kingdom in Feoff from 
the Tzr at this ‘Time; and when the Turks 
come to Betlefackee, none dare break the 
Price of the Market, nor buy before they 
are firit ferved. 

‘Dae Lmamaum or King keeps his Court ge- 
nerally ata Town called Mohbazż:b, about 200 
Fiuglif{p Miles to the Ealt, North-eaftward of 
Mocna. He has little Splendor about it, and 
he that reigned 272 Anno 1714. Was about 30 
Years of Age. His Government has been of 
along ‘Time very il managed. His Lull 
having the Afcendant over his Reafon, he 
had feldom lefs than Three hundred Wives 
married to him, of the neoft beautiful voung 
Women in his Dominions. He often marries 

one. 
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one, at one New-moon, and, on the next 
New-moon, remarries her to one of his Mi- 
nions, and beftows a good Patrimony on her 
to help her off;-fo that with hjs own fre- 
guent Marriages, and thofe of his Minions, 
he exhaufts all his Revenues, and is always 
necefflitous, which forces him on many unyjuit 
and mean Ways toexact Money from his mi- 
{erable Subjects. And, zz Anno 1720. their 
heavy Burdens made them rebel, and in- 
volved the whole Country in a civil War. 
One Part was for depofing him, and another 
for keeping him onthe ‘Throne ; but what 
the Event was I never heard. 

Tue Turks being baffled in feveral Projects 
and Expeditions from Aden, and that they 
could not well maintain their Ground in that 
Part of drabia, ( being fo very far diftant 
from their own Dominions) without much 
Charge and ‘Trouble, they, in the latter End 
of the fixteenth Century, withdrew their 
Garifon from 4den, and left it, with all its 
Fortifications and Buildings, to the lwmaum ; 
who finding dex to ly inconvenient for 
the Trade of the Red Sea, becaufe of the 
frefh Winds ufually blowing at its Mouth, in 
both Eafterly and Wefterly Monfoons, made 
him remove the ‘Irade about 15 Leagucs 
within its Mouth, in a Bay, not very com- 
modious for Shipping, to a Tifhing "Town 
called Mocha.

Gives a Defcription of the Immaum of Mo- 
cha’s Country, particularly of Mocha its 
Situation, Laws, Cuftoms and Commerce 3 
with fòme hifitorzcal Obfervations. 


OCH A, upon the foregoing Account, 
was built for an Amporzum or Mart 
for the Trade of India to the Red Sea, and 
was mightily forwarded by the Perfwafion of 
a Sheek, who bore the Character of a Saint 
amongít his Country-men. His Name was 
Sheek Seddley; and he pretended to prophe- 
fy, that Mocha fhould be a Place of great 
Trade to the Country, and confequently of 
great Profit to the Lmmaum. ‘They had fuch 
a Veneration for him, that the greate{t 
Mofque in the “Town, and the greateit Gate, 
bear his Name, and did, even in his own 
Lifetime, fee the Town walled, tho’ but ve- 
ry weakly. It is fituated clofe to the Sea, in 
a large, dry, fandy Plain, that affords no 
good Water within 20 Miles, all the Wells 
nearer the City being brakifh, fo that nothin 
of Fruits grows near it, but a few Dates an 
Water Melons. The Water for drinkine 
comes from Mofa, about 20 Miles off, as 
faid before, and by that ‘Time we get it to 
the ‘Town, it cofts us as dear as fmall Beer 
is fold for in Hugland. ‘Thofe who are obli- 
ged to drink of the Wells near the Town, 
are in Danger of having a long fmall Worm 
breed in their Legs or lect, that r 
tne 
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the Place where it breeds, ‘which is accom- 
panied with extreme burning Pains. In § or 
6 Days it appears between the Cutany and 
outward Skin,. and then puts its Head thro’, 
which when the Patient obferves, he takes 
hold of it witha Pair of T weezers, and pulls 
it very gently out, about an Inch or two at 
a Time, in 24 Hours, and rolls it round an 
Hen’s Quill, or fome other ‘hing of that 
‘Thicknefs. It is no thicker than the ‘Treble 
String of a Violin; and I have feen of them, 
after they have been pulled out, about two 
Foot and an half long. While it is in the 
Leg, it is daily covered with a Plaifter, and, | 
if it chance to break in the Operation, the 
Patient will be troubled with intolerable 
Pains for a long While’; and fometimes they 
are crippled by it. But the Mof/z2 Water, co- 
ming from Springs amongft the Mountains, 
is very {weet and wholefom. 

Mocha is a Place of good Trade, notwith- 
{tanding its bad Situation; for, befides the 
Commerce with Sues and Judda, the En- 
gli/b and Dutch Companies have their Fa- 
ctories there, befides a Trade from Juda, 
carried on by -£zgli/b free Merchants, Por- 
tugueze, Banyans and Moors, and by Vefiels 
from Bofforah, Perfia and Muskat in Arabia 
petrea. Ihe Country, of itfelf, affords or pro- 
duces very few valuable Commodities, be- 
fides Coffee, and fome Drugs, fuch as 
Myrrh, Olzbanum or Frankincenfe from 
Caffiin, and Aloes Soccatrina from Soccotra 
liquid Storax, white and yellow i 
eme 
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fome Gum Arabick and Mummy; with {ome 
Balm of Gilead, that comes down the Red 
Sea. ‘The Coffee Trade brings in a continu- 
al Supply of Silver and Gold from &zvrope, 
Spanifp Mones German Crowns, and other 
uropean Coins of Silver ; alfo Zequins, 
German and Hungarian Ducats of European 
Gold; and from Turkey, Ebramies and Mo- 
grabies, Gold of low Matt. ; 
Tne Pirates, for many Years, infefted the 
Mouth of the Red Sez, committing frequent 
Robberies and Barbarities. Captain “vory 
was the firft that led the Way, zz Anno 1695. 
and the Pirates finding great Booties, pur- 
ehafed with {mall Danger, from the Traders 
into the Red Sea, had a Projeét to be Ma- 
fters of the Key of that Door, fo they found 
the Ifand Prim, which lies within Gun-fhot 
ef Babelmandel, to have a good commodious 
Bay for the Security of their Shipping; upon 
which Confideration, they began to build re- 
gular Fortifications, and dig for frefh Wa- 
ter, and, with much Labour, they dug thro’ 
an hard Rock, 15 Fathoms deep, but found 
none, but brakifh Water; wherefore they 
deftited, and removed to St. Mary's Ifland, 
on the Ealt Side of Madagafcar, as I obferv- 
ed before, and are fince removed, for more 
Security, over to the main If{land, and there 
they fortify themfelves by Marriages into the 
noble Families of that great H{land, from 
whence they come into Jzdia, and cruize in 
thofe Seas. Iz Anuo 1696. they met with a 
Ship from Bombay, commanded by one Saw- 
bridge, 
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bridge, who was carrying Arabian Horfes 
for Surat. After they took the Ship, Saw- 
bridge began to expoftulate with them about 
their Way of Life. “Chey ordered him to 
hold his "Tongue, but he continuing his Dif- 
courfe, they took a Sail-needle and Twine, 
fewed his Lips together, and fo kept him fe- 
veral Hours, with his Hands tied behind him. 
At length they unloofed both his Hands and 
Lips, and carried him on board their Ship, 
and, after they had plundred Sawbrzdge’s 
Ship, they fet her on Fire, and burned her 
and the Horfes together. Sawbrzdge and his 
People were fet afhore near Adenu, where he 
“died prefently after. 

Captain f/vory was not fo inhumane; for 
the Year before, he took a large Ship belong- 
ing to the Mogul, and got a Booty of 2600000 
Rupees, which amount to, in Sterling Mo- 
ney, about 325000 Pounds. He freed the 
Ship, and let her go, without torturing the 
People; but carried a young Alogus Lady 
with him, and fome of her female Servants, 
who had been at Mecca to perform a Vow, 
laid on her by her Mother on her Death-bed. 
Bur, to return again to Mocha, from my 
long Digreffion: The Town is large, but 
meanly fortified ; and, from the Sea, it has 
a fine Afpect. ‘The Buildings arc lofty, and 
make a much better Appearance without than 
within. "The Steeples of five or fix Mlofques 
raife their Heads pretty high above the rett 
of the Buildings. “Their Markets are well 
ftored with animal Provifions, fuch as Beef, 
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Mutton of Sheep and Goats, Lamb and Kid, 
Camel and pesa de Flefh, Dung-hill Fowls, 
Guinea Hens, Partridge and Pigeon. The 
Sea affords Variety of Fifh, but not favoury. 
{ believe their Unfavourinefs proceeds from 
the extreme Saltnefs of the Sea-water, and the 
Nature of their Aliment. The Town is well” 
furnifhed, all the Year round, with good 
fruits, fuch as Grapes, Peach, Apricocks and 
Quinces, of which they make Store of Mar- 
melade, both for their prefent Ufe and Ex- 
portation, tho’ near the Lown, there is not 
a Tree or Shrub to be feen, but a few Date 
‘Trees. And they feldom have more than two 
or three Showers of Rain in a Year, and of 
ten no Rain in two or three Years; but a- 
mongift the Mountains, about 20 Miles off, 
feldom a Morning paffes without a moderate 
Shower, which makes the Vallies very pro- 
lifick in Fruit and Corn, fuch as the Soil will 
bear; but they have no Rice, tho’ Plenty of 
Barley and W heat. 

T aere Governor of Mocha, and the Oft- 
cers of the Town, are Merchants, when they 
think to get good Bargains, and are very rea- 
dy to break their Contraéts, both in Pay- 
ment of their Debts, and in the Time of Pay- 
ment. Some Inftances whereof I faw. And, 
zn Anno 1716.1 had an experimental one ; for 
the Deputy-governor having bought a Part 
of my Cargo, agreed to pay me the firt Day 
of June, according to our Æra and Compu- 
tation. At the appointed ‘Time I demanded 
my Money ; but he told me, that notwich- 
{tanding 
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{tanding he had agreed at that Time to pay 
me, yet the Cuftom was not to pay before 
the Middle of July, and Cuftom muft be 
obferved before Contract; befides, the King 
having much Need of Money, fent prefling 
Demands on the ‘Town for Money, as faft as 
it came in by Cuftoms and other Subfidies 5 
therefore he could not, nor would not pay 
me. before the cuftomary Time, nor would 
he clear my Account Cuftoms (which is a 
Part of his.Office ) before that Time. I often 
folicited him to clear my Account, and pa 
the Balance; but to no Purpofe. I then fell 
on a Projećt to frighten him into Compli- 
ance. I went very calmly to him, and told 
tiim, that I had fome Goods left, which would 
be proper for the inland Markets, and that $ 
would let him have a Penyworth of them. He 
knew the Goods were proper enough, as I 
had told him, and fo came to my Houfe, 
which was four Stories high. I carried him 
up to the higheft, and, having feated him in 
a {mall Balcony, I fhewed him the Mutfters 
of my Goods, and askt Prices which he 
thought too high ; and, becaufe we could not 
agree, he was for going abruptly away, and 
fo got on his Feet: But I being much too 
{trong for him, took him by the Shoulders, 
and forced him to fit down again, and orde- 
red my Linguift to tell him, that, before we 
parted, he muft clear my Account Cuftoms, 
and give me Bills, on the King’s Banker, for 
the Balance, otherwife I would teach him to 
fly from the Balcory to the Ground, be the 
Coniequence 
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Confequence what it would. He had never 
been fo treated before, and Fear feized him 
fo, that he could not {peak “or a little Time, 
but, recovering a little, ordered his Clerk, 
who was in the Room with us, to make up 
my Account, and draw Bills immediately, 
“ readily obeyed Orders; and, in Half an 
Hour, webecame good Friends again. ‘The 
Noife of this Action run like a Squib thro’ 
the "Town, and, before I came to the Bank- 
er with the Bill, ( which was for about 1200 
L. Sterl.) he was apprifed how I had ferved. 
the Deputy-governor, and, upon prefenting 
it, accepted it to be paid in feven Days; 
but’ withal defired, that I would conftantl 
keep two European Seamenat his Door, wit 
Arms, and, as Money came in, they were to 
receive one Bag, andthe King’s People ano- 
ther, till the Sum fhould be completed: And 
accordingly in feven Days I got every Peny, 
and fent the Governor word, that I wanted 
to wait on him, in order to take my Leave. 
He returned me Anfwer, that I fhould be ve- 
ry welcome; and accordingly I went, and he 
received me very civilly ; and, all the while 
I ftaid, he pafied Jokes on his Deputy about 
the Fright I had put him into. 

Tuae King’s Cuftoms are very eafy, being 
but 3 per Cent. from Europeans, and 5 on Gen- 
tiles’; and the Cuftom-houfe as eafy, for they 
only defire to fee the Mutters of Goods, and 
the Quantity of Goodsin each Parcel or Bale, 
and fo caule fome, that they choofe, to be 
opened; and if they findthe Quantity and 
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Quality agree with the Invoice given in, the 
Remainder of the Cargo is carried direétly 
from the Landitig-place, to the Ware-hou- 
fes, without more ‘Trouble ; and, after Sale, 
they receive an Account from the Seller, and 
rate the Cuftoms accordingly. 

TuHey are very ignorant in Hiftory and 
natural Philofophy ; for.they tell, that Alex- 
ander the Great was Mahomet’s General, tho’ 
they lived about 900 Years diftant from one 
another; and that, having a Mind to tran- 
{port his Army over the Mouth of the Red 
ea, from Babelmandel to Zeyla, in order to 
conquer Ethiopia, he went about building a 
Bridge there; and, there being feven I{lands 
ra thefe Streights, called the Seven Stones, he. 
placed them there for a Foundation to build 
on: And they are of Opinion, that the World 
is fupported on the Horns of a great Bull, 
who fometimes fhakes his Head, which the 
affign to be the Caufe of Earthquakes, which 
frequently are felt there. 

HERE are Abundance of Beggars in Mo- 
cha, and in moft other ‘Towns in 4rabia, 
who brag ofthe Sanéctity and Verity of their 
Religion ; and, for Proof, when they pafs in 
the Streets, they are always bawling out, that 
there is but one God, and Mahomet his Pro- 
phet and beft beloved Servant; and, carry- 
ing a Piece of Iron like the Tooth ofan Har- 
row, in their right Hand, they {trike it with 
great Force into the Cavity of the Eye, and 
yet the Eye is not blemifhed, nor the Eye- 
lids, or Skin about the Eye, feem to be hurt ; 
an 
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and they often let the Iron hang down, as if 
the Point was faftned to the Corner of the 
Eye next the Nofe. As for mad People of 
either Sex, they venerate them, believing 
them to be infpired, or actuated by a prophe- 
tick Spirit. 

Taerrr Religion is Mahometifm, and are 
co, Cry Semis rigid in their Way, but abomi- 
nable Hypocrites ; for, in their Promifes, 
which they feldom keep, with lifted up Eyes, 
they call on God to be Witnefs to their Sin- 
cerity: Butin no Part of the World is Juftice 
bought and fold more publickly than here ; 
and the Judge, who generally is the Governor 
of the Place, whilft he is paffing unjuft Sen; 
tences, looks as grave as an old Cat, declaim- 
ing againft Partiality. 

In Anno 1716. I faw Juftice executed ona 
notorious Criminal, guilty of no lefs than 
Robbery and Murder. A poor Peafant had 
raifed a Stock of 500 Dollars, amongift his 
Friends and Neighbours, and was on his Way 
to Mocha, to lay it out in Merchandize pro- 
per for the Parts he lived in. A Villain, who 
knew of his Journey, and the Stock he car- 
ried, oo him, and cut his Throat from 
Ear to Ear, and then {tabbed him in the 
Breaft with his Dagger, and fo poffeft the 
Money, and went off with it. Some Paffen- 
gers, coming that Way foon after, found the 
mangled Corps, not quite cold, went and 
informed the Neighbourhood of the Trage- 
dy. On Information, they went and viewed 
the Carcafe, and knew it. ‘They gave the 
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Account to the murdered Perfon’s Relations, 
who lived but a .ittle Way off, and they bu- 

ried the Corps. | 
SoME Months after, one of the Relations 
being at Mocha, chanced to fee his dead 
Kinfman’s Ring on the Murderer’s Finger; 
and challenged it ; for it is the Cuttom ofall 
the eaftern Countries, both the Alahometaus 
and Gentiles, to wear Rings. They wear no 
Gold Rings, but Silver among the Mabome- 
fans, and the Gexztzles commonly wear Gold. 
‘The Perfon who knew the Ring, informed 
the Cadjee or Judge what had paft, and the 
Cadjee ordered the Murderer to be appre- 
kended, and brought before him ; and orde- 
ring him to be fearched, to fee if farther 
Proof could be found about him, the very 
Purfe that the Money was in, was found in 
his Bofom. However the Murderer denied 
all, but was fent to Prifon, and fettered, till 
other Perfons were fent for that were parti- 
cularly well acquainted with the Defunét. 
Five or fix Evidences who were fent fors 
appeared, and the Ring and Purfe being pro- 
duced, they fwore, that they knew them to 
be with the unfortunate Defunét when he fet 
out on his Journey for Mocha; and he at 
length confeft the Fact himfelf. The Judge, 
and the reft of his Court, defired kim to re- 
turn the Money, and they would folicite the 
_murdercd Perfon’s Relations to fpare his Lite, 
it being in their Power to take away or fave 
his Life ; but he abfolutely denied the retur- 
ning back any Part of it, and impudently af- 
t D keg 
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ked the Judge, how he thought his Wife 
and Children fhould be f&pported, if he 
fhould return the Money. 

Tree Months had paffed in unfruitful 
Perifwafions, but finding him obitinate, they 
bid him prepare to die next Day about Noon. 
And accordingly, with a Guard of about sco 
Horfe and Foot Soldiers, he was carried 
without the City, with his Hands tied be- 
hind him; and, about 200 Yards from Sheek 
Seddley’s Gate, he was delivered to the De- 
funct’s Relations, who firft gave him a deep 
Stab under the left Pap, and one of the Relati- 
ons ftanding behind, pulled back his Head, 
while another cut his Throat from Ear to Kaw 
and fo left him with all their Speed. For af- 
foon as the Mob faw him killed, they afflaul- 
ted the Executioners with Stones and Brick- 
bats fo furioufly, that the Guards had much 
ado to fave them from being murdered; for 
there is a Palage in the d/coran, importing, 
that whoever fpilt a Believer’s Blood, is ac- 
curfed, and ought to be ftoned to Death. 

Tue Soldiery of Mocha are very infolent 
and licentious ; for, in the Months of May, 
June and Fuly, the Air being fired with 
Heat, and the greate{t Concourfe of Stran- 
gers come to ‘Town, either about ‘Tratick, 
or gétting Paflage by Sea to foreign Coun- 
tries, and about that ‘Time Cath is plentieft 
in ‘Town, then thofe undifciplined Cowards 
feldom fail to fet Fire to fome Huts that the 
labouring People live in. and they being 
built of a few Spars, covered with the — 
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ches and Leaves of Date Trees, which are 
very combuftible Materials, the Flame foon 
grows fierce and violent, and very .often pe- 
metrates thro’ the Doors and Windows of 
Merchants Houfes, tho’ built of Brick. And, 
in the Coniternation, when People are intent 
on faving what they can, by removing their 
Goods from their burning Houfes to the 
Streets, thofe Varlets plunder publickly there 
with Impunity ; and, altho’ thofe Villains are 
detected in fetting Fire to Houfes and plun- 
dering, and Complaints made of them to the 
Governor, thofe Grievances are io far from 
being redreffed, that I have known a Com- 
lather well baftonaded for detecting the 
ogues. When I traded there, I always kept 
a Part of my Ship’s Company afhore for a 
Guard, and I acquainted the Governor, that 
if any Perfon came thro’ our Street in the 
Night with Fire in their Hands, as they of- 
ten did thro’ feveral other Streets where 
Merchants kept their Ware-houfes, I would 
order my Men to fire on fuch Fire-carriers, 

which kept me pretty fecure from them. 
Tue largeft City in the Immaum of Ara- 
bia felix’s Dominions, is Sonnan. It is 15 
Days Journey North-eaft from Mocha. It 
drives a great inland ‘Trade, and is the Mart 
for many of the Jzdza Goods that are brought 
to Mocha. 'TheMcchanicks of different ‘l'rades 
have cach their peculiar different Street; fo 
that whatever Commodities Strangers may 
want, they readily know where to find them. 
And in all the Streets there are Brokers for 
D 2 W ives, 
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Wives, fo that a Stranger, who has not the 
Conveniency of an Houfe in the City to lodge 
in, may marry, and be made a free Burgher 
for afmall Sum. When the Man fees his 
Spoufe, and likes her, they agree on the 
Price and Term of Weeks, Months or Years, 
and then appear before the Cadzee or Judge 
of the Place, and enter their Names and 
"Terms in his Book, which cofts but a Shil- 
jing, or thereabout: And joyning Hands be- 
fore him, the Marriage is valid, for better 
for worfe, till the Expiration of the Term a- 
greed on. And if they have a mind to part, 
or renew the Contract, they are at Liberty 
to choofe for themfelves what they judge 
moft proper; but if either want to be fepa- 
rated during the Term limited, there muft 
be a Commutation of Money paid by the.fe- 
parating Party to the other, according as 
they can agree; and fo they become free 
to make a new Marriage elfewhere.

H E, eaftmoft Town of Note in the 7z- 

maum of Mocha’s Dominions on the 
Sea-coatt, is Aden, built by the T#rks, inthe 
fourteenth Century, as has been hinted be- 
fore. It is built on the Eaft Side ofa barren 
Ifland, and has no freth Water but what the 
Rains afford them, which they keep in Ci- 
fterns. The Turks had great Defigns when 
they built it, for they thought of driving the 
Portugueze out of their Settlements in India, 
and to have poffeft them themfelves. Accor- 
dingly about the Middle of the fixteenth 
Century, they made an Expedition into Iz- 
dia, againft the Portugueze, but were. unfuc- 
ce{sful, and fo have never attempted fince ta 
fettle in India. It continued many Years af- 
ter the Stapple Port far the Red Sea Com- 
merce, but the Charges of kceping it, fo far 
trom the Tzrkz/b Dominions, made them leave 
it to the Lmmaum, as was already obferved, 
and he removed the ‘Trade to Aocha. 

Iv has a good Road for Shipping in the 
Wefterly Monfoons, and a pretty good Mould, 
or Bafon, for the E rii clofe to the Lage 
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34- 
and the Road is not Half Gun-fhot from it. 
has been well fortified, being’ naturally 
g in its Situation; but the Badows, or 
iid Arabs, who inhabit about the Sea-coaft 
of Arabia petrea, have feveral ‘Times taken, 
and plundred it, fince it fell into the Imma- 
ums Hands. “The Country adjacent produ- 
ces Barley, Wheat and Legumen, and Store 
of Fruits and Roots, Camels, Aifes, Mules 
and Horfes, allvery finely fhaped and mettle- 
fom; but Money being pretty plenty in that 
Part of the Country, their Horfes are very 
dear, for 50 or 60 L. Sterl. isreckoned but 
a {mall Price for one. ‘I‘hey have alfo Plen- 
ty of Sheep, with large broad ‘Tails, that reagh 
almoft to the Ground, and their Goats are 
the fineft, both for Beauty and ‘Tafte, that e- 
ver I faw. And they have Poultry and Gyi- 
yea Hens in Abundance. And the Sea affords 
Variety of good Fifh. The Immaum’s Domi- 
nions reach about 20 Leagues to the Faitward 
of Aden, along the Sea-coaft ; but there are 
no Places of ‘Trade till we come to 
Caffin, that lies almoft under the Meridi- 
an of Cape Guardafoy, and under the prodi- 
ious high Mountains of Megiddo, on the 
oaft of Arabia. 1 have feen thofe Moun- 
tains, in a clear Day, above 40 Leagues off. 
T we Religion of Cafin is Mahometan, and 
the civil Government ‘Democracy. Death is 
capital, and is punifhed with Death, but not 
by the civil Magiftrate; for the Tribe or 
Clan of the Defunct purfuesthe Murderer or 
Homicide, and when they have found sas 
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he is immediately beheaded, and his Head 
put upon the Potnt of a Eance, and brou 

to his Relations in "Triumph, with M 

and Dancing. And the ‘Tragi-comedy ends 
in Feafting. 

Tue Produé& of the Country (befides the 
common Roots, and Fruits and Animals ) is 
Myrrh and Olfzbanum or Frankincenfe, which 
they barter for coarfe Calicoes from {audia ; 
but they have no great Commerce with 
Strangers. Nor has Doffar any better ‘Trade, 
but is more noted for Barbarity to thofe they 
can circumvene. I knew an £zglz/b Ship zz 
Manno 1705. that called there for feh W ater, 
and the Natives came flocking on board with 
animal Provifions to fell or barter. ‘The 
found the Axzgz/b fupinely negligent, and, be- 
ing but fix or feven in Number, they mixt 
with them, and fuddenly ftabbed them all ; 
but did no Harm to the JIvdzaxz Seamen and 
Merchants, who were about 40 in Number. 
"They took every ‘Thing out ofthe Ship, and 
then burnt her. 

Curia Murza isanother Port onthat Shore, 
but of fmall Account. It is in the Middle 
of feven If{lands, each having a very high 
Mountain, which makes them confpicu- 
ous from the Sea. ‘There are none that fre- 

uent it but Trankies, that navigate from the 
Gulf of Perfiato the Red Sea, who call there 
for freth Water and Recruits of Provifion. 
The Inhabitants, along all that Coaft, are Ba- 
dows, who wear no Clothes above the Na- 


vel. Their Hair grows long, which they 
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plat, and wreathe about their Heads. ‘The 
t remarkable Place is Macezra, a barren 
habited Tifland, lying about 5 leagues 
om the Continent, and within 20 Leagues 
ot Cape Raffelgat. It has dangerous Sholes 
lying on its eft End, which reach above 
30 Leagues along the Shore to the Wettward, 
and io far in the Sea, that the Land (tho’ 
pretty high ) cannot be feen, before the un- 
skilful or unwary Pilot feels the Rocks with 
his Ship’s Keel. ‘he Innmabitants on the main 
Continent, feem to be Sorcerers; for about 
the Year 1684. a Ship from London, called 
the Merchants Delight, Captain Edward Say 
Supercargo, this Ship unfortunately run a- 
fhore on the Ifland in the Night, being very 
dark, notwithftanding they kept their deep 
Sea Lead going every Half Hour; yet they 
were fo lucky as to run her faft a-ground be- 
tween two Rocks very clofe to the Shore. 
In a few Minutes the Ship was full of Water, 
but, being dry on the upper Decks, the 
People kept on them till Day-light, and then 
they difcovered about 4 or 500 wild Arabs, 
with {ome ‘T'ents pitched at a little Diftance 
from them. 

Tue Arabs, by Signs, fhewed themfelves 
ready to affift the diftrefled FEizgli/b, and be- 
ing excellent Swimmers, fwam to the Ship, 
and brought the End ofa Rope afhore. ‘There 
was one on board, whom I.was afterwards 
well acquainted with, who, before that, had 
failed fome Years in India, and had learned 
the Induflam Language and fome aa. ; 
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he ferved for an Interpreter. ‘They bid the 
Engli/b hoift theit Boats oùt, and come afhcie 
without Fear, which they accordingly 
with their Arms. They told the Æz 
that they were not come there to rob them, 
but to affift them for reafonable Rewards, 
and that they would take no Advantage of 
the il] Circumftances they were in, but would 
make a fair Contra& with them, and perform 
their Part, as fhould be ftipulated in their 
Agreement. ‘The Ezgili/fb, tho’ very diff- 
dent of the treacherous Arabs, were oblig- 
ed to covenant, and agree, that whatever 
was faved of the ‘IT'reafure, Cargo, or the 
Ship’s Furniture, fhould be equally divided, 
and the -zglz/h to have the Choice which 
Part they might have a mind to; and that 
the 4rabs fhould tranfport the Azgli/b’s Part 
- Muskat, about 60 Leagues off, Freight 
ree. 
Assoown as the Contract was made, the 
Arabs went couragioufly to Work, and, in 
a Week or ten Days, got every Thing afhore 
that was portable, and they, according to A- 
reement, divided the whole into two equal 
Pca. and gave the £mg/z/h their Choice, and 
then got ‘T'rrankies, ( or Barks without Decks ) 
and {hipt what belonged to the Æzgli/þ for 
Muskat. All the while they were gettin 
the Goods afhore, they treated the Eszik 
with excellent, Mutton, both of Sheep and 
Goat, and laid in Provifion for their Paffage 
to Muskat, free of Charge to the Super. 
cargo. 
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Arter the Interpreter aforefaid was 
grown familiar with thofe Arabs, that were 
kind and benevolent, he askt them why 
aany of them had affembled on that bar- 
ren I{Jand. They anfwered, that about eight 
Days before the Ship was loft, a Fakee, who 
isan ecclefiaftick Officer in their Church, 
prophefied, that near fuch a Time, a Ship 
would be loft there, and preffed them to go 
to the Affiftance of the fhip-wrack’d People, 
who would be glad to come under Contraét 
with them, to have one Half of what was 
gotten out of the Wrack ; and conjured his 
Auditory to perform their Part faithfully, 
which accordingly they did; tho’ at other 
Times the Badows are perfidious, treach- 

erous and cruel. 
Carpet Rafelgat lies about 16 Leagues to 
the Faftward of Maceira, and the Sea-fhore 
is clear of Danger ; and juft within the Cape, 
to the Northward, is a Village called Teywee, 
which ftands on the Side ofa {mall River, 
near the Sea; but is beit known by a little 
Mountain (clofe by it) fhaped like an high- 
crown’d Hat. And about 16 Leagues far- 
ther to the Northweftward, is Curza?¢, a large 
Village in a Valley clofe to the Sea. To the 
Northward of it is a very high large Moun- 
tain, whofe Foot is wafht by the Sea, and 
there are 40 Fathoms within 200 Paces of it. 
It may be feen above 40 Leagues from the 
Sea. ‘There are neither Trees nor Grafs to 
be feen along the Sea-coaft, but at Czrzat ; 
and yet the Country has Plenty of Cattle, 
great 
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great and fmall, with Variety of Fruits and 
oots from the~ Vallies, and Fifh from the 
Sea. Their Wells are dug in the Vallies ve- 
ry deep before they come to Springs, kut 
the Water is very good. 
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CHAP. VIL. 


Treats of the Kingdom and City of Muskat, 
and of their religious and civil Cuftoms ; 
«with Jome hiftorical Account of their Wars 
and Oeconomy. And a little Acéount of the 


lata of Arabia deferta, as far as Baf- 
ora. 


‘US K AT lies about 22 Leagues to 
the North-weftward of Curzat, and is 
the Mart Town of Arabia petrea. It is built 
on the Bottom of a fmall Bay, that almoft 
has the Shape of an Horfe Shoe. It was built 
and fortified by the Portugueze, in the fif- 
teenth Century, but taken from them about 
the Year 1650. ‘The King of that Province 
( for tho’ there be many Kings in Arabia, 
yet none afiumes the Title of King of Arabia) 
having War at that "Time with the Per/faus, 
had raifed an Army of 400co Men to infult 
the Sea-coaft of Perfia; and had provided 
a fufticient Number of fmall Veffels, called. 
‘Trankies, for their Tranfports. His Army 
lay at a little Diftance from Muskat, and his 
Fleet at Muttcra, a {mall Bay about a Mile 
from the Entrance of Muskat Harbour. The 


King 
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King fent a civil Meflage to the Portugueze 
fSavernor, defiring the Liberty of his Mar- 
kets to buy Provifions. 

THe infolent Governor, thinking him- 
felf fafe within a walled ‘Town, with many 
{mall Forts to annoy any Enemy that could 
come to attack the Walls of the ‘Town, in- 
{tcad of returning a civil Anfwer tothe King’s 
Regueft, fent a Piece of Pork wrapt up in 
Paper, asa Prefent to the King, and bid the 
Mefienger tell him, that if he wanted fuch 
Provifions, he could furnifh him. The Mef- 
fenger, not knowing what was in the Paper, 
carried it to his Matter, with the rude 
Anfwer. Now Pork being forbidden thg 
Mahometans aswell as Fews, they hold it in 
Abomination, and confequently it aggravated 
the defigned Affront. he King was much 
furprized at the Governor’s ill Manners, 
but diffembled his Refentment, in Expedéta- 
tion to fnd a proper Time at his Return from 
his Perfiazx Expedition, to correét the Go- 
vernor’s Infolence, or revenge the Affront 
put onhim: But the whole Army being enra- 
ged at the Affront, breathed nothing but pre- 
fent Revenge. And the Queen, who was of the 
Sezd Extraćtion, who area Tribe or Family de- 
ficendcd from Mehomet, by Fatimahis Daugh- 
ter and 4//z his Apoftle, being of a mafculine 
fiery Temper, reproached the King for not 
refenting fo grofs an Affront, fwore by her 
Ancettor the Prophet, that fhe would never 
{tir out of the Tent fhe then fat in, till AZu/- 
kat was taken from the Portugueze. All the 
Army 
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Army applauded the Queen, and threatned 
to ot Ms 4 if they eat amn forthwith led_by 
their Officers to the Scalade of the City 
Walls. And at laft the King finding that no 
Perfwafions could cool their Fury, tho’ the 
Day was far fpent, ordered them to be led 
on. The Portugueze flank’d them, from 
their Forts on the Mountains, with Plenty of 
ereat and {mall Shot; but the Arabs never 
ooked back, nor minded the great Numbers 
of their dead Companions, but mounted the 
Walls over the Carcafes of their flain. About 
Sun-fet they drove the Portugueze fromtwo 
of the City Gates, and purfued their Enemy 
fo hard, that not one efcaped, tho’ they fled 
in great Hafte towards the great Fort, where 
the Governor ftaid. at Fort is built on a 
Rock almoft furrounded by the Sea, and has 
no Way to get up to it, but by a Stair-cafe 
hewn out of the Rock, above ṣo Yards high, 
and not above two or three Perfons can a- 
{cend a-breaft. The Arabs thought it im- 
practicable to attack it, fo made a Blocade of 
it. fn the Attack of the Town, the Arabs 
loft between 4 and so0cdo of the beft of their . 
Forces; and the Portugueze, in their Forts, 
were reduced to 60 or 7o. ‘Thofe in the 
{mall Forts were obliged. foon to furrender 
for Want of Ammunition and Provifions ; and 
all were put to the Sword,. except thofe, 
who, to faveertheir Lives, promifed to be cir- 
cumcifed, and abjure the Chriffian Religion. 
Thofe in the great Fort held out about fix 
Months, under great Want and Fatigues; and 
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all Hopes of Relief being cu¢ off, they refol- 
ved on a Surrender,. on which Motion, the 
imprudent Governor, who was the fole Caufe 
of their Calamity, leapt downa Precipice in- 
to the Sea, where the Water being very fhal- 
low, he was dafht to Pieces on the Rocks. 

Tae littl Garifon would fain have come 
to a Capitulation, but the Arabs would grant 
them no Terms, but that they muft yield, or 
be ftarved ; and tho’ the Terms were hard, 
yet they thought beft to furrender, and all 
were put to the Sword, except a few who 
embraced Mahometifim, which in all were 
eighteen Perfons. And this Relation I had 
rom a very old Renagado, who was at the 
Tragedy, being then a Soldier, who reck- 
aned himfelf about roo Years old, and, by 
his Afpe@, could not be much lefs. 

T ae City of Muskat is very ftrong, both 
by Nature and Art; but the Buildings very 
mean, as moft Fabricks are under the Oeco- 
nomy of a People who abominate Luxury 
and Pride, as the Muskat Arabs do. The 
Cathedral built by the Portugueze, ftill re- 
tains fome Marks of its ancient Grandeur, 
and is now converted into a Palace for the 
King, when he refides there, which is gene- 
rally a Month or two yearly. “Che Wall of 
the Town that faces the Harbour, has a Bat- 
tery of large Cannon, about 60 in Number, 
and there are 8 or 10 fmall Forts built on the 
adjacent Rocks or Mountains, which guard 
all the Avenues to the Town, both by Sea 
and Land ; and there are none permitted to 
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come in or go out of the Harbour between 
Sun-fet and Rifing. 

Tue Pirates that infefted the f#dzan Seas 
at the latter End of the fixteenth Century, 
made a Breach between the £xglifh and them. 
The Pirates having made Prize of one of 
their Ships, they retaliated on the Euglifb 
private Shipping: “hey feized Captain Mor- 
rices’s little Ship, and detained him and all 
his Crew as Slaves, and would never ranfom 
them. dz Anno 1705. they took Captain Mær- 
vel in a rich Ship from Bengal, bound to 
Perfia; but that might be attributed to Pufil- 
lanimity, in not offering to make a Defence. 
HEY put their Slaves to no Manner of 
Labour, and allow them a Soldier’s Pay for 
Subfiftence ; and what they can earn other- 
wife by Induftry, is wholly their own. 

T'ere are neither "Trees, Shrubs nor 
Grafs to be feen on the Sea-coaft from Curt- 
at to Muskat, and but a few Date ‘I'rees in 
a Valley at the Back of the ‘Town, and yet 
there is notthe leaft Want of them felt in the 
City; andit has as good Markets for W heat, 
Barley and Legumen, and for excellent Fruits, 
Roots and erbage, and good Cattle, both 
great and fmall, asany where in zdra, where 
the Soil is moft luxurious. And the Sea far- 
nifhes them with Plenty and Variety of ex- 
cellent Fifh. “Their Cattle look to be very 
lean, but when killed, they are very fat and 

ood, affording a great Deal of ‘Tallow. 
I hey are not well itocked with Fowl, but 
thofe they have, are very good. 
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From May to September the Heats are 
excefflive in the ‘own, fo that none appear 
en the Streets, from 10 in the Morning till 
3 or 4after Noon. Their Bazaars or Mar- 
kets are all covered with Date Tree Leaves, 
te on Beams of the fame Tree, that reach 
rom Houfe to Houfe-top ; and the Houfes 
being all flat on their Tops, terraffed with 
Clay and Straw mixt, in the aforefaid 
Months every Body lodges on them in the 
Nights; for below Stairs they cannot fleep 
for Heat, and the Nights afford plentiful 
Dews, that fometimes weet them thro’ their 
thick Cotton Quilts 5 and thefe Dews are 
reckoned very falubrious. 

Tue Reafon of fo intenfe Heats proceeds 
from the Nearnefs of the Sun in thofe Months, 
who fends his Beams almoft perpendicularly 
down on the Sides of the Mountains,which be- 
ing all naked, and nothing but an hard black 
Rock appearing, the Sun heats chem to fuch 
a Degree, that between roand 11 in the Fore- 
noon, I have feen the Slaves roít Fifh on 
them. And the Horfes and Cattle, who are 
accuftomed to that Food, come daily, of their 
own Accord, to be ferved their Allowance, 
and when they have breakiaited, retire again 
to Shades built for them; and yet their Beef 
and Mutton, that are partly nouriihed by that 
Sort of Food, have not the leait Savour of 
Fifth. And the Reafon why Fifhes are fo plen- 
tiful and cheap in the Markets, is by the ea- 
fv and odd Way they have in catching them, 
or rather conjuring of them ; for J have feen 
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a Man and two Boys catch a Tun Weight 
in an Hour or two. ‘The Man ftands ona 
Rock, where the Sea is pretty deep near it, 
and calls TaZ}, tall, for a Minute or two, and 
the Fifh come {warming about the Rock. 
The two Boys, in a little Boat, fhut them in 
with a Net about 20 or 30 Yards long, and 
3 Or 4 deep, and, drawing the Net near the 
Rock, keep all in; and, when People come 
for Fifh, he asks them what Sorts they want, 
and puts an Hoop-net, fixed to the End of 
a Pole, into the Water, and ferves every Bo- 
dy with what Kind they ask for; and when 
he has done, he hales out his Net, and gives 
tbe reft their Liberty. _ 

‘Tuer eftablifhed Religion is Mahometan, 
of the Sect of Alli. They hinder no Body, 
of what Perfwafion foever, to go into their 
Mofques, even in Time of divine Service. 
And their Mo/ahs or Priefts often preach 
themfelves into violent Paffions, efpecially if 
the Subje& of their Sermon be about the 
Verity of their Religion; and then they'll 
challenge the Priefts of any other Religion 
whatever, to confirm theirs with as good Es 
vidences as they can; for, being well verfed 
in Legerdemain Tricks, ( which all we Chri- 
Jttans, except one Set of our Priefts, are ig- 
norant of) they'll take live Coals out of the 
Fire, and feem to eat them, with as good an 
Appetite as a Sehool-boy can eat a Bergamy 
Pear; which Trick the poor deluded Au- 
ditory takes for a Miracle, to confirm the 

anctity of their Religion, 
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Tae King keeps his Court generally at 
Nazawa or Reyftock, two Towns four or 
five Days Journey from Maskat within Land. 
He has no fplendid Equippage, and his Garb 
very plain, and no finer than an ordinary 
Soldier’s is. He has about 100 of his own 
Slaves armed with Matchlocks and fhort 
broad Swords, for his Guard, who always 
attend on him. He, nor his Subjects ufe no 
‘Tables, but plain Mats fpread on the Ground, 
{ferve for ‘Table and Chairs. ‘Their Viands 
are a Difh of Rice, either plain, or made in 
Pillaw, and a Difh or two more of ftew’d or 
fryed Flefh, Fifh or Fowl, placed near the 
Dith of Rice: And he, with his Table Com- 
anions, fit on the fame Mat, with their 
uttocks on their Heels, and, in that Po- 
fture, they feed very plentifully. “(heir right 
Hand ferves them for Spoon, Knife and 
Fork, except when they eat Broth or Milk, 
and then they have large wooden Spoons. 
‘Their ufual Drink is Water, or fowre Milk, 
and in hot Weather Sherbets. 

Tuey make no great Difference about 
Table Guefts; for the King and a common 
Soldier, the Mafter and Slave, fit promifcu- 
oufly, and dip in the fame Dith: ut Wo- 
men never eat in Company with Men. ‘The 
Mens Apparel is a Pair of Breeches down to 
their Ancles, with a loofe Veft on their Backs, 
with very large Sleeves, and the Body of 
the Veit girded about their Bodies with a 
Safh, and a large Turband carelefly wreath’d 
about their Heads, and a Poniard, or j e 
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broad Sword {ftuck into their Girdle perpen- 
dicularly; their Shoes clumfily made, and 
very low and ítiff at the Quarter-heels; and 
thus a Gentleman is equipped ; but in Gold 
Weather they ufe Camelins, a fort of loofe 
Coat, without Sleeves, made of Camels W ooll. 
‘"Fheir Women wear Breeches to their Heels, 
of finer Stuffs, and better Colours than the 
Men. ‘The Body of the Veft made for their 
Ufe, is ftrait, but fhort waited, and gathered 
above the Navel in Plats, which makes the 
lower Part look likea Petticoat. ‘Their Shoes 
are fhap’d like the Mens, flat and broad.: 

Tue Reafon why their Shoes arë made 
fe, is for their eafier flipping off or on; when 
they enter, or come out of a Room, that 
ER may not dirty the Carpets or Mats where-< 
with the Rooms are fpread, which ferve them 
for Beds in cold Weather. And, excëpt 
{ome large round Pillows of broad Cloth or 
Velvet, ftuft with Cotton, for the Eafe of 
thofe who fit on the Carpets or Mats; to lean 
upon as they fit crofs-lege’d, there is no other 
Furniture in a Room. 

Over all the three 4Wrabias, their Cuftom 
in treating Strangers or Friends, is the fame; 
for affoon as every one is feated, a Servant 
brings a Pot.of Coffee, and ferves it about 
in {mall Cups, that contain not a Quarter of 
a Gill; but affoon as one Cup is out, they 
fill again, and perhaps a third ene Then a 
Pipe of ‘Tobacco is prefented, their Pipes 
differing much from ours in Aurope, in Shape 
and Magnitude; which Service lafts till — 
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she Time of breaking up Company, when 
comes ina little Pot of hot burning Coals, 
on which they throw fome Chips of Agala- 
wood, or fome Powder of Benjoin, Myrrh 
or Frankincenfe, which produce a thick 
Smoke, that incenfes or perfumes the whole 
Room. And, as I obferved before, it is the 
Cuftom of wearing very great Sleeves to 
their Garments. ‘They open their Sleeves as 
wide as they can, and hold them over the 
Smoke, which perfumes their Arms, Shoul- 
ders, Neck and Beard. And the laft Courfe 
is fome Rofe-water to befprinkle the Compa- 
ny, which is the Signal to be gone every one 
about their Bulineis; fo, without any Forms 
of Ceremony, every one walks off. 

Tue Produéts of Arabia petrea for Ex- 
portation, are but few, as Horfes, Dates, 
fine Brimftone, fome Coffee, but not fo good 
as at Mocha; fome Ruinofs, which is the 
Root of a fmall Shrub, that dies Crimfon, 
and fome Pearl. ‘Their Manufacture is fome 
coarfe Cotton Linen and Camelins, which 
they confume moft in their own Country; 
but the Badows necd none, fince they wear 
none. The Arabs wear no Pearl or Gold; 
but the Women of Diitinction wear Pearl of 
a finall Price, tho’ I faw one there as big as 
a large Hazel-nut, exactly round, and ofa 
fine Water. It was valued at rocco "‘Tomans, 
which is above 30c0 L. Sterl I have fome- 
times gone in a Boat to fee them dive for 
Pearl, and have bought fome Pearl Oytiters of 
them; but the Divers are Cheats, putting the 
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Oyfters in the Sun, which makes them gape, 
and then the Rogues rummage them, and 
fhake out the Pearl; and, after they are rob- 
bed of their 'Treaiure, they put them into 
Water again, and they clofe. I bought at 
‘Times above roo Oyfters, and got nothing ; 
they coit me but feven Pence half Peny a 
Piece. At laft I found one that had an Ex- 
cre{fcence growing to the Shell on the Infide, 
which I carefully took off; and, at Carwar' 
in zda, I fold it for 9 L. Sterl. 

THe Women in this Country have fome 
peculiar Privileges beyond the Men; for if 
one complain that a Man has offered Violence 
to her Perfon, without further Proof than 
her Word of Hononr, he is punifhed with 
100 Batftinadoes on the Soles of the Feet, or 
put into a Dungeon under Ground, which 
has only an Hole at the Top, big enough 
to receive a Man; and when he is in, there 
is a Stone put over the Hole, too big to 
be removed by a fingle Perfon, and there 
he muit ftay three Days, and as many Nights, 
without Meat or Water, or Room to ly at 
his Length. And ita Wife complain of her 
Husband for Unkindnets in any Kind, parti- 
cularly of due Benevolence, as by Law cita- 
blifhed in the Yewz p and Alzhometan Chur- 
ches, the Husband muít undergothe Punith- 
ment of the Dunscon. fut if a Lady tref- 
pailes, and hereSpoutie detect her Crime, he 
has the Law in his own Hand, and may cha- 
{tife her with the Whip fcverely; but muft 
not touch her Life, on Pain of Death.

70 A new Account 


Tue Aluskat Arabs are remarkable for 
thei: Humility and Urbanity. I had one In- 
{tance of their Civility. As [ was one Morn- 
ing walking the Streets, [met accidentally the 
Governor of the City, by them called the 
W aaly, and, according to my Duty, I went 
into the Door of a Shop, to Ict him and his 
Guards have the Street, which generally are 
narrow ; but he obferving, by my Complexi- 
on and Garb, that I was a Stranger, made 
his Guard go on one Side, and beck’ned me 
to camc forward, and {tood till I paft by him. 
And for an Inftance of their cool ‘Temper, 
in hearing Debates and reétifying Mittakes 
between Parties difagreeing about Commerce; 
The before mentioned Interpreter at Macet- 
7a, was Commander of a Ship from Jlzdza, 
and had freighted her to Muskat. ‘Lhe 
Freighter, who was a AVahometan, delayed 
paying the Freight, long after it was due by 
the ‘Tenor of the Charter-party ; upon which 
he being in Paflion with the Freighter for 
his continued Delays, went to the aaly to 
complain. Hie obferving by the Gentleman’s 
Countenance, that his Mind was difcompo- 
fed, anfwered him, that being at that ‘Time 
very bufy about fome of the King’s Affairs, 
he had not Time to fend for his Freighter, 
‘but defired that he would come fome other 
‘Time, and he would hear him, and order the 
Payment. The Delays ftill continuing, the 
Captain went again in an angry Mood to 
make his Complaint, but was {till put off with 
gentle Exxcufes: But at lait addreiling the 
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W aaly with Coolnefs, he was defired to fit 
down, and he wuld fend for the Freighter, 
which accordingly he did; and, on his Ap- 
pearance, the Waaly askt him why he did 
not comply with his Contra@, aswís ftipula- 
ted by Charter-party ; and his Excufes being 
thought infufficient, he was ordered to make 
Payment forthwith, or go to Prifon; but the 
Freighter chofe rather to bring the Money, 
and end the Difpute. ‘Che Captain askt the 
WF aaly why he did not do him Juftice fooner, 
who received for Anfwer, that it was his 
own Fault, for coming drunk to make Com- 
plaint. ‘The Captain protefted that he had 
not been drunk in many Years; but the Maa- 
žy replied, that he faw him drunk with Paf- 
ion, which was the moft dangerous Sort of 
Drunkennefs. 

T's £ Countries to the Southward of Muf- 
kat, as far as Curia Muria, are under the Do- 
minions of Muskat, and the Sheeks or Prin- 
ces are their Tributaries. "he Land Is moun- 
tainous; but the Plains and Vallies very fer- 
til and wcll watered, and confequently well 
peopled. And, to the Fen hwan of Muskat, 
the fame Chain of rocky Mountains continue 
as high as Zoar, above Cape Mufènden, which 
Cape and Cape Jagues begin the Gulf of 
Perfia, on the Arabian Side. About Zoar 
begins the Defert, that runs as far northerly 
as Aleppo. The Monntains near the Sea, are 
fandy, and the Vallies and Plains fteril, and 
ill inhabited, and as ill watered. 
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Asourt the Year 1620., Perfia was in a 
flovrifhing Condition, and was a Terror to 
allits Neighbours. Shaw Tamas, Son to the 
famous Shaw Abafs, was then King, and be- 
ing ofa martial Difpofition, had a Defign to 
annex all the 4r2bian Coaft oppofite to Per- 
fia, to his own Dominions, and accordingly 
tranfported from Cong, a City of his own that 
lies on the Sea-fhore, an Army of 35 or 40000 
Men to conquer it. ‘The Army met with no 
Oppofition in landing, and they foon over- 
ran the Country wherever they went; but 
they had not becn long in Purfuit of their 
Conqueft, till Provifions began to be fcarce 
in the Army, which, with the Scarcity ef 
frefh Water, and the intolerable Heats, both 
of Sun and Winds, brought a Contagion on 
the Perfians, that killed the better Half of 
them, and, obliged what was left to return 
back to Perfia by Shipping, as they had come 
trom it. i 
 “E’uHose barren Coatts are needlefly fecu- 
red by fandy Banks, that run ro or 12 Lea- 
gee off from the Shore, which would make 

avigation impracticable, if it fhould meet 
with Encouragement; but the two Iflands 
of Lareen, lying in the Latitude of 29 De- 
grees 30 Minutes, almoft in the Bottom of the 
Gulf, and belonging to the Crown of Per/a, 
have the beft Pearl Fifhing in the World. 

Asour the Beginning of this Century, the 
Muskat Arabs took Potleffion of Barcez l- 
flands; but the honeft Pearl] Fifhers deferted 
st whilff the Arabs kept Poifeflion, who 
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finding that their new Settlement could not 
defray the Charge of keeping, without the 
Pearl Fifhers, they left it; and the Fifhers, 
who are moftly Arabs, returned to their In- 
duftry, and continue the Fifherv. 

Tue great Turk gives Laws to all the 
Countries that ly between tht River Zuphra- 
zes and Ethiopia; but there are many Sheeks 
who inhabit thofe Deferts, that make but 
{mall Account of him or his Orders, becaufe 
the Sterility of their Country makes them fe- 
cure from great Armies coming amongft them, 
and a {mall one dares not venture amongit 
them as Enemies. ‘They being naturally 
"Thieves, rob Friend or Foe, or one another ; 
fo that few People of Subítance have any 
Commerce with them. 

THERE are no "Towns of Note between 
Muskat and Baffora, but Zoar, and but very 
few inconfiderable Villages; but there are 
two or three pretty convenient Harbours 
for Shipping. ‘The fouthermoft is about 6 
Leagues to the Southward of Cape Mo/en- 
den, called Courforcaun. \cisalmoftlike Muf- 
kat Harbour, but fomewhat bigger, and has 
excellent frefh Water in deep ells, about 
a Quarter of a Mile from the re oe lace. 
The Village contains about twenty little Hou- 
fes; yet there are pretty good Refrefhments 
to be had there. Cape ee ieta is of itfelf 
but a good Number of fmall high Iflands ly- 
ing near one another, but they appear like a 
Promontory on Terra firma. And up to the 
Weftward of the Cape there is another paa 
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are good frefh Water and animal Provifions to 
be had there. And now having defcribed 
Muskat and its Territories as well as I can, 
PH make one Obfervation more, and proceed 

on my Travels. 7 
Ever fince the Portugueze left Muskat 
to the Arabs, there has been a continual 
War; but in the main the Arabs have been 
the Gainers, yet they have been obliged to, 
build and buy Ships of Force to confront the 
Portugueze at Sea, and to keep their Coafts 
free from cheir Infults. ‘Their Fleets have 
often met, and had fome Engagements, but 
few Ships have beentaken or funk on either 
Side; but Merchant Ships of both Sides have 
been taken. The Portugueze ufe their Cap- 
tives with great Severity, making them la- 
bour hard, and inure them to the Difci- 
pline of the Whip ; but the Arabs ufe theirs 
with very much Humanity, only making them 
Prifoners at large, without putting them to 
hard Labour, and allow them as much Diet 
Money as their own Soldiers receive, and 
that is duly paid them twice a Month. And 
af any of the Portugueze are Artificers or 
Mlechanicks, they may freely work at their 
rade, to earn Money to redeem themfelves. 
ln Anno 1715. the Arabian Fleet contifted 
of one Ship of 74 Guns,two of 60, one of 50, 
and 18 {mall Ships from 32 tp r2 Guns each, 
and fome ‘T'rankies or rowing Vefiels from 4 
to 3 Guns each, with which Sea Forces they 
Keep all the Sea-coafts imAw, from Cape Co- 
mner int 
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merinto the Red,Sea. ‘They have often made 
Defcents on the Portugueze Colonies on the 
Coatt of India, deftroying their Villages and 
Farms, but fpare the Churches, for better 
Reafons than we can give for plunaring them, 
They kill none in cold Blood, Lut ufe their 
Captives courteoufly. Jn nno 1695. they 
quarrelled with the Caruatick Rajab, a po- 
tent Prince by Land; yet they came with 
their Flicet, and plundred and burned the 
Towns of Barfalore and Mangulore, two of 
the beft and richeft ‘Towns on that Coaft. 
And now I leap from Muskat to 
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C H A P. ‘Vill. 


Gives an Account of Balora Czty, and that 
Part of Arabia deferta; wth Remarks on 
zts Government and Commerce, and fòme 
Occurrences, both ancient and modern, that 
have happened to it; with fome Account of 
the famous River of Euphrates. 


, ASSO RA isthe eaftmoft City or "Town 
in the Zzrkz:/þ Dominions, ftanding a- 
out two Miles from the famous A“wphrates, 
and has a {mall Rivulet that wafhes its Walls 
on the Weft Side, and difcharges its Waters 
into the Awphrates. ‘Vhis City ftands about 
30 Leagues from the Sea, and it is alledged, 
was built by the Emperor Yrazan, and had 
the Honour to be the Birth-place of another 
Roman Emperor, Phi/zp tirnamed the Fra 
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bian: But at firít it was bpilt along the Side 
of the River, and the Veffigza of its ancient 
Wadsare {till to be feen from the aforefaid 
Rivulet, a League down the Banks of Eu- 
phrates, which difembogues her Waters, by 
four or five Mouths, into the Gulf of Perfa; 
but none navigable for Ships of Burden, but 
that Chanel that leads to Baffora. At the Ci- 
ty it is a fhort Mile over at high Water, and 
it keeps about the fame Breadth to the very 
Mouth of it. 

T ax River abounds in Fifh, but none good, 
except a {mall Shad about the Bignefs of an 
Herring. And there is great Plenty of 
wild Fowl, fuch as Swans, Geefe, Duck, ‘Teal, 
Wigeon and Curlews; and the Fields have 
Plenty of Partridge of feveral Kinds, Plover, 
Snipes, Doves, Pigeons and large Larks, whofe 
Flefh is very favoury, and their wild Notes 
grateful to the Ear. ‘They have alfo Birds 
of Prey, as Eagles, many Sorts and Sizes of 
Hawks, and Kites; Crows black and white, 
and it is obfervable, that the black keep the 
Arabian Side of the River, and the white 
the Perfian, and if any prefume to interlope 
into anothers Province, they raife the of, 
and drive them back to their own ‘Territo- 
ries. 

Taere is great Plenty of fmall Tortois 
in the River; but none eat them, becaufe 
they are forbidden in the Levitical Law, to 
which the “/ahometans adhere much in Point 
of eating. They have alfo many Species of 
wild Beafts. Wild Swine are very numerous, 
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and their Flefh is very fweet and juicy, but 
no Fat to be feen about them. And the Pea- 
fants come often to Town to invite Chrifli- 
ans to killthem; for they make fad Havock 
of their Corn and Roots. And if a Chriftzan 
kills any, they'll bring them to heir Houfes 
on Affes or Mules, for a very fmall Reward, 
notwithftanding there is a pofitive Command 
in the d/coran, that forbids them to touch 
Swine’s Flefh. 

-"I’uey have Plenty of black Cattle, wild 
and tame, and good Milk; but they make 
but fcurvy Cheefe of it, and no Butter, be- 
caufe they make the Fat of their Sheeps 
‘Tails ferve in their Kitchens inftead of But- 
ter; and they keep no ‘I’ea-tables for the 
Confumption of frefh Butter. And Coffee, 
which. is much in Ufe, is the conftant Compa- 
nion of a Pipe of ‘Tobacco, which is taken 
by the Ladies as well as Gentlemen. In the 
Defert, which is very near the “Town, there 
are wild Camels, Horfes, Affes, Goats, Lions, 
Leopards, Panthers and Foxes, which they 
hunt on Horfe-back, with Sword and Lance, 
and on Foot with Fowling-pieces. ‘I’hey 
have Plenty of delicious Fruits, as Pomegra- 
nates, Peaches, Apricocks, Qlinces, Olives, 
Apples, Pears, Neétarines and Grapes that are 
as {weet as the Juice of the Suggar-cane, and 
their Spirits arc fo weak, that they'll produce 
neither Wine nor Vinegar: But the moft 
lenty and ufeful of all their Fruits, are their 
Jates, which fupport and fuitain many Mil- 
lions of People, who make them a 
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Food, and they are woncerfully nourifhed 
by’ *hem. Bafora exports yearly for foreign 
Countries, above rcooo’Tuns of Dates, which 
employ Abundance of Seamen for their Expor- 
tation, befides many more Poor in gathering 
and packing them in Mats made of the Leaves 
of the Date ‘Tree, and likewife in drying 
them. I bought about 160 Pound Weight of 
wet Dates forz fh. 3 d. Sterl. and fometimes 
they are cheaper. 

Tse Ruines of the famous Babylon ly a- 
bout 200 re ae Miles up the River from 
Baffora; and at Bagdat, which is 12 Miles 
below. it, the Ruines appear to be a Moun- 
tain, and are the Habitation of wild Beafts 
and Serpents. Whether Bagdat was built out 
of its Ruines, or no, I know ‘not; but ’tis re- 

orted, and generally believed that it was. 
t is now a prodigious large City, and the 
Seat of a Beglerbeg, who governs a very 
great Province. "The Bafhaws of Baffora, Co- 
mera and Mufol (the ancient Nineveh) are 
fubordinate to him, and are able to bring 
x50000 Men into the Field. 

Comera ftands on the Banks of E g Apei 
about 80 Miles above Baffora, and, by com- 
mon ‘['radition, is the Place where holy Fob 
dwelt. It abounds in all Things that Bafora 
produces, vzg. Fruits, Roots, Herbs and Ani- 
mals: Befides, it is very fruitful in produc- 
ing Wheat, Rice, and Pulfe of feveral Speci- 
es. There is a Garifon of 1ooco Janifaries 
continually kept there. and 8 or xro River 
Gallies, well furnifhed, to aw the circumja- 
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cent Countries, who are apt to rebel. And 
Baffora has 3coo Janifaries and 5 Gallies for 
the fame Account. The bafhaws of the Gal- 
lies are not fubordinate tothe Bafhav s of the 
Cities ; but he of the Gallics bhas the Com- 
mand of the circumjacent Ceuntries, laying 
on of'laxes, and raifing Subtidiesat his Plea- 
fure, as he of the Cities has Power to op- 
prefs the Citizens: And their Avarice and 
Severity often caufe Mutinies and Blood-thed. 
One of thofe Mutinies happened at Baffora, 
in Anno 1721. for the Bafhaw of the City ha- 
ving married a Lady out of the Grand Sezg- 
ziz0or's Seraglio, and that Monarch having 
fome Deference for her on Account of Con- 
faneuinity, her Husband was put into the Ba- 
fhaw’s Ship to get Money tofupport ‘his La- 
dy’s Extravagancy; and finding that fair honeft 
Ways would be a long While in raifing fuch 
Sums as he thought would be futhcient for 
that End, oppreft both City and Country to 
fill his Coffers. The poor oppreft Merchants, 
Mechanicks and Peafants plied him with Com- 
plaints on his Soldiery, who, they thought, 
robbed them, fince the Exxa¢tions were new. 
‘They gave in Remonftrances of their Griev- 
ances, and petitioned for Redrefs; but the 
Perfons fent with thofe Addrefies, had the 
Baftinado for their Impertinence. Upon this 
the diftrefled City and Country made their 
Addrefs to the Bafhaw of the Gallies, who 
knew they had juit Caufe of Complaint. He 
wrote tothe Beglerbeg, and informed him of 
their Cafe and Condon, and obtained a fe- 
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vere Reprimand ; for he of, the City, inftead 
of Amendment, added Cruelties to Oppref- 
fion, and murdred many who would not, or 
could not pay what they were fefled at, 
which unneard of Barbarities made above 
50000 of the City and Country betake them- 
felves to Arms, and march out, with the 
Mufti or high Prieft at their Head; and he 
had a green Flag, which is AZahomet’s Ban- 
ner, before him, carried by a Prieft; and he 
and his Army encamped near the Bafhaw of 
the Gallies his Houfe, which ftands about two 
Miles below the City, by the River Side; 
and the Bafhaw of the Gallies joined them 
with 1000 Janifaries. "The A/uftz, accogd- 
ing to Cuftom, plied his fpiritual Artillery, 
and excommunicated the Bathaw of the City, 
and all that adhered to him. “This Mutiny con- 
tinued fome Days; -but I heard of no Blood- 
dhed, and only opprobrious Language paft. 
But the "Town began to feel Want, for the 
Peafants would bring no Eatables to the Ci- 
ty; but the Muftzs Hott were plentifully 
fupplied. All Shops being fhut up, and all 
the Markets unprovided, made the Bafhaw 
of the City begin to think what the End 
would be, if the Mutiny continued any long- 
er; fo he got fome Country Gentlemen, 
who were of neither Faction, to go to the 
Aluftż: and the Bafhaw of the Gallies, as Me- 
diators ; and accordingly they went, and 
were handfomly received, and, in their O- 
ration on the prefent Pofture of Affairs, made 
the JAlufte and his Party incline to Peace, 
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providing that bout a Dozen of Incendia 
ries might be delivered to them, to receive 
condign Punifhment for their Faults. l the 
Se on gs but one, by the Interc ifion of 
riends; were pardoned ; but chey would 
hear of no Peace till the oth r was made a 
Sacrifice to their juft Refentment; for this 
Villain would accofta Merchant in the Street; 
and, after common Compliments were en- 
ded; he would ask them what became of the 
Diamonds, or other Jewels, that they had 
fhewn him fuch a Time. The innocent Mer- 
chant, who. perhaps never.had any Jewels; 

being furprifed at his Queftion;, .would den 
that ever they had any fuch as he fpake of. 
Then the impudent Fellow would tell them 
plainly, that without they would bribe him 
with a round Sum, he would inform the Ba- 
fhaw, that he had feen fuch Quantities of 
rough Diamonds, or other .valuable Stones, 
in their Poffeffion; and if.they could not be 
found entred in the.Cuftom-houfe Books; 
they muft expeét to fuffer what Punifhment 
the Bafhaw. would pleafe to inflict for defrau-. 
ding the King of his Cuftoms. Some out of 
Fear would comply, and give a Sum, others 
again ftood on.their Innocence; and would 
not give him Money; and they were {ure to 
be informed againft, and brought before the 
Bafhaw, and, upon that Villain’s Evidence, 
were generally -fined about double of what 
he askt of them; fo that befides the great 
Sums that came into the Bafhaw’s Cotters by 
that Rafcal’s Ingentfity, he had accumulated 
t E wen- 
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twenty five Bags to himfelf, each Bag con- 
taining soo Crowns, and all this in the Space 
of three Years that he had been in Safforea 3 
for he came from Conffantinople one of the 
Bafhaw’s Retinue, hardly worth an After, 
and at his Death fo much ready Cafh was 
found in his Houfe, which fell into his Ma- 
fter the Bafhaw’s Hands: For after this Vil- 
lain was culled out to be facrificed to the 
juft Refentment of the People, and found 
that they would not be appeafed without ha- 
ving his Life, he fell at his Mrafter’s Feet for 
Protection. The cunning covetous Bafhaw 
bid him convey what Money he had to his 
Hloufe, and he would take Care of it for the 
Ufe of his Wife and Children, and would 
fend him fecretly out of the ‘town, and get 
him fafely conducted to Comera. He fwal- 
lowed that Bait, and delivered his ill-gotten 
Mooney to his Mafter, who protected him but 
one fingle Day, and then told him, that the 
People’s Clamours were fo great, that he could 
protect him no longer; and accordingly he 
was delivered to the enraged Mob, who 
forthwith ftrangled him, and threw his Body 
on a Dung-hill by the Side of an High-way;, 
where I ifaw it two Days after. And the 
Mufti and Bafhaw made Matters up for the 
Eafe and Satisfaction of the People, who 
grew quite tired of their Divifions. 

Baffor2 was many Years in the Hands of 
the Perffaus, who gave great Encourage- 
ment to ‘Trade, which drew many Merchants. 
from foreign Parts to fettle there, and parti- 
cularly 
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cularly from Su -at in India. Put zz Anno 
1691. a Pettilence raged fo violently, that a- 
bove 80000 People were carried off by it, 
and thofe that remained fled from it, {øo that 
for three Years following it was a Defert, 
inhabited only by wild Bceaíts, who were at 
lait driven out of the ‘Town Fy the circum- 
jacent wild Arabs, who porfeft it about 12 
Months, and were in their “l‘urn driven out 
by the Turk, who keeps it till this Day ; but 
its ‘Trade is very inconfiderable to what it 
was in the Times that the Per/faus had its 
and the Reafon is, that the Zuwrk&s are very 
infolentto ftranger Merchants. tz Anno 1721. 
I had an Inftance of their arbitrary Infolences 
for I fold a confiderable Quantity of Pepper, 
which fome ftranger Merchants bargained to 
take at 28 Mamoodtes*a Matud Attarze,with- 
out Deduétions. "The Bathaw being made 
acguaint with the Contract, fent Orders, that 
the Pepper muít be delivered to two Mini- 
ons of his at 24 Mamoodies, and allow them 
+ Turk and Burk, which is a Piece of 
Stone or Brick betweena Pound and an half 
or two Pounds Weight, into the Scale with 
the Standard Weights, befides the Tare of 
the Bags. Í at firit refufed to comply with 
the unjuft Order, and ftood out three or four 
Days, but at laft was advifcd by fome Surat 
Merchants (who were there, and had met 
F 2 with

ihould run the Riique of b-ing plundred by 
the Soldiery. 

Titere are many Jews in Baffora who 
live by Brokrage and exchanging Money 5 
but the Zz%x£s keep that Set of People very 
low, for Reafans of State. There are alfo a- 
bout 200 Chrz:fitans of the Greek Church, 
but no Prieíts of that Communion, wherefore 
iome Romaz Miflionaries officiate there. The 
Greek Clergy are very indifferent about gain- 
ing Profelytes, and, to nourifh their Flocks, 
will not run the Rifque of Martyrdom, fo 
they keep none of their Priefthood at Bafo- 
za: But when I was there, three Romz/b 
Prictts of the Carmelite Order had the Super- 
intendency of that Church. "Thefe fandctifi- 
ed Rafcals were a Scandal to Chriffianity, by 
making a Tavern of their Church; for hav- 
ing more Indulgence from the Government 
than the AVahometans, in moral Matters, they 
abule it to the vileift Ufes, in felling Arrack, 
which they diftil from Dates, and procuring 
Girds of Paradife for the Ufe of their Cufto- 
mers. ‘The Avlahometans again are forbidden 
ftrictly the Drinking of Wine or diftiliea Li- 
quors, both by their eceletiattick and civil 
kaws; for the Heat of the Sun, and the dry 
{andy Soil create much adluit Choler in their 
Brains, that when they are heated by drink- 
ing {trong Liquors, they become furious and 
miufchievous to one anothers and, in thofe 
inad Fits, wound and kill their Fellows. 
t hofe feandalous Pricits had been otten re- 
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primanded by the Government, for abnfing 
the Indulgence they had, but to little Pur- 
pofe, for their Trade was very gainful; but, 
upon a drunken Quarrel between two Sea- 
men of mine, wherein one w2s dangeroufly 
wounded with a Knife, aru the other, for 
Fear of Punifhment, turned Mlahowmectan, be- 
ing before a Portugueze Chriftzan, the Ba- 
fhaw fent an Officer and Soldiers to enter 
the Church, and all the Houfes appertaining 
to it, with Orders to break their Stills and 
Jars, with the reft of the diftilling Urenfils, 
and to pour out alł the Arrack they found, on 
the Ground, which was accordingly done 5 
and, in the Search, the Soldiers met with a 
fine Silver Watch, and about 400 Spanz/b 
Dollars, which they carried off with them. 
The Priefts petitioned the Bafhaw to have the 
Watch and Money reftored ; but were an- 
{wered, that they preacht much on the 
Contempt of wavidiy Hashes, and if his Soldi- 
ershad made them praétife what they preacht, 
they ought to be thankful, and to let the de- 
{fpicable Money continuc in Hands that pro- 
feit their Love of it, and knew much bet- 
ter how to ufe it than Priefts, and fo diimift 
them, with ‘Threats of harder Penaltics on 
their next Tranfereffion: But the Sweets of 
worldly Gains foon made them forget the 
Admonition given them by the Bathaw, as 
well as their heavenly Promifes and Oaths 
made at their Admiffion into their holy Order ; 
and, like a Dog to h® Vomit, returned back 
to their old Trade of dcbauching C47:2/Aiis, 
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Fes, Mahometans and Pagans with Liquors, 
and Set up Stills for that Purpofe once more. 
. Norwitrustanpine that the Turkifh 
Government is fo well eftablifhed by Severi- 
ty, and even Cruelty when their Laws are 
tranfgreffed, yetthe Arabs, who are the na- 
tural Lords of their own Country, are not 
to be rigoroufly dealt with, for they are a 
People very bald, revengeful and cunning. 
While I was at Baffora, a Parcel of Janifa- 
ries were fent to the Ifland of Gabon, which 
lies between the City and the Mouth of the 
River Euphrates. The Weft End is wafh- 
ed by a Branch of the River, which runs in- 
to the Sea, and the North Side by the main 
River for 25 Leagues, till it difembogues in- 
to the Sea by the Chanel for Shipping. Ie 
being pretty well inhabited, and the Bafhaw 
ampofing exorbitant "Taxes an thofe poor FE 
flanders, which they either would not, or 
could not pay, fent the aforementioned Jani- 
faries to dragoon them into Compliance. 
They firft built a Sconce, and fortified it, both 
to fecure themfelves from fudden Attacks or 
Surprize, as well asto hold what they might 
diftrain from the poor Peafants. Many of 
thofe poor Wretches having experimented 
the Turkifh wholefom Chaftifements of phun- 
dring and baftonading thofe who fcrupled to 
. obey, or were not able ta pay what they 
were taxed, making their Complaints to one 
another, and bewailing the Mitery that they 
underwent by the inexorable Janifarics, took 
Couufel to ferret them off their Hland a 
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the Hazard of ti1cir Lives, rather than con- 
tinue under the unfupportable Yoke they 
were in; wherefore about three hundred of 
them prepared for an Attack on the Janifa- 
ries little Fort, with no other Weapons than 
Lances and Swords. ‘There were about for- 
ty Janifaries in the Fort, well armed with 
Guns; but the Arabs dereated the Defign 
of Powder and Ball, by making up great 
Bundles of Straw, that covered them Iintire- 
ly from Head to Foot whilft their Faces were 
towards their Enemy. They waited a con- 
venient ‘Time when the Wind was pretty 
high, and marching towards the windward- 
moit Part of the Fort, fet Fire to their Straw, 
whofe Blaze and Smoke kept the Janifaries 
clear from molefting them to windward. 
"There were fome Shades within the Fort, 
built of Date "Tree Leaves, for lodging the 
Garifon, but they took Fire alfo; and five 
or fix Barrels of Powder blowing up, de- 
{ftroyed moft of the Janifaries, and fome few 
who leapt down the Outfide of the Wall, 
were killed withthe Sword ; fo that, between 
Fire and Sword, not one efcaped. I faw 
fome of the flaughtered and half-burnt Car- 
cafes brought up to the City next Day aftcr 
the Tragedy was acted; but the Commoti- 
ons that had happened before in the City, 
made the Bafhaw bridle his Refentmenr, 
fince it was hissown Avarice that begat both 
Miutinies. 
Tue Horfes in this Part of 4rabza are 
very well fhapt, and mettlcfom, and the Men 
k ths 
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the moft dextrous in manaying them that c- 
ver I faw. They fhoot with Bow and Ar- 
row, and throw their L.ance at full Speed, 
and very feldom mifs the Mark. They will 
ftoop at full Speed, and take up an Hare as 
fhe runs, with their Hands, orthrow a Lance 
in the Air, and catch it before it comes to 
the Ground: And indeed the moft of their 
Exercife, whilft young, is in managing their 
Hiorfes. 

‘I’'H Ev have many Boats on the River, of 
feveral Shapes and Dimenfions ; fome are 
made of Wood, with high broad Boughs, and 
very long, othersare very fhort: TheirRudders 
are in Breadth a Quarter Part of their Keel’s 
f_ength, but not intire of one Piece as ours are, 
and they daub themover Outfide and Infide 
with Bitumen, without caulking them ; others 
are Baskets made of Reeds, perfectly round, 
with two Sticks laid athwart crofs-ways their 
Bottoms to keep them open. They are alfo 
daub’d on the Outfide and Bottom with Bi- 
tumen. And this Sort they make ufe of to 
tranfport Goods from Place to Place. Bitu- 
men is a thick fulphurous and unétious Mat- 
ter, generated inthe Earth there; and boils up 
of its own Accord to the Surface; and fome- 
times it is fo hot, that it fcalds the Hands or 
Feet of them that goto gather it: And there 
are fome hot Pits in the Ground, that put- 
ting a Pot over them, they’ll boil Meat. 
There is alfo Oyl of Peter in thofe Grounds, 
a is very good in healing rheumatick 
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Gives a Defcription of the Sea-coaft 4f Per- 
fia, from Euphrates to Gombroon, with 
the ‘Places of Commerce on the Perfian Szde 
of the Gulf. 


HE Y have a Tradition, that between 
Baffora and Comera was Jobs Habita- 
tion, if he had anv; but that is out of my 
phere, and fo I'll travel down the Luphra- 
ges again towards Per/ia2. 
= For above 20 Leagues to the eaftward of 
the Chanel for Shipping, or from Margar 
Point, the Land is very low and marifh, 
and is overgrown with Reeds and Shrubs, 
which, in the Month of Augufi, are very 
dry by the extreme Heats of June and $u- 
éy; and the Winds blowing frefh, put them 
in fo great Agitation, that by Frié¢tion they 
take Fire; fo that before we fee any Land, 
we fee great Smokes by Day, and great Fires 
by Night, of 4 or 5 Leagues long. But at 
Durea, which I take to be the eaftermoft 
Branch of the River, the Land is pretty high, 
and fome Date Trees to be feen from the 
Sea. And the firt Mountains that appear in 
‘Perfia, are thofe of Banuder-dillon, which is a 
targe ‘l’own on the Sea-coait. It has large Plains 
near it, that produce Plenty of W heat and Bar- 
ley, and have good Pafturage for Horfes and 
Cattle. As alfo does Bander-rick, another 
Sea-port Town, and may be feen plainly from 
the Sea; but the Bay is fhallow fo far off 
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that a Ship cannot come v ithin three Lea- 
ues of it; however it has pretty good in- 
and Trade, by reafon of its Vicinity to Shy- 
rafb, the fecond "Town in Perfa for Magni- 
tude, from whence it is but fix Days Jour- 
ney for Beafts of Carriage. 

Bowchier is alfo a maritim Town, about 
x2 Leagues to the Southward of Bander- 
yick. It ftands on an Ifland, and has a pret- 
ty good Trade, both by Sea and Land. _ 

Tue Hlands of Carrack ly, about Weft 
North-weft, 12 Leagues from Bowchier. One 
of them has no Inhabitants but Deer and An- 
telopes. ‘The fouthermoft has between 2 and 
300 poor Fifhers on it, who ferve Shipping 
with Pilots for Baffora. It affords good Mut- 
ton and Fifh, and Potatoes and Onions, with 
ood Water. The Anchoring-place is atthe 
orth End of the inhabited Iland, in 1x2 Fa- 
thoms Water. ‘Their Language is Arabick, 
and Religion AZahometan. 

ABOUT 7 Leagues to the Southward of 
Bowchier, on the Sea-coaft, is Curchoir, 
where are the Ruines of a large Cattle and Pier 
that jets a pretty Way into the Sea. “hey 
were built by the Portugueze, who kept a 
Garifon there, and had Gallies continually 
cruizing about in the Bottom of the Gulf, to 
compel all Ships that traded there, or to 
Baflfora,to pay 10 per Cent. ‘Voll or Cuftoms 
to them. ‘There is nothing alfe to invite Ob- 
fervation for ‘Travellers, from Curchoir to 
Congoun, which is about 30 Leagues, but 
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high, dry, barren Mountains, and hideous 
Precipices. 

Cozgoun {tands on the South Side of 2 large 
River, and makes a pretty good Figure in 
Trade; for moft af the Pearl that are caught 
at Bareen, on the Arabian Side, are brought 
hither for a Market, and “uany fine Hlorfes 
are {fent thence to JIzdza, where they gene- 
rally fell well. And four Days Journey with- 
in I Land, is the City of Laar, which, accor- 
ding to their fabulous Tradition, is the Bu- 
rying-place of Lot, and they pretend to fhew 
his Tomb ftill; but they do not know a2 
Word about the poor Woman his Wife. 
"T ħat there are many Mountains of Rock Salt 
there, is very certain. 

THE next maritim Town, down the Gulf, 
ts Cozg, where the Portuguese had lately a 
Faétory, but of no great Figure in Trade, 
tho’ the Town has a fmall Trade with Ba- 
zyans and Moors from India. "The many In- 
fults the Afuskat Arabs give it with their 
Fleet, frighten Merchants of confiderable 
Stocks from frequenting it. After the Por- 
tucueze loft Ormas, and a Peace made with 
Saa Abafs the King of Perfia, they were 
permitted to fettle at Cozg. But that King 
built the City of | 

Gombroon, or, as the Natives call it, Ban- 
der Abaffi, or the Sea port of Abafi. ‘Uhis 
City {tands on a Bay, about 4 Leagues tothe 
Northward of the Eafit End of the Hland of 
KifinxifP, and 3 Leagues from the famous 


Ormuze, which the £ug/z/b had fo great an 
tiaud 
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Hand in reducing to the Obedience of 
Shuw Abafs. What Time the Portuguese 
fertled on Ormuze I know not, nor could I 
ever learn from the Perjfans that lconverfed 
with, when they did fettle; but finding ita 
convenient Place to tyrannize over the Ira- 
ders into the Gulf of Perffa, they built a 
large Fort on the Eaít E-nd of it, almoft en- 
wironed by the Sea that wafhes the Fort 
Walls. “This Gowmbroox was formerly a Fifh- 
ing “Town, and, when Shaw 4bafs began to 
build it, had its Appellation from the Portu- 
zeze in Derifion, becaufe it was a good 
lace for catching Prawns or Shrimps, which 
they call Cameroug. "The Ezrgl:/b and “Dutch 
have their Factories here, which bring a good 
Commerce to it; and the Frenuch tormerly 
fhad their Factory too. It is ill feated, and 
wants almoift every ‘hing that contributes 
to the Support of human Life, except 
#ifh and Mutton; yer, for many Years, it 
fhas been well peopled by reafon of its "Frade, 
which has filled the Pockets of many Mer- 
chants, who, at their firít fettling there, were 
very empty. “hey have no drinkable Water 
within three Miles of the "Town, except a 
few Ciiterns, which are dry above one Half 
of the Year: And the Hills, near it, are bar- 
ren, and the very Rocks tafte of Salt. And, 
when Rain falls, which is but feldom, the 
Rivulets ( which are filled by the Waters 
running dowa the Hills into low Grounds) 
bear a Cruft of tine white Salt on their Sides, 
Hut is bittcrith, by reafon of too much Nitre 
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and Sulphur in is Compofition. People of 
Diftinction and Fortune werp a Camel or two 


daily employed in bringing them frefh whole- 
fom Water from Afeen, about 15 Miles from 
the City, becaufe the Water of Naéan, which 
is three Miles off, is not accounted falubri- 
ous. ‘There is an high Mountain that hes 
North from Gawmbroon, about 8 leagues, 
whofe Refleétion of Heat on the lower 
Ground, in the Summer Months, almoft fires 
the Air, which creates much Uneafinefs and 
Unhealthfulnefs to the Inhabitants of Gom- 
rooz; wherefore moft of them retire into 
the Country, to país the Heats of Jane, Jas- 
ly and Augufti, whofe Heats affect the Sea, 
in fo much that in Auguft there comes a 
Stink fromit, thatis as detettable asthe Smell 
of dead Animals onthe Land ; and vaít Quan- 
tities of {mall Shell Fifh are thrown on the 
Shore by the Surges of the Sea; from them 
I judge the intolerable Stink proceeds. It 
tarnifhes Gold and Silver, as bad as the bilge 
W ater of a tight Ship. 

ABOUT 10 Miles from Afreen, at the Foot 
of the aforefaid Mountain, is a Place called 
Minoa, where are natural cold and hot Baths, 
which cure Itches, Poxes, Leprofy and rheu- 
matick Pains, only by bathing, for they are 
not drinkable ; and fome that try to drink 
them, and get a few Spoonfuls down, find 
them powerful Emeticks. ‘Ivhere are two or 
three little Choulteries or Shades built for 
Patients to reít in; but there are no People 
that inhabit near it, fo that whoever goes 

there,

there, muft carry all Necef .ries or Conveni- 
encies along with them. 
Ar Affeex there are many Gardens, where 
the Inhabitants of Gowbroow retire to in the 
hot Months ; but the & ao Eafit-india Com- 
pany’s is the beit, an beft cultivated. It 
roduces Plenty of Seville Oranges, whofe 
Tees are always verdant, and bear ripe and 
ith Blofloms, all at once. In 


reen Fruit, wit l 
the hot Seafon it 1s well watered from 1ts 


Wells, fo that Roots and Herbage are plen- 
tiful, and good in their Seafons, which fupply 
the Factory at Gombrooz: And there is pret- 
t ood Fowling and Hunting in that Plain 5 
but the Road to the Town is only pafiable 
for Men, and Affes or Camels, but not for 
Horfes: Nor are there any Houfes on the 
Road, but one Fackire’s or Beggar’s Lodge. 
But Nabaz isa Village pretty well peopled, 
and has one Tree, or rather a Wood {prung 
from the Root of a Tree, whofe Branches 
fpread wide, and from them other Branches 
defcend to the Ground, and take Root, and 
the Branches of them fpread as the firft did, 
that it became near three hundred Yards 
fom one End to another, and could fhelter 
rccco Men from the Heat of the Sun. ‘The 
Leaves are large and thick, and it bears a 
red Berry, only ufeful for Crows and Parrots, 

who alfo build Neits on the Iree. 
Gembroox is very unhealthy for E Hropeanss 
occafioned by the fcorching Heat of Summer, 
and peircing Cold of Winter; for as thote 
that stoy there in Summer have Wind- 
chim- 
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chimnies to cool and fan them, fo they are 
obliged, in Winter, to wear Cloth Coats, li- 
ned with Fur, to keep them warm. ‘The 
Europeans often haiten Death fooner than 
he would come of his own Accord, by In- 
temperance and Debauchery of feveral Kinds ; 
and they have a Burial-place pretty near the 
Town, well ftored with Tombs, but never 
a Chriffzan Church in this Town, tho’ the 
Portugueze have one at Cong, where generally 
refide a Prieft or two, who fubfift on Alms 
and Perquifites. When an Æzgł:/þ or Dutch 
Fieretick marry, or bring the Fruits of their 
iabour to Light unmarried, then the Prieft 
is fent for to make the Infant a Chrizffian; but 
we officiate in Burials ourfelves. 
Tuae animal Provifions of Cattle, Sheep, 
Goat, Fowl and Fifh, are all in their Kind 
ood, and pretty aime ; but they kill no 
~ows publickly, becaufe the Bazyans from 
Landia, who make a good Figure in the Town, 
and are pretty numerous, give the Shana/beex 
or Governor, a yearly Prefent of Value, to 
prohibit Cow-killing, for they being all Py- 
thagoreans in the Belief of ‘lranfmigration, 
worfhip that Beaft in as great a Degree of 
Veneration as a Papzff does the Image of 
a Saint given him for a Protector. ‘The De- 
votees of both differ not much in Point of 
Adoration; for fetting afide the Divinity of 
Cattle, who till the Ground, and nouriith them 
by their Milk, which, they fay, is more than 
a dead Image can do, aF have greater An- 
tiquity, and as great Authority as i 
Oia- 
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idolaters can pretend to. Their Books are 
as numerous, and their ‘Traditions and Le- 
gends as full in relating Prophecies uttered 
by the Cow, as well as Miracles performed 
by her, as the others can boaft of done by 
their Images; fo they laugh at a Papzf that 
calls them Idolaters. 

Tue Grapes, Melons and Mangoes that 
fupply the Market of Gorsbroon, come from 
the high Mountain beforementioned, or from 
the Vallies on the North Side of it. In No- 
vember and December the Snow falls fo plen- 
tifully on that Mountain, as well as on others 
to the Southward of it, that it clothes them 
in white generally till the Month of March. 

In Auguft the poorer Sort of People go up 
the Country to their Date Harveft ; and for 
a Month’s ime that the Harveft laits, we 
can hardly find Boatmen and Porters enow 
to lade or unlade our Shipping, which often 
roves very inconvenient for thofe whofe 
oyage depends on quick Difpatch. And 
the Winds blowing then hard at South-wetft 
from the Arabian Shore, bring along with 
them fuch Clouds of fcorching Sands, that 
the Sun is obfcured by them. 

A memorable Accident ag abe sm about the 
Year 1712. to two French Gentlemen, who, 
contrary to the Advice of their Friends at 
Gowmbroox, would needs travel in the Month 
of Fuly, for 1/pahan, the Metropolis of Perfia, 
which lies 7oo Exgli/b Miles from Gombroon. 
"The Chief of the -£zgli/b Factory, who was 
a Gentleman of much Candor and Probity; 

an 
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and had travellei that Road feveral Limes, 
told them of the Danger of fuffocating Ficats 
that they muft pafs through the firit three 
Stages of their Journey; for there arc fome 
deep Caverns in the Sides of fome Moun- 
tains, commonly called by the Inhabitants, 
FTells Mouths, which fometimes fend 
forth fuch hot dry Winds, that kill Man 
and Beaft, if they do not fhun thems 
which is done by falling flat on the Ground, 
and placing their Cattle’s Rumps to the 
Wind, whilft they ly on their Bellies. “hofe 
Blafts may be feen fome Minutes before they 
come near enough to Men or Beatts to hurt 
them, and, in a Minute or two, they blow 
over, being confined to a fmall Space of 
Ground to blow on. The general Rule for 
"Travellers, is to fet out between three and 
four in the Morning, and travel to Nine, 
which Rule thofe Frezch Gentlemen obfer- 
ved, and being fatigued by their Morning's 
Journey, affoon as they came toa Caravan- 
feray, ( which are Lodgings built at every 
Stage’s End, a Stage being about rs Miles ) 
they were difpofed to reft, and ordered their 
Servants to make their Beds ready, (for even 
thofe neceflary Furniture ‘I'ravellers are oblig- 
ed to carry with them on Carriage-beatts ) and 
ordered their Servants to call them when Din- 
mer was ready, and withal ordered a Sheet 
for each of them to be dipt in Water, to lay 
over them, in order to cool them. One of 
thofe hot Blafts unfortunately came whilft 
the Gentlemen flept, and had left the W in- 
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dows of the Room open, and the Wind 
blowing in at the Windows, fcorcht them 
both to Death on their Beds, where the Ser- 
vants found them when Dinner was ready, 
and pulling off the Shects, the Skin and fome 
Ficfh came off with them. 

I obferved before, that 7/Pahan is diftant 
from Gowbrcoon about zoo Miles, and yet I 
have known a Foot-poii bring Letters in xx 
Days from thence, tho’ the Ways are fo bad, 
that Horfes cannot travel it in that ‘Lime. 

Shyrafh is a large City on the Road, about 
550 Miles from Gorvvbrooz, in a fine, pleafant 
fertil Country, that produces Fruits of all 
Sorts, excellent in their Kinds, particularly 
Apples, Pears, Plumbs, Figs, Wall-nuts, Chet- 
nuts, Hazel-nuts, Piftacio-nuts, and Grapes 
which afford good Wines, and Raifins, and 
is fo well ftored with Rofes, that they can 
yearly export 2000 Chefis of Refe-water, be- 
fides ten Times as inuch fpent in Periz, A- 
rabia and Induffaz. A Cheit contains about 
12 Exeglifh Gallons, carcfully put up in thin 
Flasks or Bottles. T'he Mebczzetans are for- 
bid to meddle with Wine, therefore the Ar- 
nenian Chriftéarvs ( who are very numerous 
mn Feria) bare the Privilege of makme 
Wines, moft excellent in their Kind; and it 
is a Queftion whether the W orld aifords bet- 
ter, for they are excellent Stomachicks, and 
being {ftrong, they'll bear four Times the 
Quantity of Water to mix with theni, with- 
out being flat ; and the Mixture has a very 
fine Flavour. ‘hey make alio Brandy and Vi- 
neLars 
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negar, but, tho’ much ftronger, not fo pala- 
table as what France produces; fo that this 
Country, which formerly was a Kingdom of 
itfelf, not only produces what is convenient 
for itfclf, but exports large Quantities of 
Wines, Brandy, Vinegar, Rofe-water, Rai- 
fins and Figs, with the aforementioned Nuts, 
which greatly increafe the Wealth of the 
Country, which alfo abounds in good W heat, 
Peafe and Barley for its own Contfumption: 
And their Beef, Mutton and Fowl are ex- 
ceeded by none in £zvrope. 

ABOUT 5 Leagues off the Road of //pa- 
han, are the Ruincs of the famous Perx/epolzs, 
that mad Alexander of Macedowz burnt at 
the Requeft of a Strumpet: And, as I have 
been informed by feverals that had the Cu- 
riofity to fee thofe Ruines, in their Way to 
and from J/pahan, it has been a large {ftately 
City. The Fabrick has been noble, by what 
may be yet feen in fome Parts yet ftanding; 
and fome Paintings on Stone, that {till look 
freth, in fpite of Time’s Iron ‘Teeth, who de- 
faces and deftroys moft fublunary ‘P’hings, or 
alters their Figures fo much, that they can 
be known no other Way than by ‘Tradition. 
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CHAP. X. 


Is a Continuation of Obfervations on the Em- 
pire of Perfia, gzviug an Account of zts 
Masuitude, the Reduction of Ormuze Za 
the Obedience of Perfia by the Affiftauce of 
the Enelith: 44/6 of the tate Rovolutionu 
Sy Meriweys. 


HE Empire of Perf is of a large Ex- 

tent, being limited by Euphrates and 

the Perfraz Gulf to Weitward, the lzdzaz 
Ocean, from Cape Guaddel, to the South- 
ward, on the Eaft Side by the River Indus, 
that runs 1200 Miles to the Northward from 
its Mouths, and on the North, by “Osbecky 
Tartaria, Colchis, Mangrelia, the Cafprant 
Sea and Georgia. Erivan in Armenia, iS à 
Province in the North-weit of it, as Cabut 
and Candaba are on the North-eaft Side. 1o- 
wards Turkey they fometimes lofe and get 
whole Provinces in a Year. About the Be- 
ginning of the feventeenth Century, Shaw 
Abafs was King of Perfra, a King worthy of 
Empire, and made himielf famous by his Va- 
Jour and Juftice; but having no Fleet at Seas 
the Peortugueze infulted his Sea-coafts, and 
fottled themieclves on the Hland of Ore, 
and built a good ftrong Fort, as is already 
obferved, with a pretty large “Town, and 
magnificent Churches. Some Porches and 
broken Pillars I have feen, that fpeak their 
ancient Grandeur: atid the Calile 1s {ilill 
good, and well kept. “he Lor/iguexses with 
their 
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their light Frigats and Gallies, infulted the 
Sea-coaíts of Perfaz, and all the Shipping 
that had Commerce in the Gulf, for above 
a whole Century. Shaw A bafs being tired 
with the Complaints of his Subje¢ts, and o- 
thers that had been robbed and infulted by 
the imperious Portugueze, made him very 
uneafy, and found no Remedy but by encou- 
raging the Ezgi, who then had a {mall Fa- 
Gory onthe Sea-fhore, about 7 Leagues from 
the Mouth of the Gulf, to the EFaft-ward, cal- 
led $af/yues, but were continually difturbed 
in theirCommerce by the domineering Lor- 
tugueze from Orzu ze. 

Sir Thomas Row being then Ambafiador 
at the Court of Perfa for King Jammes the 
Firft of Euglanzd, to cultivate a Correfpon- 
dence between the two Kingdoms, SY4aw A- 
bafs broke his Mind to Sir Thomas, and pro- 
ferred any reafonable Indulgence to the Æ- 
glifh that traded into Perfta, providing they 
would joyn his Land Forces with theirs at 
Sea, in Jxdia, to drive the troublefom Por- 
tugueze out of the Perfraz Gulf. Sir Thomas 
agreed, that, if Shaw fbas would defray 
the Charges of the Ships that fhould come 
to his Affiftance, give the fr¢lz7/> a free 
Trade all over the Perfraxz Dominions, Cu- 
{tom free, and grant them one Moicty of 
the Cuftoms raifed by Mlerchandize in the 
Gulf, they would not only help to drive the 
Portuguese out Of Ormusze, but kecp two 


Ships in the Gulf, to protect ‘Trade. All 
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which was agreed to by both Parties, and 

fealed and figned by the Kin of Per fia. 
Tue Exglifh Forces confiited of five Ships, 
about 40 Guns one with another, and were 
well mann’d. The King of Perfa ient an 
Army of 40. or socooo. with ‘T'rankies for 
Tranfports, to land them on Ormuze. "The 
Englifhb foon dettroyed the Portugueze Ar- 
mado of light Frigats and Gallies, which 
were hal’d dry on the Land near the Caftle. 
The Cattle firing briskly on them, funk one 
of the Exglifb Ships, whofe Artillery was 
carried afhore, and put in Batteries to an- 
noy the Caftle, which the Shipping and Bat- 
teries did fo effectually, that, inlefs than two 
Months, the Portugueze capitulated to leave 
Ormuze, with all the Fortifications intire, and 
to carry nothing away but their noble felves. 
‘The Piunder, which was very great, was e- 
ually divided between the Euzglz/h and Per- 
(ans; and Tradition reports, that there was 
fo much ready Bullion found in the Cattle, 
that it was meafured by Long-boats-full; and 
one Boat being pretty deep, and an Officer 
ftill throwing in mere, put the Boatfwain of 
the Ship, who was in the Boat, into a Pafii- 
on, and made him fwear, that for every 
Shovel-full that they threw more in, he 
would throw two out into the Sea; for he 
could not tell what would fatisfy them, if a 
Tong-boat Load of Money would not. On 
the Reducion of the Ifland and Fort of O7- 
muze, the Portugueze withdrew their Men 
from the Forts of Laracka, anata T 
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fland 4or 5 Leagues from Ormuz, and from 








Kifimifh Fort, that lies on the Eaft End of 
that IMland, and retired to Muskat. Shaw 
Abafs was punctual in obferving the Agree- 
ment with the Zzg/i/b; and it was pundctu- 
ally kept by the fucceeding Kings, till about 
the Year 1680. the Exzglifb Company failed 
on their Part of keeping the Gulf clear of In- 
fults; and the Perfians, finding that the Æ- 

Zib Company’s Forces were now too {mall 
or the increafing Power of the Arabs their 
Neighbours, took away the half Cuitoms, 
and allow them 1100 Zomaans, which is a- 
bout 3300 Pounds Ster/img a Year; but Iam 
afraid that that is alfo loft by the late Reve- 
lution in Perfia. 

W HEN Shaw Abafs demifed, his Son Shaw 
Tomas facceeded him, who was a Son wor- 
thy of fuch a Father. He died about the 
Year 1630. He was a very valiant and for- 
tunate Prince in his Wars with Turk and 
Mogul, and a great-Lover of Juftice ; far 
whoever broke the eftablifhed Laws, were 
fure to fuffer the Penalty’annext to them. 
One Infitance of that he fhewed on a Baker ; 
for, being once detected in making his Bread 
lighter than the Standard, he was feverely 
fined ; but, on his being detected and con- 
viéted a fecond ‘Time, he was condemned to 
be bak’d in his own Oven, for a _ ‘I’error to 
others, who might flatter themfelves with 


breaking the Laws with Impunity. | 
AETER Shaw Temas, the fucceeding Kings 


have been debauch’d with Ignorance of their 
Cs 4 Own 
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own Affairs, Voluptuoufnefs and Indolence, 
leaving the Reins of Government in the 
Hands of Parafites, or Eunuchs and Concu- 
bines, who never fail to bring their Mafter 
into Contempt, and the People into Murmu- 
rings and Rebeliiions. A very flagrant In- 
{tance isto be feen in Af%erzweys’s Revolution. 

Tue whoje Reign of the laft Soph4z, or 
King, was managed by fuch Vermin, that the 
Balloczches and ĀAfackrazs, who inhabit the 
Sea-coait from Cape Yaf/gues to Indus, ob- 
ferving the Weaknefs of the Government, 
threw off the Yoke of Obedience firft, and, 
in full Bodies, fell in upon their Neighbours 
in Carwmanta, who were thriftier and richer 
than the maritim Freebooters, and plundred 
their Fellow Subjects of what they had got 
by their painfulInduftry. "There wasno Want 
of Remonitrances and Petitions put into the 
Court to put a Stop to thofe Enormities, but 
no Redrecis could be had. "The‘Oséecks came 
alfo on their neighbouring Province of Muf- 
chet, and committed many Depredations 5 
and when Letters came from the Governor 
of that Province, to acquaint the King of the 
Dsbecks Incurfions, he happened then to be 
at Play with a young Cat, that hunted a 
Feather that he kept in Motion with a ‘Thread. 
One of the Pages acquainted him, that a 
Meffenger was come in great Hafte from 
Mufchet, with Letters to the Vizicr, who 
was at the Chamber Door, to know what 
his Majefty would plcafe to order in that 
Junécture. “Ile anfwercd, that afloon as he 


had 
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had done playing with his Cat, he would 
fend for the Vizier, and confult of that- Mat- 
ter; but he never thought more of it. “This 
Indolence made many “Thefts, Robberies and 
Murders to be committed throughout the 
Country: Nay, his own Guards went out in 
‘Troops, and way-laid Merchants going or 
coming to or from {fpa ai, robbed them, 
and often murdered them; and when Com- 
plaints were made, and Proof offered, yet 
no Redrefs could be had, which made moft 
People believe, that fome Court Favourites 
were Encouragers of the publick Calamities. 
Iz Anno 1716. l carried fome 4rmenzan Mer- 
chants from Perffz to Suret, who affured 
me, that there was a Defign to depofe the 
King, and fet up his Son, or invitc the Muf- 
covzte into the Province of Casézz, whofe 
Shores are on the Ca/pzaz Sea, and where a 
foreign Army may eafily be brought into 
their Ports by Sea: And certainly there was 
fuch a Defign; for żz Anno 1719. the Plot 
of depofing the King was found out, andthe 
Attamadoulet or Vizier was deeply concern- 
ed init. He was Meriweys’s, or Metr Ma- 
houmnud Shaw's Father, the Son being then 
Chaw2, or Prince of Candabaar. “the King 
was folacing himfelf in a Garden near the 
City of L/paban, when he was apprifed of 
the Plot, which wasto be executed the fame 
Night it was difcovercd. He immediately 
fent for the Attamadouler, pretending Bufi- 
nefs of Importance about fome Frontier Pro- 


vinces; and the old Gentleman not dreaming 
of 
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of the Difcovery made, came to the King, 
who taxing him with the Plot, made no Dif- 
ficulty to confefs that it was of his own Contri- 
vance, tofave the Country from Ruin, which 
was inevitable, if he continued in Supine- 
nefs, which had affected him near 40 XYCars, 
and there was no Sign of Amendment, not- 
withftanding his I emonítrances and Admo- 
nitions all that while, and now that he was 
deteéted, he knew the worft that could be- 
fal him, was to be facrificed for the Good 
of his Country, which he took to be rather 
glorious than difhonourable. ‘he King order- 
ed fome Bars of Iron to be heated, and his 
Eyes kept open till the Irons were gently 
moved near the Eyes to dry up the Moitture, 
which is the royal Punifhment in Perftaæ, for 
difobedient or rebellious Princes; fo the old 
Man being made blind, his ‘Treafure was fei- 
fed, but his Palace and Gardens allowed 
him, and an Allowance fuitable to his Dig- 
nity. He had in Gold and Diamonds, to the 
Value of 800000 Tomaans or 2400000 Pounds 
Sterling; and fome faid he had more in his 
Son’s Cuftody: But how true thefe Reports 
are, I am no proper Judge, cither to believe 
or reject; but fome Bars of his Gold I faw 
at Gombroon. 

BerorFf this Confpiracy of the Attama- 
doulet happened, the Muskat Arabs came 
with a Fleet, and landed 5 or 60co Men on 
Ormuze, and befieged the Caftle; but could 
not take it in three Months, and being tired 
with Fatigue, they left it. But zz ve 5 
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iferzweys hearing how the King had ufed 
his Father, made the whole Province of 
Candahaar rebel, and wrote [Letters to the 
Chawn of Samachieto come into Alliance with 
him and his Confederates the Ballwehes and 
“Osbecks, who readily embraced his Pro- 
pofitions in Hope of Plunder. In 1721. Me- 
zeweys began his Marcl. towards 4/pahan, 
with an Army of 45000. and paid honettly for 
what his Army had Occafion for in his March, 
declaring, that he did not take Arms for 
their Hurt or Deftruction, but to free Per- 
féa from the Folly and Tyranny of a doting 
Fool, who was incorrigible by fair Means. 
The “Osbecks entred the Provinces of Muf- 
chet and Zefa, with 40000. and acted like 
Robbers. Another Army of 40000 went out 
of Samachie, and ravaged Frzvaz; and the 
Ballowches entred the Province of Carmania, 
and plundred the Country, and at laft took 
the City. "Then they marched towards La- 
ar, and took the Town, but not the Fort: 
And there twelve Hollanders, who were fent 
from Gombrooz to convey down fome 'Irea- 
fure belonging to their Company, behaved. 
themfelves to Admiration. ‘“Ivhey were lod- 
ged in a Caravanferay, where the Sallw- 
ches came with about 300 to attack them ; 
but they had a brave warm_Keception, and 
left about four Score of thcir Number dead 
on the Spot, without the Lofs of one “Dzatch 
Man: But not thinking themfelves and their 
Treafure fafe where they were, they defired 
Admittance into the Fort, which was pm 
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ly granted, and there they alfo behaved them- 
felves fo well, that the Ballowches marched 
away without the Booty they camc fo far 
for. The Dutch ftaid there above a Month, 
and in that Time camea Detachment of 4005 
Horfe to plunder Gowbrooz. We heard of 
their Defign about ten Days before they came, 
and fo we and the Dutch fortiticd our Facto- 
ries as well as poliibly we could, planting 
little Falconets on the Top of our Walls in 
Swivels, and beating out Ports in our Walls, 
to ply grcat Guns, to fcour the Avenues to 
our Factories. Mean while the Perfan Go- 
vernor fired Guns every Night, .to let the E- 
nemy know he was a brave Fellow: Howe- 
ver they had a Mind to fee, and, on the 1g 
of ‘December, they appeared near the Lown, 
ona {wift March towards it, which fcared 
the Governor fo much, that, tho’ there was 
an high Mud Wall between him and them, 
he got on Horfe-back, and fled to a Fort on 
the Sea-fhore, leaving a few Guns, loaded as 
they were, to the Enemy. 

Tue Ballowches came firft to the Weft 
Quarter of the ‘Town, where our Factory 
ftands, and foon made Patiages through the 
Mud Wells. They hewed downallthat came 
in their Way, particularly oid People and Chil- 
dren, and came in a contufed Haite to attacls 
our Factory, down fome Lanes; but we gave 
them a warm Welcom with our great Gyms 
and {mall Shot. They foon found their Mi- 
ftake, and retired in as great Hiattc as they 
came. Some of their Nflusketccers got mio 

fome 


of the Eaft Indies. Log 


fome ruined Hloufes, and fired on us; but 
we being barricadoed, they did us little 
Damage, and had our Men obferved their 
Orders better, we had come off with lefs. 
Our Firing lafted about three Hours, in 
which Time we loft three or four, killed 
by their own RBafhnefs in itanding open to 
the Enemy, when they might have done bet- 
ter Service under Cover: of our Barricadoes. 
We had alfo feven wounded, but none mor- 
tally, but one who was a Faéctor, who re- 
ceived a Shot in his right Hand, which threw 
him into a Fever, of which he died in feven 
er eight Days. The Agent being gone to Lf- 
paban fome Weeks before we had any Ad- 
vice of the Ballwecehes coming, had carried 
twenty Soldiers along with him for a Guard, 
and left but Gx in the Factory, hefides Cooks, 
and a few Servants. I faw the Factory in 
Danger if they fhould be attacked, fo I rein- 
forced it withthirty fix of my beit Men, and 
another fmall Euzglz/b Ship from Bombay, al- 
fitted with eight or nine of his, fo that when 
the Enemy came, we were about fifty ftrong- 
"The Seafon being very cold, made our Du- 
ty hard, for we lay in our Arms every Night, 
for 10 or 12 Nights that the Enemy lay in 
the Town. "They had a Confultation next 
Day after their Repulfe, how they might make 
another Attack; but none would undertake 
to lead their Men on, and fo the Day after 
Confultation, they went to attack the Dutch, 
who were three Times ftronger than we, and 
they met with the fame kind Keception we 

gave 
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gave them; but they had a W are-houfe with- 
in Piftol-fhot of their Factory, with Goods 
to the Value of 20000 Pounds Ster/zszg in it, 
which the Ballwecehes broke into, wart plun- 
dred. The Dutch loft twelve Men, and 
had eight or ten wounded : So finding our 
Factories were not to be taken without the 
Danger of much PBilood-fhed, they went a 
plundring the Town for eight or nine Days; 
and carried away, in Money and Goods, a- 
bove 20co00 Pounds, befides 14c0oo Captives, 
and as many Beafts of Carriage, and fo went 
off about five or fix Miles from the “‘lown, 
which they laid in Afhes before they left it. 
They continued in our Neighbourhood, with 
their Plunder, about a Month, I fuppofe till 
they received new Orders how to difpotfe of 
themfelves. 

NotrwttTHstTanpina fuch numerous re- 
bellious Armies were a Foot, threatning De- 
{truction to the State, the indolent King be- 
ing lulled afleep in Security, did not offer to 
raife any Forces for the Defence of himfelf 
and Country, but faid to his Cabinet Coun- 
fellers, that he was fure his Enemies would 
leave him Vfpahan, and that one City would 
be enough to maintain him and them his Corr- 
fellers: But when Meriweys came within 
three Days Journey of the City, he raifed a- 
bout socoo of the Citizens, and fent to the 
Englifh and “Dutch Agents, to joyn their 
little Forces to his, to manage the Artillery, 
and to lend him fome Money to fupport and 
pay his new railed Army. ‘The latter defi- 
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red to be excufed in both; but the Linglifp 
complied, and were very active in defending 
the City, when AZerz:weys came to befiege 
at: And when he approached within a Mile 
or two of the City, the King fent hisraw Ar- 
my out to fight Alerzweys 5; but in their 
March, Aferzweys’s Men having made along 
‘Trench a pretty Way frora thcir Front, and 
hid a large Quantity of CGun-powder in it, 
and then filled it up again, which Ambufcade 
the King’s Army fell into, and, after a good 
Number of them had pait it, Fire was fet to 
it, and blew up and fcorched many of the 
King’s Men, which fo frightned the reft, that 
thev turned ‘Tail, and tled without {triking 
one Stroke, fo Alerizweys made an eafy Con- 
queít of the City, and found the King weep- 
ing, and deferted by his bafe and treache- 
rous Courtiers. But Merż:weys foon put an 
Find to his Melancholy, by ordering his Head 
to be ftruck off; which was forthwith exe- 
cuted, and put on the Point of a Lance, and 
carried thro’ the City three Days fucceflively, 
as a Spectacle. The Prince royal, or the 
young, SYophz íeeing his Father’s Afiairs in fo 
wretched a Condition, had left the City, and 
went to Taurus or LTeverzze before ATeri- 
weys came. Merzweys carried himfclf migh- 
ty civilly to the Citizens, but madc the £7- 
glib Prifoners, and feized what Money and 
Csoods could be found of theirs, and alfo the 
“Duatch Company’s EFifecis, but not their Ser- 
vants Perfons. It was reported, that the Æx- 
g//f4 loit about Goooo Pounds, and the Durch 
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=trooco. But the Truth of thefe Reports are 
beft known to themfeives. 

W uen the old King had a Mind to honour 
the Zxzylifh Factory with a Vilit, as I faw in 
a Letter from Mr. Bruce the Company's A- 
gent, that he fometimes did, and one parti- 
cularly in his Agency, he magnifies the Ho- 
nour done to his Mafters, above what the 
Dutch could ever obtain. He relates how 
he and all the FaGory, great and fmall, were 
ordered to leave their Houfe, and Chamber 
Doors and Ware-houfes all open, for his Ma- 
jefty and his Seraglio Companions to ramble 
thro’, and take fuch Things as beft pleated 
him and his Minions; and there was a Table 
left in the Dining-room, fpread and furnifh- 
ed with the richeit Sweet-meats and Fruits. 

I believe the Company was not very am- 
bitious of having many fuch Honours con- 
ferred on them, fince they were obliged tc 

ay for them. And when the King has a 
ind for fome new Concubines, he iffues 
out Orders for all Men and Youths to depart 
out from their Houfes in the Street, that heis 
ae to vifit, and to leave all the Ladies in 
offeffion till his Majefty furveys them ; and 
the Penalty of Difobedience is Death. He 
generally makes his Progrefs thro’ the Arme- 
zian Quarters, becaufe the faireft and moft 
beautiful are amongft their Children. 

Tue Religion, by Law eftablifhed for near 
eleven Ages, is Mahometan, of the Sect of At- 
Zz; but the ancient Religion was Parfi, or 


W orfhippers of the Sua and Fire. The F —— 
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der of it was Zoroaffer, whom they {till ve- 
nerate. About the ninth Century of the Ch7z- 
flian Æra, the Alahometan Lealots, accord- 
ing to the laudable Way of iome Cha ifizansys 
railed a Perfecution againft the Parffs, whofe 
wholefom Severities made many Profelytes s 
but fome obitinate Rogues, who would not 
change for a worfe, were lawfully murdered, 
or obliged to run their Country, fo that at 
prefent there are but few left in Perfia, and 
thofe that are left, are protected by their Po- 
verty and Hifabitations, which are in Deferts 
or Hills little frequented. 

TuHuere are vait Numbers of Armenian 
Ch: iffians in Perfia, whofe Religion is tole- 
rated. ‘Their former Country of Armenia is 
now the Province of Arivaz. ‘There arc ma- 
ny fubstantial Merchants of drmenzaus, who 
inhabit Fulfzr, a Town near I/pahan, and 
they fend Factors all over /udza to carry on 
Trade; and fome come to Zwrope on that 
fame Account. 

Tue Alahometaus in Perfia, to encourage 
Profelytes to their Religion, have a Law, 
that if a Son of an Armenta turns Mahone- 
fan, all the Father’s Eiftate becomes his, and 
all who continue Chriffians are excluded, 
which fometimes makes great Divilions and 
Alterations in a Family. 

In Baptifm they immerfe, but do not 
fprinkle. The Pricit muft officiate in his ta- 
cerdctal Garb, with a Crown on his Head, 
and mutt have two Afliftants in holy Veit- 
ments alfo, but a Crowns ‘“fkeir ti- 
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tulary Saint is Saint Gregory, of whom they 
tell many ftrange Stories ; but whether true 
or falfe I know not: But I am fure he has 
plagued them with Faft-days, for they fait 
one Half of the Year at leait. 

Heavinc made what Obfervations I could 
of the Empire of Perfia, Vil travel along the 
Sea-coaft towards Induftan, or the Great Mo- 
guls Empire. All that Shore, from fa/gues 
to Sindy, is inhabited by uncivilized People, 
who admit of no Commerce with Strangers, 
tho’? Guaddel and Diul, two Sea-ports, did, 
about a Century ago, afford a good Trade. 
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Treats of the Moguls Dominions on the Ri- 
ver Indus, particularly of the ancient King- 
dom of Sindy its Product and Commerce, 
Religion and Cuftoms of the Inhabitants 3 
with a Defcription of the River Indus. 


INDI is the weftmoft Province of the 

Moguls Dominions, on the Sea-coaft, 
and has Larribundar to its Sea Mart, which 
{tands about 5 or 6 Leagues from the Sea, 
on a Branch of the River J#dus, capable to 
receive Ships of 200 Tuns. It is buta Vil- 
lage of about 100 Houfes, built of crooked 
Sticks and Mud; but it has a large Stone 
Fort, with four or five great Guns mounted 
in it, to prote&t the Merchandize brought 


thither, from the Robberies of the Balliow- 
ches

of the Eaft Indies. LIs 
ches and Mackrans thatly near them, to the 
Weftward, and the Jams to the Eaftward, 
who being Borderers, are much given to 
Thieving, and they rob all whom they are 
able to mafter. The former are revolted 
Subjeéts of Perfiz, and the other are Sub- 
jets of the Mogul; but being fecured from 
the Aw of an Army’s coming to chaftife their 
Infolency, by the marifh G rounds they five 
in, and the rapid Tides of Zvdus, they make 
but little Account of their Sovereign’s Pow- 
er or Orders, and fo they commit Depredati- 
ons on theCafhillas that pafs to and fro between 
Tatta and Larribundar, notwithftanding 
a Guard of roo or 200 Horfe are fent along 
with them, by the Nabod or Vice-roy of T atta, 
for Protection ; but often thofe Protectors fuf- 
fer the Caffillas to be robbed, pretending the 
Robbers are too numerous to be reftrained 
by their fmall Forces, and afterwards come 
in Sharers with the Robbers. 

Tatta is the Emporium of the Province, a 
very large and rich City. ft is about three 
Miles long, and one and an Half broad, and 
is about 40 Miles Diftance from SLarriéun- 
dar, and has a large Citadel on its Weft End, 
capable to lodge s000 Men and Horie, and 
has Barracks and Stables convenient forthem, 
with a Palace built in it for the Nabob. All 
Goods and Merchandize imported or export- 
ed between Tatta and Larribuudar, are trani- 
ported on Carriage Beatts, fach as Camels, 
Oxen and Horfes. The Country is almoft 
level, and overgrown with Shrubs and Bu- 
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fhes, very fit to cover an Ambufcade, which 
the aforefaid Robbers often make ufe af, 
and fuddenly rufh out on a Caffilla, and w hilft 
the Guards and Carriers are fighting im one 
Place, either of Front, Flank or Rear, the 
Robbers drive away the Beafts with_ their 
Packs. J Anno 1699. a pretty rich Caffilla 
was robbed by a Band of four or five thou- 
fand Villains: "The Guard, confifting of 250 
Hlorfe, were intirely cut off, and above s00 
of the Merchants and Carriers, which ftruck 
a Terror on all that had Commerce at T atta. 
Ir was my Fortune, about four Months 
after, to come to Larribundar, with a Car- 
go from Mallabar, worth above rococo L. | 
could find no Tatta Merchants that would 
meddle with my Cargo before it was carried 
to Tatta; but phew on the Prices of moft 
of the = of my Goods: And finding 
no other Remedy but travelling by Land, in 
a Caffilla of 1500 Beafts, and asmany,or more 
Men and Women, befides 200 Horfe for our 
Guard, about the Middle of January we fet 
out; and after we had marched about 16 
Miles, our Scouts brought in News of the 
Ballowches and Mackrans being juít before 
us, in great Numbers. I had thirteen of my 
be{t Firemen with me in the Front, where 
my Beatfts were. We being all mounted on 
littic Horfes, alighted, and fet our Beafts on 
our Flanks andFront, to ferve us fora Barri- 
cadoe, to defend us from Sword and ‘l'arget- 
men, which were the principal Strength of 
the Robbers, and we, at the fame Time, had 
Room 
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Room enough to fire over our Barricadoc. 
W= were not long in that Pofture, till the 
Eneiay fent an Herald on Horfe-back, with 
his Sword brandifhing, and when he came 
within Call of us, he threatned, that if we 
did not inftantly furrender at Difcretion, we 
fhould have no Quarters. * had two of my 
Seamen that fhot as well with a Fuzee as a- 
ny ever I faw, for I have feen them at Sea, 
for Diverfion, knock down a {ingle Sea-fowl 
with a fingle Bullet, asthey were flying near 
our Ship. I ordered one to knock down 
the Herald, which he inftantly did, by a Bul- 
let through his Head. Another came pre- 
fently after, with the fame Threatnings, and 
met with the fame Treatment. “he next 
that came, I ordered his Horfe to be fhot 
in the Head, to try if we could take his Ri- 
der, that we might learn fomewhat of the 
Enemy’s Strength. The Horfe was killed 
affoon ashe appeared, and fome of our Horte 

ot the Rider, and hewed him down, in- 

ead of bringing him to us. Our Guard of 
Horfe continually kept in the Rear, but fee- 
ing what we had done in the Front, took 
Courage, and getting in amongtit the Buthes, 
met with fome that had a Defign to attack 
our Flank, and foon defeated them, which 
put the Robbers in fuch Fear, that they be- 
took themfeives to Flight, and our Horfe 
purfuing, put many to the Sword ; fo when 
they returned from the Purfuit, we went on 
in our Journey, and travelling four Miles, 
came to a Mud wall Fort, called Dzing- 
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þar, a proper Erglifjb Name for fuch a For 
tification. It is built mid-way between Teat- 
taand Larribundar, to fecure the Caffilla from 
being fet upon in the Night, who all lodge 
within it, Men and Beatts promifcuoufly, 
which makes it fo nafty, that the -wgli/b Ap- 
pellation is rightly beftowed on it. ‘Ihere 
are about twenty little Cottages built clofe 
to it, who breed Fowls, Goats and Sheep, to 
fell to Paffengers. And thefe are all the Hou- 
fes to be feen in the Way between 7afrzaand 
Larribundar. 

Tue News of a Victory that I had over 
three Sazganian Pirates at Sea, on my Voy- 
age from Malabar to Larribundar, had 
reacht Tatta, before the fecond Skirmifh by 
IL and, fo that when I came to Tatta, we were 
received with Acclamations from the Popu- 
lace, and the better Sort vifited us with Pre- 
fents of Sweet-meats and Fruits, afcribing 
the fafe Arrival of the Cafhhlla wholly to our 
Courage and Condutt. 

W © were lodged in a large convenient 
Houfe of 15 Rooms, and had good W are- 
houfes. The Stairs from the Street, were in- 
tire Porphyry, of ro Foot long, of a bright 
yellow Colour, and as fmooth as Glafs. “hey 
were about ten in Number, and led up to a 
Square of 15 Yards long, and about ro broad. 
Next Day we had a Compliment from the 
Nabeb, of an Ox, five Sheep, as many Goats, 
twenty Fowls and fifty Pigeons, with Swcet- 
meats and Fruit in Abundance. He, at that 
Tine, lay encampt about fix Miles a the 
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Town, with an Army of 8 or rococo Men, 
with a Defign to punifh the Ballowches and 
Mis-krans for robbing the Caffilla, and killing 
his Men, as is before mentioned. He defir- 
ed me to let him know when we defigned to 
drink a Dith of Coffee with him, and he 
would fend Horfes to bring us to the Camp. 
I returned Thanks for his Civility, and fent 
him Word, that I detigned to kifs his Hand 
the very next Day; and he accordingly fent 
twenty fine Per/rax Horfes, well cquipp’d, 
for my Ufe, ten of which [accepted for my- 
felf and Guard to mount, and the other ten 
were mounted with fome of the moft confi- 
derable Merchants in Tatta, who went to ac- 
company me out of Refpect ; and, to make 
our Cavalcade appear with the greater Grace, 
affoon as we came to the Camp Gate, we 
would have alighted, but an Officer on Horfe- 
back told us, that it was the Nabob’s Plea- 
fure, that we fhould be brought to his Tent 
on Horfe-back, and he riding before us, con- 
du&ted us to the ‘Tent Door, and, affoon as 
we got from our Horfes, I was conducted 
into his own Pavilion Chamber, where he 
was fitting alone. ‘T'he refit that came with 
me, were not admitted for an Hour after 
It would take a great Deal of ‘Time and 
Room to relate the Compliments and other 
Difcourfes that paft; but I knew the Cuttom, 
not to appear before great Men with an em- 

ty Hand. I decfired Leave to lay a little 
Potent at his Feet, which he permitted. It 
confifted of alLoohing glafs of about ¢ Pounds 
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in Value, a Gun and a Pair of Piftois well 
gilded, a Sabre Blade and Dagger-blade gild 
ed, and a Glafs Pipe for his "Tobacco, andan 
embroider’d Standifh for it to ftand in. He 
then ient for all who had accompanied me 
into the Room, and fthewed the Prefent [had 
made him, magnifying every Piece of it; and 
after forne Encomiums on my Valour and 
CSenerofity, told me, that I was a free Deni- 
fon ot Tatta, with the Addition of an Indul- 

ence of being free of all Cuftom and ‘lax 
on all Goods that I had braught or fhould 
export, and that whoever bought any Part of 
my Cargo, and did not pay according to the 
Agreement made for Payment, I fhould not 
be liable to feek Juftice at the Cad7ee’s Court, 
but to imprifon my Debtors, and if that 
would not perfwade them to give Satisfacti- 
on, he would fell their Wives, Children or 
neareit Relations to make good their Dehtr. 
This Privilege did me fingular Service when 
the Term of Payments came, and was oblig- 
ed to try the Experiment of imprifoning. 
After three Hours Converfation, we took 
Ieave to go, and he difmift us with much 
Civility, and told me, that when he return- 
ed from that Expedition, he would repay 
my Vifit ar my Lodgings; but in three Months 
that I ftaid, he did not return, but often {ent 
to enquire after my Welfare, and how my 
Affairs {tood. 

In travelling from Deingham towards Tat- 


ta, about 4 Miles fhort of the City, on fmooth 
rifing Ground, there are forty two fine large 
Tombs, 
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Tombs, which, from the Plain, appeared to 
be a fmall Town. They are the Burying- 
places of fome of the Kings of Sz#dy, when 
that Country was governed by its own Kings. 
I wert into the largeit, which is built in the 
Form of a Cupola, and in the Middle of it, 
{tood a Cothn-tomb, about three Foot high, 
and fewen Foot long, with fome others of a 
leffer Size. The Materials of the Cupola 
were yellow, green and red Porphyry, finely 
polithed, and the Stones fet in regular Order, 
Chequer-ways, which Variegation itrikes the 
Eye with wonderful Pleafure. The Tomb 
is about ro Yards high, and 7 in Diameter. 
I was told, that it was the Burying-place of 
the laft King of that Country, who was rob- 
bed of his Sovereignty by Jeban Guire Grand- 
father to the famous Auren zseb, in the Be- 
ginning of the feventeenth Century, who, af- 
ter he had him Prifoner, bid him ask what Fa- 
vours he would defire for himfelfandChildren, 
and they fhauld be granted. He nobly replied, 
‘That all the Favour he begg’d, was, that him- 
felf, his Queen, and their Children, might be 
buried in that "tomb, which, in ‘I‘imes of 
Profperity, he had built for that Purpofe, 
and had coít him two Lack of Rupces, or 
2scoo LL. Sterl. which Requeit his Conque- 
yor could not well refute. 

Tatra City tands about two Miiles froin the 
River Judus, in afpacious Plain, and they 
have Canals cut from tHe River, that bring 
Water to the City, and fome for the Lie oi 
their Gardens. "The King’s Gardens were in 

pretty 
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pretty good Condition z7 Anno 1699. and were 
well dtored with excellent Fruits and Flow- 
ers, particularly the moft delicious Pomegya- 
nates that ever I tafted. 

For three Years before I came thee, no 
Rain had fallen, which caufed a fevere Plague 
to affe& the Town and circumjacent Coun- 
try, to fuch a Degree, that, in the City on- 
ly, above 80000 died of it, that manufactu- 
red Cotton and Silk, and above one Half of 
the City was deferted and left empty- And 
that was one Reafon why the Naéoé had pla- 
ced his Camp in that Place that I went to 
vifit him at. The Figure of the Camp was 
a regular Tetragon, and ditched about with 
a Trench about 3 Yards broad, and 2 deep. 
The Ground taken out of the Ditch, was 
thrown upon the Infide, about 4 Foot as 
and regularly built like a Parapet. It had 4 
Gates, one in the Middle of each Curtain, and 
a ftraight Street from the oppofite Gates, 
which made an exaét Crofs in Figure, and 
the Naéob’s "Tent was pitch’d in the Middle 
of the Crofs. Each Side of the ‘I’etragon 
was about 6 or 700 Paces in Length, and the 
Ditches could be filled with Water from the 
Indus, and let out at Pleafure, into a large 
Marifh about two Miles off the Camp. 

Tue River Jnudus is navigable for their 
Veffels, as high as Cafmire, that lies in the 
Latitude of 32 Degrees ; and one Branch 
runs up to Cabul to the Weitward, and o- 
thers to Penzeb, Lahore, Maltan, Buckor, 
and other large Provinces and Cities to the 
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Fiaftward, and all fhare the Benefits of the 
in'and Navigation. Their Veiflels are called 
Atytzes, of feveral Sizes. The largeft can lade 
about 2co Tuns. T 'hey are flat-bottomed, 
and, >n each Side, Cabbins are built from 
Stern to Stem, that ovcrhang about 2 Foot ; 
and, inach Cabbin, is a Kitchen and a Place 
for EK:xonecration, which falls directly in the 
Water. “Vhofe Cabbins are hired out to Paf- 
fengecrs, and the Hold, being made into fe- 
Parate Apartments, are let out to Freight- 
ers, fo that every one has a Lock on his own 
Cabbin and Apartment in the Hold, and 
has his Goods always ready to difpofe on at 
wliat Places he finds his Market. And in- 
deed in all my Travels I never law better 
Conveniencies of travelling by Water. ‘hey 
have one Malt of a good Length, and a 
Square-fail to ule when the Wind is a-ftern, 
or on the Quarter; but they never hale clofe 
py the Wind. They are obliged to carry a 
great Number of Men for tracting them up 
apainit the Stream, when the W ids are i- 
gainít them, fo that a Voyage from Yetta to 
Lahore, they reckon fixor feven Weckslong, 
but from Lahore back, not above eighteen 
Days, and fometimes it is performed in twelve. 

A rt Tatta the River is about a Mile broad, 
and, where I tried with a Lead and L.ine, it 
was about fix Fathoms deep, from Side to 
side. “Ihe Stream 1s riot very rapid, for its 
Motion did not exceed two Miles and an 
half inan Hour. It produces many Species of 
i‘rcefh-water Fifhes, rand among them, the beit 
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Carp that ever I faw or tafted. Some of 
thera weigh above 20 Pound Weight, and 
we have them alive in Tatta Market. “hey 
have black Cattle in great Plenty, large and 
good, and moft excellent Mutton, of ŝo or 
100o Pound Weight. Their Horfes are {mall, 
but hardy and fwift. Deer, Antelope. Hares 
and Foxes are their wild Game, which they 
hunt with Dogs, Leopards, and a {mall fierce 
Creature, called by thema Shoegoofe. It is 
about the Size of a Fox, with long prickt 
Ears like an Hare, and a Face like a Cat, a 
gray Back and Sides, and Belly and Breait 
white. I believe they are rare, for I never 
faw more than one. When they are taken 
out to hunt, an Horfe-man carries it behind 
him, hood-winkt, and their Deer and Ante- 
lopes being pretty familiar, will not {tart be- 
fore Hoorfes come very near. Hie who car- 
ries the Shoegoofé, takes off the Hood, and 
fhews it the Game, which, with large {wift 
Springs, it foon overtakes, and leaping on 
their Backs, and getting forward to the Shoul- 
ders, fcratches their Eyes out, and gives the 
Hunters an eafy Prey. “The Leopard runs 
down his Game, which often gives the Fiun- 
ters a long Chafe, as well as the Dogs, who 
will take the Water when the Game betake 
themfelves to fwimming, which they fre- 
quently do. ‘They have Store of Peacocks, 
Pigeons, Doves, Duck, Teal, Widgeon, wild 
Gecfe, Curlews, Partridge and Plover, free 
for any Body to fhoot. “hey have a Fruit, 
that grows in their Ficlds and Gardcns. cal- 
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fed Salob, about the Size of a Peach, but 
without a Stone. They dry it hard before 
they ufe it, and being beaten to Powder, 
they drefs it as’ Tea and Coffee are, and take 
it with powdered Sugar-candy. ‘They are 
of Oy inion, that it is a great Reftorative to 
decay J animal Spirits. 

Turis Country abounds richly in Wheat, 
Rice and Legumen, and Pannier for Hor- 
{fes and Cattle; and they never know the Mi- 
fery of Famine, for the Jandus overflows all 
the low Grounds in the Months of <rz/, 
May and Fume, and when the Floods go off, 
they leave a fat Slime on the Face of the 
Ground, whichthey till eafily before it dries, 
and being fown and harrow’d, never tails of 
bringing forth a plentiful Crop. 

Ta E other Produétions of this and the in- 
land Country, are Saltpeter, Sal-armoniack, 
Borax, Opoponax, Affa-foetida, Goat Bezoar, 
“Lapis tutie and Lapis lafuli, and raw Silk, 
but not fine. 

T auey manufacture in wrought Silks, which 
they call femawaars,in Cotton and Silk, cal- 
led Cuttenees, and in Silk mixt with Carma- 
mia W ooll, called Cululeys, in Calicoes coarfe 
and fine, fheer and clofe wrought. ‘Their 
Cloth called Jarres, is very fine and foft, 
and lafts beyond any other Cotton Cloth 
that I have ufed. hey make Chints very 
fine and cheap, and Coverlets for Beds very 
beautiful. They make fine Cabinets, both 
lack’d and inlaid with Ivory. And the beft 
Bows and Arrows in the orld, are made 
aF

at Afnltaz, of Buftalos Horns. “They lack 
wocden Difhes and Tables, but not to well 
asin China. The Lack is clear enough, bat 
always clammy. "They export great Quanti- 
ties of Butter, which they gently melt and 
ry up in Jars, called Duppas, made of the 

ides of Cattle, almoft in the Figu uw of a 
Glob, with a Neck and Mouth or one Side. 
They are made of all Sizes, frown thoie that 
contain 320 46 to thofe of 5. and that But- 
ter keeps, without Salt, the whole Year round, 
but, as it grows old, it becomes rank. 

Tune Wood Liena dulcis grows only in 
this Country. It is rather a Weed than a 
Wood, and nothing of it is ufeful but the 
Root, called *utchock, or, Radix dulcis. l 
never heard it is ufed in Phyfick, but is a 

ood Ingredient in the Compotlition of Per- 
umes. "Chere are great Quantities exported 
for Surat, and from thence to Chiza, where 
it generally bears a good Price; for being 
all Idolaters, and burning Incente before 
their Images, this Root beaten into fine Pow- 
der, and an Incenfe-pot laid over fmoothly 
with Afhes, and a Furrow made in the A- 
ihes, about a Quarter of an Inch broad, and 
as much in Depth, done very artificially in- 
toa great Length, the Powder is put into 
that Furrow, and fired, and it will burn a 
long ‘Time like a Match, fending forth a fine 
Smoke, whofe Smell is very grateful, the 
Powder having the good Cualities of main- 
taining and delaying the Fire. 
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Tue Religion, by Law eftablifhed, is AZa- 
hometan ; but there are ten Gextows or P a- 
gans for one Muffzlman. But the City of 
Tarte is famous for Learning in ‘Iheclogy, 
Philology and Politicks, and they have above 
four hundred Colleges for training up Youth 
in thof- Parts of Learning. I was very inti- 
mate with a Serd who was a Profeilor in 
Theology, arm was reckoned to be a good 
Hiftorian. He askt me one Day, if 1 had 
heard of Alexander the Great in my Coun- 
try. I told him I had, and I mentioned his 
Battle with Porus, and his Victory. He told 
me, that their Hiftories mentioned the fame, 
but with fome Difference in the two Kings 
Names, and Alexanders Paflage over nudus. 
He faid, that their Hiftory mentioned Shaw 
Hlafander and Prorus, and that Alexander 
was a great Magician, and fummoning above 
a Million of wild Geefe, they {wam his Ar- 
my over the River, and that Porzs’s Ele- 
phants would never turn their Fieads towards 
the Place where Alexander was. 

Tue Portugueze had formerly a Church 
at the Eat End of the City. The Mioufe is 
{till intire, and in the Vettiry are fome old 
Pictures of Saints, and fome holy Veitments, 
which they profered to fell; but I was no 
Merchant for fuch Bargains. 

T axr Gentocws have full Toleration tor their 
Religion, and keep their Faits and Feafts as 
in former ‘Times, when the Sovercignty was 
in Fagan Princes Hands. They burn their 
dead, but the Wives are refrained from bur- 
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ning with the Corps of their Husbands. “Fhere 
is a very great Confumption of Elephants 
Teeth, for ’tis the Fafhion for Ladies to wear 
Rings of Ivory from their Arm-pits to their 
Elbows, and from their Elbows tc‘ their 
W rifts, of both Arms; and when tkey die, 
all thofe Ornaments are burnt along with 
them. 

Tarv had feveral Feafls when I was there, 
but one they kept on Sight of a New-moon 
in February, exceeded the re{t in ridiculous 
ACtions and Expence; and this is called the 
Feait of Wooly, who was a Knight errant in 
‘Time of yore, and was a fierce Fellow ina 
Waar with fome Giants, who infefted Sizday, 
and carried away naughty Girls and Boys, 
and made Butcher Meat of them. This ZY oo- 
Zy, in a Battle one Day, killed fifty of them, 
each of them as tall as a Iree, and, after he 
had difpatcht them, he led them down to 
Hell, and there they continue bound up to 
their good Behaviour, and are never to ap- 
pear again on Earth, for Fear they fhould 
{fcar the King’s Liege-fubjects, or frighten 
Children. 

In this mad Feaft, People of all Ages and 
Sexes dance thro’ the Streets to Pipe, Drum 
and Cymbals. “The Women, with Baskets 
of Sweet-meats on their Heads, diftributing 
to every Body they meet. "The Menare bc- 
dawb’d all over with red Earth, or Vermili- 
on, and are continually {gquirting gingerly 
Oyl at one another; and if they get into 
Houfes of Diftinétion, they make foul Work 
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with their Oyl, whofe Smell is not pleafant ; 
but in giving a Prefent of Rofe-waters; or 
fome Silver Coin, they are civil enough to 
keep out of Doors. And in this Madnefs 
they continue from ro in the Morning till 
Sun-fe'r. 

T r. River of Sz2zdy would be hard to be 
found, were it not for the Tomb of a Alabo- 
wetaw Saint, who has an high Tower built 
over him, called Szzdy ‘Power. It is always 
kept white to ferve as a Land-mark. ‘I'he 
Bar, going into the River, is narrow, and 
has not above two Fathoms and an Half, on 
Spring-tides: But this is only a fmall Branch 
of Indus, which Appellation is now loít in this 
Country that it fo plentifully waters, and is 
called “ivellee, or feven Mouths; but it dif- 
embogues itfelf into the Sea thro’ many more. 
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Gives an Account of the ancient Kingdom of 
Guzerat, now a Provzztce anuext to the 
Moegul’s Dominions, zts Sztzaatton, Produc, 
Manners and Religion; wtth forre Account 
of the “Prrares that zzbaðbzt Part OF 22; aiid 
fome Obfervations on Diu, a Portugueze 
City on an Lfland appertaining to Gsuzcrat. 








HE next maritim Country to Szzvdy, 
is Guzerat. "The J/#zdus makes it an 
Iffand, by a Branch that runs into the Sea at 
the City of Cambaya. ‘This Province, tho 
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Vaflals to the Mogul, yet continue in their 
old Religion of Pagauif/m, and, for the moft 
Part, drive the id ‘Trade of thieving and 
pirating, for they plunder all whom they can 
overcome, on both Elements : Ner can 
the Mogul reftrain them, for their Country 
is fecure from the Marches of Armics into 
it, by reafon of the many Inlets of the Sea 
that overflow the Jow Grounds, and make it 
fo foft and muddy, that there isno travelling 
but by little Boats, in many Places. 

Tue firt Town on the South Side of Lz- 
dus, is Cutchuaggez. It admits of fome ‘l’rade, 
and produces otton, Corn, coarfe Cloth 
and Chonzk, a Shell-fifh in Shape of a Perri- 
winkle, but as large about as a Man’s Arm 
above the Elbow. In Sexgal they are faw’d 
into Rings for Ornaments to Womens Arms, 
as thofe of Sizdy wear Ivory Rings. “They 
are in Fafhion in many Countries in l#dz2. 
"The Province and "Town of Czutchuaggen are 
governed by a Queen, who is very formid- 
able to her neighbouring States. “Lhe Rea- 
fons ae for choofing thatSex for their 
Covernefies, are, that they'll be better advi- 
fed by their Council than Men, who, by too 
large a Share of Power and Honour placed 
on them, become obftinate in their Opinions, 
and infolent in their Behaviour: But Ladics 
are effecined compliant and. echtic. 

T u e next Province to Cutchuagecnu, is Saz- 
gania, Which is aifo governed by a Princets, 
ior the above Reafons. ‘Their Sca-port is cal- 
led Lact, very commodious and fecure. ANEY 
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admit of no Trade, but praétife Piracy. They 
Eae Fon inii to all Criminals, who deferve 

unifhment from the Hand of Juftice. All 
Villains in the Countries about flock thither, 
and become honcit Robbers, fo that they are 
a Med ey of Criminals, who flee their Coun- 
try fot Fear of condign Punifhment due to 
their Crime This Province produces Cot- 
ton and Corny all the Kingdom of Guze- 
rat does; but they admit of no Irade in 
their Country, as I obferved before, for Fear 
of being civilized by Example. I had feve- 
ral Skirmifhes with them. ‘I‘hey, being con- 
fident of their Numbers, ftrive to board all 
Ships they can come at by failing. Before 
they engage in a Fight, they drink Bang, 
which is made ofa Seed like Hlemp-feed, that 
has an intoxicating Quality, and, whilit it af- 
fects the Head, they are furious. ‘They wear 
long Hair, and, when they let that hang loofe, 
they'll give no Quarter. 
In Anno 1686. a fmall Ship of theirs, that 
mounted 8 Guns, and mann’d with 300 of 
thefe furious Fellows, was cruizing on the 
Coat of Ixzdza, between Surat and Bombay, 
and the Phenix, an Erzglijb Man of War of 
42 Guns, was bound for Surat. “The San- 
ganian made towards her, and engaged her, 
but would fain have been gone again when 
they found their Miitake; but that was im- 
poffible. “The Phenzzx {ent her Boats, well 
mann’d, to try if they could make them yield, 
in order to fave their Lives; but they itcorn- 
ed Quarter, and ae and wounded MABT, 
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of the Zuzglifh, fo that Captain Tyrrel, who 
commanded the Phenix, was forced to run 
his lower Teer out, and fink them: And, af- 
ter their Ship was funk, and the Mifcreants 
fet a fwimming, yet moft of them refufed 
Quarter, and only about 70 were take alive. 
(I believe Sir George Bing can give a better 
Account of the Story than I, for if I miftake 
not, he was a Lieutenant thn on board the 
Phenix, and received a dangerous Wound in 
the Combat, at leaft one of his Name, who 
bore a Commiflion, did.) Jz Anno 1717. they 
attackt a Ship called the Morning Star in 
her Paflage between Gombroon and Szrat. 
She was richly laden, which they were appri- 
fed of, and two Squadrons were fitted out 
from two different Ports, to way-lay her, 
and accordingly fhe fell in with eight Sail of 
thofe Pirates. One was a large Ship of near 
soo Tuns, and three others were Ships be- 
tween 2 and 3co Tuns, and the other four 
were Graés, or Gallies, and S4eybars, or half 
Gallies. They reckoned in all there were a- 
bove 2525 Men in their Fleet, and the Mor- 
zing Star but 17 fighting Men, who were re- 
folved to trut Providence, and fight for their 
Lives, Liberty and Eftate. “The firít Attack 
was by the ereateit Ship alone, but was foon 
obliged to fheer off again, with the Lofs of 
fome Men, and the Captain of the Alor xg 
Star was wounded in the ‘Thigh, by a Lance 
darted at him, that pierced his Vhigh through 
and through. The Pirates were not ditcou- 
raged by this firit Repulfe, but joyned their 
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Forces and Counfels together, and, after a 
Day’s Refpite and Con idlentinn. they attackt 
the Morning Stara fecond Time, the two lar- 
gei{t Ships boarding, one on her Bow, and an- 
other on her Quarter, and three more board- 
ed them two, and entred their Men over 
them The Combat was warm for above 
four Hours .and the Woruaizng Star had feven 
killed, and az many wounded ; but Kind Pro- 
vidence aflifted her. W hilft fhe was on Fire 
in three Places, and had burnt through her 
Poop and half Deck, fhe was difengaged of 
them, and left five of the largeít fo entang- 
led with one another, that they could not 
purfue her. So fhe purfued her Voyage to 
Surat, but having no Surgeon on board, fhe 
called at Bombay, to get her wounded Men 
dreft and cured. In the ‘Time of the Com- 
bat, while the Pirates were on board of the 
Morning Star, twenty one 4fydzaz Seamen 
went on board of them, and twenty fix Mer- 
chants had gone to them, totry if they could 
per{wade theri to take a Sum, and not put 
it on the Hazard of a Battle. All thofe they 
detained, and carried along with them, and 
made them pay above 6000 Pounds for their 
Ranfom, who gave an Account afterwards of 
great Slaughter done on the Pirates. And 
the Commodore loit his Head affoon as he 
landed, for letting fo richa Prize go out or 
his Hands. 

In Anno 1698. one Captain Lavender, m 
the Ship Thomas, bound from Surat to Alo- 
cha, encountred four Sail of thole Freeboot-

ers, and fought them bravely ; but they burnt 
the Ship and all her Crew, becaufe he would 
not yield. They are very cruel to thofe they 
can matter, if they make Refiftance ; but 
to thofe that yield without fighting, they are 
pretty civii. 

T ue next Sea-port Town to Baet, is Fz- 
gat. It {tands on a Point of low J and, called 
Cape Fzegat. The City makes sood Figure 
from the Sea, fhewing four or jive highStee- 
ples. It is the Seat of a Fou=daar or Gover- 
nor, for the Mogz/. Itis a Place of no ‘I'rade, 
and confequently little Known to Strangers. 

Tue next maritim Town is Wlaxgarou/. It 
admits of Trade, and affords coarfe Calicoes, 
white and died, Wheat, Pulfe and Butter for 
Export, and has a Market for Pepper, Su- 
gar and Betlenut. It is inhabited by Sanyans ; 
and wild Deer, Antelopes, and Peacocks are 
fo familiar, that they come into the very 
Hlooufes without Fear. 

Tue next Place is Poremain, a pretty large 
Town on the Sea-fhore, and admits of ‘I’rade, 
producing the fame Commodities as Manga- 
roul, and its Inhabitants are of the fame Rce- 
ligion; but both ‘Towns are obliged to keep 
Raffpcutsto protest them from the Infults of 
the Saz¢gatans. 

Tuose Raffpouts arc Natives of Gacerat, 
and are all Gentlemen ofthe Sword, and are 
well trained inthe Art of killing. “hev, like 
the S<:7tz, employ their Swords in the Scr- 
vice of thofe who give them beit Pay. IT hey 
{cidom give or take Quarter, and when they 
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go on an Expedition, they carry their Wives 
and Children in Carts and Wagons along 
with them, and if they meet with a Repulfe, 
their Wives will never fufter Cohabitation till 
they can regain their loft Honour by fome 
noble Exploit. 

“Dzz is the next Port, and is the fouther- 
moft Lane on Guzerar. It is a fmall Ifland 
of three Mis long, and two broad, belong- 
ing to the Ciown of Portugal. "The City is 

retty large, and fortified by an high Stone 

Vall, with Baftions at convenient Diftances, 
well furnifhed with Cannon to flank it, and 
a deep Mote hewn out of an hard Rock, to 
defend it on the Land Side, which is a- 
bout one third Part of the City. ‘The other 
Parts are fortified by Nature, having the O- 
cean thick fet with dangerous Rocks and 
high Cliffs, who forbid any Approaches on 
that Side, and arapid decp Rivcr, that affords 
a good Harbour, on the North-eaft Side. 
‘Ihe Harbour is fecured by two Caftles, one 
large, that can bring above roo large Cannon 
to bear on the Mouth of the Fiarbour, to 
forbid Shipping Entrance without Leave. 
‘Ihe other is but fmall, and is built irregular- 
Iy on a Rock in the Middle of the River, 
and Chanels for Shipping to pafs by it, with- 
in ten Yards of its Wall. It is madc ufc of 
for a Magazine for Powder and other war- 
hice: Stores, 

Ir is one of the Deit built Citics, and peit 
fortified by Nature and Art, that ever I faw 
in Zzdia, andits ttately Buildings of free ae 
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snd Marble, are fufficient Witcneffles of its 
ancient Grandeur and Opulency ; but at pre- 
fent not above one fourth of the City is in- 
habited. It contains five or fix fine Church- 
es, which are great Ornaments toO the Citys 
which itands on a riling Ground of an eatly 
Afcent fromthe great Caitle ; and the Chur- 
ches, being built wide from or- anothers 
and ftanding gradualiy higher tan one ano- 
ther, make the /z/fo from the sea admirably 
pleafant, by fhewing all their Keautiful Fronts 
that Way. And within thy are well deco- 
vated with Images and Paintings. 

THERE is a Tradition, that the Porty- 
LUE Ze circumvented the King of Guzerat, as 
“ido did the Africans, when they gave her 
I eave to build Carthage, by detiring no more 
Ground to build their Cities than could be 
circumfcribed in an Oxs Hide, which hav- 
ing obtained, they cut it into a fine “Thong o 
a great Length, and over-reacht their Donors 
in the Mecature cf the Ground. 

Arren the City was built and fortified, 
it drew ail the Trade fiom the King’s Towns 
of Commerce thither, which made him hear- 
tily repent his Generofity ; and he made 
Propofals to the Portucueze to reimburfe 
all the Charge and Fxpence they had been 
at, if they would reftore that Hand again, 
but he could never perfwade them to thait 
Bargain, and fince fir Means would not dos, 
he defigned totry what might be obrained by 
Force, wherefore he raifed a great Army, and 


beficgecd it, but was foon forced to draw OFF ii- 
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gain with L.ofs, for the Portugneze large 
Cannon from their Walls difturbed and di- 
{tre{t his Camp fo, that he found but little 
Safety for himfelf; and much lels for his 
FHHoit. 

Tars City came to fuch an Fieipht of 
Trade and Riches in the fixteenth Century, 
that it drew a very potent Enemy from the 
Red Sez; fo zboutthe Year 1540.the Turks 
defigning to have a Footing in J/zdza, catt 
their Eyes on “Pin”, as being conveniently {fi- 
tuated, and well fortified for their Purpofe, 
fo they came ina Fleet of Gallies and Iran- 
{ports 25000 itrong, from Aden, and landed 
on ihe Weft End of the Iland, and laid Siege 
to the City; but the Portugueze fent a Re- 
inforcement from Goa, of twenty Sail, fome 
of which were large Ships or Galleons, who 
carried heavy Metal, with which they bat- 
tered the Zurkzfh Fleet, being {mall Veilels, 
that many Turks were funk, andthe Bafhaw 
was forced to make off with great [Lofs and 
Shame, and leave their battering Artillery to 
the Portuguese, for which Misfortune and 
Difgrace, he loit his Head when he returned 
to Adez. 

Bur about the Year 1670. the Maskat A- 
rabs had better Fortune, tor they came with 
a Fleet of “Trankies, and took an Opportuni- 
ty to land in the Night, on the Weit Find of 
the Hiland, without being difcovered, and 
marcht filently clofe up to the ‘own, and, 
at Break of Day, whenthe Gates were open- 
ed, they entred without Refiltance. The 
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Alarm was foon fpread over the "Town, and 
happy was he who got firit to the Cattle 
Gates, but thofe who had heavy Heels were 
facrificed to the Enemies Fury, who fpared 
none, fo in a Moment that fair rich City and 
Churches were left to the Mercy of the 42- 
xyabs, who, for three Days, loaded their V eí- 
fels with rich Plunder, and mownted fome 
Cannon in a great beautiful Church, and fir- 
ed at the Fort, but to little F arpofe. ‘“Ivhe 
Governor, who was in the C-~:tle, could foon 
have obliged them to remo ʻe farther off the 
Caftle, by the Force of his heavy Cannon, yet 
the Prief{thood forbid him firing at the Church, 
on Pain of Excommunication, left fome un- 
lucky Shot fhould facrilegioufly have defaced 
fome holy Image. 

Burt the Arabs, like a Parcel of unfandti- 
fied Rogues, made fad Havock onthe Chur- 
ches ‘Trumpery, for, betides robbing them of 
all the fanctificd Plate and Cafh, they did 
not leave one Gold or Silver Image behind 
them, but carried all into difmal Captivity, 
from whence they never returned that I could 
hear of. And as for the poor Images of W ood 
and Stone, they were fo rudely treated by 
thofe barbarous Jlzfdels, that they came well 
off if they loft but a Limb, and I faw fome 
who loft their Heads: But by the indefati- 
gable Induttry of the Clergy, their Churches 
are again as well, or better furnifhed with 
well carved Images of Wood and Stone than 
they were before; but I faw none of Gold 
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er Silver to fupply the Places of the poor 
Captives. 

OWEVER, before the Arabs had done 
plundring, they became fecure and negligent, 
which the Governor having Notice of, pro- 
claimed Freedom to all Slaves who would 
venture to fally out on the Enemy. Accord- 
ingly about 4o00 Soldiers and Slaves made a 
Sally with Su-sefs, killing above 10co Arabs, 
and made the reft flee from the ‘Town, the 
Affailants lofins but very few; and by that 
one Sally the I‘~wn was regained. ‘Ihofe 
Slaves are generally Mofambrgue and Morn- 
bafs Negroes, whofe Strength and Bravery } 
have mentioned before. “Ihe City {till feels 
the difm:zl Effects of the Lofs it then receiv- 
ed. At pw.efent there are not above 200 Por- 
tugueze both in the Caftle and City. T'he 
reit of its Inhabitants are Banyans of all Sorts. 
"There may be about 40000. but few of them 
of Fortune or Figure, becaufe the Infolence 
of the Portugueze makes it unfafe for mo- 
ney’d Strangers to dwell among them. ‘The 
King of Portugal has about 12000 Pounds per 
Annu, of Poll Money paid into his Irea- 
fury, and the Cuftoms and [L.and-tax may 
come to about 6000 Pounds more: But if 
that Ifland were in the Htands of fome indu- 
{trious Æzeropean Nation, it would be the beft 
Mart ‘Town on the Coaft of /zdzz, for the 
River Izdus being near Neighbours, both by 
Szzdy and Cambay, thofeCommodities might 
be imported and exported to Advantage. 
And that Commerce has raifed Surat. 
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ALL the Country between Diz and Dara 
Point, which is about 3c Leagues along Shores 
admits of no Trathck, being inhabited by 
Freebooters, called ZV arrels, and often afio- 
ciate with the Sanuganuians, in excrciling Pira- 
cies and Depredations. "They confide much 
in their Numbers, as the others do, and ítrive 
to board their Prizes, and, afloon asthey get 
on board, they throw in Shew~rs of Stones 
on the Prizes Decks, in orde: to imk them 
that Way, if they don’t yield and they have 
earthen Pots as big as a fix Pound Granadoe 
Shell, full of unquenched Lime, well fifted, 
which they throw inalfo, and the Pots break- 
ing, there arites fo great a Duit, that the De- 
fendants can neither breathe nor cc well. 
They allo ufe Wicks of Cotton, dipt in a 
combuiftible Oyl, and firing the Wick, and 
throwing it into their Oppoter’s Ship, it burns 
violently, and. Tets Fire to the Parts that it is 
thrown on. “hey have no Cities, and thcir 
villages are Imal. “lhe Deit of them itands 
about Go Miles to the Eaftward of “zz, and 
is called Chance. It is built about a [League 
within the Mouth of a River, which has a 
{mail {land lying athwart it, about two Niiles 
mito the Sea. “he Hland. has zood Springs 
of frcth. \\ ater, but no: Inhabitants. ZZ 1-~ 
vo 41716. the Hug¢glz/r went to hurn that Vil- 
Jase, and thcir pirating Vecis; but were an- 
fuccefsful in their Undertaking. "The JA a= 
refs occupy all the Sea-coatt as high as Gog, 
which lices about 12 Leagues within the Gulf 
ofl Cambay. And the Coalt, from ‘Oand Point 
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to Goga, is very dangerous, being thick {fet 
with Rocks and Sand Banks; and a rapid 
‘Tide runs amongft them of 6 or 8 Miles in 
an Hour, in a Chanel that is 20 Fathoms 
deep in fome Places, which caufes Anchoring 
to be dangerous alfo. 

Goga isa pretty large "Town, and has had 
fome Mud Wall Fortifications, which {till 
defend them: frym the Infults of their Neigh- 
bours the C walies, who inhabit the North- 
eaft Side of Guzerar, and areas great “Thieves 
by Land as ther Brethren the /arrels and 
Sanganians are by Sea: Noristhercany Land 
Army that can come into their Country to 
cha.tif= them, for there are fo many Rivu- 
lets mad by JIudus and the Sea, that are fo 
foft and rauddy at the Bottom, that there is 
neither Paflage for Men nor Horfe to pene- 
trate their Country. And their ‘owns are 
invironed with fuch thick Hedges of green 
Bamboos, which are not to be burned in a 
fhort ‘Time, and the People fo numerousand 
valiant, that it would be an hard ‘Fask to ci- 
vilize them. 

Goga has fome Trade, admitting Strangers 
toa frec Commerce in fuch Merchandize 
as are fit to be imported or cxported to or 
from Guzerat. It has the Conveniency of an 
Harbour for the largef{t Ships, tho’ they lv dry 
on foft Mud, at low Water; but the ‘ides 
rifing four or five Fathoms perpendicular, af- 
ford Water enough at high Water. ‘The 
Town is governed by an Officer from the 
Afogul, who commands about 209 Men, who 
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are kept there for a Guard to it, and are 
fubordinate to the Governor of 
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Gives an Account of the Cities of Cambays 
Baroach azd Surat; wztk feveral Occur- 
rences that happened to ther 


AM BAT, or, as the *<atives call it, 

Cambaut, about 12 L eagues from Go- 
ga, in the Bottom of the Gulf of Cambay, on 
a {mall River, that is fent by the Overtlow- 
ing of the fwdus into that Gulf «ro Bay, 
is a large City, with high Walls, and was 
formerly the Metropolis of a Kingdom that 
bore the City’s Name ; but &ckb6ar, great 
Grandfather to 4urengzeb, fent his Son, Je- 
hau Guire, with a great Army in the fixteenth 
Century, and conquered it, and annext it to 
the Empire of the Great Mogul. 

Ir is itil a Place of good Irade, tho’ not 
half inhabited, and it contributes very much 
to the Wealth and Grandeur of Szrat, to 
which it is fubordinate; and its Vicinity to 
lmadabanr, from whence it is about 150 Miles 
diftant, makes it fhare the Advantages of that 
great City, which, in Magnitude and Wealth, 
is little inferior to the belt Towns in Fvrope. 
What it exports by Seca, comes molt to Caw- 
24y, and carried by the Sarat Shipping all o- 
ver Indz2, except what Europeans Ships carry 
LOY Lnr ope: 
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Tue Product and Manufactories of Carm- 
bay are inferior to few Towns in /wdza. Ita- 
bounds in Grain and Cattle, Cotton and Silk. 
T'he Cornelian and Agate Stones are found in 
its Rivers, and no where elfe in the World. 
Of Cornelian they make Rings, and Stones 
for Signets, and of the Agate, Cabinets, intire 
Stone except the Lids. I have feen fome 
of 14 or 15 Inches long, and 8 or 9 deep, 
valued at 30 or 40 Pounds Szer% They al- 
fo make Bowls of feveral Sizes of Agate, and 
Spoons, and Handles of Swords, Daggers and 
Knives, and Buttons, and Stones to fet in 
Snuff-boxes, of great Value. 

Tic embroider the beft of any People 
in zdzia, and perhaps in the World. ‘heir 
fine Quilts were formerly carried to Europe. 
I have feen fome worth 40 L. Ster/. and fome 
Cornelian Rings, above double their W eight 
in Gold. "The Patanners are their near 
Neighbours. ‘Chey are moftly Horfemen, 
and bold Fellows, who borrow round Sums 
from the City, by Way of Compulfion, and 
the Raffpouts and Cozlzes make Inroads into 
this Province, and plunder even tothe Gates 
of the City, and fometimes have furprifed, 
and plundred the City itfelf, for which Ne- 
glect the Governors Heads antwercd. 

In Anno 1716. they were very bold and pre- 
fumptuous, fo that there was a Stop put to all 
the Commerce of Amadabant and Cambay 
‘The Governor of Surat got an Army of 
20000 to chaittife and reftrain them ; but 
they laid fo many Ambufcades, that, in two 
Months, 
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Months, the Army was reduced to lefs than 
Half of the Number, and the reft were obli- 
ged to get Home, with forrowful Hearts, to 
Surat. 

Taer next Town of Note for Commerce, 
is Baroach, a walled Town, ftanding on a ri- 
fing Ground, on the Banks of the River Ner- 
daba. Formerly it was a Place of great I'rade, 
but in Aurengzebs Wars with his Brothers, 
about the Year 1660. this “I'own held outa 
great While againft his Army. ‘hat Seafon 
proving a dry one, 4urengzeb’s Folks fufter- 
ed much for Want of frefh Water and Provi- 
fions, but at laft he took it, and put all to 
the Sword that had born Arms againft him, 
and raz’d Part of the Walls, and pronoun- 
ced a Curfe on them that fhould repair them 
again. But the Sewazees Incurfions made 
him order the Rebuilding them himfelf, and 
he chriftned it Suckabanr, or the dry Cty 53 
but that new Name could not efface the old 
one, which it yet retains. It is now inhabit- 
ed by Weavers, and fuch Mechanicks as manu- 
facture Cotton Cloth. And the Saroach Battas 
are famous throughout all Izdza, the Country 
producing the beit Cotton inthe World. “This 
"Town is alfo fubordinate to Surat ; and for- 
merly theAzglzfb and Dutch had Factories fet- 
tled there, but of late have withdrawn them. 

Surat is the next Sea-port. It was built a- 
bout the Year 1660. on the Banks of the Ri- 
ver Taptaor Tappee, which being difcommo- 
ded with Banks of Sand at Raunuzer, the then 
Mart Town on this River, the Augli/fh re~ 
moved 
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moved about two Miles farther down the 
River, on the oppofite Side, near a Cafíll 
which had been built many Years before, to 
fecure the ‘rade from the Infults of the 
Malabar Pirates, who ufed to lord it over all 
the Sea-coait between Cape Comerinand C'am- 
ay. Ina little ‘Time after the Fuglz/h had 
fettled there, others followed their Example, 
fo that in a few Years it became a large 
Town, but without Walls, and fo it conti- 
nued till about the aforefaid Year, that Xz- 
gah Sevajee, who had never fubmitted to the 
Moguls Domination, came with an Army, 
and plundred it, except the ÆZyuropean Facto- 
ries, who ftood on their Guard. ‘Them he 
complimented withthe Profer of his Friend- 
fhip, becaufe perhaps he apprehended, that 
he could not plunder them without Blood- 
fhed and Lofs of Time. However he carri- 
ed away a very great Booty, which made the 
Inhabitants petition 4urengzebto fecure them 
for the future, by a Wall round thcir ‘Town, 
which Favour he granted, enclofing about 4 
Miles to build their City in; but ‘Irade in- 
creafing, the Town was too {mall within 
the Walls to contain the People that came 
about Commerce, wherefore teveral large 
Suburbs were added to the City for the Con- 
veniency of Mechanicks. The Wall was 
built of Brick, about cight Yards high, with 
round Baftions, 2co Paces dittanrt from one 
another, and each had ¢ or 6 Canncnr moun- 
ted on them. And the rich Men of the 
Town built many Summer-houtes in the 
Ficlds, 
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Fields, and planted Gardens about them to 
folace themfelves and Families in the Heats, 
which are pretty violent in April, May and 


g~ 





MMadagafcar. And fince that Time this City 
has felt many Convulfions in its ‘Irade. 

In Anno 1705. when durengzeb began to 
be crazy with old Age, the circumjacent Ræ- 
jahs, withan united Force of fourfcore thou- 
fand Horfe, came and befieged Surat, and 
plundred all the Villages in the plain Coun- 
try; but having no Artillery, they could do 
but little Harm to the Cty itfelf, betides 
{traitning it a little for Proviiions, but the 
City having their River and Sea open, that 
Gutienley was removed by plentiful Supplies 
brought rhern from Guzerat. 

“akse Freebooters go under the general 
Appellation of Gesrzme, but they arc com- 
poitcd 
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pofed of the aforementioned Warrels, Cou- 
ties, Raffpouts, FP atanners and Gracias. ‘Thefe 
Gracias were formerly the landed Men of this 
Country, and, upon their Submiffion to Æc- 
bar, the then Emperor of Mogul, articled to 
have the Ground Rents paid to them and their 
Pofterity ; but the Nabobs often defraud them, 
and they, to put the Governors of "Towns 
and Villages in mind of the Contraét, come 
in great Numbers, and plunder, or lay them 
under Contribution. 

Burt whilft this rabble Army lay before 
the Town, the Citizens built Sconces in con- 
venient Places, about half a Mile without 
the Wall, to protect the Suburbs, and all 
thofe Sconces had Cannon mounted on them, 
which kept the Gezuizwms at a Diftance; and, 
after the Sconces were finifhed, they built a 
good high Wall between each Sconce, that 
encompafied the whole Suburbs, which Wall 
is about five Miles in Length from the Bank 
of the River above the ‘T'own, to that Part 
that terminates below the Town; and all 
the Inclofure is well inhabited. “I'he Inha- 
bitants are computed at 200000 Souls, and 
amongit them are many very rich, both Ma- 
hometans and Geutiles. Abdul Gafour, a Ma- 
hometan that I was acquainted with, drove a 
‘Trade equal to the -uzgli/hb Hajt-india Com- 
pany, for I have known him fit outina Year, 
above twenty Sail of Ships, between 300 and 
Boo Tuns, and none of them had lefs of his 
own Stock than rococo Pounds, and fome of 
them had 25000; and, after that foreign Stock 
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was fent away, he behoved to have as much 
more of an inland Stock for the following 
Year’s Market. When he died, he left his 
Eiftate to two Grandfons, his own Son, who 
was his only Child, dying before him. But 
the Court hada Fling at them, and got a- 
bove a Million Szer. of their Eitate. 

‘Irae Trade of Surat was, and ftill is ve- 
ry coníiderable, for, from «17710 1690.tO 1709. 
the Revenues ariiing from the Cuíitom-houíte, 
Land Rents and Poll Money, communibus 
aHuis,cameto 1300000 Rupees, whichis SterZ. 
162500 L. And the Revenue of Amadabant 
is generally reckoned ten “Times as much 
as Surat. "The Cuftoms in the King’s Books, 
are but 2 per Cent. for Mahometans, and 5 
per Cent. for Gentiles. “The Land pays three 
Quarters of its Produét in Corn, and the 
Poll about a Crown an Head; but the Rich 
generally affift the Poor, fome paying for ro. 
fome for roo. and fome for rococo. his Ac- 
count I had from an Officer, called the Vac- 
canaviece, who is obliged yearly to take in 
the Accounts of the Collections, and fend 
them to Court. Befides the current News 
that monthly occur in his Diftrict, he fends 
to the Vizier by Poff. 

Tue Poit in the AfogzZs Dominions goes 
very {wift, for at every Caravanferay, which 
are built on the High-roads, about ten Miles 
diftant from one another, Men, very fwift 
of Foot, are kept ready. T'he L.etters are 
incloféd in a gildcd Box, which he that car- 
rics holds over his Head when he comes 
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near the Seray, and giving Notice of his Ar- 
rival, another takes it, and runs to the next, 
and fo on, Night and Day, at 5 or 6 Miles 
in an Hour, till it is carried where direćted 
to, {fo that in eight Days, Advices are brought 
from the fartheit Parts of that large Empire, 
to Court. And thofe Curriers are called 
Dog Chouckies. 

In the City of Surat there are as ma- 
ny different Religions as in 4mflerdam. 
That by Law eftablifhed, is Mahometa, 
of Halz’s Se&t, and they are called Moors. 
Then there are Perfians and Turks, and fome 
called Myufèy, who obferve Mofèss Law as 
well asthe /coran, and another Sećt called 
Molacks, who obferve fome ancient beat buzip 
Cuftoms and Featts; but all the others reck- 
on them Hlereticks. ‘They havea yearly Feat, 
but the Time ofits Celebration is only known 
to themfelves, wherein, after much Mirth 
and Jollity, each Sex withdraw to a Room. 
"The Women take each an Handkerchief, (or 
fome fuch Sign that may be again known ) 
and go in the Dark promifcuoufly among 
the Men, and, without fpeaking, ly down 
together on Mats or Carpets fpread_ for that 
Purpofe, and enjoy one another’s Company 
fome Hours, then withdraw to their own 
Room, leaving their Signals with their Bed- 
fellows, who know whom they have been 
carefled by; but very often the, find incc- 
{tuous pe dato which at that Feaf* are on- 
iv lawful. 4urengseb made it Death to be 
found at thofe Meetings, yet that execrable 
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Rite is ftill continued and practifed. And 
Abdul Gafour, the rich Merchant aforemen- 
tioned, was a Difciple of that Sect. 

Tue Baxyans are moft numerous in this 
City, and are either Merchants, Bankers, 
Brokers or Pen-men, as Accountants, Colle- 
étors and Surveyors, but few or none Handy- 
crafts, except ‘Taylors and Barbers. ‘i’hey 
have 85 different Sects among them, that do 
mot eat with one another. "The greateft Part 
of the eaftern Religion is in Forms of Wor- 
fhip, and abftaining from certain Meats; and 
their Priefts differ as much in thofe Points, 
and fome others of Doétrine, as Papzfts and 
Proteffants do, for the Brakhamans or Bra- 
manies are the Priefts of the major Part of 
thofe Seéts, who gull the People when any 
are dangeroufly fick, by perfwading them 
to leave Legacies to their Church, as iome pi- 
ous Chriffzans do among us, and when they 
obtain a L.egacy, they gratefully acknow- 
ledge the Receit of it, by putting a Scroll 
of Paper into the dead Perfon’s Fiand, con- 
taining an Account of the Legacy, with a Bill 
at the Bottom, to receive ten "Times the Va- 
tue in the other World, from fome eminent 
Saint that deals in fuch Bills of Exchange 
in Paradife. They have Patriarchs and Bi- 
fhops to fuperintend the inferior Clergy, 
who, by Virtue of a divine Right, live fplen- 
didly and luxuriouily on the Oblations of the 
People. 
ue other Sects are taught by the Zala- 
poins, who declaim againtt that papzfizcal Po- 
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lity, and preach up Morality to be the beft 
Guide to human ife, and affirm, that a 
good Life in this World, can only recom- 
mend us in the next, to have our Souls tran {- 
migrated into the Body of fome innocent 
Beaft, or to reft in Paradife. 

Tarir Priefts indeed thew much Self-de- 
nial, for they live on Alms, and their ‘P oztz- 
ficalia is a white Sheet that covers their Bo- 
dies, from the Shoulders downwards, a black 
Staff about 5 Foot long in their Hand, and a 
fmall earthen Pot, wih fome powdered Saf- 
fron and Oyl, to mark thofe on the Fore- 
head that have received their Benediction 
that Day. Whenthey go abroad, the old 
carries a Novice in his Company, to teach him 
Divinity and Morality by Example. ‘Ihey 
feldom fpeak in the Streets, but look grave- 
ly and demurly, and the extend thcir Cha- 
rity even to Beafts and Birds: They fuffer 
their Hair to grow as low as their Shoulders, 
and have no other Covering on their Heads, 
and keep their Beards fhaved. 

ANOTHER Sort of them are Dottors of 
Phyfick, who pretend to do great Cures by 
Amulets, Philtres and Prayers, “Phey have 
fome Skill in Simples and Minerals, which 
make them in great Efteem; but when their 
Skill in Phyfick produces not the promiuted 
Effeéis, then they perfwade the Patient, that 
they ly under the Difpleafure of fome angry 
Deity, who muit be appeafed by Oblations 
and Penances, which they turn to ood Ac- 
count, by ordering the Offerings and Pe- 
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nance to be light; and when that Trick fails, 
they leave their Patients to work out their 
own Salvation the be{t Way they can. 

Tuere is another Sort called forges, 
who practife great Auftcrities and Mortifica- 
tions. ‘Chey contemn worldly Riches, and 
go naked, except a Bit of Cloth about their 
I oyns, and fome deny themfelves even that, 
delighting in Naftinefs and an holy Obfceni- 
ty, with a great Shew of Sanctity. 1 hey ne- 
ver cut nor comb their Hair, and bef{mear 
their Bodies and Faces with Afhes, which 
makes them look more like Devils than Men. 
I have feen a fanctified Rafcal of 7 Foot high, 
and his Limbs well proportioned, with a 
large "Turband of his own Hair wreathed a- 
bout his Head, and his Bodvy bedawb’d with 
Afhes and Water, fitting quite naked under 
the Shade of a Tree, with a Pudernda like an 
Afs, and an Hole bored through his Pre- 
puce, with a large Gold Ring fixed in the 
Hole. ‘This Fellow was much revered by 
Numbers of young married Women, who, 
proflrating themfelves before the living Pri- 
apus, and taking him devoutly in their Hands, 
kift him, whilit his bawdy Owner itrokt their 
filly Heads, muttering fome filthy Prayers for 
their Prolification. 

Tue Aufteritics of the fougzes are beyond 
Belief to thofe who have not been Eye-wit- 
neffes of them. Some ftand on one Foot 
fome Years, with thcir Arms tied to fome 
Beam of an Houfe, or Branch of a ‘Tree o- 
ver their Fieads, and Continue in, that heel 
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{fture, except when Nature calls for Exone- 
ration, for others feed them whilft they ftand.- 
‘Their Arms in Time fettle in that Pofture, 
that ever after they become ufelefs, and are 
not to be brought againinto their natural Pofi- 
tion. Some fit inthe Sun-fhine, with their Fa- 
ces looking upwards, tillthey areincapable of 
altering the Pofture of their Necks, their Gul- 
let {welling almoit as thick as their Heads 5 
and they alfo take no Suitenance with their 
own Hands. Others clinch their Fifts, and 
ty them in that Pofture, till their Finger Nails 
come throughthe Back of their Fiands. And 
their Faftings are as incredible. I {awa Wo- 
man of about 30 Years of Age, who made 
a Vow of fafting three Months, to avert 
fome impending Calamity threatned by Hea- 
ven, that fhe pretended to forefee. “Ihe Go- 
vernor of Surat being a zealous Alahbometan, 
( who generally difcourage Gestz/zfm, and 
{trive to detect their Leger de marn Miracles ) 
ordered the faid Woman to be put into a 
Prifon without Windows, without any other 
Suftenance than fair Water, and to be well 
guarded by Mlahometans, to avoid Impofture. 
About 80 Days after fhe was impritoned, I 
and feveral other Æzropeans paid her a Vi- 
fit, and got the Door opened to obferve her 
Aipeét. We found her in Health, but very 
weak, and her Pulfe beat very low. Her 
Keepers declared, that fhe had taken no Su- 
ftenance, but a very fmall Quantity 9f W a- 
ter, all the While they had the Overfecing 
of her, nor did fhe ever defire any Food. 
She 
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She told us, that three or four Years before, 
fhe had faited fixty Days on the fame Ac- 
count. 

Yer zz Anno 1721 the Governor deteét- 
ed a great Piece of Impofture of the fon- 
gies, who paid pretty dear for their Impu- 
dence. One of thofe filly “Zealots, who pre- 
tended to more Sanétity than his Neighbours, 
gave out, that he would be buried (in a 
Grave ro Foot deep) alive, and that he 
would appear at Amadabant, which is diftant 
from Szrat about 200 Miles, within the Space 
of 15 Days. The Grave was dug, and he 
went in, and had fome Reeds placed about 
a Foot or two over his Head, to keep the 
Mould eff that was to be thrown over him. 
"There was a large Jar of Water {tanding un- 
der the Shade of a great [ree, about ten or 
twelve Yards from the Grave, where a good 
Number of Jougieshad for fome ‘Time taken 
up their Quarters, they were Accomplices in 
the Impofture, and, by their pretended San- 
tity and great Inrereft with Heaven, had 
gull’d many poor People into a Belief of their 
Story, and many brought Prefents to them. 
But the Governor of Sarat ordered a Party 
of Soldiers to fee the fowgze interred, and to 
fee that no Impofture fhould be ufed about 
his pretended Returrection, and to fearch 
well, that there fhould be no fubterraneous 
Communication between the Grave and any 
Place that might be fufpecied above Ground, 
and actordingly fearching narrowly, they fu- 
fpected fome Place about the Root a as 
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‘Free might afford a Paflage, ordered the 
fougtes to remove a little out of their Way, 
which they did willingly, and, finding no 
Vifto that mighc be fufpected, they ordered 
the Jougies to remove their great Water 
Jar, which was near full of Water; but the 
Jougzes clamoured loud againft that Breach 
of their Privilege, in touching their Water: 
But their Noife made the WZahometans Sufpi- 
cion grow itronger, and the Jar was either 
removed or broken; and behold, where the 
Jar ftood, they difcovered a Mine that reacht 
within 2 Foot of the Grave, which Cheat 
being thus deteéted, the angry Soldiers fell 
to Work with their broad Swords, totry if 
their San¢ctity was Proof againit fharp Steel, 
but found, by an Experiment of laying a Do- 
zen or more dead onthe Ground, and twice 
as Many maim’d with Wounds, that they 
were as eafily killed or wounded as other 
honeft Folks. “The poor Miracle-monger 
loft his Head in the Fray. ‘That fpoiled his 
Journey to Amadabant, and, which was worfe, 
brought great Scandal onthe whole Order. 

I was one Day walking by the Side of a 
great Zank or Pond near Surat, in Company 
with an Auzugli/b Lady, and feeing a young 
Sougy fitting by the ‘Tomb of a celebrated 
Curtterces Who are a Sect that bury their 
dead, the Youth feemed to be very devout 
in Prayers but, by the Ladys Order, I in- 
terrupted him, and, asking him why “e pray- 
ed there, and to whom did he direct his 
Prayer, hce aníwered that he prayed to God 
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to make him as good a Man as he was who 
lay interred there. I askt him where God 
was, at which he feemed to fmile, and askt 
me, where is he not ? and fo continued a little 
Space in Prayer, and, when he had done, he 
took fome Flowers and Grain, with a little 
Water, and befprinkled the ‘Tomb, and, ma- 
king fome decent Cringings towards the 
Tomb, took a formal Leave to go his Way. 
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Is a Continuation of my Obfervations of the 
Religions and Cuftoms ufed im Surat and 
the adjacent Country. 


HE great God, whom all adore, they 
call QOuedaz; but they have many in- 
ferior Deities, and of them A/ahadow, or, as 
they exprefs it, Maadow, is the fecond in 
Place and Dignity. Ramm is the third, and 
Brahma the fourth. And Parvette is a God- 
defs much venerated, and is fuppofed to be 
the Wife of Meadow. ‘The inferior Deities 
or Saints are very numerous; but the Ima- 
ges of Gunies, Jagarenat, Ruftum, Gopalfa- 
mz are moit worthipped in their ‘I’emples, as 
reckoned to have moit Intereft with the fu- 
perior Deities. 
Tue Marriages of the Gentiles in India, 
are celebrated with much Pomp. ‘They be- 
in in the Forcnoon to fend a Jong Train of 
People with covered Difhes or eken on 
their 
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their Heads, with Pretents from the Bride- 
groom to the Bride, and, before the Pre- 
fent march Hautboys, Drums and ‘Ivrum- 
ets. After the Prefents march fome female 
laves for the Bridc and Bridegroom’s Ute. 
After the Slaves comes an empty Pa//ankece 
to tranfport the Bride from her Houfe to her 
Husband’s. At Night the Bride and Bride- 
groom are carried in State thro’ the Lown, 
with ‘Corch-light and Mutick before them, and 
l ireworks played offas they pafs in the Streets, 
and theParents of the marriedCouple fend Pre- 
fentsto their Friends. "They have no Choicc in 
their Marriages, for that is left to the Parents 
or nearef{t Relations; and they are married 
before they can be capable either to choote 
or refute, being often married at fix or feven 
Years of Age; but they do not cohabit be- 
fore the Bride be about 12. and the Bride- 
groom 16. As to their Burials, fome burn 
and fome inter; but Children under 4 Years 
of Age are all buried. And the Wives are 
not permitted to burn with their Flusbands ; 
but, when once fhe is a Widow, fhe never 
can marry again, but lives to bewail her W i- 
dowhood, and perhaps her Virginity, all her 
Days. 

"T'HeEv marry but onc Wife, except in Ca- 
fes of Barrennefs or Adultery, tho’ there are 
no Laws againit Polygamy. They abhor 
Buggery and Sodomy, and the Afahometans 
for that Account, becaufe they afe them. 
"They eat twicca Day, but the [1lusband and 
Wife eat feparatc; and they wath beforc and 
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after Meat. And the Europeans there fol- 
low that cleanly Cuftom. 

Tue Parfees are numerous about Szrat 
and the adjacent Countries. They are a 
Remnant of the ancient Perfrarxs, who ra- 
ther choofe to be banifht their Country than 
change their Religion ; for in the feventh 
Century of the Chriffian Æra, when Mabo- 
mzet ifin over-ran Perffa, the Spirit of Perfe- 
cution came there, and fome 4 or 500 Fami- 
lies were put on board of Shipping, and fent 
to Sea, without Compafs or Pilot ; and theys 
fteering their Courfe Faftward (in the South- 
weit Monon ) from Jafarnes, in about 20 
Days, fell in with the Coaít of Izdzaæ in -the 
Night, and the firft Thing they faw was a 
Fire afhore, which the Exiles fteered to- 
wards, and accidentally fteered into the Ri- 
ver of Nun/faree, about feven Leagues to the 
Southward of S#rar, and were welcomed to 
IL and by the Crowing of a Cock. 2o0roafter 
was their Founder, and taught them to adore 
the Sun and Fire, that produced and main- 
tained all fublunary Beings. “heir feeing the 
Fire on their Approaching the Land, confir- 
med their Belicf, in the Opinion that Ado- 
ration was due to it, for which Reafon they 
never extinguifh Fire by its oppofite Ele- 
ment Water; and even if their Hioufes area 
burning, they'll ufe no Water to quench the 
Flames, bat throw Earth or Duft to put it 
out. And becaufe the Cock faluted them 
firit, after they had paít through a dangerous 
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Sea, and were fecure ina River, they will 
neither kill, nor eat the Flefh of a Cock. 

W wen they came afhore, the charitable 
dudiaxs tlockt about them, and there being 
fome among them that could fpeak fome Zz- 
dran languages, related what hard Ulage 
they had met with in their own Country, 
and that Providence having directed them to 
the Izdan Country, they begged Leave to 
fettle among them, and by their Behaviour 
they would fhew their Gratitude for relicv- 
ing diftreit Strangers, who were then be- 
come their Supplheants. “The gencrous z- 
drans granted their Recqueft, and allowed 
them Land to manure, and Seed to fow the 
Ground, upon the fame Conditions and Te- 
nure they enjoyed their own Farms: And 
there they fettled firft, and remain in and a-~- 
bout that Country to this Day. They ne- 
ver marry into foreign Families, which makes 
them retain their native fair Complexion, 
little inferior to us Auropeans, only their of- 
ten Wafhing and Anointing, which is a Part 
of the E:xercites of Religion, takes away the 
beautiful frefh Ruddinefs that adorns ours. 
Their Rites of Marriage are performed like 
the other Geztzles, in Oftentation and Ex- 
pence; but their Burials are quite different, 
for they enclofe a imall Picce of Ground, 
with a Wall about 4 Yards high, and place 
feveral Benches for the Corps to fii œn, that 
the four Elements may each have a Sucre of 
the Matter their Bodies are compotcd of. 
‘The Sun or Fire exhales the putrid 4 fatras. 
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The Water or Rain carries the putrified 
Fleth and the Bones tothe Earth, that gives 
Burial to them, and the voracious Fowls car- 
ry what they can pick into the Air in their 
Maws. They watch the Corps all Day, till 
one of the Eyes is pickt out. If the Bird be- 
gins with the right Eye, they rejoyce and 
feaft, but if with the left Eye, they mourn 
and lament for the ill Fortune of the De- 
funct’s Soul, for they attribute future Happi- 
nefs to the right Eye, and Milifery to the 
left. They build thefe Charnel Places far 
from any ‘Town or Village, left the Stink 
fhould annoy them. 

TuHey are very induftrious and diligent in 
their Vocation, and are bred to ‘I’'rades and 
manuring Ground. "They are good Carpen- 
ters or Ship-builders, exquifite in the W eav- 
ers Trade and Embroidery, which may be 
{feen in the rich Atlaffes, Bottadaars and Fe- 
gwewaars made by them, as well as fine Dz- 
roach and Nzunufaree Baffas that come from 
their Manufaé¢tories. “Chey work well in Ivo- 
ry and Agate, and are excellent Cabinet-ma- 
kers. They diftil ttrong Waters, but that 
they do clandettinely, bccaufe that Trade is 
prohibited by the Government they live un- 
der; yet fome of them get a good Luively- 
hood iy it. 

Tue Fields about Surat are all plain, and 
the Graeand very fertil towards the Country, 
but, towards the Sea, it is fandy and fteril. 
They have excellent Beef, Mutton and Fowl 
daily expofed to Sale in the City, reafonably 

cheap. 
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cheap. Beefis about three Farthings a Pounds 
when the Bones are kept with the Flefh, and 
about a Peny with the Bones out. Mutton 
is about three half Pence, and good large 
Fowls at feven Pence half Peny apiece. “I’hey 
have fome good Fifth, not dear, and Pigeons 
at a Peny apiece, and live Hares at four 
Pence apiece. 

T'u Eev have Plenty of Wheat, as good as 
any in Europe, and fome Peafe, and French 
Beans; but neither Oats nor Barley. “They 
have feveral Species of Legumen; but thole 
of Do/Z are moit in ufe, for fome Doll and 
Rice being mingled together and boyled, 
make Kitcheree, the common Food of the 
Country. ‘They eat it with Butter and ~#- 
char or Salt-fith. ‘Tis a pleafant nourifhing 
Food, and that which the famous -4ureng- 
zeb moit delighted to eat. “They have alo 
Store of wild Fowl ; but who have a Mind 
to eat of them, muít fhoot them. Flamin- 
goes are large, and good Meat. ‘I'he Paddy- 
bird is alfo good in their Seafon, and the 
Corn bird is excellent in theirs. “they have 
good Partridge, but bad Pheafants. Their 
wild Geefe, Duck and ‘I’eal are plenty and 

ood; and feveral Sorts of ‘L’urtledoves, 
both beautiful and well taited. ‘“ITDhcey have 
few Deer, but great Plenty of Antelopes in 
their Forefts. “Chere are no fine Buildings 
in the City, but many large Houfes, and 
fome Caravanferays and Mutcheits, . nd fome 
fine Tanks, or large Citterns to keep Rain 
Water, near the Town, particularly onc a 
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little without Brampore Gate. The French 
have a little Church near the old Exglifhb Fa- 
étory, Which maintains a few Capuchins, who 
practife Surgery gratis to the poor Natives, 
of what Pertwation foever. They make fome 
Converts; but they are generally of the loof- 
eit Morals of any Set in the Town. ‘There 
are above an hundred different Sects in this 
City; but they never have any hot Difputes 
about their Doctrine or Way of Worthip. E- 
very one is free to ferve and worfhip God 
their own Way. And Perfecutions for Reli- 
cion’s fake-are not known among them. ‘Ihe 
Wahbemetans have the Law in their Hands, 
and diitribute Juftice beft to thofe that, pay 
beit for it. The Judge’s Fees are 25 per Cert. 
on all Sums that he pronounces due to the 
Party whofe Plea is beft fupported with 
Bribes or Intereit, for the Juftice of a Caufe 
feldom prevails. Many Examples I have {cen 
between honeit Men of low Fortunes and 
Villains clothed with publick Characters and 
ood Fortunes ; yet in fome Cafes I have 
{een Juítice take Place. The Zuzglz/> and 
Dutch Directors or Agents there make good 
Figures, becaute the Officers of State and Ju- 
flice get yearly Prefents or Penfions from 
them. The Governor of the Cattle is not 
fubordinate to him ofthe "Town, and he dares 
not come out of his Neit but once in a Year, 
that he is permitted to go to Church, and 
then he muit return before Sun-ter. None 
are fuiitred to pafs the River whiltt the Sun 
is dow: bclow the Edorizon, nor dares any 
one 
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one that comes in Boats put their Foot a- 
fhore without a fpecial Permiffion; and all 
Boats or Veflels muit land at the Cuftom- 
houtfe, and the Boat and Men are narrowly 
fearcht. The Cuftoms on Mahometanus Goods 
are two in the hundred, on Chriftzans three 
and three Quarters; but the C47 z/ftzaxzs are 
exempt from paying Poll-money, but the Mla- 
bometans are not, nor Geztows, who pay 5 
per Cent. Cuftoms on their Goods. T'he Ba- 
zyans are Brokers even to Alahometans, who 
cannot well make Bargains without their 
Brokers. 

Tue Mabometan Women go always vail’d 
when they appear abroad. “heir Garments 
differ but little from the Man’s. ‘“I‘heir Coats, 
which alfo ferve both Sexes for Shirts, are 
clofe bodied. ‘The Mens are gathered in 
Plats below the Navel, to make them fecm 
long waifted, and the Womens are gathered 
a pretty Way above, to make their W aiit 
feem fhort. They both wear Breeches to 
the Ancle. ‘The Men wear only Silver Rings 
on their Fingers, and generally but one for 
a Signet. The Women wear Gold Rings on 
their Fingers, and fometimes one on their 
Thumbs, with a fmall Looking-glafs {etin it, 
and often they wear Gold Rings in their No- 
fes and Ears. "The Geztz/es again permit 
their Women to appear bare-faced, and their 
Legs bare to the Knee. “They wec`r Gold 
or Silver Rings, according to their Ability, 
one in their Note, and feveral fmal!l ones in 
Holes bored round the Rim of the Far, 
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with one large and heavy in each Lappet. 
They wear alfo Rings on their “I’oes, an 
Shekels on their Legs, of the aforefaid Me- 
tals, made hollow, and fome Glafs Beads 
loofe in them, that when they move the Leg 
they make a Noife like a rattle Snake. ‘Ihe 
Men wear Gold Rings in their Fars, and 
often three or four in a Clutter, hanging at 
the Lappet. Some have a Pearl fet in them. 
The JAtlahometan Men are known by their 
Garb, tho’ the Gexztows and theirs are of 
one Make, fave only as they are all overlapt 
on the Breat. The Mabometans are tied on 
the left Side, which, among them, is the 
Side of Honour, and the Geztrzles tie theirs 
on the right Side. The Adahometan l'ur- 
bands are likewife of another Drefs or Make 
than the Hveathens; and the different Sects 
of the Heathens arc known by the Figure of 
their 'Turbands. 

W unen the Exzglifh firk fettled a Com- 
merce in this Country, which was about the 
Beginning of the ifixteenth Century, they 
were held in great Efteem; but the Portu- 
gueze pretending a Right to that ‘Trade fole- 
ly, difturbed the £zg/i/b in theirs, murder- 
ing their People, and making Prize of all 
Ships and Veffels they could overcome. One 
Seafon the Ezgli/b had eight good large Ships 
riding at Swally, which is about ten Miles 
from Ranier, where the Prefident and his 
Counan then refided; and Swwally was the 
Place where all Goods were unladed from 
the Shipping, and all Goods tor Exportation 
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were there fhipp’d off. The Portugueze 
thinking ita fit Time to give a deadly Blow 
to the Ezgli/hb Commerce, came witha Fleet 
of 6 large Ships, xro {mall, and ro or 1x2 half 
Gallies, and anchored to the Northward of 
the Exglifh, in a narrow Chanel, not Muf- 
ket-fhot wide, and a Tide generally of 6 or 
+ Miles an Hour. The Portugueze landed 
near 32000 Men, and feized fome Carts laden 
with the Company’s Goods. "The £xglz/b 
could not bear the-Infults they daily receiv- 
ed, held a Council, wherein it was refolved 
to land 800 Men out of the Ships, and at- 
tack the Portugueze, while they were lulled 
in Security of their own Strength and Num- 
bers, and if they were overpowered, that 
thofe left on board the Zug/i/h fhould try if 
they could cut a Portugueze Ship’s Cables 
that lay near them, and her driving on board 
of another, might, with the Force of the 
Tide, put them all a-ground on the Shore, 
or a Sand Bank that they lay very near to. 
Accordingly, by Break of Day, the Engli 
were all landed, and every Ship’s Crew led 
by their own Commander. As they had 
conjectured, fo it fell out, the Ezgi. were 
among, the Portuguese before they could get 
in a Pofture of Defence, and put them in 
Confufion. "Thofe on board had done as 
they were ordered, one being cut loofe, foon 
made all the reft run a-ground, and moft of 
them loft, efpecially the great Ship ‘The 
little Eixzgli/b Army purfued the PortrQucze, 
and killed many in their Flight; but at a 
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Point of Land, about three Miles from the 
Ships, the Portuguese mace a Stand, and ral- 
lied ; but the little victorious Army foon made 
them take a fecond Time to their Heels, 
and fo the Fxglifb got an intire Vittory, 
with fmall Lofs, for there were not twenty 
killed on the Ezglifh Side, but above 1500 
of the Perrtuguezse. In Anno 1690. l was on 
the Field of Battle, and faw many human 
Sculls and Bones lying above Ground. And 
the Story of the Battle I. had from an old 
Parfee, who was born at a Vilage called 
Tamkin, within two Miles of the Field, and 
could perfectly remember the Action. 


CHAP. XV. 


Gives an Account of the famous Aurengzeb’s 
Birth, bis Politicks and Actions zn obtain- 
ing the Empire, and of bis long and pro- 
fperous Regn. 


ND now, before I leave Surat, I will 
venture to relate dureugzeb’s Origin, 
and fome of his Actions. 

Cha Jeban was one of the moft polite Kings 
that eyer ruled over that great Empire of 
Mogulfian. Hoe was a great Patron to all skil- 
ful Perfons in Arts and Sciences, and gave 
great Encouragement to Foreigners to come 
to his Cyurt, treating them kindly and fami- 
liarly, and allowed them handfom Pentions 
to live on, and often fent for the mott = 
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lite of them, and difcourfed them about the 
Cuitoms, Laws, Commerce and Strength of 
the Luz peau Nations, and what he found 
valuable amongit them, he would fain have 
brought into his own Dominions We was 
forry to fee the moit beautiful Part of the 
Creation caged up in Seraglios, bred up in 
Ignorance, and kept from ufeful and pleafant 
Converfation, by the heavy Fetters of blind 
and unreafonable Cuftom. He turned his 
‘Thoughts to break thofe fordid Chains, and 
introduce the Ladiestoa free Air, and reck- 
oned his Court, which he then kept at Agra 
a great City, to be the moft proper Part for 
the Stage to aét it firít upon. 

T ne firit Step he took, was to order all 
the Ladies at Court to provide precious Stones 
to bring to a Market-place that he had ere- 
¢cted, and there to fhew their Wares publick- 
ly to all the Noblemen at Court, who were 
ordered to buy them at whatever Prices the 
ladies put upon them; and the King him- 
felf was to be a Buyer, to put the greater 
Fionour on the new ereéted Market. The 
i Ladies obeyed, and took their Booths as they 
thought fit. On the Market Day the King 
and Noblemen came to Market, and bought 
the Jewels and other ‘Trifles the Ladies had 
to difpofe of. 

T ae King coming to the Booth of a verv 
pretty Lady, askt what fhe had to feli. She 
told him, e had one large fine rough Dia- 
mond ftill to difpofe on. e defiréd to fee 
it, and he found it to be a Piece of fine tran- 
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{parent Sugar-candy, of a tolerable good Di- 
amond Figure. e demanded to know 
what Price fhe fet on it, and fhe told him 
with a pleafant Air, that it was worth a Lack 
of Rupees, or 12500 L. Sterl. He ordered 
the Money to be paid, and, falling in Dií- 
courfe with her, found her Wit was as ex- 
quifite as her Beauty, and ordered her to fup 
with him that Night in his Palace. She pro- 
mificd to obey, and accordingly went, and 
ftayed with him three Nights and Days, and 
then went back toher Husband, whofe Name 
was femal Chaun, and was a Commander of 
5000 Fiorfe. "The Husband received her very 
coldly, and told her, that he would continue 
civiltoher, but would never cohabit with her 
again, and would live with her in the fame 
Mianner as if fhe was his Sifter. Upon which 
fhe went back to the Palace, and detired to 
be brought to the King, and, being condu- 
€ted to him, fhe fell at his Feet, and told 
what her Husband had faid. The King, in 
a Rage, gave Orders to carry the Husband 
to the Elephant Garden, and there tobe ex- 
ecuted by an Elephant, which is reckoned a 
fhameful and terrible Death. T'he poor Man 
was foon apprehended, and had his Clothes 
torn off him, as the Cuftom is when Crimi- 
nals are condemned to that Death, and he 
was dragged from his ltoufe, with his Hands 
tied before him. On his Way to the Gar- 
den, he was to pafs near the Palace, and he 
begged to have Leave to fpeak to the King, 
and then he would dic willingly, if his ne 
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jefty did not think fit he fhould live. A 
Friend of his, who was an Othcer of the 
Guards, ordered the Mefilengers of Death to 
{top a While, till he had acquainted the King 
with the Requeit, which was accordingly 
done, and he was ordered to be carried in- 
to the Court of the Palace, that the King 
might hear what he had to fay, and, being 
carried thither, his Majefty demanded what 
he would have. Heanfwered, that what he 
had faid to his Wife, was the greateit Ho- 
nour that he was capable to do his King, who, 
after he had honoured his Wife with his 
Embraces, thought himfelf unworthy ever 
after to cohabit with her. ‘Ihe King, pau- 
fing a little, ordered him to be unbound, and 
brought to his own Room, where, affoon as 
he came, the King embraced him, and orde- 
red a Serpaw ora royal Suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him the Command of şcoo 
liorfe more, but took his Wife into his own 
Farrar or Sexraczlio, and, about nine Months 
after, the famous @#zrengzeb came into the 
World. How long the Charter held for 
continuing thofc Markets, I Know not, but it 
fecms Cha Jeban grew fonder of this Lady 
than of any he had beforc, tho’ he had threc 
Sons by them, the cideft of whofe Names I 
have forgot. 4ureugscb was brought upand 
educated by his Mother, till he was about 
i Yeis of Age, atid then he Daada I ricits 

and Philotopiers to initru¢ct him. 
Cha Jebat tinding his Empire too large. 
icfigned to divide it amongit his Sons, and 
to 
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fo placed his eldeft Son in the nothern Pro- 
vinces of Candahaar and “Uzbeck, to fuper- 
intend there, and make him acquainted with 
thote People and their Cuitoms, that he de- 
figned fthould be his Subjeéts. ‘I'he ftecond 
Son Morad Bucks he fent to Decan, to go- 
vern there. The third Sultan Sujah he fent 
to Bengal, to govern that Country; and Az- 
rengzeb he defigned for Gazerat, being a 
{mall Province in Comparifon of the others: 
But when 4urengzeb came to be about eigh- 
teen Years of Age, and had done with the 
School, he diffembled his ambitious ‘Thoughts, 
and declared that he defired to live a private 
ife in the Province allotted him, and fio 
took up the Fakire Habit and Way of Life, 
contemning the Honours and Riches of the 
World, and zealoufly kept the canonical 
Hours of Prayer, which, by the 4/coran, is 
five Times a Day. In this Pharifaical Way 
he fpent eight or ten Years, till his Father 
began to be old and weak; and News being 
fpread abroad that he was fick, the eldett 
Son began to raife an Army in his Province, 
to march towards “gra, in order to feize the 
Crown on his Father’s Demife. Alorad Bucks 
Knowing the crucl Cuftom of his Country; 
which is cither to die, or be fent to an Hill 
near Agra, called Goulour, and there drink 
the Pouf, ( which is an Infufion of Poppy 
seeds in Water, that provokes Slecp) and 
ipend his Days in a Lethargy; but, to avoid 
both, he alfo raifed a good Army in his Pro- 
wince, and marched alfo towards Agra, and 
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Sultan Sujab raifed one in Bengal, but kept 
within his own Province. Aurengzeb conti- 
nued in his Retirement and holy Exercifes, 
and neither difturbed his Father’s Repofe, 
as the rcft had donc, nor was fufpected by 
his Brothers to have any Defignto rule. Arn- 
reng zeb hada Sitter, called Nezer Mlahaal, that 
was continually about her Father Cha Jebar, 
and he had a great Fiteem for her, as ihe had 
for durengzeb; and as fhe was a Woman 
of a great Genius and Vivacity, fhe fifht out 
all the Defigns of her Father and Brothers, 
and acquainted duzrengzeb with them by Let- 
ters, and promifed her Afliitance to fet him 
on the I hrone. 

Cha ‘fehax fent Fetters to his Sons, who 
were in Arms, to disband their Forces, up- 
on their Allegiance, but not one obeyed, al- 
ledging, that they kept in Arms for their 
own Security in cafe of his Death. ‘The 
two eldeit made daily Approaches towards 
Alara, and durengzeb raifed a {mall but good 
Army, pretending it was to Keep the Peace 
of his own Province. However, as Aloradđd 
Bucks was on his March towards gra, he 
was obliged to pafs through fome Part of 
Aurenugzeb’s Territories, and they had an In- 
terview, and agreed, that if the eldeft Son 
would not be advifed to retire back with his 
Army to his own Province, bnt continue 
difobedient to their Father’s Conamands, then 
Anvenaacb would joyn Aflorad Bucks, and 
compel him by Force ; bit {ull uceng zech 
preacht up Peace and Contcinpt of eis: ~ 
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iy Grandeur. ‘They wrote preflingly to their 
elde: Brother, to honour their Father’s Com- 
mands, but to no Purpote ; fo durengzeb 
marched his Army always near Morad Bucks’s 
to meet their eldeft Brother, and found him 
encampt on the Banks of the River Gemzna, 
and, on the oppofite Banks Morad Bucks 
encampt his Men. Aurengzseb went to wait 
on his elder Brother as a Mediator, but in 
reality to difcover what Condition his Ar- 
my was in. His Brother received him with 
ali the Marks of Eiteem, and, after a long 
Conference, he invited Murengzeb to joyn 
Forces with him, and that affoon as he came 
to the Crown, he would make him and his 
Heirs free Sovereigns of Guzerat. -dureng- 
ze aniwered, that as for his own Part, he 
had rather live a Subject than a Sovereign, 
whofe Care about Government difturbed the 
Mind, and rendred it unfit for fweet Con- 
templation, and he only brought his Army 
there to joyn him who inclined moit to 
Peace, which he found his Brother Morad 
Bucks averfe to, but that he would joyn nei- 
ther till the laft Extremity ; and, on his Re- 
turn, he went to Morad, and told him, that 
his eldef{t Brother’s Army was much inferior 
to theirs, and advifed him to put all to the 
Fortune ofa Battle, that he would itand at a 
little Diftance neuter, till the Battle began, 
and then weauld fall on the Enemy’s Flank 
and Rear with his Army, which accordingly 
he did, when his eldeft Brother had no Su- 
fpicion of fuch Ufage. The Battle was ai 
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but pe nt a and the eldef{t Brother was kil- 
led, which the Remnant of his Army {fceing, 
begged for Quarter, and had it, and lifted 
into the Conquerors Armies. The Victory 
was wholly imputed to Aurengszeb’s Conduce, 
by all the three Armies, which was a great 
Mortification to Morad Bucks, who expect- 
ed that Honour. But 4urengzeb had ano- 
ther Game to play whilit the Armies were 
fo much at his Devotion, for his Brother 
AMorad Bucks was violently inclined to the 
Tove of Wine, tho’ forbidden by their Laws. 
tnrenugzeb got fome of his own Creatures of 
the beit Rank, to procure Wine and carouze 
with him, which they did, and he got beaft- 
ly drunk, and vomited on the fine Carpets 
he lay on. While he was in that Pickle, Au- 
vrenugzeb came to his ‘l’ent with his Guard, 
and demanded prefent Admittance, for there 
were News brought of the greatef{t Impor- 
tance, which he muft, without Delay, com- 
municate to his Brother, and {tepping haftily 
into the “Trent, his Guards following him, he 
found his Brother inthe Condition he wifhe 
for, and calling him feveral ‘limes by his 
Name, he was not able to anfwer, wherefore 
Aureng zseb, out of an holy Zeal to Religion, 
vented many angry Words againit the Beaft 
his Brother, and then, in a fanétified Choler, 
ordered one of his Guards to titrike off his 
Head, which was forthwith executed. The 
News of the Fratricide flew like wild Fire 
through the Armies, but durengzeb’ being 
in Arms foon calm’d thofe that had a Mind 
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to raife Troubles, and, in the Morning, made 
an Oration that pleafed the Armies io well, 
that they {wore Obedience to his Commands. 
The Clergy run his Praifes as high as their 
Prophet’s Paradife, commending his godly 
Piety and Zeal for poor diftreffled Religion, 
and, no Doubt, would have done the fame 
for the Drunkard, had he been as politick as 
Aurengzeb, who is now faluted Paut/hbaws 
or Emperor, by the Army, notwithitanding 
his Father was then alive. 

Cha Jeban having loft two of his Sons, ex- 
pected that all his Troubles were now en- 
ded, fent to 4urengzeb to come to him, and 
confult about fettling the Peace of his Coun- 
try, which had been fo long difturbed by 
civil Wars, but Aurexzgzeb would not truff 
himfelf within the Wallis of a City, where he 
had not the Command in his own Hands, 
but wrote very fubmiffive Letters to his Fa- 
ther, and advifed him to lay down the heavy 
Charge of Government on his Shoulders 
who was young, and much better able to 
manage it than a Man whofe Age required 
Reft, and gave Orders to build an high Wall 
round the Palace, and placed his own Crea- 
tures to guard the Palace, which fo vext the 
old King, that he ordered all the Jewels of 
the Crown to be broken, and particularly 
his "Throne, which he himfelf had caufed 
to be made worth above a Million Sterling, 
but none durft obey him. And Nezyr Ala- 
paal, who had given her Brother -4#reng- 
zeb private Informations of her Snes Per 
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figns all the Time of the Rupture, adverti- 
fed him of the old Man’s Defign in that Af- 
fair, and cautioned him to take Care of what 
Wfleat and Drink he took, and to fend an 
Army into Bengal, to reduce Sultan Sujahy 
who was invited by the old King, to come 
with his Army to Aera. dlurengzeb Aurit 
not leave that Country where his Father was 
well beloved, for Fear of a Revolution in 
his Aftairs, but fent an Army under the Coirm- 
mand of a truity General, called £227-7cmzt 
Chanz, who, in three Years (Time, chaled Sz- 
tan Sujah out of the Dominions ot &e722/, 
and Cha “fehaz then dying, brought a ferene 
Peace throughout the whole Empire. <déz- 
verxgaeb reimembring his Silters Servicess 
made her Governeis of the Palace, and re- 
tained her always near his Perfon, and would 

eat nothing but what came from her Mand. 
Bernc now fettled in Peace, he invited 
his holy Brethren the F akz:res, who are ve- 
ry numerous in f#zdza, to come to gra, and 
receive a new Suit of Clothes, as a ‘I'cilimo- 
ny of his Kindnefs for them. Great Num- 
bers came on the Invitation, and he pitched 
Tents in many Places round the City to cn- 
tertain them, and he proclaimed, that ona 
certain Day the Diftribution thould be made, 
and appointed Otficers in cvcry Lent to de- 
liver the new Clothes, but to retain the old 
Rags in their Rooms, which Stratagem 
rought many Millions into his ‘Treatury, for 
thole pretended Saints having good Sto? of 
Diamonds and Gold fewed up in their Rz-gs, 
were 
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were forced to leave all behind them. He 
then bent his Thoughts on enlarging his Do- 
minions, and quarrelled with the King of O- 
rixa near Bengal, and with the King of 7z- 
fapore near “Decan, and, in ten Years, he an- 
next their Dominions to his own large Em- 
pire. Andfo Ileave him to takehis Pleafure 
till the Year 1707. that he died in his I’ent 
near “gra, and lies buried in a fmall ‘tomb 
of feven Foot long and three high, on the 
Side of an High-way that leads to tnat City. 
He was a Prince every Way qualified for 
overning. None ever underftood Politicks 
etter than he. The Balance of diftributive 
jJuftice he held in an exatt 4Kguzilibrium. He 
was brave and cunning in War, and merci- 
ful and magnanimous in Peace, temperate 
in his Diet and Recreations, and modett and 
grave in his Apparel, courteous in his Beha- 
viour to his Subjects, and affable in his Dif- 
courfe. Hie encouraged Virtue, and dif- 
countenanced Vice, and he ftudied the Laws 
of Humanity, and obferved them as well as 
thofe of Religion, for in that Part he incli- 
ned to Superitition. He had five Sons, but 
three only made any Figure. ‘Ihe eldeit was 
“Dara, or vulgarly Hazan Tarab, the fecond 
Shaw Allom, the third Furuackfer, the fourth 
Eckb6ar, and the fifth Shaw Hazarder. "he 
three firft contended for the Crown after 
their Father’s Death, but Shaw Allo carri- 
ed it.

G 7z- 
davee is next, where good Quantities of 
"Teak Timber are cut, and exported, being 
of excellent Ufe in building of Hloufes or 
Ships. Sexagounugis a River ofno other Con- 
fequence but limiting the Moguls Domini- 
ons on the Sea Side, as well as the Portz- 
gueze Territories. It is dittant from ‘“Damaan 
about 4 Miles. 
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CHAP XVL 


Treats of the Cities and Towns on the Sea- 
coaft, belonging to the Crow of Portugal, 
from Damaan fo Bombay. 


AMAAN was, in former "Times, 2 
Place of good ‘Trade, but at prefent 
reduced to Poverty. It itands at the Mouth 
of a River on the Sea-fhore, and is naturally 
very ftrong, by a deep Marth that almoft 
furrounds it. T'he own is about half a 
Mile long, and near as broad, walled with 2 
good Stone Wall, as the reit of the Build- 
ings of the City are buiic of ; and it hasa large 
Cathedral to adorn it, that is confpicuous a 
lone Way at Sea. “There arc two or toree 
other Churches, and a Sala a Monattery, 
+ 
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a Nunnery, and an Hofpital, and there is a 
Caile ftands on the oppofite Side of the Ri- 
ver, chriftned by the Name of St. Sa/va- 
dore, and it is well fecured by the Morafs, 
as well as the Town. It has been for along 
Time a great Eye-fore to the Governors of 
Surat, who have often pickt Quarrels with 
the Portugueze, and laid Siege to D amaa, 
but without Succefs. 

From Damaan to Baffaim is about 18 
Leagues along the Sea-fhore. “here are fe- 
veral Rivers and Villages by the Way, vez. 
Danaw, Larrapore, Mlahim, Kellem, and the 
Ifland Maccas, but they are all of fmall Ac- 
count in the Table of Trade. 

Baffaim isa fortificd City belonging to the 
Crown of Portugal. It ftands on a little I- 
fland, feparted from the Continent by a fmall 
Rivuler. Its Walls are pretty high, and a- 
bout two Miles in Circumference around the 
City, which has a little Citadel in the Middle 
of it. It contains three or four Churches, and. 
fome Convents and Monafteries, with a Col- 
lege and Hotpital. 

Ir is a Place of fmall Trade, becaufe moff 
of its Riches ly dead and buried in their 
Churches, or in the Hands of indolent lazy 
Country Gentlemen, who loiter away their 
Days in Eafe, Luxury and Pride, without 
having the leaft Senfe of the Poverty and Ca- 
lamity of their Country. “he Lown is a- 
bout half a League diftant from the Hland of 
Sale, which Inlet ferves it for an Itarbour 
for {mall Shipping, but there is not Water 
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enough to accommodate great Ships. The Go- 
vernor is ttiled, by the Portruciucezes General 
of the North, having Din, Damaau and Chant, 
with all their “l’erritories, fubordinate to him, 
but the Church fuperintends, which makes 
his Government both uneafy and precarious. 
Salfer is an Hland about 25 Miles long; 
and, in fome Places, ro Miles broad. It is 
fruitful in Roots and Fruits, but not in Corn. 
It is ftockt with Villages and Churches, but 
has no City on it, but an old one, called 
Cazra, hewn out of the Side of a Rock, 
but by whom I never could learn. It is near 
a Mile in Length, and many antique Figures 
and Columns curiouily carved in the Rock, 
and has feveral good Springs of Water to ac- 
commodate it. At preient it isinhabited only 
with wild Beaits, and Birds of Prey. Dhe 
Iiland is alinoft cut in two by a narrow Ri- 
ver that bifects it at a Town called V erfita, 
which lies on the Sea-fhore, and has alittle 
narrow Harbour, deep enough to receive 
Ships of the greatef{t Burden, and is fecured 
by a fmall Fort itanding on the North Side, 
but the Town is on the South Side of the 
River. It drives a {mall Irade in dry Fith, 
made here, and tranfported to the inland 
Countries and Villages, that want the Bene- 
fit of Fifhing. “Che Fifhers here catch their 
Fith in long Nets, faftned to Stakes placed in 
the Seca, the outwardmott of which are driven 
in the Bottom on nine Fathoins Water; and 
they appear to Strangers like a W ood in tie 
Sea. “There are feveral Villages {landing be- 
IN] 2. EWeen 
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tween V erfua and Bombay, on the Sea-fhores 
but Bandara is the moft confpicuous, which 
fronts Mahim on Bombay, about a Mile di- 
ftant. The Portugueze have fome great 
Guns planted at Bandara, but they have no 
Trade, becaufe the River belongs to the 
Enelifhp; and all Cuftoms of Goods, either 
imported or exported, are paid to the Cu- 
{tom-houfe of Mahim. ‘The Mouth of the 
River is pefter’d with Rocks, that forbid En- 
trance to any Veffels of Burden. 

Iz Auno 1694. the Maskat Arabs made a 
Defcent on Salfèt, and committed great De- 
predations in plundring and burning Villa- 
ges and Churches, killing the Prieíts, and 
carried about 14c0 Captives into irredeem- 
able Slavery. And about the Year 1720. the 
Priefts of Safer difturbed the Enuglifhb at Ma- 
him, -animating the People to Arms; but a 
Bomb or two thrown into the Church at 
‘Bandara, had no Refpeét to the Priefthood, 
but facrilegioufly killed one or two, befides 
fome Lay Brothers, which made them know 
that War was not their Trade. “They were 
alfo troublefom to the Fizgli/b in Anno 1722. 
but the Ezgiifb furprifed a Parcel that were 
about repairing an old Fort, contrary to Ar- 
ticles of Agreement, and killed a Score or 
two, which made the reft take to their Heels, 
and be quiet.

O M BAT comes next in Courfe, an 
Iland belonging to the Crown of 
fingland. It was a Part of Katharine of Por- 
tugal’s Portion, when fhe was married to 
Charles Il. of Great Britain., 212 Ano 1662. 
Its Ground is fteril, and not to be improved. 
It has but little good Water on it, and the 
Air is fomewhat unhealthful, which is chiefly 
imputed to their dunging their Cocoa-nut 
Trees with Auckfhoe, a Sort of {mall Fifh- 
es which their Sea abounds in. They being 
laid to the Roots of the ‘I'rees, putrify, and 
caufe a moft unfavoury Smell ; and in the 
Mornings there is generally feen a thick Fog 
among thofe ‘Trees, that afteéis both the 
Brains and Lungs of &wrcpeans, and breed 
Confumptions, Fevers, and Fluxcs. 

AFTER the Marriage, King Charles fent 
my Lord Malberry, with four or five 
Ships of War, to take Poflictiion of it, and 
the King of “Portugal fent a Vice-rov to de- 
liver it, and all its Royaltics, to the faid Lord, 
and Sir Abrabam Shipraz was ordcred tobe 
Governor for King Charles. ‘They a1-ived 
at Bombay in ai ni 1663. butthe Ch oh 
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withftood the Crown, and difobeyed the Or- 
der: Nor would they acknowledge the Vice- 
roy, unlefs he would come into their Mea- 
fures, which, rather than lofe his new Digni- 
ty, he did. And the Euzglz/b Fleet was for- 
ced to go to Swally to land their Men, and 
get Refrefhments; but the Governor of Sz- 
rat, in whofe Diftri¢t Swelly is, grew jea- 
lous of the Numbers and Bravery of the “z- 
glifP, and threatned the Factory cf{tablifhed 
in Srat, if they did not fpeedily re-imbark, 
which, to avoid Sufpicion, they did, and the 
Governor allowed them the free Ufe of the 
Markets, fo that they had no Want of Pro- 
vifions and Merchandize whilft they ftayed 
there. In Jazuary 1664. my Lord went back 
to Exeland, carrying two Ships with him, 
and left Sir 46raham with the reít, to país 
the wetterly Monfoons, in fome Port on the 
Coaft, but being unacquainted, chofe a defo- 
late Ifland, called duzadzva, to winter at. It 
is fo far from an Harbour, that it is evenbut 
a bad Road for Shipping in thofe boiftrous 
South-weft Winds asd turbulent Sea ; how- 
ever he landed all the Land-forces, and built 
Huts to defend them from the Weather. 
The Ifland is barren, but has fome Springs 
of good Water. It is about a Mile long, and 
3co Paces broad. Hiere they ftayed from AZ- 
pril to Ogfober, in which “Time they buricd 
above 200 of their Men. 

W Hen the Monfoons were over, the Squa- 
dron put to Sea, and put in to #ombay, to 
iry f the Church had confidered on the O- 
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bedience due to the King of Portu#gal’s Or- 
ders, or if they had a Mind to draw the 
Arms of Fixgland, as welias their Sovereign's, 
upon them. Some of them had not forgot 
what Damages Spain and “Portugal had íu- 
{tained by the zgl:ijþ Fleet in Cromwel’s 
‘Dime, advifed the Pech to obey the King, 
{etting forth the Miferies they fhould be 
brought into in cafe of Noncompliance. At 
length their holy ‘Zeal abated, and they were 
content to admit of a "Treaty, but, before 
the Treaty was concluded, Sir Abraham died, 
and one Mr. Humphrey Cook, who was next 
in Commiffion, continued the ‘Treaty, and 
articled, that the Inhabitants fhould enjoy 
their Lands and Religion under the King of 
England, but forgot to infert the Royalties 
appending on Bombay, which reacht as. far 
as Ver fa on Salfet, which Omiflion has been 
a Bone of Contention for both Parties ever 
fince. 

M r. Cook, according to the Treaty, took 
Poffeffion of the Ifland, in the King’s Name, 
and forthwith began to fortify regularly, and, 
to fave Charges of building an Houfe for 
the Governor, built a Fort round an old 
fquare Houfe, which ferved the Portugueze 
for a Place of Retreat, when they were di- 
fturbed by their Enemies, till Forces could 
be fent from other Places to relieve them. 

Arter the Fort was lined out, and the 
Foundations laid, Sir Gervas Lacas arrived 
from England with two Ships, but Affairs be- 
ing fettled before he came, did not tay at 
M ~$ Boz: 
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Bombay longer than January 1666. and left 
the Government of the Ifland in the Hands 
of Mr. Cook and his Council, the Prefidency 
for the then Company, refiding at Surat. 
‘Their ‘Trade flourifhed, and increafed won- 
derfully ; but, after the Fort was finifhed, 
the King finding, that the Charge of keep- 
ing Bombay in his own Hands would not 
turn to account, the Revenues being fo ve- 
ry inconfiderable; he made it over to the 
E afi-india Company in Fee "Tail, which con- 
tinues fo till this Time. 

In building the Fort where it is, Mr. 
Cook fhewed his Want of Skill in Architecture, 
where a proper and convenient Situation 
ought to be well confidered, for it is builton 
a Point of Rocks that jets into the Sea, 
where there are no Springs of frefh W ater, 
and it ftands within 8co Paces of an Hiuill, cal- 
led “Duugeree, that overlooks it, and an Enc- 
my might much incommode it from that 
Fill, as we found by Experience zz Anno 
1689. when the Mogul fent an Army on Borz- 
bay. As for the Magnitude, Figure and Ma- 
terials of the Fort, there is no Fault to be 
found in them, for it is a regular "Tetragon, 
whofe outward Polygon is about 500 Paces, 
and it is built of a good hard Stone, and it 
can mount above roo Piece of Cannon; and 
that is all that is commendable in it: But had 
it been built about sco Paces more to the 
Southward, ona more acute Point of Rocks, 
Called Atendhbanm’s Point, it had been much 
bette on feveral Accounts. Firit, it had been 
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much nearer the Road for protecting the 
Shipping there, it had been farther off Dan- 
LEK CE EYill, it would have had a "prop Pow 
pretty good Water, which ferved the Ho- 
{pital that was afterwards built there, and the 
Shipping had been better fecured that lay 
in the little Bay between the Point where 
the Fort now fttands, and Alexndhbam’s Point. 

Tuey went about building feveral other 
little Forts and Sconces in convenient Places, 
to hinder an Invafion, if any of their Neigh- 
bours fhould have attempted one. At Ma- 
zaguiz there was onc, at Souree one, at S Zarz 
one, at Mabim one, and Worlee had one, 
and.fome great Guns mounted on each of 
them. Notwithftanding the Company was at 
fo much Charge in building of Forts, they 
had no ‘Thoughts of building a Church, for 
many Years after Sir George Oxendon began 
to build one, and charitable Collections were 
gathered for that Ufe; but when Sir George 
died Piety grew fick, and the Building of 
Churches was grown unfafhionable. Indeed 
it was along While before the Hland had 
People cnough to fill a Chapel that was in 
the Fort, for as fait as Recruits came from 
Britain, they died in Bombay, which got the 
Iffand a bad Name. 

TuHotret were reckoned above sgcocoo L. 
had been gathered towards building the 
Church; bat Sir “fob Chuá: when he came 
to reign in Bombay, converted the Moncy to 
his own Ufc, and never more was hoard of 
it. The Walls were built by his Predecct 
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fors to five Yards high, and fo it continued 
till che Year r71r5. that Mr. Booze came to 
the Chair, who fet about building it, and, in 
tive Years “ime, finifhed it by his own De- 
mcevolence, and other Gentlemen, who, by 
his Perfwafions, were brought in to contri- 
bute. The Company alfo contributed fomec- 
thing: towards that pious End. 
Apnpour the Year 1674. Preflidcent Aanerer, 
a Gentleman well qualified for Governing; 
came to the Chair, and, leaving Szrat tothe 
Management of Deputies, came to Bombay, 
and rectified many ‘Things that were amilis, 
and brought the Face of Juitice to be unval- 
Jed, which before lay hid in a fingle Perfon’s 
Breatt, who ditftributed her Favours accord- 
Ing to the Governor’s Direétion. He erećt- 
ed a formal Court, where Pleas were brought 
in and debated ; but that Method laíted but 
afew Years, when Sir Sohbu Child came to the 
Chair the Court was done. Mr. Aungzer ad- 
vifed the Company to enclofe the Town 
from Duzuzerece to Meudbanws Point, for fe- 
curing the trading People from the Infults of 
their troublefom beggarly Neighbours on the 
Continent ; but his Propofals were rejected, 
and that mecciinary Piece of W ork was reter- 
ved for Mr. Booze allo. And happy it was 
for the Inhabitants that the T’own was fecu- 
red by a Wall, otherwife Counajyee Mugarie 
would have harailed them with continual In- 
fults {ince his War with the Azelz/h began. 
‘Twn Name of Mr. Auvagier is much re- 
vered by the ancient People of Swzar and 
Howmory 
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Bombay to this Day. His Juftice and Dexte- 
rity in managing Affairs, got him fuch Eteem, 
that the Natives of thote Places made him 
the common Arbitrator of their Differences 
in Point of Traffick : Nor was it ever known 
that any Party receded ever from his Award. 

THERE are no Dangers in going into 
Bombay Road, but one funk Rock that lies 
about half a Teague from the Caftle. It is 
dry at low Water, and has a Chanel within 
it deep enough for the greateft Ships to país. 
I never heard of any Damage done by that 
Rock, but to a fmall Ship called the bader, 
which, by Carelefnefs, run on it at Noonday, 
and was lott. 

In the Year 1673. the ztch Laft-india 
Company having an Eye on Bombay, ient a 
Squadron of Ships, with a little Army, to 
try if they could take it in amongft their o- 
ther Conguefts of Izdia, but, on their land- 
ing, met with fo warm_a Reception, that 
they were glad to get off with the Lofs of z 
or 300 of their Men, and fo left the Axzglz/b 
to the quiet Poffeffion of it. 

Tut Governors proved tolerable good, 
till 1682. that Sir fohfwx Childipoilt it. “The 
India Company knowing how to make ufe 
of King Charles’s Neceffities, made him fome 
Prefents of Money, and he, in grateful Ac- 
knowledgments, granted them Power to rob 
their fellow Subjects in Zzdża; but they ufed 
that Power to their own Defiruction, for 
Mr. Child’s Pride and Oppreflions g.cw fo 
intolerable, that even the Gentlemen T the

Company’s Service had not the free Exercite 
of ‘ETrade, and much lefs private Merchants. 
And he, trampling on the cttablifhed Laws 
of Exgland, by Advice of his Nametake who 
governed the Company in -:zrope, by impri- 
foning and murdering their fellow Subjects, 
grew hateful to all. 

In Auno 1684. he made his Brother in Law 
Mr. ZV ard his Deputy of Bombay, who detig- 
ned to filh in troubled Waters. Mr. Chzld 
being honoured with the ‘Title of Baronet, 
by the powerful Motive of the Company’s 
Money to the King, he, at the fame ‘lime, 
ot the Commiffion of General, which puft 
im up fo, that he contemned all Laws hu- 
man and divine. The military Gentlemen, 
who had made Contraéts in Æzgland for their 
Salaries, tho’ paid at 20 per Cenr. Lots, yet 
to fhew himfelf a good Oeconomiít for his 
Miafter’s Interefts, fent his Deputy Orders to 
reduce their Pay to 30 per Cent. leis than it 
was before, tho’ it was fo fmall, that they 
could hardly bring both Ends ta bear at the 
Mtionth’s End. “That hard Pill the Sons of 
Afars could not fwallow, and fo bent their 
Minds on a Revolution: And having come 
to fome Knowledge of Mr. /Hard’s tampering 
with the Sewazee to land on the Hland, they 
detected fome Letters of his to that Murpoic, 
which gave them a Ground for a Revolt. 
The Sevajee indeed fent a Flect of 80 Sail 
of fmall Veficls to land on the back Bay 
which faces the Oceans but, on their trying 
fo lar i Iome Forces, they were warmly re- 
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pulfed, and loft many of their Men, which 
made them draw off again in Confufion, and 
Mr. Hard, being confronted with his own 
L.etters, and having little to fay in his own De- 
fence, was made a Prifoner ; and General 
Child’s Faétion was fent to Surat to him. 
The Ilanders, taking the Government of 
the Hland into their own Hands, chofe Cap- 
tain Kegwine Major of the Military, to fu- 
perintend military Affairs, and one Captain 
Thorburz to overtee the civil. 

GENERAL Chid foon diipatcnt Letters to 
England, and gave an Account of the Rebel- 
lion, and King Charles difpatched a Frigat, 
called the Phenix, for India, to demand the 
Reftitution of the Iland, and put it again 
into the Company’s Hands. ‘They arrivedat 
Bombay, in September 1685. and fhewed the 
King’s Orders, with a full Pardon to all who 
yielded Obedience, which unanimoutly the 
IMfanders did ; but, for their own Security, 
drew up fome Articles to be figned by Ge- 
neral Child and Captain Tyrre4, who com- 
manded the “Phenix, one of which Articles 
was, That any Perfou that had a Mind to 
go for England, /hould have free Liberty, and 
a Paffage on board the Companys Shipping, 
which being agreed to and figned, Captain 
Kegwine took his Paffage on board the firit 
Ship ; but T4oréurz being a married Man, and 
having a fmall Eitate, as well asa Family on 
the Iiland, could not fo eafily remove, but 
truited to the Aét of Grace, and the ‘I’reaty 
they had made. 
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AFTER General Child had gotten the 
Reins of Government again into his Hands, 
he became more infupportable than ever. 
He erected a Court of Inquifition, and made 
an old Greek, one Captain Garey, Judge, 
who had condemned a Man to be hanged 
on a Teuf/day, and the Man {fuffered accor- 
ding to Sentence; but, on “#77day after, the 
poor dead Fellow was ordered to be called 
before the Court, but he would not comply 
with the Orders. 

Cartain Thorburn was the firít that felt 
the Weight of Mr. Ch4z/d’s Difpleafure. He 
got fome Fellows to fwear him out of his 
little Eftate, who brought in forged Bonds 
for Sums borrowed from one Kzżzg, whom he 
never had any Dealings with, and found W it- 
neíles to atteit them. All that T 4oréurvnx had, 
was too little to pay the Sums, for which his 
Eiftate was taken from him, and himfelf put 
in Prifon, without the Permiflion of one 
Slave to attend or ferve him in Prifon. His 
own Wife was not permitted to vifit him, 
which hard Ufage brought him into a violent 
Fever, that foon put an End to his Life. 
About two Days before he died the Goaler 
acquainted his Lady of his Danger, and fhe, 
with two fmall Children, went tothe Gene- 
ral, and, on their Knees, begged that a Do- 
ctor might be perimitted to vilit her Husband, 
but he was inexorable, and would allow no 
fuch Favour, only granted her Leave to be 
in Prifon with him till he died, and fhe itav- 
ed but c 3e Day and a Part of a Night till he 
expired, 
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expired. When the Tragedy was Over, fhe 
was going Home to her diftreft Family, but 
found her Slaves and Children removed into 
a little Out-houfe of hers, and the Doors of 
her Dwelling-houfe fhut againft her. “The 
L.ady had two Sifters married on the Hland, 
and ihe, hoping to find Relief from them, 
went to vifit the eldeft, but fhe met her 2t 
the Door and told her fhe could have no 
Admittance, her Husband being liable to 
Profcription, if he admitted her into his 
Hloufe ; and fhe believed the other Sitfter'’s 
Husband durft not entertain her in his Houle. 
The poor Lady, full of Sorrow and Grief, 
being abandoned of all her Friends and Re- 
lations, went back to her diftreffled Familys 
and, having no vifible Way of Support, had 
once fome ‘Thoughts of putting an End to 
her Miiferies; but her Sifters, unknown to 
their Husbands, fent her fome Relief by a 
truity female Slave in the Night, and a Let- 
ter, (that they defired her to burn affoon as 
fhe had read ) wherein they promifed to be 
affifting in the Maintenance of her and her 
Children, till the Almighty fhould think pro- 

per to deliver her out of the Perfecution. 
T ue poor Lady had both Beauty and Dif- 
cretion enough to recommend her to_ the 
virtuous Part of Mankind; but none of the 
Gentlemen that wifht her well, durit make 
Adadrcfles to ker, only one, who had the 
Command ofa Ship in the Izdan Merchants 
Service, as he had no Dependence on the 
General, nor his Mafters in Augland, th wra 
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he could not well come within the Reach of 
their Perfecution, fo he courted her, and 
married her, but that was thought a capital 
Crime, and the Gencral acquainted his 4£7da@z- 
az Owners, that without they difcharged him 
their Service, they fhould alfo find the Weight 
of his Difpleafure ; and accordingly, to avoid 
Contefts with his Excellency, he was dif- 
charged: But Grief put an End to his Irou- 
bles, for he died within a Year after his Mar- 
riage, and left the poor Lady another Child 
to take Care of, but left her above rooo L. 
Sterl. of Stock for her and her Family’s Sup- 
port. 

As the Phenix was in her Way to Lda, 
fhe called at the Iland of fohazuza, and there 
found an Ezglifb Ship, called the &7r2ffol, 
{topping fome Lakes in her Bottom. Cap- 
tain ZyrrecZ, by a difpenfing Power from the 
King of Eugland, feized her, and defigned 
to have carried her to Bombay, in Company 
of a fmall Veilel that he had feizcd on the 
Coatt of Madagafear. ‘The Brzżfto? funk the 
third Day after they put to Sea, but the o- 
ther came fafe. “The #&7vzftol’s Men were 
looked on as Pirates, and one Mr. Mews a 
Supercargo was arraigned before the Gene- 
ral’s Tribunal, where he himfelf fat Lord 
chicf Juftice, and, after his ufual Manner of 
beftowings opprobrious Names, he condemn- 
ed Mr. AZecus to lofe all that he had in the 
World, and 1rooo Pounds bcfide, and to ly in 
Prifon, at his own Charges, till the Finc, 
wasp id; but Mr. Mazx, who was see m 
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the Ifland in petty Affairs, fhewed him the 
Weaknefs of his Sentence, and perfwaded 
him to fet the poor Man at L.iberty, and or- 
der him a Pafflage for England. 

W Hen Mr. C&i/d firft got his Commiffion 
to plunder, there weretwo of his own Coun- 
cil at Srat that were great Eye-fores to 
him, viz. Mifleurs Petit and Boucher. 
They were Gentlemen of good Intereft in 
England, and had great Remittances of Mao- 
nies on the Company’s Shipping coming ycar- 
ly to them, to buy up Diamonds and fend 
Home. General Chi/d let them know, that 
he expected Half of their Commiffions as a 
Perquifite to his Poft, but they could not be 
brought to think fo: However they conde- 
f{cended, that if he would joyn his Commit- 
fions to theirs, which were much greater 
than his, they would be content to make an 
egual Dividend in the Commiffions ; but 
that Propofition he rejected, and was refol- 
ved to carry his Point by Fraud, and wrote 
to the Company in -zzglavzd, of thote two 
Gentlemens ill Services relating to the Com- 

any’s Affairs, tho’ none knew of any, but 

r. Chz/d himfelf. Thole Gentlemens Friends 
in the Committee of the Company in £izglaxd, 
acquainted them, by Letters over Land, of 
the Danger they were in, and gave them 
Warning to be on their Guard ; and they ac- 
cordingly took an Hioufe contiguous to the 
Factory, and, by Degrees, convcyed what 
they thought fit into e new Lodgings, but 
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retained their old ones in the Factory. W hen 
the Shipping arrived, and the Company's 
Packet was opened, and read at the Council 
Table, Mr. Petżt fat in his Place as fecond, 
and Mr. Boucher in his as fourth. When 
fome few Paragraphs were read, one was to 
difmifs thofe Gentlemen from the Company's 
Service, and were forthwith ordered to with- 
draw, which accordingly they did, and went 
to their new Lodgings without the Factory. 
Affoon as the Council broke up, Mr. Child 
fent Orders to confine them in their Factory 
Rooms ; but Word being brought that they 
were not in the Faé¢tory, but their Doors 
were lockt, he gave Orders to break them 
open, and fecure all that was found in them 
for him, efpecially their Papers and Books ; 
but they found nothing but a Bed furnifhed, 
and fome empty Trunks. When Mr. Chiid 
underftood that their Effeéts and Papers were 
removed, he raved like a mad Man, but to 
no Purpofe, fo he perpetrated their Dettru- 
ction by Fraud; but the profcrib’d being well 
beloved by the Brokers, who were always of 
Mr. Childs Cabinet Council, were timely ad- 
vertifed of his Plots, and prepared to coun- 
terplot him. He was the firft that bribed the 
Moguls Governors to joyn in Villany with 
a refident ; but ‘tis now avery common 
Piece of Policy at Szzat, and has been often 
made ufe of againtt the Fugli/b Company, 
fince Mr. Child's Lime: However, for a Sum 
of about 4000 L. Ster/. he got the Gover- 
nor cfthe Town to itretch his Commiilion, 

ity 
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in pretending to diftribute Juftice, which is 
only the Caedjee’s Place to do. He got the 
Governor to command the two Victims to 
meet at a Garden near the Town, and to 
deliver them up to the General, who was 
there with a Dozen of Grenadeers to receive 
them, and carry them on board ofa Ship 
that lay ready to tranfport them to Bombay, 
and there to feed on the Bread of Atfiction 
as long as they lived. He had fuborn’d a 
Gentleman to draw up an Account, wherein 
the Delinquents were brought in Debtors to 
the Company 114000 -Rupees, or, 14250 L. 
Sterl. and that Gentleman fwore to the Ac- 
count. Ihe two Defendants being forewar- 
ned of the Plot, had given Bonds to their 
MMahometan and Heathezx Friends, for above 
Double the Sum that the honeit General de- 
manded ; and it is againft their Law to force 
any Perfon out of the Moguls Dominions, 
who is indebted to his Subjeéts; but when 
Mr. Harris had fworn to the Account, ( for 
that was the Gentleman’s Name ) the Gover- 
nor ordered the two Gentlemen Defendants 
to be put in Irons, and to be delivered to Mr. 
Chzid 3; but their Friends protetted again{t 
their going, till they had fatisfied their Cre- 
ditors, aad declared the Governor liable to 
make good all the Sums contained in their 
Bonds, if by Violence they werc fent away. 
That Proteít ftartled the General and Go- 
vernor both, fo the Gentlemen were delive- 
red to their Friends, and the Governor was 
no Lofer by the General’s Honefty: ‘Sitow- 
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ever they could not live in Quiet, fo Mr. 
‘Perzt bought a Ship to go a ‘Trading, whilft 
Mr. Boucher went tothe Alogul’s Court, or 
rather his Camp, to try if he could procure 
a Phirmatund or Charter to be under the Mo- 
“zis Protection ; but the Company’s Mone 
ad crept into the Secretary of State’s Purfe 
that retarded Mr. Boucher’s Affair fome time: 
But the General, being afraid of his Succefs, 
{fent a Bazyan from ombay to poifon Mr. 
Boucher. This Banyan being often about 
his ‘Tent, got acquainted with his Cooks 
thinking him to be the propereft Perfon to 
make ule of in that Affair; and, after fome 
Difcourfes about General Chz/d and Mr. Bou- 
cher’s Quarrel, he told the Cook, that he had 
a Commiffion from the General to fettle a 
Salary on him during Life, and the Sum of 
soo Rupees in hand, if he would poifon_ his 
Mafter. Lhe Cook feemed to like the Pro- 
pofals, and bid the Barnyarz bring him the 
Poifon and the s00 Rupees, and accordingly 
the next Day he did, and, on the Delive 
of the Money, he gave him a Paper wit 
fome Powder of white Arfenick to mix with 
his Maiter’s Rice, which is a common Difh 
there. The Cook gave him large Promifes 
of performing what he would, and fo left 
him, and went to his Mrafter with the Bag 
of Money and the Paper of Arfenick, and told 
him, that he had madea Bargain with Gene- 
ral Child’s Vakeel, or Attorney, to poifon him, 
and told him the T'erms he had agreed on, 
and fhewed the Money and Poifon. Mr. 
Boucher 
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Boucher commended the Cook’s Fidelitys 
and told him, that he would give him 600 
Rupees to be honeft, and a Maintenance du- 
ring Life. And Mr. So0ucher being bred a 
Druggiift in his Youth, prefently knew the 
Poifon, and carried it tothe Caztwal or She- 
riff, and fhewed it. The Cauztwal ufed his 
utmoit Endeavours to catch the Baxyaxz, but 
he could never be found there. 

Mr. Boucher had been fourteen Months 
foliciting to procure his PAirmaund; but his 
repeted Petitions to the Secretary had no Ef- 
feét: But he had an Auglifhb Man, one Swar, 
for his Interpreter, who often took a large 
Dofe of Arrack. Aurengzeb one Day had 
ordered his Camp to remove to another 
Place, and had got on Horfe-back. Swan 
took hald of that Opportuity, and got pret- 
ty near the King, holding his Petition or Xoc- 
ca above his ead, and cried with a loud 
Voice in the Perfaz Language, that his Ma- 
{fter wanted Juftice done him. “The Mogu 
feeing him in an European Garb, ordered 
him to be brought to him, and askt the Caufe 
of his Complaint. He anfwered, that his Ma- 
{ter had been fo long at Court about procu- 
ring a Phirmauud to become a Subject of his 
Majefty’s, to be freed from the Oppreffions 
of the Exg¢lzf> Company, who were grown 
intolerable by the Connivance of his Majefty’s 
Governors of Surat, and therefore conjured 
his Majefty, as he fhould anfwer before God 
at the great Day, to do his Mrafter Juftice, 


d erant him a Phirmaund. ‘The King, was 
a i N 3 {tartied 
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ftartled at the bold Expreffions, ordered his 
Secretary to get one ready for the Seal a- 

ainft the next Day, which was accordingly 
done, aud Mr. Bozcher had it delivered to 
him affoon as it was figned, and then took his 
Leave of the Court. 

Warre Mr. Boucher was at Court, Mr. 
‘Petit made fome Voyages into the Gulf of 
Perfia, and going thither once, met with 
Tome Sanganian Pirates, who attackt him. Fie 
defended himfelf bravely, and beat them off 5 
but his Gunner firing a Blunderbufh out of 
one of the Gun-room Ports, blew the Ship 
up, and the Sauganians took up thofe that 
were faved by fwimming, among whom was 
Mr. Perzt himfelf. 

Tue Sanganians carried their Prifoners to 
Bact on Guzerat, and laid a Ranfom on them, 
which Mr. Petit agreed on, and fent Let- 
ters to his Friends at Surat to pay the Mo- 
ney: But General Chi/d hearing of Mr. Le- 
tiz’s Misfortune, and where he was, difpatcht 
a Banyan to Baer, to perfwade the Pirates 
not to part with their Prifoner under 25000 
L. Sterl. and fo they, hearkning to the Ba- 
#yan, would not ftand to the {ftipulated Ran- 
fom of sooo L. Mr. Perzt ftayced about fix 
Months their Prifoner, and then died through 
Grief, and the ill Treatment he had receiv- 
ed by Mr. Child’s Perfwafion; but the Pi- 
rates getting no Ranfom, curit the General 
for his Counfel. 

It Anno 1683. the Dzrch difpoffet{t the 
£r_ lif Company of their Fattory of Barn- 
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fain, on the Weft End of faeava; and the 
Enuglifk having a Mind to regain it by Force 
of Arms, built feveral Ships between Go and 
70 Guns, fo that zz Arno 1685. they had a 
Fleet ready victualled, and mann’d with 7 or 
Booo Men, to the Number of 23 Sail of Line 
of Battle Ships, which E.xpence, and the con- 
tinual Craving of the Court, brought their 
Stock very low; yct fince the Maw of the 
Court was not enough cramined, the King laid 
Fimbargocs on the Fleet from “lime to‘lime, 
for nine Months, and then the arch Ambal- 
fador had Orders to pretent his Majctty with 
rcoocoo Pounds, if he would command the 
Company not to ufe Violence. He inapt at 
the Bait, and defeated the Dehien to all In- 
tents and Purpofes.

Continues the Obfervationus on the Affairs of 
Bombay, wth the Articles exhibited by 
Mr. Child, z2 order to embroi? the Compa- 
anys Affairs with the Mogul and his Sub- 
seers. 


H E Company having fuch a Number 
of great Ships on their Hands, were 
obliged to fend them abroad; but having no 
Stock to employ them, ordered the General 
and Chiefs of their Factories in zdza to Dor- 
row what Sums they could on the Compa- 
ny’s Credit, from the zdan Merchan s, to 
“4 TAC 
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lade their Ships Home, which accordingly 
they did, and what they could not lade 
Home, they were to employ by Freights in 
India. And I faw a Letter from the Gover- 
nor of the Company in Azgland, intimatings 
that when they had got as much Credit of 
the Avogai’s Subjects as they could, then 
they would pick Quarrels with the Creditors, 
and put a general Stop to their Irade, which 
was accordingly done; for, in 1686 and 87. 
the Suwrar Merchants traded briskly by Sea 
to Afocha, Perfta and Baffora, to the Wetft- 
ward, and to Besgal, Atcheen, Malacca and 
Sam to the EFaitward. The General grant- 
ing Paffes to all who required them, then, 
about the latter End of the Year 1687. he 
laid down a Complaint and Grievance before 
the Governor of Szrat, and demanded Re- 
drefs and Satisfaétion. “The Articles of his 
Grievances I faw ina printed Copy, and were 
as follows, in 35 Articles. 

I. “DTLast Year a Ship of Alolah Abdel 
< Gafoar’s coming from Juddah, in her Rce- 
ec turn met with two Deazrz:/b Pirates, who 
<< made a Prize of her. The News coming 
“to Surat, the faid Molab Abdel Gafoar, by 
“<< Perfwafions of JAdvezr Nazam, and other 
€ Merchants, made their Complaints to Sa- 
€c Zabat Caun (ther Governor ) and other Of- 
“© ficers of Surat, faying, the Aug¢li/> belong- 
< ing to S#-at, had taken his Ship, at the 
“< fame Time fending his Attorney to Court, 
“ to complain to the King, who ordered the 
¢ Gcvernor, €&e, Officers of Surat, to en- 

ure 
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quire into it, and do Juilice accordingly. 
In this Affair, by Bribry, and difgracing me 
to the King and his Subjeéts, as alfo the 
“Dutch, French, and other Nations, making 
them believe it to be true, for which Dif- 
grace I am not able to trade in thefe Parts s 
but I hope the Difgrace will light on him, 
that hereafter no fuch Scandal may be put 
““on me, or any other, we having traded 
< here thefe 80 or 90 Years, but never be- 
< fore accufed as Robbers, but daily enrich- 
<< ed the Port of Surat. 

Il. << Tae Complaints of Mulah Abdel Ga- 
c foar have been much to my Prejudice, by 
<< reafon I could not clear my Money out of 
<< the Cuftom-houfe, nor fhip my Goods for 
<< Europe, which were feized and hindred, 
«& which hath made me leave the Port and 
<< Trading, and retire to Bombay. 1 have by 
«< me 30 or 40 Lack of Rupees in Mone 
< and Goods in a Readinefs; if you pleate 
<< to fend any Body, you may be certified of 
“< the Truth. Confider the Lofs I am at in 
< the Ufe of my Money, Damage of my 
< Goods, and detaining my Ships a Year. l 
<€ defire your An{wer. 

lll. < Mulah Abdel Gafoar’s dAifgracing mes; 
«< makes People afraid to truft me, my Cre- 
s Jit being loft by his falfe Reports, having 
< 42 Ships laden with Goods, which I de- 
<< fioned to have fent to Surat, there to have 
«<< provided Goods, and rclade for Europe; 
‘ but his difgracing, me Is the Occafion of 


ce the great Charges f am at, my Ships ben 
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“ tering in thefe Parts, and my Goods lying 
< on my Hands, we Merchants trading for 
<< Profit, which Hindrance hath not only 
< been a great Lofs to the King in his Cu- 
«< {toms, but to me, which I muit anfwer to 
<< my Matters. 

IV. «Mr. Petit and Mr. Boucher being 
< indebted to the Company feveral Sums of 
<< Money, I would have called them to ac- 
< count for the fame; but they, like Irai- 
«c tors, went to the Governor Cortalab Caur 
« for Protc&tion. As for Mr. Petit he is 
<< dead, and gone to the Devil. Mr. Boucher 
«c {till remains at Swrat. I demand him, his 
< Wife, Child, or Children, Family, and all 
< Eyglifh Men belonging to him, with their 
ss RAs, that they be delivered to me, and 
< that he may not make his Efcape from 
< Surat. 

V. < Formerty fuch Goods as we 
<< brought from the Malabar Coaft, Mocha, 
< and other Parts, which were for Europe, 
< and not to fell here, we had L.iberty to 
< bring them afhore at Sawally, to clean them, 
< and fhip again, without paying Cuftom 5 
«c but the Governor Cortalab Caun, in his 
< Time, forced us to pay Cuftom for thofe 
< Goods. My Demand is, that what he took 
« more than the former Cuftoms, may be 
< reftored, and he do not the like again. 

VI. « OF tate Ycars we bring more Mo- 
< ney than formerly, which hath much en- 
«c richt the Port, of which the Governor di 


«© acauaint the King, who was plcafed to take 
æ no 
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no more than 2 per Cent we paying no 
more for many Years. Of late the Gover- 
nor of Sarat did write to the King, 
to make us pay three and one half 






per Ceut for Money as well as Goods, 


which has bech a great Prejudice to our 
Trade. My Defire is, that we may pay 
no more than formerly, and that the for- 
mer Ovcrplus may be repaid. Which 
Fixactings made Salabat Cann over-rate our 
Goods in the Cuftom-houte, to our great 
Damage. 
VI. <“ ForRMERLY we never paid Cu- 
{tom for Apparel or Provifions, but of late 
Salabat Caun forced us to pay Cuftom for 
them. My Defire is that may be repaid, and, 
for the future, no more ‘Trouble on that 
Account. 
VII. “ WuHewn our Goods came out of 
the Country, if robbed by ‘Thieves or o- 
therwife on the Road, it is the King’s Or- 
der, that the Governors and Officers make 
good all Damages, or elfe the King to fa- 
tisfy us himfelf. Few Years fince our 
Goods coming from Amadabant and Dur- 
yimgum, were robbed in the Way to Sz- 
rat. We have petitioned the Governor of 
Surat for Satisfaction, but never obtained 
any. My Defire is, that the King order 
Satisfaction to be made for the Lofs we 
futtained, being great and confidcrable. 
IX. < Severax of the Natives are in- 
debted to us, of whom we can get no Sa- 
tisfaction, having feveral Times made Com- 
< plaints 
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« plaints to the Governors, where they re- 
“< fide, for their Afliftance, but, as yet, could 
« have no Redrefs from them. Our Detire 
<< is, that all Governors and their Othcers 
«c may be affiftant to us in recovering our 
« Debts. 

X. “© We bring more Treafure into the 
< Country than any other Nation, which is 
«< carried to the Cuftom-houfe, when clear- 
<< ed from thence, we fend it to the Mint 
‘Sto be coined; but the Officers, for their 
< own Intereft, delay the Coining, to the 
<< Flindrance of the Diipatching our Bufinefs,

Of late Years the 
Officers of the Cuftom-houfe daily and 
monthly fend to our Broker, demanding 
the Cuftom, for which Reafon we are for- 
ced to fee the Officers not to affront our 
Broker, which has been much to our Pre- 
judice. Our Requeft is, that they demand 
not the Cuftoms till the End of the Year, 
as formerly accufitomary. 

XII. << Waen Gaffadean Caun was Go- 
vernor of Surat, by Order of the King, 
the City was walled, at which “Lime we 
had a Garden near Brazmpore Gate, about 
which we built 34 Shops, Stables for Fior- 
fes, a Summer-houfe, and feveral other 
convenient Places, all firm Buildings, which 
coft to the Amount of 25000 Rupees, 
when the Wall came near our Garden, 
our Buildings were broke down, and our 
Garden fpoiled. We petitioned the Go- 
vernor for Satisfaction, he promifed to al- 
low us the Charges out of the King’s ‘L'rea- 
fury; but we have not received any Satif- 
faction. We demand Satisfaction for the 
faid Charges. 

“ITY. “PoRmRMERLY when our Goods 
came from cther Parts to Surat, we paid 
no more than due Cuftom, and flipped 
them for Europe, or other Places, with- 


out any farther ‘Trouble. Of late ae ri 
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Officers of thofe Places, from whence our 
Goods come, put us to much ‘Trouble in 





« demanding the Governors and Officers

XVII. “<SomertrimMes Merchants that buy 
our Goods, break, plead Poverty, that they 
have noc wherewithal to pay us, apply- 
ing ourfelves to the Governor, c. O 
cers for Juftice, and their Affittance, we 
can have no Redrefs. Our Defire is, either 
that the Governor, &c. Officers order Pay- 
ment to be made, or to fatisfy us out of 
the King’s Cuftoms, that we may be no 
longer Sufferers by his Subjects. 

XVIII. * Sometimes we fend our Brok- 
ers or Servants to the Governor, %c. Om- 
cers, as our Affairs require, who cannot 
be admitted without bribing the Servants 
of faid Governor, &c. Officers. We deftire 
it may be remedied for the future. 

XIX. “ Our Horfes that come from Per- 


















fia, Boffora, S&tc. at their Arrival we ufed 
“to fend them to our Stables, without far- 


ther Delay. Of late Years at their landing 
are carried to the Governor, his Seal put 
about their Necks, and ourfelves not tru- 
{ted to ufe or difpofe ef them. Our De- 
fire is, that we may either ride them, or

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XX. “Tur Governor, &c.Othcers often 
fend to us for broad Cloth, Sword-blades,

XXVI. “« T u £ Governor, &c. Officers buy 
of us, for the King’s Account, Iron, Guns, 
Lead, giving us fome Money in Hand. 
When they are turned out, and others 
come, when we demand the Remainders 
they delay the Payment of the Money, 
faying the King did not want our Goods, 
that we may take them again, fometimes 
after they have kept them one or two 
Years.

XXXII. 4“ Ax the Arrival of our Ships, 
“< they fend the Boat up with News. At the

< fhore with Letters, which is a great Impe- 
< diment to our Affairs. Our Regueft is, 
«© that they may not be hindred for the fu- 
“ture, but futtered to land affoon as they 
“£ come to the Cuftom-houfe. 

XXXII. < As concerning my Berzgal, we 
“<< hear feveral Ships have been taken and 
<- burnt, in which Affair we are not concer- 
“- ned, neither do we Know whether Peace

Turse Grievances were the Foundation 
on which General C4i/d built a War with the 
Mogul, without ever fending them to Court to 
know the King’s Pleafure, but, without decla- 
ring War, feized his Subjects Ships wherever 
they were found, altho’ they had the Sanction 
of his own Paffes. Ifthe fourth Article be Ch7z- 
ftian the ALahometanus and Heathers abhor it. 
The feventeenth and twenty third are unjuít, 
as well as the twenty eighth; and the thirty 
and thirty firít were but weak Arguments to 
help to fupport his Complaints and raife a War, 
that coft his Matters above 400000 Pounds 
before they could lay it, befides the Lofs of 
their Credit with the AVogzZ and his Subjectss 
which, to this "Time, 1s not quite recovered. 
Or by what Rule in Policy could Sir Foefah 
or Sir Jeban Child think to rob, murder and 
deftroy the Afoguls Subjects in ene Part of 
his Dominions, and the Company to enjoy a 
frec Tradc in the other Parts? or how they 
could expeét that he would ftand neuter, ler 
Politicians aniwer them, and IH procced. 
Tut Generali having fuch a Number of 
great Ships on his Hands, and litile Lempiloy- 
ment for them, ient them to J47ocha, Fcrfia 
and Senegal, where the Saraters had fenu 
theirs under the Protection of his Pefics.

214 A new Account 


Captain Andrews in the Charles Il. went ta 
Mocha, and fet up the King of Englands 
Flag on his Factory, and rhere he fe1zed two 
E-nglifhb Ships, one from England, called the 
Streights Merchant, commanded by Captain 
Bear, and another belonging to Mr. Samuel 
W bite at Stam. She was commanded by one 
Captain Wren, whom they killed in his Cab- 
bin, becaufe he would not deliver his Ship 
up voluntarily. ‘There was but little of their 
Cargoes onboard of the Ships, fo they might 
as well have let them alone: However fuch 
Doings difpleafed the Governor and Mer- 
chants of Afocha, and they had a Defign to 
force Captain Andrews to reftore the Ships, 
but he fufpe€ting as much, fled on board, and 
left his Colours flying on his Factory. 

He foon after left Mocha, and carried his 
two Prizes with him, and Mr. Clive, Super- 
cargo of the Strezghts Merchant, got Bills 
for his Stock, payable at Grand Cairo, except 
about 60 Bales of Coffee that he carried with 
him to England, where it fold very well, and 
the Company were obliged by the Law ta 
make good all the Ship’s Cargo pro rata, as 
thofe 60 Bales fold for, which amounted to 
32000 Pounds. “The Brzfłoľs Cargo was alfo 
made good to her Owners, with the Ship that 
was taken at Jobanna by the Phenix, which 
came to Goooo Pounds. And the Little Betty, 
that wasalfo taken by the PAenzx inher Way 
to India, coít them 12000 Pounds, tho’ fhe 
and her Cargo were fold at Bombay for Icts 
than 6co Pounds. ‘I'he Owner of that be 
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fel was one Mr. Aaffewel/ a Quaker, and a 
fubftantial Merchant in London, who arretfted 
Captain ZyrreZ going off the Exchange. ‘Ihe 
Captain proferred King Jemes for Bail, 
but the Quaker would not accept of him, 
but was content to accept of Sir Fofeph 
Hlerne, who became Bail. 

Tue Charles, Cefar, and Royal James and 
Mary way-laid the Szrat Shipping, and 
brought in fourteen Sail to Bombay, where I 
faw them lying zz Anno 1688. and yet no 
War with the Mogul, only with the Inhabi- 
tants of Surat, whom he threatned to humble. 

In October 1688. he went to Surat Road, 
in the Royal James and Mary, with three or 
four other Ships of Countenance, to try if 
he could bully the Governor, and frighten 
the Merchants into a Compliance of lofing 
their Fftates, but was difappointed in both. 
He {ftaid there till the Beginning of January 
1689. and then left Swrvaé in an Huff, and 
brought all the xzgli/h Ships along with him, 
except the Ship Adventure, whom the P pe- 
gix had forced over the Bar, when fhe was 
lying at the River's Mouth, taking in a Car- 

o for Ezgland, ander the Protecétion of Mr. 
‘Boucher’s Phirmaund, which was the Griev- 
ance complained of in the 28 Article: How- 
ever, her Supercargo dying, the Ship’s Bot- 
tom was eaten up with Worms in the River, 
and Part of the Cargo remained many Years 
in Mr. Boucher’s Poffeffion. 

Ovn the General’s Paflage to Bombay, he 
met with a Flect of Vefiels that were carry- 

O 4 ing, 
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ing Corn to an Army of the Afogul's that lay 
at Dunuder-rajah-pore, about 1x4 Leagues to 
the Southward of Bombay. That Fleet he 
alfo feized, and carried to Bombay, tho’ a- 
ainft the Opinion of moft of his Council. 
Beor this Seizure he askt the Opinion of 
fome Sea-officers, and one Captain fiz/der, 
being the eldeft, advifed him not to meddle 
with the Corn Fleet, becaufe it would {ftrait- 
enthe Army, and force them to look abroad 
for Provifions, where it might beft be procu- 
red, and perhaps might affect Bombay, which 
was in a great Meafure beholden to their 
Neighbours for Suftenance and Fire-wood. 
"The General took him up with fcurrilous 
Language, calling him Coward and Fool, and 
brage’d, that if Sedee Taconp ( which was the 
Moguls General’s Name ) fhould dare to come 
with his Forces on Bombay, he would blow 
him off again with the Wind of his Bum. 
Cowarnps are generally {itout when Dan- 
gers are at a Diftance, and ío was our Gene- 
ral, who had never feen a Sword drawn in 
Anger, and confequently very ill acquainted 
with War; and when it came to his Door, 
none was ever fo confounded and dejeéted as 
he was, as appeared by his Conduét in that 
War that he fo foolifhly brought on himfclf 
and his Country. 
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C HAP. XIX. 


Gives an Account of the Wear of Bombay, be- 
zaveen the Mogul and the Englifh Eaít-in- 
dia Company, with Aurengzeb s Letters of 
Advice to tbe Governor of — 072z 
granting them a Peace and new Indulgen- 
ces in Trade. 


HEN the News came to Sedee Ta- 

coup, that his Fleet, with his Provifi- 
ons of Corn and Cloth, were feized and car- 
ried to Bombay, he fent a civil Letter to our 
General to difcharge his Fleet, protefting, 
that as he had not meddled in the Affairs 
between him and the Svraters, he would con- 
tinue neuter, unlefs he was forced to do o- 
therwife : But our General gave him an in- 
folent Anfwer, and the Fleet was unladed at 
Bombay. 

Sedze Yacoup fent again to defire the Deli- 
very of his Fleet in fair Terms, otherwife he 
would be obliged to come with his Army, 
and quarter on Bombay, where his Provifions 
were detained, and that if his Fleet was not 
fet at Liberty before the 11 of February, 
which was near at hand, he would certainly 
be on Bombay the 14. but ftill receiving unci- 
vil Anfwers, he performed his Promile to a 
Tittle, for that very Night he landed ata Place 
called Souree (about four Miles diftant from 
the main Fort) with zococo Men at his Back. 

Our General’s Security had made him ne- 
elect providing for receiving fuch Gueits, a 
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iting to the Reputation of his Forces, who 
were greater then than ever they had been be- 
fore, or ever were fince that ‘Time, and he had 
{mall Ships enow, had they been placed in 
proper Places, that might certainly have hind- 
red his Landing, and forced him Home again; 
but all thofe neceffary Preparations were ne- 
glected, and the Sedee landed at Mid-night, 
and the Redoubt where he landed, fired a 
eat Gun to give the Alarm, and fo defert- 
ed their Poft, and the Sedee took Poifeffion 
of it. At Onein the Morning the Caftle fir- 
ed three Guns to give the general Alarms, 
which brought fuch Fear on thofe that lived 
fecurely in their Houfes without the Cafitle, 
that the poor Ladies, both white and black, 
run half-naked to the Fort, and only carried 
their Children with them; but they were all 
obliged to wait without the Wall, till Day- 
light relieved them. 

Next Morning the Sedee marched to Ma- 
zagun, a {mall Fort of 14 Guns, and about 
a random Shot diftant from the Caftle. On 
the Enemy’s Approach, that Fort, tho’ fitua- 
ted on a Point of Rocks, where the Sea de- 
fended three Quarters of it, was alfo defer- 
ted in fuch Precipitancy, that cight or ten 
Chefts of ‘Treafture, which generally contain 
roco Pounds each, and four Chefts of new 
Arms, were left bchind, tho” the Seamen 
that were {fent in Boats to bring them off, 
proferred to carry them along with them 3 
but the commanding Officer thought them 
not fit to be trufted with Money and ae 
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and fo they were left for a Prefent to Sedee 
Yacoup, with fourteen Cannon, two Mortars, 
with Tome Powder, Shot and Shells: But 
why that Treafure, and thofe Arms and Am- 
munition were depofited in Mazagun, few 
could account for, and the Reafons why they 
were left to the Enemy were as wonderful 5; 
but it was plain, that the old Way of Fifhing 
in troubled Waters was known at Bombays 
and the Officer was never called to account 
for his Overfight. 

Sedee Yaceup finding no Oppofition, fent a 
Party of Men towards Alah, to plunder 
the oor Peafants, and to take that Fort, 
which, he thought, might be deferted as the 
re{t had been, and was not in the leaft out 
in his Conjecture, for the Garifon had em- 
bark’d in Boats, and came by Sea to Bombay, 
before they faw an Enemy. The Sedee ta- 
king Poffeffion of Wlazagun, hoifted his Flag 
there, and made it his head Quarters. 

Tue following Day fome of the Enemy 
appeared on Mazagun Hills, which grieved 
our General’s righteous Soul to fee Infidels 
come fo near him in an hottile Manner. ric 
called a Minion of his own, one Captain 7e- 
an, Who was no better Soldier than himficlf, 
and ordered him to take two Companics, 
each containing about feventy Men, and 
march to thofe Hills, and drive the FEinemy 
out of his Sight. He ordered one Moures 
who had been a Soldier at Zazgzer, to be his 
Ticutcnant. In Tangier he had received e} 
W oundin his Heel, that fpoiled his Running, 
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and accordingly they marched in good Or- 
der within Shot of the Enemy, who fhewed 
their Heads above the Surface of the Hill, 
but did not offer to advance or expofe their 
Bodies. Several Gentlemen Volunteers took 
their Arms, and accompanied the little Army. 
Tue Licutenant advifed the Captain to 
march up the Hill in Platoons, to feparate 
the Enemy’s Forces. The Captain took it 
as an Affront to be advifed, told his Lieute- 
nant, that, when he had the Command in 
his own Hands, he might ufe it as he thought 
fit, but, as it was intrufted to him, he would 
ufe it according to his own Mind, and fo 
ordered his Men to fpread as much as they 
could, and when they faw the Enemy open 
in the Plain, to difcharge all at once amongft 
them, which, he faid, would terrify them. 
Mouro oppofed his Scheme, and told him of 
the Danger he would bring himfelf and them 
into, if the Enemy fhould attack them whilft 
their Arms were reloading ; but nothing could 
diflwade him from his Projeét, and {ío com- 
manded his Men to fire as he had directed. 
The Sedee’s being ten to one in Numbers, 
and better Runners than our Men, and bet- 
ter acquainted with clofs Fighting with Sword 
and Target, took hold of the Opportunity, 
and advanced with all their Specd, which the 
Captain perceiving, betook himfelf to his 
Hecls, and was the forcmoft Manto the Por- 
facgue=e Church, where he took Courage to 
look bchind him, to fee what was become of 
his Men. Poor Mozro thinking to ftop the 
Enemy’s 
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¥-nemy’s Carreer by a Part of the Wing that he 
commanded, found himfelf deferted by all, 
but 13 or 14 ftout Fellows, who were {oon 
furrounded by the ELremy, and cut to Pieces. 

Peau had not ftopt at the Portugueze 
Church, had he not found a Party of 100 
Men that lay there ready to fupport or re- 
ceive him, as his Cafe fhould require. He 
was a Fellow as well made fer running as a- 
ny I ever faw, and was {9 much in the Gene- 
ral’s Favour, that he had not ío much asa 
Reprimand for his Cowardice and Msbeha- 
viour. ‘This Relation I had from a Gentle- 
man Volunteer, who kept always near the 
Captain while he could keep Pace with him. 

W wen the General left Surat, there were 
feveral Gentlemen in it, fome in the Compa- 
ny’s Service, and fome private Perfons, who 
were all imprifoned, and put in Irons, except 
Mr. Boucher and his Dependents, who were 
protected by his Phirmaund. ‘Khole impri- 
foned were fcurvily ufed, being obliged to 
pafs thro’ the Streets with Irons about their 
Necks, for Speétacles to pleafe the Mob. 
Captain Sohnfox and Captain Yeaman, tho’ 
particular Merchants, were obliged to act 
their Parts in the Tragi-comedy, and conti- 
nue Prifoners, where Captain Fohufon died, 
but Captain Zeaman got his Liberty at the 
End of the War, which was about the Be- 
ginning of Jne 1690. 

I will now return back to the Year 1686. 
when Sir Jobn Weyburn was fent from Eng- 


land, with a Commiflion of Judge Admiral 
from 
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from the King, and he had likewife another 
Commiffion from the Governor of the Com- 
pany (which they made him believe was alto 
from the King) to condemn and hang 13 of 
the Inhabitants of St. Helena, where, in a ‘T'u- 
mult caufed by the Oppreffions of the Go- 
vernor of that Ifland, one Jobnfòn the Se- 
cond was killed. Sir Jobn Weyburn took 
his Paflage to India on board the Ship Lon- 
dom, and, in his Way, called at St. Helena, 
and hanged up the 13 profcribed Perfons, 
without Form of Procefs, for which the Com- 
pany paid dear afterwards, and fo had Sir 
Fohn, had he lived; but he finding the ille- 
gal Proceedings of Mr. Chz/d to be infuppor- 
table, and meeting with many Affronts ( from 
that Man wirhout Manners) died at Bombay 
about two Months before the Sedee came on 
it. He was much lamented by all honeft 
Men that knew him. He was Captain of the 
Flappy Return who accompanied the G&ce- 
fier when fhe was bringing the Duke of York 
to Scotland, and loft be the Way. It was 
Captain Weyburz that fent his Barge to wait 
on the Duke, and brought him fafe on board 
of the Happy Returzu, who carried him 
forward to Scotland, for which good Ser- 
vice he was knighted. He was ever after a 
great Favourite of King James, who feeing he 
could not be brought into his Meafures, put 
that Employ on him, to difmifs him with 
Hionour. 

AND now the Sedee being Mafter of the 


whole Ifland, except the Caftle and — 
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half a Mile to the Southward of the Caitle, 
he raifed Batteries on (Duugeree Hill, which 
overlookt the Fort Wall, and difturbed the 
Garifon very much; then he put four great 
Guns in the Cuftom-houfe, commonly called 
the LInadza-houfe, and raifed a Battery at the 
Moody s Houle, within 200 Paces of the Fort, 
and another in the Lady’s Hioufe that he had 
been fo unkind to, fo that it was dangerous 
to go out or in at the Cattle Gate, till we got 
up an half Moon before it. All Men were 
then preít into the Company’s Service, and I 
amongit the reft. We pait the Months from 
April to September very ill, for Provitions 
grew {carce by the Addition of 3000 Seva- 
jees that were employed as Auxiliaries in the 
military Service of the Company. When the 
Winter Months were over, at September we 
went to Sea with our {mall Ships, to cruize 
on the AVoguzl’s Subjeéts, and had pretty good 
Succefs. 7 was employed in that Service, 
and had the Command ofa fmall Privateer 
of 7 or 8 Tuns, with twenty fighting Men, 
and fixteen Rowers. In three or four Months 
I brought nine Prizesinto Bombay, laden moft 
with Provifions and Clothes for the Enemy’s 
Army, which was now increafed to 40000. 
but we were not allowed any Plunder, but 
were rather plundred our felves, for when 
we brought our Prizes in, our Cheits were 
feverely fearcht, and if we had taved any of 
our Pay, it was feized for the Company’s 
Ufe, as Money we had found in the Prizes, 
which made us carelefs in purfuing the Ene- 
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my at Sea. Except when Hunger pincht we 
never lookt out for Prizes, oa which Indif- 
ference of ours many of the Enemy efcaped 
that we could have taken. 

TueEill Succefs we had afhore with the 
Enemy, made our General fick, and, in De- 
cember, he difpatcht two Faétors to the M2- 
guls Court, with a Surat Merchant, called 
Meer Mezsamie. We was our Friend, and 
had fome Intereft at Court. ‘They went un- 
der the Name of the &zg¢li/b Ambafladors. 
Mr. George Weldon was firft in Commiffion, 
and Abraham Navaar a Few was fecond. 
In fifteen Days they arrived at Court, being 
then at Fehanabant. "They were received but 
coldly; but, about the Middle of April, by 
the fpecial Affiftance of Prefents to the Of- 
ficers at Court, they were admitted to Audi- 
ence, but were brought to 4urengzeb’s Pre- 
fence after a new ode for Ambatiadors, 
their Hands being tied by a Safh beforethem, 
and were obliged to proftrate. “I'he King 
gave them a fevere Reprimand, and then 
askt their Demands. They firft made a Con- 
feffion of their Faults, and defired Pardon, 
then that their P hbirmannd which was for- 
feited, fhould be renewed, and that the Sedee 
and his Army fhould be ordered off Bombay. 
"Their Submiffion he accepted of, and pardo- 
ned their Faults, on Condition that Mr. Child 
fhould leave J#zdza in nine Months, and ne- 
ver come back again, the Phirwauud to 
be renewed, on Condition that Satisfaction 
fhould be given his Subiects on account of 
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Debts contraéted, Robberies committed, and 
IL Lolles and Damages made good, and, on 
Security given for the due Performances of 
thefe Premiiies, the Scedee and his Army 
fhould be ordered otf the Hiland. In Janua- 
zy General Child died, which much facilita- 
ted their Affairs, but it was kept fecret at 
Court, till they Knew how the King would 
order the Affair about him. In March Meer 
Mezamie died alio, and, it was fuppofed, 
was poifoned by fome Enemies, contracted 
by his good Services to the Fzglz/b. When 
he was given over by Phyficians, our Am- 
bailadors fent to know what he had done 
with 50000 Rupees, he had received for fe- 
cret Services. He anfwered, that he was 
forry that ever he had meddled in their Af- 
fairs, for he had ferved them even with his 
Life, and yet they were not contented, for 
what Ufe that Sum was put to, he durit not 
divulge. 

W HEN our Affairs were in fo bad Circum- 
{tances at the Moguls Court, the Dutch 
Company had one Mr. Barooz their Ambatf- 
fador there, who defigned to impofe on Au- 
reng=zeb, who, he thought, was ignorant of 
European Affairs. “Che News of the Revo- 
lution in #rZztazz being arrived in /zdza, when 
he had an Audience of Aurerzg zeb, he began 
to magnify the Power and Grandcur of his 
Country, and vilify the EAzglz/>. "The AZo- 
gul {eemed to be pleafed with his Ditfcourtfe, 
to encourage him to go on. He told, that 
the Ezgli/b were but contemptible in Com- 
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parifon of his Sovereigns, for they were for- 
ced to fend the Zzgli/h a King to rule over 
them, and that if his Majefty would exclude 
the Exglifhb from the Trade of his Domini- 
ons, the Hollanders would carry it to a much 
greater Height, and enrich his ‘I’reafury, and 
the Exgli/b would not know where to get 
Bread. "The Mogu? gravely anfwered, “I‘hat 
if his Mafters were fo much fuperior to the 
Englifh in Power and Riches, they might 
eafily drive them out of Jzdia, and engrofs 
all the ‘Trade of his Countries to themfelves, 
and commanded him to tell his Matters, that 
he expected it from them. ‘Then the Am- 
baflador excufed himfelf, and told, that he 
could a@ nothing in that Affair till he re- 
ceived Orders from Holland. -durengzeb 
then reprimanded him, and fhewed him 
wherein he had lied, for, fays he, about fe- 
venteen Years ago, the King of France con- 
quered moft of your Country in a few Days, 
and that it was the Fuglz/b, and not the Pow- 
er of Holland, that repelled him, and that if 
England did not hold the Balance of Power, 
either the Emperor or the King of France 
could conquer it in one Campain. 

Tue Ambaflador knew not how to an- 
{wer tothofe Truths: But, being fent to fo- 
licite fome Indulgence in their ‘Irade, he 
could obtain none, and fo left the Court 
diffatisfied. 

AFTER our Ambaffadors had obtained 
Pardon, they began to be refpected, and had 
Liberty to take their Diverfion abroad, till 
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anew Phirmaund was drawing up, which, 
according to the Method of the eaftern 
Courts, took up fon.e ‘Time: However Or- 
ders were fent to the Sedee to forbear Hoflti- 
lities, and the Æzgżi/þ had the fame Orders, 
fo that frequent Vifits paft between the Se- 
dee’s People and ours. And, during the War, 
about 60 Europeans of feveral Nations, had 
deferted from us, and took Pay of the Se- 
dee. "The Reafon they gave for their De- 
fertion, was ill Ufage they had received from 
fome I7ri/b Officers; yet moft of them re- 
turned after the War, on Promife of Pardon. 
Tur Phirmaund being ready, and the re- 
uired Security given, Sedee Yacoup left Bom- 
ay the 8 of Juane, 1690. but he alfo left a 
Peftilence behind him, which, in four Months 
Time, deftroyed more Men than the War 
had done, and, for Joy, made a malicious 
Bonfire of his head Quarters Mazagun Fort. 
Now we may fee the Afogz?’s Stile in his 
new Phirmaund to be fent to Surat, as it 
ftands tranflated by the Company’s Interpre- 
ters, which runs thus in the printed Copy an- 
next to Sir Jobn Child’s 35 Articles of Crie 
vances. 


Fle Occasion of your writing tome, was your 
being in Fault of all thefè Troubles, that 
you have repented of what you have done, that 
you made feveral Complaints againft former 
Governors, all which I have here from feve- 
ral of my Umbras, and the feveral Abufes re- 
ceived from them, and their Officers, all which

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you should have acquainted me wth, before 
“you proceeded fo violently. Flaving acknow- 
ledged your Error, and defired “Pardon, I do 
OÉ only grant your Regueft, peraoning what 
ts pafi, but granting you a Phirmaund accor- 
dizg to your Defire, and have ordered Aflit 
Caun zo forward it to the Goveruor of Surat, 
avith fuch Particulars as he will acquaint 
you with. 

At the Arrival of my Phirmaund, recezve 
it with great Refpeét, acknowledging the 
great Glory you have got in obtaining the fame, 
that you may trade as formerly at your Plea- 
fire, and as accuftomary. That you deliver 
the Merchants, that have complained againft 
you, their Ships with their Effects. That, 
for the future, you do not commit the like Er- 
yor, in doing as you have done, and proceed 
according tomy IV ill and Pleafure, and be not 
Jorge ra of the fame. 

if you receive any Affrouts from my Gover- 
zors, or their Officers, or any of my Subjects, 
be not negligent in acquainting me of the fame. 
I have ordered A flit Caun fo wrzte accor- 
dzuagly. 

I hat you write concerning former Gover- 
3075S, protecting Mr. Boucher, that you have 
feveral Demands of him, that you cannot call 
bine to an Account, defiring that he may be de- 
livered to you. My Order is, that you prove 
your Demands according to Law, that Ja- 
fiice may be done accordingly.

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Ix feems the King was not ignorant of the 
hard Ufage his Subjects had met with, nor 
was he defirous to ufe Severity in punifhing 
Offences and Affronts; but, like an indul- 
gent Prince, only told them of their Faults, 
and prudently admonifhed them not to be 
guilty of falling into fuch like Errors, and, 
in a majeftick Stile, advifed them to receive 
his Favours and Graces with great Refpe¢t, 
and that they ought to make the Law the 
Standard of Juiftice, and, in all his W ords 
and Aétions, ufed a Chriffzaz Moderation. 

GENERAL Child being dead, Mr. Job 
Vaux facceeded him in the Government of 
Bombay; but Mr. Bartholomew Harris, who 
had been Prifoner at Surat ( all the Time of 
the Rupture) had the Seigniority in the Com- 
pany’s Service; but it being not the Cuftom, 
for one that had been the Moguls Prifoner 
(for any Crimes judged to be capital) tore- 
ceive publick Marks of Eiteem from the 
State, without a fingular Amnefty from the 
King, Mr. Vazx was obliged to go to Surat 
and receive the Phbirmaund and the King’s 
Serpaw or Prefent, which, on fuch Occafi- 
ons, is generally a fine Horfe, and a Suit af 
Clothes from Head to Foot, made of rich 
Atlatfes or 4eerbaffas. ‘"Thofe are Sattins 
or Taffataes full of Gold or Silver Flowers 
wroughtinthem. The Horfe muft never after 
be fold, on no Account whatfoever. “hey 
have alfo a fine Turband, cmbroidecred Shoes, 
and a Dagger of Value, ftuckinto a fine C772- 
gmerbeand or Sath; and, being cquipt in that 
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Habit, the PAirmaund is prefented ( by the 
Goosberdaar or Hosbalhouckain, Or, in Eng- 
iifb, the King’s Meffenger, ) and the Gover- 
nor of the Province or City makes a {hort 
Speech adapted to the Occaflion, fetting forth 
the great Honour confcrred upon him by 
the greateft King in the World, with an Ad- 
monition to make future Actions deferve 
the Merit of fuch Favours. 

Arter the aforefaid Manner Mr. Vaux 
received the Phzrmaund in a gilded Box, 
and, according to Cuftom, put it on his’lT‘ur- 
band fora little While, aed. by an Interpre- 
ter, returned the Governor’s Compliment, 
acknowledging the King’s Favours, and the 
Governor’s Civilities ; and then the Gover- 
nor conduéted him from the Garden ( where 
the Ceremony was performed ) into the Ci- 
ty, through a great Concourte of Peoples 
who welcamed him with Shouts of Jay as he 
paft thro’ the Streets to the English Pattory. 

AFTER Mr. laux had ftaid in the City a- 
bout a Week, he fent to acquaint the Go- 
vernor of the Neceffity he lay under to re- 
turn back to his Government of Bombay; 
but the Governor fent him Word, that none 
but he could be trufted by the King to íce 
the Performance of the Contraét accompli- 
fhed, and begged, that he would not think 
of leaving the City, leit the King fhould take 
it amifs, and repent him of the Favours he 
had fhewed tothe £afft-szdia Company ; and 
fo Mr. Vaux was detained an oftage for 
his Mafters future good Behaviour. - 
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Mr. Harris, according to that Company's 
ordinary Cuftom, demanded the Prefidency 
from Mr. Vaux, who, to fave Contention, 
gave it to him, tho’ his Mind was fo debili- 
tated, that he was but few Degrees wifer 
than an Ideot, and, in two Years ‘lime, Mr. 
Vaux was fafpended the Company’s Service, 
and to remain their Hoftage at his own Char- 
ges, and fo he continued till the Year 1697. 
that he, by Accident, was drowned in Surat 
River, by a Pinnace’s overfetting, in which 
he and his Lady had been taking a Pleature 
on the Water. 

Tars Mr. “aux had been Book-keeper 
to Sir Fofiah Child in England, and, for his 
pa Services and Behaviour, was preferred 

y his Matter to a Supercargo’s Poft in a Ship 
to China, which Trade, in thote "Times, was 
the moft profitable of any within the Limits 
of the Company’s Charter. Iæ Anno 1684. 
he was fent thither on board a Ship called 
the Carolina, commanded by one Captain 
Harding; but, Mr. Vaux and Flarding difa- 
greeing in their Paffage to China, Mr. Vaux 
Inded the Ship, and fent her back to ug- 
land, while he himfelf went Paflfenger on 
board a Surat Ship for Bombay, where he 
was cntertained in the Company’s Service as 
a Factor, and wrote to Sir Foffah Child the 
Reafons he had for leaving the Carolina, and 
his Refolution of ftaying in Jzdiz. Sir Jof- 
ab continued his Efteem for Mr. Vanx, and 
procured him feveral profitable Pofts at one 


and the fame ‘Time in the Company’s Ser- 
P = vice, 
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vice, and, amongit the reft, conftituted him 
udge in civil Affairs, which brought him 
oth a good Salary and Perquifites. After he 
was inftalled in that Offtce, Sir Sofiah wrote 
him a Letter of Admonition and Reminif- 
cence, wherein, after many Poftulates, put 
him in Mind of the many Favours he had 
done him, and that now, Me ah the Power 
of condemning, the Company’s Enemies, or 
fuch as fhould be deemed fo, particularly 
thofe who fhould dare to queftion the Com- 
pany’s Power over all the Brzzz/ł Subjects 
in India, and that he expected his Orders, 
from Time to Time, fhould be obferved and 
obeyed as ftatute Laws. 

Mr. Vaux gratefully acknowledged Sir 7o- 
fiah’s Favours in his Anfwer to that Letter, 
and promifed, that, as he had put him into 
that Poit of Honour and Profit, he would 
ftrive to acquit himfelf with all the Integrity 
and Juftice he was capable of, and that the 
Laws of his Country fhould be the Rule he 
defigned to walk by. 

In Anfwer to that Letter, Sir Sofah feem- 
ed to be angry, and wrote roundly to Mr. 
aux, that he expected his Orders were to 
be his Rules, and not the Laws of England, 
which were an Heap of Nonfenfe, compiled 
by a few ignorant Country Csentlemen, who 
hardly knew how to make Laws for the good 
Government of their own private Families, 
much lefs for the Regulating of Companies 
and fareign Commerce.

I am the more particular in this Account, 
becaufe I faw and copied both thofe Let- 
ters in duno 1696. while Mr. Vaux and I 
were Prifonersat Surat, on Account of Cap- 
tain Ævory’s robbing the Moguls great Ship, 
called the Gwz/fway. 

Havine given an Account of fome Part 
of Sir Jobz Childs Reign, I mutftalfo remark 
a few Slips in the Government of fome of 
his Succeflors, and of the Ways that they 
took to get into the Chair of Bombay. 

I remark’d before, that Mr. ffarris was a 
very weak and indolent Perfon, very unfit to 
govern a Colony and the Fa¢tories fubordinate 
to Bombay, and, by that Means, a cunning 
defigning Fellow, one Mr. Samuel Annefley 
had the Reins of the Government wholly in 
his Management, who fhewed, that he had 
malicious Wit and Avarice enough to em- 
broil both his Mafters and the private Mer- 
chants Affairs in Surat in Harrzss “Time, 
and, on Harriss Death, got into the Prefi- 
dency, or rather ‘l’yranny. 

Tue Moguls Subjects have a good many 
fine large Ships that trade all over lzdza. 
‘The Owners of thofe Ships had a very great 
Regard for the Courage, Conduct, and Art 
of Navigation of the Amg¢lz/h, above any o- 
ther European Nation in Judia ; and, for 
thofe Qualifications, the J#zdzaz Owners pro- 
cured Fiuzgli/b Othicers to go in their Ships, 
and allowed them very handfom Salaries and 
Indulgences. ‘Che Captains had from 1o to 
15 L. per Month. Mates from 6 to 9 L. pe 
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the Gunners and Boatfwains had alfo good 
Salaries, befides the Privilege of carrying 
fome Goods and Merchandizes, Freight free. 

Mr. Aunefley thought thofe Salaries and 
Indulgences were too great for Seamen, fo 
he went about to reduce them to about one 
Half, and the other Moiety he lookt on as his 
own due by virtue of his Poft. 

Some through Fear or Necefflity compli- 
ed, others again, who defpifed both his Pow- 
er and Tyranny, would, by no Means, come 
into his Meafures, and thofe he lookt on as 
Rebels, and perfecuted them to the utmoft 
of his Power, bribing the AZ7ogul’s Governor 
to plague us ; fo fome were ruined by his Vil- 
lany, whilft others bade him open Defiance: 
And we were not wanting on our Side to 
expofe him and his Mafters tothe Adogul’s 
Subjeéts, which, in the End, was the of{s 
of both their Eitteem and Credit among the 
trading People of that Country. “Ihe poor- 
er Sort, whofe Maintenance depended on 
their Labour and Induitry, lofing their Em- 
ploys in the JAfoori/b Merchants Service, 
were obliged to fall on new Schemes to fup- 
port themfelves, not very well fuited to the 
Company’s Intereft, for fome went and joyn- 
ed themitelves with the Pirates. 

Tur Company in Æugland receiving Ac- 
counts from every one that came from /#da, 
of Harris and Annefley’s Maladminiftrations, 
fent out Sir Jobu Gayer to take Care of their 
Affairs. He arrived 27 Anuo 1694. with the 
lofty ‘Title of General of all dvdia. He 
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continued duzefley inthe Company’s Service 
till the Year 1700. but divefted him of all 
Power of doing more Miitchief; but, in the 
End, he difmift him the Company’s Service. 
Sir Jobu Gayer was a Man not vitious in 
his ‘Temper, yet he had iome Slips in his 
Government that proved prejudicial to his 
Character, tho’, in Titers of common Com- 
merce, he aéted pretty regularly, till a young 
Lafs of 3000 L. Portion made him difpenfe 
with the common Methods of Matrimony. 
"This young Gentlewoman was a Daughter 
of Mr. Wards before mentioned. She had 
no Relations alive, and unadvifedly married 
one Mr. Solomon Loyd a Factor, and the Mar- 
riage was clandeftine, which was pofitively a- 
ainft the ftatute Law of Bombay, where no 
arriage is binding but when the Gover- 
nor’s Confent is tackt to it. This Law Sir 
Joban had got by Heart, and unmarried the 
poor Factor after Confummation, and mar- 
ried her to his own Son; but the fecond 
Marriage was attended with ill Confequen- 
ces, for, whilft her Husband was at Chizzza, 
one Colewmaz was ordered to teach her to 
write good Fuzglifb, but, neglecting thofe 
Orders, he taught her fomething eclfe, and 
was difcovered in the Pra¢tifing, by a watch- 
ful Mother in Law. ‘he poor School-matter 
was fent, in Irons, on board of a Ship for 
England. And the poor Husband’s Head a- 

ked as long as he lived. 
ANOTHER Piece of ill Conduct was in 
forcing the Mocha Frigat’s Men on board, = 
gaini 
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gainft their Wills, to proceed on a Voyage 
to China, notwithftanding their juft Com- 
plaints againi{t Edgecomé& their Captain, whom 
the Mutineers fhot in his Cabbin, and then 
turned Pirates, and infefted the Streights of 
Malacca, robbing and plundring all Ships 
that they could overcome. Captain Hide, 
in the Dorrve/, met her there in her Pafiage 
to China, and had a fharp Engagement with 
her, but got clear with the Lois of 16 Men 
killed, and fome wounded, which difabled 
the Dorrel fo, that fhe proceeded no farther 
than Malacca. 

Awnp another Fault of Sir Jobr’s was in 
fuffering himfelf and his Lady to be taken 
Prifoners at Swafly, by the Governor of Sz- 
g-at’s Order, when he might either have avoi- 
ded that Difgrace by Force or Flight; butit 
was generally believed, that that was only a 
Piece of Policy to get to Swrat, in order to 
employ hisMoney, which he could do much 
better there than at Bombay. 

Sir Nicholas Fr atte fupplanted Sir opz 
in the Government of Bombay, and in the 
Prefidency. He was a Man of very loofe 
Morals ; and his bare-fac’d Injuftices and 
Prevarications irritated the Inhabitants and 
Soldiery of Borzzbay, that they feized him, 
and fent him Prifoner for “2¢lanud. "Tho’ his 
Reign was fhort, it was very pernicious to his 
Miatters, as well as to particular Merchants un- 
der his Jurifdiction. But, to return from this 
Digrefhion, 
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Bombay was governed by a Deputy, {ince 
the Prefident was obliged to ftay at Surat. 
And of feven or eight hundred -zg/zfb that 
inhabited before the War, there were not a- 
bove fixty left by the Sword and Plague, and 
Bombay, that was one of the pleafanteit Pla- 
ces in JIvdia, was brought to be one of the 
moft difmal Deferts; but the Spirit of Inju- 
{tice {till reded in it, for thofe who had 
ventured thro’ the War and Plague in De- 
fence of the Mland, had not the Liberty of 
returning Home to their own Country, nor 
to raife their Fortune by private Irade, but 
all were continued preft en in the Right 
Honourable Company’s Service, without the 
Hope of Preferment, which made {ome Dif- 
contents. 

ANpb, even in the "Time of War, when 
Strangers fhould have been encouraged to 
bring Provifions on the I[Ifland, the Compa- 
ny’s Taxes of 5 per Cent. were exacted with 
great Severity, for I have feen the Portu- 
gueze Subjects bring twenty or thirty Poultry 
to the Market, and have had five of the beft 
taken for the Cuftom of the reff. 
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CHAP AA. 


Gives an Account of what is remarkable on 
fome Iflands, and of the Sea-coaft, as far as 
Oa. 


W O Leagues from the Caftle is a fmall 
If_and belonging to the Company; cal- 
led Butcher’s Wland, but of no Ufe, befides 
hauling Ships afhore to clean, and graze a 
few Cattle. And, a League from thence, is 
another larger, called Eilephanto, belongin 
to the Portuguese, and ferves only to Tee 
fome Cattle. I believe it took its Name 
from an Elephant carved out of a great black 
Stone, about feven Foot in Height. It is fo 
like a living Elephant, that, at two hundred 
Yards Diftance, a fharp Eye might be de- 
ceived by its Similitude. A little Way from 
that flands an Hlorfe, cut out of a Stone, but 
not fo proportionable and well-fhaped as the 
Elephant. 

THERE isa pretty high Mountain ftands 
in the Middle of the Ifland, fhapt like a blunt 
Pyramid, and, about the Halfof the Way to 
the Top, is a large Cave, that has two 
large Inlets, which ferve both for Paflage 
into it and Lights. “The Mountain above it 
refts on large Pillars, hewn out of a folid 
Rock, and the Pillars curioufly carved. Some 
have the Figures of Men, about eight Foot 
high, in feveral Poftures, but exceedingly 
well proportioned and cut. ‘There is one 
that has a Giant with four Hieads jyan 
an 
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and their Faces looking from each other. Hie 
is in a fitting Poíture, with his Legs and Feet 
under his Body. His right Hand is above 
twenty Inches long. There are feveral dark 
Rooms hewn out of the Rock, and a fine 
Spring of fweet Water comes out of one 
Room, and runs thro’ the Cave out at one 
of the Inlets. I fired a Fuzee into one ofthe 
Rooms, but I never heard Cannon nor ‘lhun- 
der make fuch a dreadful Noife, which con- 
tinued about half a Minute; and the Moun- 
tain feemed to fhake. Affoon as the Note 
was over, a large Serpent appeared, which 
made us take to our Heels, and got out of 
the Cave at one Door, and he, in great Hafte, 
went out at the other. I judged him about 
ış Foot long, and 2 Foot about. And thefe 
were allthat I faw worth Obfervation on that 
IMand. I askt the Inhabitants of the Ifland, 
who were all Gestows, or Gentzles, about 
twenty in Number, if they had any Account, 
by Hiftory or Tradition, who made the Cave, 
or the uadrupeds carved in Stone ; but 
they could give no Account. About a Lea- 
gue from &£/e banto, is an Iland called Sah 
wageo. It affords nothing but Fiire-wood, 
with which it fupplies Bombay. And, about 
half a League from it, is the Ifland of Car- 
ronjaa, belonging to the Portuguese. It af- 
fords no Trade, but Eatables for Bombay, 
from whence it lies Faft about two L.eagues. 
Between it and the main Land, isthe Mouth 
of Pex River. And four Leagues South of 
Bombay, are two {mall lands, ‘Usdra and 
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Cundra. The firft has a Fortrefs belonging 
to the Sedee, and the other is fortified by 
the Sevajee, and is now in the Hands of 
Connajee Angarie. "The FExzglifh have made 
feveral Attempts to take it, but never could, 
tho’ iz Anno 1719. it had certainly been ta- 
ken, had not a Portuguese Traitor, who lay 
on one Quarter of it with fome Vefiels of War 
to hinder Relief coming to it, betrayed his 
Truft, and let fome Boats pafs by in the 
Night with Provifions and Ammunition, 
which the Ifland was in great Want of. ‘The 
FEinglifh landed, and were obliged to retire 
by tome Lofs they received. 

Aspour four Miles to the South-eaft of 
Cundra, is Culabee, a Fort built ona Rock a 
little Way from the main Land ; and, at 
high Water, it is an Ifland, belonging to 
the Sevajee. And, 2 Leagues to the South 
of Culabee, is Chaul, a Town belonging to 
the Porrucuezse, whofe River affords an Har- 
bour for finall Veffels. The "Town is forti- 
fied, and fo is anIf{fand on the South Side of 
the Harbour, called Chaul Moar, which may 
be known 5 or 6 Leagues off at Sea, by a 
white Church built on it. Chau/, in former 
‘Times, was a noted Place for Trade, parti- 
cularly for fine embroidered Quilts ; but now 
it is miferably poor. 

‘Dande Rajapore lies feven Leagues to the 
Southward of Chaul, a "Town belonging to 
the Sedee, who generally lics there with a 
Fleet of the Mogul’s Veffels and Ships of Wars 


and an Army of 30 or 40000 Men. ‘This Place 
affords 
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affords a good Harbour for his Fleet, and 
the Country about feeds good Numbers of 
black Cattle, from whence Bombay is moftly 
fupplied, when they keep in good ‘I’erms with 
the Sedee, otherwi.e he makes them feed on 
Fifh, which that If{land is plentifully {tored 
with; but now worfe than before the Se- 
dees War. There is a Rock fortified by the 
Sevajee, that lies within a League of the 
Mouth of Darde Rajapore River, to the 
Northward, and another as far to the South- 
ward, called the Whale, that fhews his Back 
at low Water. 

CoasrıNG to the Southward from Dan- 
de Rajapore, are feveral {mall Rivers and fi- 
ihing owns. Zeferdon is the beít, and two 
little Iflands called ZTorzey Coat, fortified and 
kept by the Sevazee. It lies 5 Leagues to 
the Northward of “a24uzl, which ftands at 
the Mouth of a large River, and, of old, was 
a Place of Trade, and where the Axzglz/b 
once had a Factory. 

TT’ HERE is an excellent Harbour for Ship- 
ping 8 Leagues to the Southward of Dabul, 
called Sazgu/feer ; but the Country about be- 
ing inhabited by Raparees, it is not frequen- 
ted: Nor is Rajapore, about 7 [Leagues to 
the Southward of Saugufeer, tho’ it has the 
Conveniency of one of the beit Harbours in 
the World, and had formerly both an £zg- 
Zib and French Faétory fettled there; and 
the Place where General C4z/d had his Edu- 
cation, from ten Years old to eighteen, un- 
der his Uncle Mr. Good/hbax', who was Chicf 
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there, and having betrayed_fome of his 
Uncle’s Secrets, in making ufe of the Com- 
pany’s Cath in his own private ‘Irade, his 
Uncle was cafhier’d, and, before the Ne- 
phew was come to four and twenty, he had 
the Honour to fill his Chair. 

AsourT the Year 1685. when 4urengzeb's 
Army was in Decan, in order to bring Seva- 
jee Rajab to Submiffion, but could never do 

it, a Son of Aurengzeb, called Sheek Eckbars 
had contracted a Friendfhip with the Rajah. 
His Father having Notice of it, diffembled 
his Refentment, till he had, by fair Promi- 
fes, entic’d the Sewajee to come to his Camp 
on the publick Faith, but had a Defign to 
have him cut off in his Return from the 
Camp. Sheek Eckbar forewarned him of his 
Danger, while he was in the Camp, which 
made the Rajah depart in the Night, with- 
out taking a formal Leave, which Anureng- 
zeb imputed to his Son’s Advice to the Ha- 
jah, and, to F gens his Son, he had a Mind 
to make his Life atone for the Rayah’s, but 
defigned it to be taken from him by Strata- 
gem; wherefore, pretending more Kindnefs 
than ordinary to his Son, he fent him a fine 
Horfe, richly furnifhed, and a Vett, which 
was very rich and beautiful, but was poifo- 
ned by a perfumed Powder. His Son, with 
sreat Acknowledgments, received the Pre- 
ient, but, being too well acquainted with his 
Father’s Subtiity, put not the Veit on, but 
deferred it to another Time, that he might 
put it on with more Soiemnity ; however he 
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ordered it to be put ona Slave, who died 
in a Day or two atter he putit on. On which 
Sheek Eckbar tled to Rajahpore, and took 
Shipping, with a fev Attendants, for Muf- 
kat, where he was kindly received by two 
Enzlifh Gentlemen, Meffieurs Benda? and 
Stephens, and they provided a Veficl to car- 
ry him to Perfa, (acs he hada royal Wel- 
come, and was foon after marricd to that 
King’s Sifter, whom Meriweys dethroned, 
and beheaded at 1/pahai. 

W aen the £uzgli/fh had a Fattory at Ra- 
jabpore, that Country produced the fineít 
Beteellas and Muflins in Jvdza; but now all 
Arts and Sciences are difcouraged, and the 
Port not frequented. ‘There are fine artifi- 
cial Cifterns for Water there, and a natural 
hot Bath, within three Yards of a very cold 
one; and both are reckoned very medicinal. 

Ghiria is another Harbour, about 2 Lea- 
gues to the Southward of Razahpore. "That 
is the common Place of Refidence for Coz- 
sajee <Ingarie, which is weil fortified by a 
{trong large Caftle, wafht by the Sea. W he- 
ther Ghiria is alfo called Visendruck, or whe- 
ther it lies about feven Leagues more fouther- 
ly, I am Not certain; but that Place, to the 
Southward, determines the Limits of his Go- 
vernment that Way. 

Apour 12 Leasucs to the Southward of 
Ghiria, isan Wand about 2 Miles in Circum- 
ference, and fortified with a Stone Wall 
round it, called Avafean. It hes about a Mile 


from the main Land, and is governed by an 
. inde- 
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independent Rajah, who is alfo a Freeboot- 
er, and Keeps three or four Grabs at Sea to 
rob all whom they can mafter. And that 1s 
all I Know of him. 

Vingurlaiies about 4 Lzagues to the South- 
ward of Malzwan, and was formerly a Place 
of ‘Irade; and the Dztch Company had a 
Factory there for Cloth, both fine and coarfe. 
But, 272 duno 1696. a Rajah, called Kempa- 
Jön, overrun that Country, and fubdued it, 
and, under Pretence of vifiting the “Dutch 
chief Factor, took an portunity of the 
“Dutch being in Security; eed their Facto- 
ry, and plundred it, but killed no Body. 
he trading People inthe Country, in and a- 
bout the "Town, having no Security for their 
Perfons and E-ftates, fled to the Portugueze 
Dominions of Goa, that lies within 6 L.eagues 
of Yingurla. The Rajab finding the Country 
deferted by the Natives, wrote to the Vice- 
roy of Goa to fend them back, but, on his 
Noncompliance, entred the Portugueze ‘ler- 
ritories, and plundred and burnt all he could 
lay Hands on, not fparing the Churches and 
Images, for which Sacrilege the Portugueze 
gave him the Name of Kemma Sauéfo, or, Saint 
Buruver; and they raifed a Force fufficient 
to drive him and his Freebooters out of their 
Dominions, but, for many Years, continued 
in his Robberies, when Opportunity prefen- 
ted, which kept the poor Country Peafants 
continually alarmed ; and, for all the Portu- 
gaca Haughtinefs and Pride, they were at

ïaít forced to buy a Peace, and allow him a 
yearly Penfion to keep him quiet. 

E is a Soldier cf Fortune, and will ferve 
thofe Rajahs who ‘sire him beft, fo that if 
he affiftts one at one Time, if another gives 
him better Hire, he tacks about, and ferves 
on the other Side. His Army confifts of 7 
or 8000 Men, and he had 2 Grabsa Piratin 
at Sea, but, in a Difpute about a Prize whic 
Counajzee Angarie laid Claim to, they went to 
War, and Cozuazee being much fuperior to 
him in Power, firft took his Grabs and burnt 
them, and then landed at /’zzgur/a, and burnt 
and deftroyed the Villages near the ‘l’iown. 
And I know not if ever they made Peace 
lince. 

T wo Leagues to the Northward of V zz- 
gurle River there is a Parcel of Rocks that 
ítretches about 2 Leagues into the Sea ‘I'he 
outermoít lies in 17 Fathoms of Depth. 
‘They feem to have been V uicanoes. 

Tue Religion of all the Countries, from 
Dande Rajapore, to the Dominions of Goa, 
is Paganifin ; but they are not tied up to 
divine or moral Rules. And fo I leavethem, 
and take a View of Goa.

CHAP. XXI. 


Gives an Account of Goa ts Sztuation, 

Trade, Religion and Churches, with the 
Fortifications about ic, the Limits of the 
Portuguecze Dominions there, as far South 
as Cabo de Rama. 


O A, the Metropolis of J#dza, under 
the Dominion ofthe Crown of Portu- 
gal, {tands on an Ifland about 12 Miles long, 
and 6 broad. The City is built on the North 
Side of it, on a Champain Ground, and has 
the Conveniency of a fine falt Water River, 
capable to receive Ships of the largeft Size, 
where they ly within a Mile of the own. 
‘The Banks of the River are beautified with 
noble Structures of Churches, Caftles and 
Gentlemens Houfes; but, in the City, the 
Air is reckoned unwholfom, which is one 
Caufe why at prefent it is not well inhabited. 
The Vice-roy’s Palace is a noble Edifice, 
{tanding within Piftol Shot of the River, o- 
ver one of the Gates of the City, which leads 
to a fpacious noble Street, about half a Mile 
long, and terminates at a beautiful Church, 
called Adifericordza. "The City contains ma- 
ny noble Churches, Convents and Cloifters, 
witha ftately large Hofpital, all well endow'd, 
and well kept. The Miarket-place {tands 
near the Ad@iferzcordia Church, and takes up 
about an Acre fquare, where moit ‘I’hings of 
the Produét of that Country are to be told; 
and, in the Shops about it, may be had 
pS ge a 
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what Europe, China, Bengal, and other Coun- 
tries of lefs Note furnifh them with. Every 
Church has a Set of Bells, that one or other 
of them are continually ringing, and, being 
all chriftned, and dedicated to fome Saint, 
they have a fpecifick Power to drive away 
all Manner of evil Spirits, except Poverty in 
the Laity, and Pride in the Clergy; but, to 
thofe that are not ufed to nocturnal Noifes, 
they are very troublefom inthe Nights. ‘he 
Vice-roy generally refides at the Powder- 
houfe, about two Miles below the City, on 
the River Side, the Springs of Water there 
being reckoned the beít on the Iiland, which 
is a Liquor very much efteemed by the Por- 
tugueze, except when they can get Wine or 
Spirits Coft free, and then they’ll drink to 
Excefs. 

Tnx Religion, eftablifted by Law, is the 
Romifh, and here are the moft zealous Bigots 
of it; and the Laws of the Church ( but 
not of their Country ) are rigoroufly obfer- 
ved, and there is a fevere Inguifition Court 
to punifh any whom the Inquifitors have the 
Jeait Sufpicion of, which aws both Clergy and 
Laity to fucha Complacency, that I queftion 
if there is fuch a Pack of notorious Hypo- 
crites in the World; and yet their Izadian 
Converts, who go by the general Name of Caz- 
warianus, retaintomuch of their ancient beat p- 
nif Superttition, that they abitain from eat- 
ing Cows Fliefh, becaufe of the Veneration 
paid to that Beatt, above othcrs, by the Gez- 
tows, whofe Offspring they are. 
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T uere are many Geztows dwell in the 
City, whocannot be brought to change their 
idolatrous Superftition for the Religion of 
Rome, but they are tolerated, becaufe they 
are generally more induf rious than the C4rz- 
ftzans, e{fpecially in mechanical Ekmployments 
and Agriculture; but the mercantil Part of 
them are very fubjeét to the Infults of the 
Reynolds, or European Fidalgoes, who will 
often buy their Goods, and never pay for 
them, which Cuftom has alfo crept into fome 
Countries better polifhed than the Portu- 
gueze, only with fome Reftrictions, that they 
dare not ufe Force in taking what they have 
Occafion for, as the Portugzeze do, nor in- 
fliét corporal Punifhments on their Creditors, 
when they ask for their Money, fo that it is 
dangerous for the poor induftrious Merchant, 
either to refufe their Goods, or ask for their 
Monev when it is due, for Fear of a Bafti- 
nado in either Cafe, and fometimes worfe 
Confequences, which Abufes make the Cir- 
culation of ‘Trade very faint and weak. 

Tue Clergy at Gog are very numerous 
and illiterate, and are a very great Burden 
on the State. “(heir Churches are richly fur- 
nifhed with fine Decorations and Images, 
and, as I faid before, richly endow’d to 
maintain the Luxury of a great Number of 
idle Drones. 

T Herr Houfesare large,and their Outfides 
magnificent ; but within (lke their Owners 
Heads) they are but poorly furnitht, and their 
‘Tables very mean, Green Fruits and Roots, 
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in their Seafons, with alittle Bread and Rice 
go far in their Diet; and candied and pre- 
ierved Fruits are their Rega/zo in all Seafons. 
‘They have Hogs and Fowl plenty, but ufe 
them fparingly ; and the Church feeds moft on 
Fifth, but not miraculoufly, for the poor Fifhers 
dare fell none till the Priefthood is firft fer- 
ved, fo that the Laity moftly eat ftale or 
ftinking Fifh. And fhe soldiery, Fifhers, 
Peafants and Handicrafts feed on a little 
Rice boyled in Water, with a little Bit of 
{alt Fifh, or Atchaar, which is pickled Fruits 
or Roots, and drink fair Water, when they 
can get it. ‘Chis fine fpare Diet never loads 
them with fuperabundant Flefh on their 
Bones, and, without the Church, it is rare to 
find a corpulent Man among them. ‘IVhey 
are generally very weak and feeble, but 
whether that proceeds from their Diet, or 
from their too great Inclinations to Venery, 
or from both, Il am not Phyfician enough to 
determine. 

Teueir Soldiers Pay is very fmall and ill 
paid. They have but fix Xerapheens per 
Month, and two Suits of Calico, ftript or 
chequered, ina Year. “heir two Suits may 
amount to forty Xerapheens, and a Xera- 
pheex is worth about fixteen Pence half Peny 
Ster. Out of their fix Xerapheens in Money 
that they are to receive, their Captain, whois 
Barrack-mafter and Victualler to his Compa- 
ny, detains five, and the other one is paid in 
{mall Money to difcharge the Accounts of 
the Shoemaker, Taylor, ‘Barber, W nie 
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and ‘Tobacconiít, fo that Frugality is no 
reat Virtue among them, tho’ ‘Theft is, and 
really they are very dextrous in that Art, as 
well as in Murder, for. if they are detected 
in committing fuch irnocent Crimes, the 
very next Church is a Sanétuary for them, 
and neither divine nor human Laws can af- 
fect them after they get in there. 

Tuts Nation was famous in the fifteenth 
Century for their Navigation and Difcoveries 
into the £af? Indies, where, by Friendfhip 
or Force, they made Settlements all Over its 
Sea-coafts. Their Settlements were thick fet 
between Mozembique and Japon; and, as a 
Monument of their Grandeur then, their 
Language goes current along moft of the 
Sea-coaft at this Time. “Their infolent Pride 
and War withthe “earch have brought them 
to the Poverty and Contempt they are in, 
as I fhall remark in their proper Places. 

Tue Muskat War, ( that has laited {ince 
the Arabs took that City from them ) tho’ the 
longeft, has done them leaft Harm, for it o- 
bliges them to keep an Armada of five or fix 
Ships, befides fmall Frigats and Grabs of 
War, which gives Bread to great Numbers 
of People, who otherwife would be much 
more burdenfom to the State, by crowding 
into Churches. "The Arabs and they have 
had many Encounters, but no great Damage 
done on either Side. I was Witncis to one 
Fingagement near Sarat Bar, but it was not 
blood y. 
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T’uey alfo have had feveral Wars afhore, 
but the moft dangerous to the City of Goa, 
was that with Sevajee Rajab, who got Foot- 
ing on the Ifland about the Year 1685. He 
railed fome Batteries againft the Town, 
which would have annoyed it very much, 
had not a Portugueze Heroine, ina Sally, got 
intoa Redoubt of the Enemy’s, and cut them 
to Pieces, which ftruck fuch a Terror into 
Sevajee’s Army, that they quitted their Pofts 
and fled. T'he Lady was alive zz Anno 1705. 
and received the Pay of a Captain all her 
Days after that noble Exploit. She was cal- 
led Donna Maria. She came to Jzdiz in 
Man’s Apparel, in Queft of a Gentleman 
that had promifed her Marriage, and then 
deferted her, and went, in Quality of Cap- 
tain, to Izdza; but íhe found him, and chal- 
lenged him at Sword and Piftol, but he ra- 
ther chofe to make the Quarrel up amicably 
by Marriage. 

I have ftood on a little Hill near the City, 
and have counted about eighty Churches, 
Convents and Monafteries within View; and 
I was informed, that, in the City and its Di- 
{tridis, which fitretch about 40 Miles along 
the Sea-coaft, and 1:45 Miles within Land, 
there are no fewer than 300co Church Ver- 
min, who live idlely and luxurioufly on the 
Labour and Sweat of the miferable Laity, fo 
that every Body that has Sons and Subitance, 
{trives to buy Piaces for them in the Church, 
becaufe neither military nor civil Preterments 
can be expected from the State, or if by Me- 
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rit they chance to raife themfelves, yet the 
Tyranny and Oppreffions of the domineering 
Clergy is infupportable ; for Inftance, I knew 
a Gentleman that bought a Parcel of frefh 
Fifh, and a Prief{t comirg foon after to the 
Fifhers, and finding that none was left for 
the Church, he demanded the Gentleman’s 
Bargain, who excufed himfelf, by telling the 
Prieft, that he had fome Friends to dine with 
him, and could not fpare them. ‘Che Priett 
gave him a Reprimand in fcurrilous Lan- 
guage, and the Gentleman ufing fome tart 
anguage to the Prieít, that offended him, 
he let fly the fharp Dart of Excommunicati- 
on, that pierced him fo deep, that it coft 
him above 7 L. Sterl. to take it out again, 
and beg his Pardon on his Knees before the 

Archbifhop, before he could be abfolved. 
Ina fine ftately Church dedicated to St. 
Paul the Apottle, lies the Body of St. Franz- 
cis Xavier a Portugueze Apottle, and a fe- 
Suit by ‘Trade, who died in his Miffion to 
Fapor in the fifteenth Century ; and, about 
fifty Years after, as a Portugueze Ship was 
going to, or coming from C4zza, being near 
an Ifland on that Coaft, called after St. J- 
an, {ome Gentlemen and Prief{ts went afhore 
for Diverfion, and accidentally found the 
Saint’s Body uncorrupted, and carried it Paf- 
fenger to Goa, and there, with much Vene- 
ration and eccliefiaftical Ceremony, it was de- 
pofited in an Tle of St. Pazl’s Church, 
where it lies ftill, and looks as frefh as anew 
icalded Pig, but with the Lofs of one Ar ; 
or 
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for, when the Rumour of the Miracle reach- 
ed Rome, the fovereign Pontiff ordered his 
right Arm to be fent, that he might find 
out if there was any Impofture in it or no, 
or perhaps make him fadge in a Chiza Bon zee 
into his Calendar, under the Name of a C4rz- 
fiian Saint. Accordingly his Arm was fairly 
cut off by the Shoulder, and fent to Rome 
to ftand its Trial. When his Holinefs had 
viewed it, he called for Pen, Ink and Paper 
to be brought on a Table, and the Arm fet 
near them. After a little Conjuration, in full 
View of the facred College, who were there 
prefent, and no Body elfe, the Saint’s Hand 
took hold of the Pen, and dipt it in Ink, and 
fairly wrote Xavzer. 

I take itto bea pretty Piece of Wax-work 
that ferves to gull the People of their Mo- 
ney, for many vifit it with great Veneration, 
and leave fomething at its Shrine for the 
Maintenance of Candles and Olive Oyl, that 
continually burn before it: And a Prieft at- 
tends weekly to fhave his Head and Beard 
but none but that Prieft has the Fionour to 
come within the Iron Bails that are placed 
about the Corps, four or five Yards diftant 
from it. Now if any fhould quettion the 
Truth of Xavier's Story at Goa, they would 
be branded with the odious Name of an ob- 
{tinate incredulous Heretick, and perhaps 
fall in the Hands of a convincing Inquifition. 

Bur, if any incredulous Hicretick fhould 
be fqgueamifh, and cannot {wallow the Story of 


Xavier without chewing it, I will tell them 
or 
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of another that doubtlefs will go glibly down. 
At a certain ‘Time, but God knows when, a 
Ship of Portugal coming to J/zdza, got the 
Length of Cabo de bona L.fperanza, and then 
met with fuch a violent Storm, that drove 
the Ship fo violently before it, that it was 
= the Pilot’s Skill to keep her to Rights in 

er Courfe; and who fhould come to their 
Affiftance in that critical Juncéture, but Sezhor 
Diabolo, who took the Helm, and managed 
it very dextroufly: And the Virgin Mary, to 
fhew her Kindnefs, and Skill in Navigation, 
{tood a whole Night on the Forecaftle, dire- 
éting the Devil how he fhould fteer, and be- 
hold, to the great Admiration of all concer- 
ned, the Ship was high and dry in the Mor- 
ning, in a Valley on the South Side of the 
River of Goa, about half a Mile within the 
Land. ‘The Ship failed very well, for that 
one Night fhe ran, according to a moderate 
Computation, 1500 Leagues. And, inCom- 
memoration of this Miracle, there is a fine 
Church built where the oe anchored {fo 
{fafely, and the Structure is juft the L.ength, 
Breadth and Height of the Ship. “The Church 
I have often feen as I pait up and down the 
River. And this Story is fo firmly belicved 
at Goa, that it is dangerous to make any 
Doubt of it. 

OF all the Churches in or about Goa none 
is honoured with Glafs-windows, but one 
in the City dedicated to St. Alexander, for 
the reit are all fervwed with clear Oytter-fhell 


Lights, that are fer inferior to Lights of 
Glafs. 
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Glafs. And all their ftately Houfes are fur- 
nifhed with Oytfter-fhel Lights. 
T ue Country about Goa is fteril in Corn, 
but it produces fome excellent fruits. “The 
Goa Alango is reckoned the largeit and moft 
delicious to the "atte of any in the World, 
and, I may add, the wholfomeit and beft ta- 
{ted of any Fruit in the World. ‘Uheir Farz- 
bo AtTalaccais very beautiful and pleafant, and 
they have very good Pine Apples and Melons. 
‘Tue little ‘Trade they have, is moítly from 
their Arrack, which is diftilled from Zoddy 
of the Cocoa-nut ‘Tree, which grows in great 
Abundance inthe "Territories of Goa The 
Einelifb are their beft Cuftomers, for they 
buy great Quantities yearly for Punch. {It is 
fold by the Candy, or two CaskKs, about 45 
Gallons each, for 25 Xerapheens per Cask 5 
but I have bought it for 20. when there was 
no great Demand for it. ‘They alfo make a 
great Deal of Salt in Ponds made in low 
Grounds, where they may convey the Wa- 
ter at {pring ‘Tides. It may be bought for a 
Crown the ‘Tun, and fometimes cheaper. 
Tue Rivers Mouth is guarded, and the 
Entrance defended by feveral Forts and Bat- 
teries, well planted with large Cannon on 
both Sides. ©On the Hland is the black Fort, 
which ftands within half a Musket-fhot of 
the Bar, which is fhut up by the South-fouth- 
weit Monfoons, from Apri} to September, 
when is St. 4urhonys New-moon, as they call 
being the firit New-moon in Septeméer. 
‘The Frefhes coming down from the Moun- 
tains, 
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tains, carry off the Sands, which choke the 
Mouths of the Rivers along all the Coafts of 
India. And, without the black Fort, is a 
Battery built clofe to the Sea ona little Pro- 
montory, called Nos Senhor de Cabo, about 
a Mile without the black Fort. And, jufto- 
ver that Battery, ona little Hill about 40 
Yards high, is a fine Monaftery, always kept 
as white as Snow, and may be feen a good 
Diftance off at Sea. "The Monaftery has a 
large pleafant Garden towards the Land, and 
an Orchard of excellent Fruit Trees. And, 
on the Oppofite of Nos Sexhor de Cabo, is a 
Fort built on the Face of a little Hill, which 
commands that Side of the River. And, with- 
out that, is the Aguada, fortified with a Fort 
on its Top, and feveral Batteries at the Foot 
of its high Grounds, which are alfo about 40 
Yards high. In the Caftle is placed a large 
Lantern for a Light-houfe, to fhew Ship- 
ping the Way into the Road about the Be- 
alg of September, when thick Clouds ob- 
cure the Land, that it cannot be well known 
at Sea. All Boats that are bound to the Ci- 
ty, are obliged to call at Aguada, to givean 
Account from whence they came, and what 
their BufinefS is; and if any prefume to pafs 
without calling there, they arefure of a Shot 
fired from a Battery at them, to put them in 
Mind of their Duty. Two Leagues to the 
South of Aguada are the Marmagun l- 
flands, being five in Number, and runa Lea- 
gue into the Sea. “he two innermoft are 
fortified, to command the Entrance of the 
River 
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River of St. Lorenzo, which is a Branch of 
Goa River, parting about five Leagues from 
their Mouths, and compote the Ifland cal- 
led Goa Iland. 

Tu1s Country belonged formerly to the 
Kings of Vifapore; but in the fifteenth Cen- 
tury, when Aibakerk fettled the Portugueze 
Colonies in JIzdia, he purchafed the Iflands 
of Gea and Salfet, which lie contiguous to 
Goa, from the King, who did them many 
fingular Services, which afterwards were re- 
paid by Ingratitude. 

ABOUT the Year 1660. when the Dutch 
had a War in America and szdza, with the 
Portugueze, the Dutch fent a Squadron, to 
try if they could add Goa to the reft of their 
Indiazx Conauefts, but found its Avenues fo 
well fortified, that it was thought impracti- 
cable to land. "Their Ships were forced to 
ly at a good Diftance from Aguada and Nos 
cae de Cabo, and fo continued riding at 
Anchor triumphantly, without Action, ex- 
cept a little Diverfion they had with a Por- 
tugueze Bravo, who, with a {mall Ship of 
forty Guns, would needs país thro’ the Dutch 
Fleet, as they lay at Anchor; but they foon 
made him fenfible of rafh Folly, by finking 
his Ship, and either killing or drowning him 
and all his Crew. 

Waern the Portxgueze and the Sevazee 
had War, I think that Conde de Villa Verde 
was then Vice-roy, there were fo few Soldi- 
ers, and fo many Priefts, that he was oblig- 
ed to take Recruits for his Army, out of the 
Church 
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Church; but the King of Portugal was for- 
ced to recal him for that great Offence. 

BETWEEN Goa and Safer there is a little 
River that is another Branch of the River of 
Goa, which difembogues about a League to 
the South of Alarmagun, at a Village called 
Bangricoal and affords a little Harbour for 
forall Veftels, from which Place the Ifland of 
Salfet {tretches five Leagues along the Sea- 
fhore, in a fine level Plain, planted with Co- 
coa-nut Trees and Churches. “Che Product 
of this Ifland is as that of Goa, Arrack and 
Salt. The Churches and Monatteries are Se- 
minaries for black Romifh Priefts, and the 
Country, befides them, produces good Store 
of Hogs and Poultry. At Cabo de Rama, 
which is contiguous to Sałfèt, are the Lii- 
mits of the Dominions of the Portugueze on 
that Part of Lada. 
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CHA P. XXI. 
Gives an Account of the Sundah Rajah’s Do- 


minions, the Product, Religion and Cufloms 
of his Country, with Obfervations on Pis 
War with the Engliih Lait-india Companys 
in Anno 17138. 


ABO de Rama, or, as the &zelifh call 

it, Cape Ramus, begins the Limits of the 
Suuda Razalys Countrys to the Northwards 
and has a Caftle on the Cape to fecure his 
Frontier; but there is no River or aaa = 
or 
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for Shipping, till we come to Sevafecr, and 
that is but a bad one, tho’ it has the Cover 
of a large Cattle with few Guns init. But, 

Carwar, which lies feven Leagues to the 
Southward of Cape Ramus, has the Advan- 
=i of a good Harbour, on the South 
Side of a Bay, and_a River capable to re- 
ceive Ships of 300 Tuns. ‘The &gli/b have 
a Fa&tory here, fortified with two Baftions, 
and fome {mall Cannon for its Defence. ‘The 
Rajah is tributary to the Afogu/ at pretfent, 
but formerly was a Part of Yz/apore's Domi- 
nions, before Anurengzeb conquered that 
Country. This Rajzh’s Dominions reach 
from Cape Ramus to Merzee, about fifteen 
J Leagues along the Sea-coaft, and fixty or fe- 
venty Leagues within Land. 

Apour the Year 1660. 4urengzeo came 
into Vżfapore with an Army of 3 Or 400C00 
Men, and foon conquered the open Country, 
but the Metropolis, called the City of /z/a- 
pore, took him feven or eight Years to re- 
duce it, for being built on a flat Mountain of 
difficult Accefs, and Room enough to fow 
Corn on it, obliged Aurengzeb to _furround 
it with his Army, and make a Blockade, 
but at laft it yielded, and d#rengzeb put the 
King in Chains of Silver, and carried him in 
‘Triumph along with his victorious Army» 
near the Space of thirty Years, and then he 
died an inglorious Captive. He was recko- 
ned a good fimple peaceable Prince while he 
reigned, but was in no Way related to the 
God Alars. 

$ R. Tuk 
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Tus Sundah Rajabs Country is mountain- 
ous, and Kes on both Sides of the Mountains 
of Gatti. ‘The Vallies abound in Corn and 
Pepper, the beft in Ivdia; and the Woods, 
on the Mountains, with many Sorts of wild 
Beafts, as ‘Tigers, Wolves, Monkies, wild 
Hog, Deer, Elks, and wild Cattle of a prodi- 
gious large Size. I have feen a wild Bull 
killed there, whofe four Quarters weighed 
above a ‘Tun Weight, befides the Hide, 
Head and Guts. I meafured his Horns, 
which were not long in Proportion to their 
"Thicknefs, being twenty three Inches in Cir- 
cumference about the Roots, and his Mar- 
row-bones fo large, that I took the Marrow 
out with an ordinary Silver-fpoon. ‘The 
Flefh was not fo favoury as that of fmall tame 
Cattle, nor would it take Sale kindly, but 
grew hard, dry and black when falted. 

Tars Country is fo famous for hunting, 
that two Gentlemen of Diftinction, vz2. Mr. 
Lembourg of the Houle of Lembourg in Ger- 
many, and Mr. Gerzzg, a Son of my Lord 
Goring’s in England, went zxcoguzto in one 
of the £aft-izdza Company’s Ships, for ludia. 
They left Letters directed for their Relati- 
ons, in the Hands of a Friend of theirs, to 
be delivered two or three Months after their 
Departure, fo that Letters of Credit follow- 
ed them by the next Year’s Shipping, with 
Orders from the #aff-izdia Company to the 
Chiefs of the Factories, where ever they fhould 
happen to come, to treat them according to 
their Quality. “hey ipent three wear, at 
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Carwar, viz. from Anuo 1678. to 1681. then, 
being tired with that Sort of Pleafure, they 
both took Paffage on board a Company’s Ship 
for England, but Mr: Gorizg died four Days 
after the Ship’s Departure from Carwar,; and 
lies buried on the Hland St. M about 
four ILeagucs from the Shore, oft Batacola, 
and Mr. Leméourg returned fafe to Axugland. 
Tuere are three Species of ‘ligers in 
Carwar Woods. The {mallett is the fiercett. 
It is not above two Foot high when it walks. 
It is very cunning, and delights much ın hu- 
man Flefth. The fecond Sort is about three 
Foot high, and hunts Deer and wild Hog, 
and a little Creature, called a Pillay. Its 
Body has the Shape ofa Deer’s, but its Head 
like a Swine; and, as a Boar has two long 
Tusks growing upward from the nether Jaw, 
fo it has two long fmall fharp “I’ceth which 
grow downward from the upper Jaw, and 
reach as low as the under Part of the lower 
Jaw. ‘They are very harmlefs and fearful, 
and feed on Grafs and Herbs. ‘They are 
hardly fo big as a full grown Cat, ancl their 
Fleth is black, and tatftes like an Hare's. 
‘The largeft Size ofthe Tigers is above three 
Foot and an halfhigh, when they walk. They 
are lefs rapacious than the others, teldom 
greedy of human Fliecfh, and fooner frightned. 
A poor Peafant in this Country Nad a Bufta- 
lo bemired in a Bog, and while he went to 
his Neighbours for Affiftance, came a large 
Viger that faved them the Trouble, for he 
pulled it out by his own Dexterity and 
5%. 3 Pircnat, 
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Strength, and, when he had done, threw 
him over his Shoulder, asa Fox doesa Goole, 
and was carrying it, with its Feet upwards, 
to his Den, but, when he faw the People, he 
let it fall, and went away; but he had killed 
the Buffalo, and had fuckt his Blood. *ITis 
a {mall Buffalo that weighs not above 500 
lob. Weight, and fome weigh 1200. 

I once was in the Woods with my Fuzzes, 
to try if I could kill a Deer, but a tmall Kain 
happened to fall that damped my Powders 
which was only wrapt up in Paper; and, my 
Gun being ufelefs, I was making towards the 
Plain where our Faétory ftands, and falling on 
a Foot-path from the Mountains towards 
the Plain, I kept in that Road, and had not 
one far, till I efpied a Viger of the largeit 
Size ttanding in the flame Path, with his Face 
towards me. Affioon as he faw me, he iquat- 
ted his Belly to the Ground, and wagged 
his Tail, and crawled flowly towards me. l 
thought it would be in vain to flee, fo I {tept 
łteifurely forward, till I came within ten 
Wards of him, I then clubbed my Fuzee, 
and made what Noife I could to frighten him, 
and he, out of Civility, rufht in amongit a 
"Thicket of Bufhes, and left me the Road, 
which I did not think fit to accept of, but 
got in among the Buthes on the oppofite Side 
to him (I dare fay) much more frightned 
than he was. And, before I got to the Plain, 
ifaw a wild Bull and a Cow grazing. ‘The 
Bull grew angrys and fnorted, but the Cow 


only gazed on n.c; but [I foon got on of 
their 
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their Sight, and got fafe to the Factory; but 
never went into the Woods again, but with 
a numerous Company. 

Taer Chief of the £zglifh Fa&tory is held 
in very great Efteem in this Country, and 
when he goes a hunting, is generally accom- 
panied with moít Part of the People of Di- 
{tinction in the Vicinage, who bring their 
Vaiials and Servants with them, armed with 
fire Arms and other Weapons, both mif- 
five and defenfive, with Trumpets, Haut- 
boys and Drums. ‘The fire Men place them- 
felves at convenient Diftances, along the 
Skirts of an Hill or a Wood, except fome 
that are fent in to guard thofe who are fent 
with their loud Mufick to rouze the Game. 
‘The Drums, ‘Trumpets and Hautboys fpread. 
themfelves fometimes for a Mile or two, 
and, on a Signal given, ftrike up at once, 
and march towards the Skirt where the fire 
Mien are placed. ‘Che wild Inhabitants bein 
a eats te. with the unufual Noife, betake 
themiclives to their Heels, and fallin the A m- 
bufcade, and many of them are killed and 
wounded in their Flight. I faw, in one of 
thefe Fiuntings, above a Dozen of Deer kil- 
led, two wild Cows with their Calves, who 
would not leave their dead Parents, tho’ they 
had done fucking; alfo four or five Sows, who 
had above a Dozen of Pigs following them, 
and were all killed, with fome Piflays: and 
all in lefs than two Hours Space. The Hun- 
ters made good Cheer of what they lik’d beit, 
and what remained as iva to the Faétory - 
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and the Chief foon following after, was con- 
ducted Home by the whole Company, and, 
at the Factory Gate, made him a Compli- 
ment, and departed. At this Time, which 
was 22 Anno 1692. the Faćtory had about a 
Score of good Dogs for Game, of Fxgli/b 
Brood, and the Company allowed each of 
them about 2 4. of boyl’d Rice daily, but 
now they are better Hoban: of their Mo- 
ney, and have difcharged all their Dogs and 
other Superfluities, except one good old Cu- 
ftom of treating Strangers that come there 
from Europe, with pretty black female Dan- 
cers, who are very active in their Dancing, 
and free in their Converfation, where Shame 
is quite out of Fafhion. 
HE Woods produce great Quantities of 
good ‘Teak ‘Timber, ufeful in building both 
Ships and Houfes. It is more durable than 
Oak. And there is good Poon Matfts, 
ftronger, but heavier than Fir. ‘here is a 
Shrub grows in the Woods, that has a Leaf 
bigger than that of the Fig-tree; and the 
Dew that falls on that Leaf being carefully 
thered, and fet in the Suna y or two, 
Pecomien the pleafanteit and ftrongeft Acid 
that ever I tafted. 

BEFORE Aurenazeb conquered &iz/apore, 
this Country produced the fineít Betteellas or 
Mulflinsin l#dzz. The Axze¢li/b Company had 
a great Cloth Trade here, and employed a- 
bout scooo People in that Manutactory ; but 
the Mogzl’s licentious Soldicrs fell into this 
Province, and ruacd all Manner of ‘frade, 

plun- 
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plundring the induftrious Inhabitants of all 
they could lay Hands on, and cut the Com- 
any’s Cloth from the Loom, and ufed the 
eavers fo rudely, that they left their own 
Country, to look fer Protection in Countries 
farther to the Southward, where War had 
not fet up her bloody Banners. 

W nunen the Moguls General had taken 
Poffeffion of that Province in his Matter’s 
Name, he invited the Gentlemen of the Ær- 
glib Factory to an Entertainment in his 

(ent, under Pretence of fettling the Com- 
pany’s Commerce, and, while they were at 
Dinner, he fent a Party of Men, who plun- 
dred and burnt their Houfe, which made 
the Company build and fortify what they 
now have; but he who built it where it is, 
had no great Forefight in choofing his Ground, 
for it ought to have been built in a Place of 
free Communication with the Sea, but now 
it {tandsa League fromit. And, 27 47n0 1718. 
the Rajab fhewed them their Error, and built 
Batteries at the Mouth of the River, fo that 
the Factory is nothing at prefent but a gen- 
tile Prifon, which by dear bought Experience, 
we found in a War we had with him, bythe 
Indifcretion of one Taylar who was Chief, 
who pretended to be Lord of the Mannor, 
in appropriating a Wrack to his own Ufe, 
that was caft away above four Miles from 
the Factory. "Che Rajab could not bear to 
be fo bare-fac’dly affronted in his own Domi- 
nions, by ‘Tenants that would hear no Rea- 
fon. He befieged the I .ctory tor 2 Months 

before 
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before the Seafon would admit of Forces ca~ 
ming to aflift them by Sea; and when they 
arrived, the Seas run fo high on the Shore, 
that there was great Difhculty of landing 
in the ‘Teeth of an Enemy, who had ten 
Times our Numbers, fo that the firft At- 
tempt of landing was unfuccefsful, by our 
Mens Neglect and Difobedience to the Or- 
ders they had received, and about fourfcore 
of our bravef{t Fellows were cut off, and fome 
taken Prifoners: But, about {ix Weeks after, 
we had fome Revenge on the Enemy in an 
Engagement on the Side of an Hill among 
thick Bufhes. The Enemy being above our 
Mien, began their Fire at Break of Day, to 
beat our Men from a Spring of frefh Water 
clofe to the Sea; but our {mall Vefiels lying 
near the Shore to cover about 400 Men, that 
fay to guard the Water, fired with fo good 
Succefs, that, in an Hour’s “Time, they were 
obliged to run, and leave near 200 dead in 
the Woods; and our Men purfuing them in 

their Flight, did fome Execution on them. 
E were in daily Expectation of more 
Forces, and did not offer the Enemy Battle 
becaufe of their Numbers and our Want o 
Experience; but we haraffed the Enemies in 
the Nights, in burning Villages, for there 
was little to plunder; and at Sea we took 
fome Veifels laden with Salt going to the E- 
nemy, and three Ships of the Razah’s com- 
ing trom Arabżta with Horfes, to the Num- 
ber of r40. which created us much Trouble 
to find Provender and Water for them : How- 
CVers, 
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ever, when our Reinforcement came, We 
could muiter, in our Fleet, of Seamen and 
Soldiers, 2250 Men. The Enemy raifed fome 
Batteries on the Strand to hinder our land- 
ing; and we took two of the Prizes, and 
made them Shat-proof above Water, and 
laid them afhore at high Water to batter their 
Batteries, and keep the Enemy at a Diitance 
with their great Shor, till our Men were 
landed and drawn up. Each of our floting 
Batteries were covered with a Frigat of 20 
or 24 Guns. When all was ready, we land- 
ed 1250 Men, without the leaft Hindrance 
from the Enemy, for they were preparing to 
flee tothe Woods; but our frefh WV ater land 
Officers were fo long a drawing up their 
Men in a confounded hollow Square, that 
the Enemy took Courage, and, with Horie 
and Foot, came running towards our Men, 
firing, and wounding fome as they marched 
in their Ranks, which our Commandant fee- 
ing, pulled off his red Coat, and vanifhed. 
Some other as valiant Captains as he, took 
Example, and left their Pofts, and then the 
Soldiers followed, and threw down their 
Arms. We loft in this Skirmifh about 250. 
but our floting Batteries would not permit 
the Enemy to purfue far, nor durft they itay 
to gather up our fcattered Arms, fo about 80 
Sailers went on the Ficld of Battle, and 
brought on board of the Commodore about 
~o7Stand ofArms, moft of them loaded : How- 
ever the Enemy had fome Lofts too, for we 
found eleven Horfes deac, and faw many Fires 
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long the Foot of the Hills to burn their dead 
Men in. 

Tur Rajah had, by this Time, zooo Men 
engaged in this War, which Expence he be- 
gan to be tired of, and the Lofs of his Ships 
and Horfes was fome Mortification to him, 
befides the Saw Rajah had made an Inroad in- 
to his Northern Borders, which made him in- 
cline very much towards a Peace, and accor- 
dingly he fent a Brahmaz on board the 
Commodore of the Ficet, to negotiate about 
a Peace. The Commodore heard him, and 
advifed him to make his Overtures to Mr. 
Taylor; but he faid, that the Rajah would 
by no Means confent to treat with him, com- 
plaining, that he was not only the Occation 
of that War, but even, before the War, had 
done fome Detriment to him and his Sub- 
jects, for receiving the Company’s Pepper a- 
bove rco Miles from the Factory. He made 
the Servants that went to receive the Peppers 
take certain Quantities to fell out by Retail 
in his Villages, to the utter Ruin of many 
poor Inhabitants, that had no other Way to 
ect their Livelihood, but by huckiterings 
and becaufe the Company’s Agreement with 
his Forefathers and himfclf, gave them a free 
"Trade in all his Dominions, he paít all over, 
but was forced to relieve the poor Lorzckeers 
or Shop-keepers, who before could pay him 
Taxes; however we being tired of War as 
well as he, by the Mecdlation of a Seiz, who 
was a Friend to both Partics, in ten Days 
efter the firit Overture was made, Peace was 
pro- 
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proclaimed on eafy Terms for both Par- 
ties. 

TueEreE is one Trick that the Priefts year- 
ly put upon the People in this Country, that 
would puzzle the beit Merry-andrews in £a- 
yope to imitate, and that is, about the latter 
End of A/ay, or the Beginning of June, there 
is a Feaf{t celebrated to the infernal Gods, 
with a Divination or Conjuration to know 
the Fate of the enfuing Crop of Corn. ‘The 
Ceremony I faw here, and at other Places on 
the Coaft of Canara. ‘The Priefts having 

erfwaded fome Fools to bear a Part in the 

arce, proclaim the Feaft to be on fuch a 
Day, at a certain Grove, where feveral thou- 
fands of People affemble, and in the Middle 
of the Grove is placed a black Stone of 3 
or 400 Weight, without any defigned Shape, 
but fome Places bedaub’d with red Lead 
mixt in Oyl, to ferve for a Mouth, Eyes an 
Ears, and a little earthen Pot of Fire placed, 
before the Stone, and a Girl about ten 
Years of Age to attend it. 

Some Priefts, all naked, except a Bit of 
Cloth to hide their Privities, run and dance 
round the Store and Fire for half an Hour, 
like mad Men, making ftrange Diftortions in 
their Phizes, and now and then bellowing 
like Calves. And this was the firit Scene. 
Thofe Priefts had ereéted a Scaffold on two 
Axle-trees, thac had "Trucks fitted for them 
like the Carriage of Ship Guns. In the Middle 
of the Scaffold ( which might be about r¢ 
Foot long, and as broad) was erected aknecs 
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of \WVood about 15 Foot high, with a Notch 
cut in the upper End, like the Cheeks ofa 
Ship’s Pump, with Holes bored for a Bolt 
to pafs through, as Pump Cheeks have. A 
Tree hewn for their Purpofe, about 40 Foot 
long, was laid about the Middle in the Notch, 
and a Bolt paffling through the Cheeks and 
that Tree, like a Pump-brake. At one End 
of the Tree were placed two crofs Pieces, 
one at the very End, and the other about 4 
Foot within it. Each of thofe crofs Pieces 
were about 4 Foot long, and, at the other 
End, had a Rope fattned to it. And this 
was the Vehicle for the Actors to hang on 
for a Mile or two. 

Tue Aétors prefenting themfelves to the 
Priefts, being four in Number, dreít as the 
Priefts were; only on their Heads, Crowns 
were made round their Temples, of Sugar- 
cane Leaves, open at the "Top, like ducal 
Crowns. ‘The Priefts brought two ‘Tenter- 
hooks, fuch as the Butchers in Britain hang 
their Meat on, for each Aétor, and, after 
fome ridiculous Ceremony, hookt them on 
each Side of the Back-bone, a little above 
the Kidnies. ‘Thofe Hooks had Cords fait 
to them, fo they went dancing round the 
Stone, and the Prieft holding their Strings 
fait, and, after two Minutes Dancing, they 
came tamely to the End of the Tree, where 
the crofs Pieces were faftned, and one was 
tied up to each End of the crofs Pieces, and 
the Mob was ready to hale down. the other 


End, and faitned it to the End of the Scat- 
fold, 
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fold, and the foolifh Fellows were hung up by 
the Back, above ten Yards from the Ground. 
The Populace broke fome old Cocoa-nuts 
on the Scaffold, and fome hundreds of them 
got hold of the Ropes faitned to the Scaf- 
fold, and haled it over plowed Ground, a- 
bove a Mile, to another roor s andthe Girl 
with the Pot of Fire on her Head, walking 
all the Way before. When they came tothe 
End of their Journey, they were let down, 
and going into the Grove, where was placed 
another black Stone Pagod, the Girl fet her 
Fire before it, and run {tark mad for a Mi- 
nute or two, and then fell in a Swoon, and 
in that fhe lay ci sot op foming at the 
Mouth prodigioufly. hen fhe grew mad, 
the Men fell flat on the Ground before the 
Image, and then arofe after fhe fell in her 
Trance. She continued immoveable about 2 
Quarter of an Hour, and then awoke, and 
feemed to be very fick. The Priefts inter- 
rogated her about what fhe had feen and 
heard from the terreftrial Gods, and fhe gave 
them a fatisfagtory Anfwer, on which they 
all bowed to the Image, and put their Hand 
on a Cow that was there ready, dedicated 
to the Image; and fo all departed fatisfied. 

On fight of the new Moon in Augufti they 
have another Picce of Superftition, in a Feaft 
dedicated to the Sea, for the prap ran Na- 
vigation of the enfuing Seafon. hey have 
the EtHgies of the Ged Gunuzes, which isa 
Man’s Body, with an Eflephant’s Head, clapz 
cleverly on his Shoulders, and carricd in Pro- 
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ceftion to a River’s Side, and thrown into the 
River, upon which, all Rivers who have Bars 
are opened for Navigation. 

Tuis Guunies was Son to Ram another 
God, who hada great War many Years with 
a certain Sort of gigantick Devils, that in- 
fulted the Land, and carried away all the 
Virgins they could lay their Paws ons; at 
Length Ram overcame them ina bloody Bat- 
tle, for which Succefs, he fwore, he would 
make a Sacrifice of the firit living Creature he 
fhould meet in his own Dominions,to the great 
God of Heaven; and poor Guzuzes was the 
firit Object that prefentcd himfelf; for being 
a good loving Son, came on Purpofe to meet 
and welcome his Father from his Fatigues in 
War: You may judge what a Pack of‘Trou- 
bles Ram was in, but there was no Remedy; 
but Guuzies muit die; and, with great Re- 
gret, he was about to have his Head ftruck 
oft; when a clever Fellow of a Brahman Do- 
étor came, and told Raz, that by his Art he 
could fave Guzuzes’s Life, if his Advice might 
be followed, which Raw promifed to do, on 
which the Doctor ordered a young Elephant 
to be brought ; and when the Father whipt 
off his Son’s Head, the Doctor very skilful- 
ly cut off the Elephants at one Stroke, and 
nimbly fet it on Gaznies’s Shoulders, to the 

reat Admiration of all the Beholders; and 
eee that Day to this, Gaunuzes has wore an 
Elephants Head. 

“TERE are a Set of Brahmans in this 
Country called zts, they ftudy kivaan, 
ale 
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and are in great Repute for their exemplary 
innocent Lives, and Skill in prophefying. in 
the Year 1684. one Moam Bur told tome 
T'hings very furprifing, when Mr. V alfel was 
Chief for the FAuzglzifh at Carwar. 

In the Space of three Years no £zgls/P> 
Ship from Æurope had called there, and the 
Gentlemen longing for one, and Aloan: But 
coming to vifit the Chief, Mr. M alfet askt 
him if he could tell when a Ship from &£7z- 
rope would call there. He anfwered, he could 
tell, and mufing a little While, told; that on 
that fame Day forty Days, which happened 
to fall out on a Swuzday, one would arrive, 
and that fhe was, at that Lime, at Anchor at 
an If{land on this Side of the Cape of Gocd- 
hope, taking in Refrefhments. ‘Ine Chief 
told him, if he prophefied true, he would 
prefent him with as much fcarlet Cloth as 
would make hima Coat. T'he Bat anfwer- 
ed, that he thank’d him, but that neither of 
them would live to fee her arrive, and there- 
fore advifed Mr. ZF alfè? to fet his Fioufe in 
Order; and that, to prove fome Part of the 
Prophecy true, the Bzz himfifelf fhould die 
ten Days after the Day he prophefied, and 
that Mr. Walfel fhould die fo many Days af- 
ter. Accordingly the zżź died, which put 
the other’s Mind out of Order, till the Day 
of his Death came, and that Morning Mir. 
FV alfel faid, he believed the Conjurer was 
out in his Reckoning, for le never was in 
better Health in his Ways; but, atter Dinner, 
he had an apoplectick Lit, that carried him 
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off And the Ship’s Pinnace came afhore at 
the Factory Gate that Noon that the But 
told fhe fhould arrive. “The Ship was the 
Mexico Merchant, commanded by Captain 
Roger Paxton, whom I well knew. 

F HE pretty nimble female Dancersat Car- 
war are not fo by Choice ; but all Trades 
and Occupations being lifted into Tribes, 
none can marry out of their own Tribe; and, 
as it fortuned, the Originals of this 'Tribe 
were Ladies that could not be confined to 
one Husband, and fo would not marry. 
Their Pofterity are not fuffered to marry, be- 
caufe there are no Men in their ‘Iribe allow- 
ed. When the Laffes bring forth Children, 
the Males are brought up Soldiers, and the 
Females are learned to dance, and what they 
earn by dancing goes to the Rajah, except 
a fmall Share for the Girl’s Maintenance. 
What they get by their Kindnefs to Stran- 
ers is all their own; and I have feen fome 
ave very fine Clothes and Jewels acquired 
by their Trade. 

Tue Portugueze have an Ifland called 
Anjediva (before mentioned ) about 2 Miles 
from Batcoal. They fortified it, for fear that 
the Maskat Arabs or the Sevazees fhould have 
fettled on it; if they had, they might have 
incommoded the Goa Fleet that goes yearly 
to Canara for Corn. 

A r the Mouth of Carwar River, are two 
fortified Mlands, called Shipe and Gur. One 
is fortified by Walls built round it, and {fome 
Guns mounted on it. The other is tteril yon

dry, and not worth walling. They both belong 
to the Rajah of Sundzh. ‘There are iome l- 
{lands ly athwart tlie Mouth of the Bay, that 
make the Harbour of Carwar, but none in- 
hhabited. The Bay has two large Entrances 
for Shipping. ‘That tothe North is clear from 
Danger; but the South Chanel has a fharp 
Rock like a Pyramid in the Middle of it, 
that feveral large Ships have fitruck on, for 
there is too much Water on it for {mall 
Ships to be frightned by it, having at leait 15 
Foot Water on its “op. 

Taere are feveral more little Harbours 
in this Rajas Dominions to the Southward 
of Carwar, viz. Ankla, Cudderninddy and 
WMMerzee, whofe River terminates the Suz- 
dah’s ‘Territories, and brings us onto a bet- 
ter Country, vz. Canara. 











CHAP AA 


Gives a Defcription of Canara, /hewing its 
Fertility, Pvoducét, Government, hReligzotty, 
Cuftoms, and Temper of its Inhabitants. 


NOAR is its northermoft Port, and 
has the Benefit of a River, capable to 
receive Ships of 2 or 300 ‘uns. It has a 
Caftle on a low Hill, about a Mile within 
the Bar, built, of old, by the Y’ortuguezey, 
when they were Lords Parimount of all the 
Sea-coafts of Indza; but tke Rajah of Cana- 
ra was fo affronted by them, that he laid 
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Seige to the Caftle, but was three Years in 
reducing it; and fo long he blockt it up, till 
Hunger forced a Surrender. 

Tue Religion, by Law eftablifhed, here, 
as well as in Suudah, is the Pagan. And 
there is a Pagod or ‘Temple, called Ramtrut, 
that is vifited yearly by great Numbers of 
Pilgrims. Clofe by the "I'temple there ts 2 
fine Ciftern or Tank, of a fquare oblong Fi- 
ure. It is continually furnifhed with good 
ater, that gufhes out of the Face of a 
Rock, as big as a Man’s Thigh. ‘here are 
about şo Steps cut out of the fame Rock, 
that lead from the Surface of the Earth down 
to the Tank; and at the Foot of the Stairs is 
a little Summer-houfe built. “Che Z azk is a- 
bout three Fathoms deep in the Middle, and 
is ftored with Plenty of pretty brown Fifh, 
with a white Stroke from their Head to Tail, 
on each Side of the Back-bone. And when 
any mufical Inftrument is played on by the 
Sides of the Tank, they come in fuch Num- 
bers towards the Miufick, that they may be 
taken up in Baskets; but none dare meddle 
with them, becaufe they are confecrated to 
the Pagod. 

SoMETIMES they carry the Image of the 
Pagod in Proceffion. In Figure he is more 
like a Monkey than a Man ‘They put him 
into a Coach in Form of a‘Tower, with a 
pyramidal Top about 15 Foot high, where 
eight or ten Priets are fet to bear the Image 
Company, and to fing his Praifes. “The 
Coach has four Wheels, and a Rope ofa 
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good Thicknefs made faft to it, and drawn 
through the Streets by Strength of Hand, 
with a great Mob attending his Godfhip,s 
wherever he is drawn. 

In Canara there are feveral Cuftoms pecu- 
liar to itfelf, and many of them are f{pread a- 
broad to remote Countries. Here it was, 
that the Cuftom of Wives burning on the 
fame Pile with their deceaft Husbands had 
its Beginning. It is reported, that before the 
Brahmans invented this Law, Poifon was fo 
well known and praétifed, that the leaftt Quar- 
rel that happened between a married Couple, 
coft the Husband his Life, and this Law put 
a great Stop to it; and now Cuftom fo far 
prevails, that if any fainted-hearted Lady has 
not Courage enough to accompany her Spoufe 
to the other World, fhe is forthwith fhaved 
and degraded, and obliged to ferve all her 
Hiusband’s Family in all Kinds of Drudgery. 

I have feen feverals burned feveral ays. 
In this Country they dig a Pit about 10 Foot 
long, and 6 broad, and fill it with Logs of 
Wood. One great Piece is fet at the Brim 
of the Pit, ready to fall down on pulling a 
Bit of String. When all is ready, there is 
ood Store of Oyl or Butter thrown on the 
XV ood, and then the Husband’s Corps is pla- 
ced about the Middle of the Pile, and Fire 
fet to it, which blazes in an Inftant. Then 
the Spoufe took her Leave ofall Friends and 
Acquaintances, and Drums, Trumpets and 
Hautboys being playing cheerfully, the wal- 
ked three or four ‘Times round the Pilc, 
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which, by this Time, was all in a great Blaze, 
and then leaps in on the Corps. Aíloon as 
ever the leapt in, a Pricit drew the String, 
and down fell the great Log of Wood, at 
leait soo Pound Weight, over her Body, and 
all confumed together. 

In other Parts they do not ufe Pits, buta 
Pile is built, and the Corps laid on it, and 
Fire put toit; and the Viétim dancing round 
it for a little Time, to the Noife of loud 
Mufick, leaps in; and, if fhe hefitates, the 
Prietts thruft her in with long Poles, making 
fuch an hideous Noife, that fhe cannot be 
heard; and, all the While fhe is a burning, 
the Priefts dance round the Fire. Othersa- 
gain take fomnifick Medicines, and ftand by 
the Pile till they fall on it while afleep. Theard 
a Story of a Lady that had received Addret- 
fes from a Gentleman, who afterwards de- 
ferted her, and her Relations obliged her to 
marry another, who died fhortly after the 
Marriage, and who, according to Cuitom, was 
laid on the Pile; and, as the Fire was well 
kindled, and fhe going to act the ‘I’ragedy 
on herfelf, fhe efpied her former Admirer, 
and beckned to him to come to her. When 
he came, fhe took him in her Arms, as if fhe 
had a Mind to embrace him; but, being 
ronger than he, fhe carried him into the 
Flames in her Arms, where they both con- 
fumed, with the Corps of her Husband :; 
Yet I have known fome faint-hearted Girls 
that had not the \courage to accompany their 
Spoufes into an unknown World, but rather 
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live in this, tho’ under the Badge and Um- 
sak of Ignominy and Shame. 

ars Country of Canara is generally go- 
werned by a Lady, who keeps her Court at 
a Town called Baydour, two Days Journey 
from the Sea. She may marry whom fhe 
pleafes ; but her Hiusband never gets the 
Title of Rajab, tho’ if fhe has Sons, the el- 
deft of them does; but neither Husband nor 
Son have any Thing to do with the Manage- 
ment of the Government, while fhe lives: 
Nor are the Queens obliged to burn with 
their Husbands. ‘The Subje&s of this Coun- 
try obferve the Laws fo well, that Robbery 
or-Murder are hardly heard of among them 
And a Stranger may pafs through the Coun- 
try without being askt where he is going, Or 
what Bufinefs he has. 

No Man is permitted in this Country to 
ride on Horfes, Mules or Elephants, but Of- 
Gcers of State, or “Troopers, tho’ we are al- 
lowed to ride on Oxen or Buffaloes: Nor 
none are permitted to have Umbrellas carri- 
ed over them by Servants, but muit carry 
them themfelves if the Sun or Rain offend 
them: but in all Things elfe there is Liber- 
ty and Property. 

True next Sea-port, to the Southward of 
Onoar, is Batacola, which has the Veffigza of 
a very large City, ftanding on a little ven, 
about four Miles from the Sea. There is 
nothing of it left now worth noticing, but 
ten or eleven imall Pagod; or “Temples co- 
vered with Copper and Stone. “Dhe Coun- 
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try produces good Quantities of Pepper ; and 
the £x¢/i/b Company had a Factory there; 
But, about the Year 1670. an Euzglifb Shi 
coming there to lade, had a fine Bache 
Buil-dog, which the Chief of the Factory 
begged of the Captain. 

AFTER the Ship was gone, the Factory, 
which confiitted af eighteen Perfons, were 
going a hunting, and carried the Bull-dog 
with them; and, pafiing through the Town, 
the Dog feized a Cow devoted to a Pagod, 
and killed her. Upon which the Priefts raifed. 
a Mob, who murdered the whole Factory ; 
but fome Natives, that were Friends to the 
fLiueglifp, made a large Grave, and buried 
them all in it. “The Chief of Carwar fent a 
Stone to be put on the Grave, with an In- 
fcription, That this zs the Burtal-place of 
john Bett, wth feventcen other Englith Mer, 
wibo were facrificed to the Fury of a mad 
Priefthood, and anr enraged Mob. "Che F2glzf/h 
never refettled there fince ; but often buy 
Pepper there. The Hland St. Mary lies 
W eit-north-weft from the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver of Batacola, about four Leagues diftant, 
being the Burial-place of Mr. Gorzzg before 
obferved. There are tome more Hlands Iy- 
ing clofe to the Shore, but are befet with 
Rocks under Water. And what Ships pafs 
berween St. Alary and them, ought not to 
yenture above two Miles within that {land ; 
but there is no Danger within a Quarter of 
a Diile of it, byt 1 7hat is vifiblc. 
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Tuer next Town, to the Southward of 
Batacolaz, is Barceloar, ftanding on the 
Banks of a broad River, about four Miles 
from the Sea. The Country abounds in 
Rice, having in many Places two Crops in a 
Year, by the Advantage they have of fome 
Lakes at the Feet of the Mountains of Gat- 
Zz, whofe Waters being confined by Sluces, 
are let out at convenient ‘Times to water 
their Rice Fields. “The “Dztch have a Fa- 
ctory here, only to buy up Rice for their 
Garifons on the Malabar Coatt. It ftands a- 
bout a Mile from the River’s Mouth, that 
has a Bar of 13 or 14 Foot Water on it at 
fpring Tides, and has a Caitle on its North 
Side for its Guard, that none may goin or 
out without Leave. 

Tue Portugueze alfo get Supplies of Rice 
for Gog, and they have fix or eight Ships 
belonging to Barceloar, that carry their Car- 
goes of Rice to Muskat, and bring back in 
Returns, Horfes, Dates, Pearl, and other 
Merchandize af the Produét of 4rabza. ‘To 
the Southward of this Place, on a plain Road 
that leads to Mauxgulore, are planted four 
Rows of Trees, on the Sides of a Walk about 
eight or ten Miles long, which being very 
large, and having fpreading Branches ever 
green all the Summer, ferve for Umbrellas to 
Paffengers that travel that Road. And, on 
feveral Places, there are Huts built, where 
fome old People ftay in the Day-time, with 
Jars of fine clear Water for the Paflengers to 
drink gratis, at the Charge of the State. Bac- 
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canoar and Molkey ly between Barceloar and 
Adangulore, both having the Benefit of Ri- 
vers to ort the large Quantities of Rice 
that their Fields produce. 

Mangulore is the greateft Mart for Trade 
in all the Canara Dominions. It has the Con- 
veniency of ane River produced by three that 
come into it by different Ways, vi:z. from the 
North, South and Faft, all proceeding from 
the great Rains and Dews that fall from the 
Misuntains of Garrtz, which ly 25 or 30 
f.eagues up in the Country, and are the in- 
land Bounds of the Canara Dominions. “Vhofe 
three Rivers joyn about a Mile from the 
Sea, and, at AJaugulore, difembogue at one 
Mouth into the common Receptory of Ri- 
vers. 

Tue Portugteze have a Factory for Rice 
here, and a pretty large Church, becaufe 
great Numbers of black Chrzftzans retfide 
there. The Priefts, as well as their Congre- 
= are the very Scum of Chriftzanity. 
Ihe Clergy are fo fhamelets, that they will 
bargain with a Stranger to pimp for him. 
And the Laity look on W horing, ‘hieving 
and Murder as no Sin, if any Gain can be 
got by them. 

Tae Fields here bear two Crops of Corn 
yearly in the Plains; and the higher Grounds 
produce Pepper, Bettlenut, Sandal-wood, I- 
ron and Steel, which make Mangeulore a 
Place of pretty good. ‘I’rade. “he 'own is 
poorly built, alor.z the Sides of the Rivers, 
and has no Defence againít an Enemy, but 
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two fmall Forts, one on each Side of the 
Rivers Mouth. "The Rajah or Rana keeps 
generally about xşoco Soldiers on their 
Wlalabar Frontiers, to repel the Infolence of 
the Alalabars, and another Army towards the 
Sevajee Borders, to cover them from the In- 
roads of thofe Harpies; for the Malabars 
and Sevajees being poor in refpećt of the 
Canaries, watch Opportunities to borrow 
the Superfluities of their rich Neighbours. 
Such Practices have been ufed, in former 
‘Times, amongít us in Britazz, and, no Doubt, 
would ftill be fo, if good wholfom Laws, 
backt with good Forces to fee them put in 
Execution, did not reftrain us. 

Atone the Alalabar Frontiers, the C'a- 
garines have Forts built of Earth, wherein 
are kept about 2 or 300 Soldiers ready, on 
all Occafions, to encounter any fmall Party 
of the Malabars that clandeftinely come in 
to thieve or rob; but the Alaskat Arabs, 
in Anno 1695. came with a Fleet, and plun- 
dred the Sca-coaft of Canara, and burnt Bar- 
celoar and Mangulore, and carried away a 
great Booty. And Cozazee Angarie, in Anno 
172c. came alang the Coaft, and infulted it; 
but, on landing fome Men, found fuch Re- 
fiftance, that made him embark again, with- 
out doing much Mifchief to the Country. 

THERE is only one fmallSca-port morc in 
Canara, called AZangusecr, about five Lea- 
gues to the Southward of AZanuculore, and 
three from Dec#lly, a large fort built on an 
Iland clofe to the Land. «And three L.ca- 
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gues farther South is a {mall River that di- 
vides the Canara and Malabar “lerritories.

T were are feveral other Principalities in 
this Country, that I do not find mentioned 
in this Lift, as Canuanore and Taunere,y 
whofe Government are in the Hands of Ma- 
hometans, or Malabar Moors. ‘he King- 
doms of Couchiz and “Porcat are not put 
down in the I ilt, nor Paarow, which 
are potent Principalities; and the Sasmorzx, 
Or 
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or Empire of Calecut, one of the moft po- 
tent of them all, has no Place inthis Lift. But, 
Tae Country, tho’ large and populous, is 
not fruitful in Corn, for there is Abundance 
of Rice imported from Canara; but, being 
low and {andy all along the Sea-coatt, except 
a few riling Grounds, which are the moit 
{teril, yet it nourifhes vaít Numbers of Cocoa- 
mut and Arecka ‘Trees, whofe Fruit brings 
them great Gains from other Countries. ‘I'he 
higher Grounds produce Pepper and Carda- 
gums, the beit in the World; and their 
Woods Teak ‘Timber and Angelique for 
building, Sandal-wood, or Saunders, white 
and yellow Cafra Lignum, or wild Cinnamon, 
and Caffia Fiftula, Nux vomica, and Cocclus 
Lndza. Drugs grow plentifully in their W oodss 
which are alfo well ftored with wild Game, 
both for Pleafure and Ufe. Their Moun- 
tains produce [ron and Steel, but not fo good 
as we have in Æzrope. And their Sea is {to- 
red with many Species of excellent Fifhes. 
W HEN the Porrugueze came firit into £z- 
dia, the Samorin of Calecut was Lord Para- 
mount of Malabar 3; and, in his Dotage, 
when he was well advanced in Years, he 
would needs be a Alahometan, and, to thew 
his Zeal, would go in Pilgrimage to Alecca, 
to vilit the Tomb. Before he took his Voy- 
age, which was by Sea, he made a W iil, and 
having four Necphews, bequeathed each of 
them a Part of his !impire. To the eldett 
he bequeathed Celliftree, whole Sca-coatt 
reaches from Wecz#zlly oe {T corte, about 24 
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Leagues. To the fecond, whom he loved 
beft, the Title of Samorin, and a Sea-coaft 
from Zéscorze to Chitawa, about the fame Di- 
ftance. To the third Attżuga, which reach- 
ed from Chitawa to Cape Commerin, about 50 
Leagues, becaufe that Part of the Country is 
confined between the Sea and the Mountains 
of Gazti, and is divided by Rivers from thofe 
Mountains, into more than rooo Hlands be- 
tween Chitawa and Quoiloan. “The young- 
e{t had Coz, which reached from Cape Co- 
merzz to the River of Nayapatam, about 59a 
i Leagues more. 

HE Old Zealot dying in his Voyages 
made great Diiturbances in the State among 
the Brothers; and, after along and bloody 
Wear, they concluded on the Partitions of the 
foregoing Lift. Many of the Tribes conti- 
nue ‘Tributaries to the Provinces mentioned 
in the old King’s Will; but many more are 
independent. And fo TIl return to DWecully, 
and proceed in my Obfervations along the 
Shore. 

BEeErweEen Decully and Mount Delly 
there is no Harbour, tho’ a fine deep River 
keeps its Courfe to the Southward, along 
the Shore, for about 8 Leagues, never, in all 
that “Tract, going above a Bow-fhot from 
the Sea. It difembogues itfelf by the Foot 
of Mount “Delly, over Rocks and Sands, 
in a Chanel of half a League broad. “The In- 
habitants are a wild fuperftitious uncivilized 
People. ‘There is alfo a fmall River that 
runs clofe by the Foot of Mount Delly, on 

tne 
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the South Side. And 3 Leagues South from 
Mount Delly is a fpacious decp River, cal- 
led Balliapatam, where the &xzglz/>b Compa- 
ny had once a Factory for Pepper; and the 
aforementioned Mr. Boucher was the laft 
Chief for their Affairs there. 

Cannanore was formerly a Town belonging 
to the Crown of Portugal, with a very 
{trong Fort to guard it, built on a Point of 
Land fo commodioufly, that the Sea fortifi- 
ed above four Fifths of it, and had the Con- 
veniency of a {mall Bay for an Harbour, 
that could fhelter fmall Ships from the Fury 
of the South-weft Monfoons. The Dutch 
came with a Fleet about the Year 1660. and 
landed afmall Army, and were joyned by a 
great Number of the Natives; who were 
weary of the Tyranny of the Portigueze- 
The very firft Day that they opened their 
Trenches a Portugueze Fidalgo was killed 
on a Baftion, by a Shot from the Dutch, which 
fo frightned the Governor of the Fort, that, 
in the Night, he made his Efcape, and left 
the Garifon to capitulate for themfelves, 
which they did next Day, to fave the E-ftu- 
fion of Chriftian Blood by heretical Cannon. 

Taer Dertch continue ftill Mafters of the 
Fort, and added a large Curtain, with two 
royal Batitions fronting the Land Avenucs. 
They demolifhed the Town, and, with its 
Stones, built thofe Defences. Their Trade 
is very fmall, fo that their Garifon confifts 
of about forty Soldiers and 1 Captain, who 
ss Governor of the Fort: But there is apret- 
T 2 ty 
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ty large Town built in the Bottom of the 
Bay, that is independent of the Dutch, and 
that Town, with fome circumjacent Coun- 
try, is under the Government of Adda Ra- 
gah, a Mahometan Malabar Prince, who, up- 
on Occafion, can bring near 2cooo Men in- 
to the Field. His Government is not abfo- 
lute, nor is it hereditary ; and, initead of gi- 
ving him the Truft of the Treafury which 
comes by Taxes and Merchandize, they have 
Chefts made on Purpofe, with Holes made 
in their Lids, and their Coin being allGold, 
whatever is received by the 'Treafurer, is put 
into thofe Cheits by thefe Holes; and each 
Cheft has four Locks, and their Keys are put 
in the Hands of the Rajab, the Commiffio- 
ner of Trade, the chief Judge and the Irea- 
furer; and, when there is Occafion for Mo- 
ney, none can be taken out without all thefe 
four be prefent, or their Deputies. 

In Anno 1668. the Prince came into the 
Dutch Fort to pay a Compliment to the Cap- 
tain. He had brought about şo Attendants 
with him. While the Prince was cormplimen- 
ting the Captain, the Malabars took the Op- 
portunity of the Dzatch Security, and killed 
the Sentinel at the Gate ; but the “Dztch Sol- 
diers being all in their Barracks, and their 
Arms ready, made a feafonable Saliv, and 
drove the Malabars out, with the Lofs of 
twenty of their Number; and the Dutch 
fhut their Gate. ‘The Fort is large, and the 
Governor’s Ladgings at a good Diitance 
from the Gate, fo that the Fray was over be- 

fore 
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fore either the Prince or the Dutch Captain 
knew any Thing of the Matter; and an Of- 
ficer bringing the News, the Prince ordered 
a Search to Be made for the Ringleader, and 
being found, he fentenced him to be fmear- 
ed over with Hony, and made faft to a Co- 
coa-nut Tree in the Sun till he died. Next 
Morning the Sentence was put in Execution- 
"Thefe Cocoa-nut Trees producing a fweet 
Liquor called Toddy, bring vait Numbers of 
Wafps and largé red Ants to drink the Li- 
uor. Thofe Ants bite as “asym as the 
tinging of Wafps. W hen the Sun beginsto 
be hot, they leave the Top of the Tree, and 
burrow in Holes about the Root. In their 
Patlage downward they fixt on the Carcafe 
befmeared with the Hony, and foon bur- 
rowed inthe Flefh. The poor Mifcreant was 
three Days in that fentible Torment before 
he expired. The ®z+rch Captain begged e- 
very Day for a Pardon, or at leait for a mil- 
der or quicker Death; but the Prince was 
inexorable. 

In Anno 1702. I hired a Ship called the 4/- 
bemarle, in Service of the new eftablifhed 
Eaft-india Company, to_ ferve me three 
Months and an half on a Voyage from Su- 
rat to the Malabar Coatt, an back ; and 
having Occafion to call at Cannanore, 1 ac- 
companied the Captain of the Fort and an 
Englifb Factor from_Zellicherry to the Court 
of Omnitree, Succeffor to the eldeit Son of 
the Samorin before mentioned, who died in 
his Voyage towards Mecca. 

T 3 C A pa 
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CAPTAIN Beawes, who commanded the 
Albemarle, accompanied us alfo, carrying a 
Drum and two Trumpets with us, to make 
our Compliment the more folemn. This was 
a Vifit paid him by all his Tributaries and. 
Friends, to wilh him many happy_ Years, it 
being his Birth-day. We travelled eight or 
ten Miles before we came to his Palace, 
which was built with Twigs, and covered 
with Cadjans or Cocoa-nut ‘Iree Leaves wo- 
ven together. We were admitted to his Pre- 
fence ailoon as we arrived, in an open Green 
juft by his Palace Window, which lookt in- 
to it, where fat his Majeity, with his Queens 
and three or four of his Children, pretty 
well grown up. We paid _ our Compliment 
each with a Zequeenr in Gold, and a few 
Grains of Rice laid on it, and fo, by an Inter- 
preter we had fome frivolous Difcourfe. Hie 
treated us with Toddy, fome P Zantażns, and 
young Cocoa-nuts 5 and then, after an Hour’s 
Stay, we had Audience of L cave, and ío de- 
parted. 

Cwnitree himfelf was a Man of a good 
Afpeét, about 40 Years of Age, of an live 
Colour. His Drefs was only a Silk Luugie 
or Scarf made faft by a Girdle of Gold Plate, 
about his Middle, that reacht to his Knees, 
with great Jewels of maly Gold, fet with 
Rubies, Emeraids and Pearl, hanging at his 
Ears, but no Ornatrnent on his ead, but a 
very beautiful Hiead of Hair hanging over 
his Shoulders. Elis Qucecn ' -ughrers 
were in le fairc Efabift, only their Ha vaş 
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tied up behind. They were all naked above 
the Navel, and were bare-foored. ‘I'he Queen 
had a cheerful Countenance, and very af- 
fable to us and others, who had the Honour 
to ftand near her, diftributing Bette and A- 
recka with her own royal Hands, to Siran- 
gers, who came, as we did, to compliment 
the Prince her Husband. 

Asour the Year 1680. there were three 
Princes of the Blood royal, who confpired 
to cut him and his Family ott, to potiefs 
themfelves of the Government of Callifiree s 
but being detccéted, they were beheaded on 
Altars built of Stone. About two Miles from 
Cannanore the Altars were ftanding when I 
was there. ‘Chey were only fquare Piles of 
hewn Stone, about three Yards high, and 
four Yards each Side. 

Adda Rajal’s Dominions reach but ten 
Miles to the Southward of Canuanore, to Tel- 
licherry River, near which he has an Har- 
bour called Dornepatam. Ics Patiage inward 
is decep cnough, but embaraiied with Rocks in 
its Entrance. It has an Ifland againtt its 
Mouth, called Cacca “Diva, about half a 
League from the Shore; invironed with 
Rocks. 

Adda Rajab has alfo the Dominion over 
the Lacca Diva Wiands, which ly about 40 
J Leagues off the A/alabar Coail, between the 
I atitudes of eight Degrees and an half and 
twelve and an half. I have feen cightcen ot 
them. ‘They areall very low, and have ma- 


ny dangerous Sholes among them, and to the 
T «4 North 
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WNorthward of them. ‘Ihe Chanel between 


them and the Maldiva Wands, is called the 
eight Degree Chanel. There are no Dan- 

ers in it, and fometimes we pafs through 
without feeing either the Maldivas, Or them. 
There is another Chanel through them in 1x 
Degrees Latitude. 

TT HE1R Product is only Cocoa-nuts and 

Fifth. Of the Cocoa-nut Kernels they ex- 

refs Oyl, which is fine and clear, fitting for 

amps; and, when it is new, ferves their 
Kitchins. Of the Rind of the Nut they make 
Cayar, which are the Fibres of the Cask that 
environs the Nut fpun fit to make Cordage 
and Cables for Shipping, and for feveral o- 
ther Ufes. Their Fifth they dry, and export 
to the Continent. Sometimes in the South- 
weit Monfoons they find Amber-greafe flot- 
šneæ on the Sea. I faw a Piece in Adda Ra- 
jabs Poileflion, as big as a Bufhel, and he 
valued it at roooo Rupees, or 1250 Li. Sterk. 
W hat Religion they have is Mahometaz, for 
no other Reafon but becaufe their Prince is 
fo, which Complaifance may teach others a 
E efon of Conformity. 

THE next Province to Adda Rajahs Do- 
minions is Zellzcherry, where the Exgliz/b 
E afi-indta Company has a Faétory, pretty 

-ell fortified with Stone Walls and Cannon. 
The Place where the Factory now {tands be- 
longed to the French, who left the Mud- 
walls of a Fort built by them, to ferve the 
Englifh when they firít fettled there, and for 


many Years they continued fo, but of late 
ne 
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no {mall Pains and Charge have been be- 
{towed on its Buildings; but for what Rea- 
fons I know not, for it has no River near it 
that can want its Proteétion, nor can it de- 
fend the Road from the Infults of Enemies, 
unlefs it be for fmall Veffels that can come 
within fome Rocks that ly half a Mile off, or 
to protect the Company’s Ware-houfe, and 
a Punch-houfe that ftands on the Sea-fhore 
a fhort Piftol-fhot from the Garifon. 

Tuer Town ftands at the Back of the Fort, 
within Land, witha Stone Wall round it, to 
keep out Enemies of the Chief’s making, for 
in £703. he begana War that {tiil continues, 
at leaft there were Folks killed in 14723. 
when I was there; and I was informed by 2 
Gentleman of Judgment there, that the War 
and Fortifications had taken Double the 
Money to maintain them that the Company's 
Inveftments came to. 

Tut Occafion of the War, as I was in- 
formed, began about a Trifle. The Nayer, 
that was Lord of the Mannor, had a Royal- 
ty, for every Veifel that_unladed at Zet/z- 
cherry, paid two Bales of Rice Duty to him. 
"There was another Royalty of every tenth 
Fith that came to the Market there, and 
both together did not amount to20 L. Ster 
per Annum. he Chief either appropriated 
thefe Royalties to his own, or the Compa- 
ny’s Ufe, and the Nayer complained of the 
Injuftice, but had no Redrefs. “hefe little 
Duties were the beft Part of the poor Nay- 
er’s Subfiftence, which made it the harder 
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to bear, fo his Friends adviied him to repel 
Force by Force, and difturb the Factory what 
he could, which he accordingly did (by the 
fecret Affittance of his Friends) for above 
20 Years. "Che Company are the beit Judg- 
es whether the War is like to bring any Pro- 
ft to their Affairs there, or no. 

Tue eftablifhed Religion of this Country 
is Paganifm; but there are a few black Chrz- 
ffzans that live under the Protection of the 
Factory, and fome of them ferve for Soldi- 
ers in the Garifon. "They have alittle Church 
tanding within the outward Wall of the Fa- 
€tory, ferved by a Portugueze Pricit or two, 
who get their Subfiftence by the Alms of 
the Pari. And the Fuzgli/b have Punch- 
houfes, where the Æyuropean Soldiers make 
Oblations to Bacchus, and if they want De- 
votion, which their Accounts can certify at 
Pay-day, they are forced to commute with 
their Officer, or undergo fome wholfom Dif- 
cipline or Chaftifement. 

Bout four Miles to the Southward of 
Tellicherry, is afmall French Factory lately 
fettled at the Mouth of a fmall River, but 
for what End I know not; but I believe more 
to employ a little Stock for the Gentlemen 
of Calecut Factory’s Account, than for the 
french Company's. 

ANpb eight or ten Miles farther to the 
Southward, is Burgara, a Sea-port inthe Do- 
minions of Ballanore Burgarie, a formidable 
Prince. His Country produces Pepper, and 
the beft Cardamums in the World. I sr 
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called at his Port, and bought about 40 Tuns 
of Cardamums for the Surat Markct. My 
Ship was large, and of good Force, fo he 
fent me a Prefent of Poultry and Fruits, and 
fent me Word, that he had a Mind to tee 
me on board my Ship. l returned Anfwers 
that his Vifit would do me great Honours 
and I fent my Barge to wait on him. He 
came on board in her, and brought about 
zoo Attendants in other Boats, along with 
him. I carried himto the great Cabbin, and 
would have treated him with Coftee, ‘lea 
and Wine, or Spirits, but he would taíte 
none, telling me, that my WV ater was pollu- 
ted by our Touch, but he thanked me. He 
defired to fee the Ship every where ; and tf 
ordered he fhould have free Liberty, and he 
went for an Hour to and again, making his 
Obfervations; and, when he had feen what 
he thought fit, he told me, that he would 
build a Ship of the fame Dimenfions, but 
there wanted Water enough in his Rivers to 
flote her. 

Tyrs Prince, and his Predeceiiors, have 
been Lords of the Seas, ‘Lime out of Mind, 
and all trading Veficls between Cape Cowne- 
yin and Wawmadil, Were obliged to carry his 
Paftes. "Thofe of one Malit paid for their 
Pales about eight Shillings yearly, and thofe 
with three paid about Gxteen; but when the 
Portuguese fettled in India, then ther pre- 
tended to the Sovercignty of the Seas, which 
occafioned a War between him and them, 


that has lafted cver ince. He Keeps iome 
light 
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light Gallies, that row and fail very well, 
which cruize along the Coaft, from Oéfober 
to May, to make Prize of all who have not 
his País. In our Difcourfe, I asked him if 
he was not afraid to venture his Perfon on 
board of a Merchant Ship, fince he himfelf 
was an Enemy to all Merchants that traded 
on thefe Coafts. He anfwered, that he had 
heard of my Charaéter, and that made him 
fearlefs, and that he was no Enemy to ‘Irade, 
but only vindicated his Sovereignty of thofe 
Seas before mentioned, and that our own 
King was invefted with the like Sovereignty, 
not only on his own Coafts, but on thofe of 
France, Holland and Denmark, and could 
have no greater Right than he had, only he 
was ina better Condition to oblige the Trant- 
greffors of his Laws to Obedience than he 
was: However he would maintain his Claim 
and Right the bet Way he could, and who- 
ever loit their Ships or Veffels for Contempt 
of his Authority, might blame their own Ob- 
ftinacy or Folly, and not him. 

He ftayed about three Hours on board, 
and, at his going away, I prefented him with 
five Yards of fcarlet Cloth, a fmall Carpet, a 
Fowling-piece and a Pair of Piftols finely 
gilt, which Prefent he feemed highly pleafed 
with: and he took a Afanila, or Writt-jew- 
el off from his left Arm, on which was en- 
graven fomething of their Language, in 
their own Charaé¢ters, and putting it on my 
left Arm, declared me a free Denizon in all 
his Territories; and all his Attendants paid 
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their Compliments to me with profound Re- 
{fpe&. At his going over the Side, he gave 
the Boatfwain ten Zegueens for waiting On 
him while he viewed the Ship, and ten more 
for the Seszinen tw make a Feaft, and when 
my Barge ianded him, he gave the Cockfwain 
five Zezuecus, and loaded her back with 
Poultry and Fruit. He was a very well íha- 
ped Man, about 40 Years of Age, of a very 
dark Colour, but not quite black, his Eyes 
very lively and fparkling, and fomcthing of 
a majeitick Air in his Deportment. 

Next Day I waited on him afhore, and 
he carried me to his Palace, which was very 
meanly built of Reeds, and covered with Co- 
coa-nut eaves, but very neat and clean. 
He had two Rows of Bettle Trees, which 
are very tall and ftraight, fet in Order about 
fifty Yards from the Door of his Palace, for 
it was not large enough to be called a Gate, 
and there he treated me with Rice, Fowl 
and freth Fith dreft after their Ways and, 
after Dinner, he fhewed me feveral Ware- 
houfes like Barns, full of black Pepper and 
Cardanus 3 and he told me, he wondred 
why the £xzgli/h did not fettle a Factory in 
his Dominions rather than at Calecut or Tet- 
licherry, for he fupplied both thefe Coun- 
tries with his Commodities; and, contider- 
ing the Cuftoms paid to him were but 5 fer 
Cent. and what was carried into their Coun- 
tries muit pay other Cuttoms to the Princes, 
the Company would find Pepper and Carda- 
mums much cheaper in his Dominions than 

they 
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they could pofjibly have them at their Fa- 
étorics where they were fettled. I told him, 
that fending his Veffels to cruize on Mer- 
chance Ships had blafted the Reputation of his 
Country. He anfwered, that if the Compa- 
ny would make a Trial of a few Years in 
trading with him, they would be convinced 
of his fair Dealings; or, if I would come and 
{tay in his Country, he would build a good 
Stone Houfe at his own Charge, and make 
a Fortification round it, in any Place that I 
fhould choote in his Dominions, and that lk 
fhould be Superintendent of all the Com- 
merce and Trade in his Country. I told him, 
that I could not accept of his Favours with- 
out the Approbation of our Company, and 
that would require ‘Time to be got. [his 
happened in January 1703. 
In 1707. he built a new Ship, which [had 
a Mind to buy. I was then at Cozchin, and 
fent him Word, that I defigned him a Vifit. 
He returned an Anfwer, that I was a Free- 
man in his Country, and might be affured of 
an hearty Welcom. About ten Days after 1b 
came in a fmall Boat, to a Place belonging 
to him, called AZealize. When News of my 
Arrival were carried to him, he fent a Per- 
fon of Dittinétion, with twenty armed Men, 
to receive me, and ordered me to be lodged 
in a Stone Heaoufe, the common Place for 
Ambaffladors to lodge in, when any had Bu- 
finefs to come to him. Ihe Bedding was 
only fome Mats fprcad on a Couch ; but it 
is the common Bedding of the Country, and 
his 
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his Highnefs has no better. Before I was 
conduéted to my Lodgings, there was a Pre- 
fent of Rice, Butter, Hens, Fruits and Roots 
put into a Pantry for me, and my Retinue 
and Guard, for Supper. Next Morning he fent 
a Compliment, that he defired to {íce me at 
his Palace. I went accordingly, and he re- 
ccived me very gracioufly, with many Pro- 
teítations of his Fricndfhip, and told me, he 
would make good all that he had promiied 
before, if I would continue in his Country. 
I returned his Compliment in the properett 
"Terms I could, and told him, I came tokifs 
his Hand, and to buy his new Ship, if he and 
I could agree. He told me, that I fhould 
have her at a very reafonable Price, but that 
his Religion forbad him to icll any Ship that 
he either built or bought, till he had firff 
employed her in one Voyage himfelf. I ftay- 
ed feven Days in his Country, and he treat- 
ed me after the fame Manner as if I had been 
an Ambafflabor, in defraying all my Charges, 
and allowing his own Servants to attend 
me. 

WW wen I went to his Palace the firft Time, 

I was innocently guilty of ill Manners, for, 
walking with him near his Lodgings, I chan- 
ced to touch the Thatch with my Hart, 
which polluted it fo much, that, affoon as f 
went away, he ftript it of its Covering, be- 
caufe Religion forbad him to fleep under it 
when it was thus polluted; but it was foon 
re-fanctified by a new ‘Thatching. If any of 
his own Subjects had been guilty of ee 
‘aulr. 
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Fault, they might have run in Danger of lo- 
fing their Lives for the Oitence. 

I daily received for my Table fix Hens, 
two Pounds of Butter, five and twenty Pound 
Weight of Rice, a Quarter ofa Pound of 
Pepper, and fome Salt, fome Bette Leaves, 
and green Arecka, with twenty young, and 
ten old Cocoa-nuts, but no Filh, which was 
a favourite Difh of mine. I fent my own Ser- 
vants to the Fifhing-boats, when they came 
from fifhing, to buy fome; but the poor Fel- 
lows durít not take a Peny of Money, yct 
fupplied me with what FifhI wanted, and my 
Servants took their Opportunity to pay for 
them, when none of the Prince’s Servants 
were prefent. 

W HEN I took Leave to depart, he feem- 
ed to be forry that I ftayed fo fhort a ‘lime 
with him, and ordered two Days Provifions 
to be put into my Boat, and I prefented the 
Officer that waited on me to the Sea Side 
with five 2@cegueens for a Feaft of ferttle to 
him and his Companions. I do not certainly 
know how far foutherly this Prince’s Domi- 
nions reach along the Sea-coaft, but I believe 
to Zecorie, about r12 Miles from AVealie, and 
in the half Way is Cortica, which was fa- 
mous formerly for privateering on all Ships 
ibe: Veffels that traded without their Lord's 

afs. 

T uere is a Rock lics off Corfrica about 8 
Miles in the Sea, which bears the Name of 
Sacrifice Rock. "There are no Dangers neat 
it for Ships to be afraid of Hlow it a 
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by its Name is uncertain; but common ‘P'ra- 
dition tells us, that when the Portuguese 
fettled firít at Calecur, which lies about feven 
Ii Leagues South-eait of this Rock, the Cot- 
tzca Cruizers furprifed a Portugueze W eiel, 
and facrificed all their Prifoners on that Rock, 
which gave Name to it. It is obfervable, 
that tho’ the Portugueze got Footing in all 
the Dominions of the Princes whofe Lands 
reach to the Sea-fhore of Malabar, yet they 
mever could get a Foot of Ground in the 
Balanores Country, tho” many ‘I'rials have 
been made, and fair Means ufed to etiedi it. 
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CHAP. XXV. 


Obfervations on the Samorin aud his Corn- 
try, their Religion, Laws and Cuftoms, 
Product of the Country aud its Commerce z 
an Account of their Jar with the Dutch, 
begun in Anno 1708. aud the Confeqguences 
Of zz. 








HE Samorizvs Country reaches along. 
the Sea-coait from TZzcori to Chitwes 
about 22 Leagues. His chicf City (if it may 
be called one) is Calecut, where he gcneral- 
ly refides. His Palace is built of Stone, and 
there is fome faint Retemblance of Gran- 
deur to be feen about his Court. He is reck- 
oned the powerfulleft King on the Sea-coaitt 
of Malabar, and has the beit ‘Irade in his 
Country, which makes both himfelf and 
People 
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Factory there many Years, 
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is fent by 
have alfo a fmall Factory, fettled z7 Anno 


x698. but they are not in a Condition to car- 
ry on a Trade for want of Money and Cre- 
dit: And the Lortugueze have a Church, 
but poorly decorated, and pitifully endowed, 
for Chriffzam Charity Is much decayed there 
as well as in other Ptaces; and the Priefts 
ie ey are but fmall by Converts. 

HE Produ@ of the Samorin’s Country is 
Pepper in Abundance, Bett/e-nut and Cocoa~ 
nut, and that Tree produceth Faggery, a 
Kind of Sugar, and Copera, or the Kerne sof 
the Nut dried, and out of thofe Kernels there 
is a very clear Oyl expreit ; alfo Sandel-wood, 
fron, C2ffa-lignum and "Timber for building, 
all which Commodities they export to the 
great Benefit of the Inhabitants. 

Many ftrange Cuftoms were obferved in 
this Country in former ‘Times, and fome ve- 
ry odd ones are ftill continued. It was an 
ancient Cuftom for the Samoriz to reign but 
twelve Years, and nolonger. If hc died be- 
fore his Term was expired, it faved him a 
troublefom Ceremcny of cutting his own 
Throat, on a publick Scaffold erecéted for 
that Purpofe. He firft made a Feaft for all 
his Nobility and Gentry, who are very nu- 
merous. After the Feat, he faluted his 
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Guefts, and went on the Scaffold, and very 
decently cut his own Throat in the View of 
the Affembly, and his Body was, a little 
While after, burned with great Pomp and 
Ceremony, and the Grandees elected a new 
Samorin. Whether that Cuitom was a reli- 
gious or a civil Ceremony I know not, but 
at is now laid afide. 

Anpv a new Cuftom is followed by the 
modern Samorxvins, that a Jubilee is proclaim- 
ed throughout his Dominions, at the End of 
twelve Years, anda Tent is pitched for him 
ina fpacious Plain, and a great Feaft is cele- 
brated for ten or twelve Days with Mirth 
and Jollity, Guns firing Night and Day, fo at 
the End of the Feaft any four of the Guefts 
that have a Mind to gain a Crown by a de- 
{fperate Action, in fighting their Way through 
30 Or 40000 of his Guards, and kill the Saæ- 
s2zorin in his Tent, he that kills him, fucceeds 
him in his Empire. 

In Anno 1695. one of thofe Jubilees hap- 
pened, and the ‘Tent pitched near Petitaitys 
a Sea-port of his, about fifteen Leagues to the 
Southward of Caleczt. There were but 
three Men that would venture on that de- 
{perate Aétion, who fell in, with Sword and 
Target, among the Guards, and, after they 
had killed and wounded many, were them- 
felves killed. One of the Defperados hada 
Nephew of fifteen or fixteen Ycars of Age, 
that kept clofe by his Uncle in the Attack 
on the Guards, and, when he faw him fall, 
the Youth got through the Guards into the 
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Tent, and made a Stroke at his Majeíty’s 
Head, and had certainly difpatched him, if 
a large Brafs Lamp which was burning over 
his Head, had not marred the Blow; but, 
before he could make another, he was killed 
by the Guards ; and, I believe, the fame Sa- 
zzorin reigns yet. I chanced to come that 
Time along the Coaft, and heard the Guns 
for two or three Days and Nights fucceflively. 

W HEN the Samorin marries, he muít not 
cohabit with his Bride till the Nambourze or 
chief Prieft has enjoyed her, and, if he pleaf- 
es, may have three Nights of her Company, 
becaufe the firft Fruits of her Nuptials muft 
be an holy Oblation to the God fhe wor- 
fhips: And fome of the Nobles are_fo com- 

laifant-as to allow the Clergy the fame ['ri- 

ute; but the common People cannot have 
that Compliment paid to them, but are for- 
ced to fupply the Priefts Places themfelves. 
Any Women, except the firft Quality, may 
marry twelve Husbands if they pleate, but 
cannot have more at one ‘Time, and they 
muft all be of her own Caf or ‘Tribe, under 
Pain of Excommunication and Degradation 
of Honour, if fhe marries into a lower ‘Tribe ; 
and the Men are under the fame Penalty if 
they tranfgrefs that Law, but they are not 
confined toa fet Number of Wives, as the 
Women are to Husbands. 

W HEN a Woman is married to the firft of 
her Husbands, fhe has an Houle built for 
her own Conveniency, and that Elusband co- 
habits with her till fhe takes a fecond, or fo 
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many as fhe is prefcribed by Law, and the 
Husbands agree very well, for they cohabit 
with her in their ‘Turns, according to their 
Priority of Marriage, ten Days, more or 
lefs, according as they can fix a ‘erm among 
themfelves, and he that cohabits with her, 
maintains her in all Things neceffary, for his 
Time, fo that fhe is plentifully provided for 
by a conftant Circulation. 

W aen the Man that cohabits with her 
goes into her Houfe, he leaves his Arms at 
the Door, and none dare remove them, or 
enter the Houfe, on Pain of Death; but, if 
there are no Arms to guard the Door, any 
Acquaintance may freely vifit her. And all 
the Time of Cohabitation the ferves her 
Husband as Purveyor and Cook, and keeps 
his Clothes and Arms clean. 

W nen fhe proves with Child, fhe nomi- 
nates its Father, who takes Care of its Edu- 
cation, after fhe has fuckled it, and brought 
it to walk or fpeak; but the Children are 
never Heirs to their Fathers E:/itates, but the 
Father’s Sifter’s Children are, and if there 
are none, then to the neareit in Confangui- 
nity from his Grandmother. And this Cu- 
itom is alfo practifed among the Alahbometar 
AtLalabars. 

THERE are many Degrees or Dignities in 
the Church as well as in the State. The Nenz- 
Lbouries are the firft in both Capacities of 
Church and State, and tome of them are 
Popes, being fovercign Princes in both. ‘lhe 
Brahmans or Brawatics arc the fecond in the 
3 Church 
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Church only. The Bzżs or Magicians are 
next to them, and are in great Veneration. 
"The Nayers or Gentlemen are next, and are 
very numerous. "Che Zeyvees are the Farmers 
of Cocoa-nut “Trees, and are next to the 
Gentry. Merchants are of all Orders, ex- 
cept Nambouries, and are in fome EAteem. 
The Poxzlzazs produce the Labourers and Me- 
chanicks. "They may marry into lower ‘I’ribes 
without Danger of Excommunication, and 
fo may the A*vuckuwas or Fithers, who, 1b 
think, are an higher "Tribe than the Poz#/zas, 
but the “eczlichees are the loweit Order of 
human Creatures, and are excluded from the 
Benefit of human and divine Laws. 

Ira Poulza or Teyvee meet a Nayer on 
the Road, he muft go afide to let his Wor- 
íhip pafs by, left the Air fhould be tainted, on 
Pain of a fevere Chaftifement, if not of Death ; 
but the Pozulichees are ina much worfe State, 
for, by the Law, they are not permitted ta 
converfe with any other "Tribe, nor can they 
wear any Sort of Cloth, but only a little 
Straw made faft before their Privities, with 
a Line round their Middle. ‘“f‘ hey are not 
permitted to build Hloufes or duts on the 
Ground, nor to inhabit the Plains where 
there is Corn Ground, but muit dwell in 
Woods, and build on the Boughs of Irees, 
like Birds, with Grafs and Straw. If acci- 
dentally they fee any Body coming towards 
them, they will howl ilike Dogs, and run a- 
way, left thofe of Quality fhould take Otience 
at their breathing in the fame Alir that ney 
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do. ‘They arc not permitted to till and low 
the Ground, oniy in obfcurc Places of the 
Woods they plant Fruits and Roots, whofe 
Seeds they fteal from their neighbouring 
Gardens in the Plains, in the Night, and if 
they are caught ftealing, Death is their Pu- 
nifhment, on the Spot where they are taken, 
without any Form or Procefs of Law. When 
they want Food, they come to the Skirts of 
their Woods, and how! like Foxes, and the 
charitable Pouwlias and Teywvees relieve them 
with Rice boiled or raw, and fome Cocoa- 
nuts and other Fruits, which they lay down 
in a convenient Place; and when their De- 
nefactors come within twenty Paces of them 
with their Alms, they walk off, and let the 
Ponlichees come to their Food, which they 
forthwith carry into the Woods. ‘I’hey are 
very fwift in running, and cunning in catch- 
ing wild Beatts and Fowl; but they have 
few or no Fifh among the Mountains. 

T'a e inferior Tribes have Liberty of Con- 
{cience in fancying their Deities, and wor- 
fhipping them. I have feen, at many luck- 
vas Houfes, a fquare Stake of Wood, with 
a few Notches cut about if, and that Stake 
drove into the Ground, about two Foot of 
ic being left above, and that is covered with 
fome Cadjaus or Cocoa-nut ‘Irec Leaves, 
and is a emple and a God to that Family. 
Some worthip the firt Animal they fee inthe 
Morning, let it be Cat, Dog or Serpent, and 
they pay their Adorations to it the whole 
Day. Others choofe a “Tree of their Father's 
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or fome dear Friend’s planting, and that he 
gets confecrated, and it then becomes his 
God; but they all believe the Immortality of 
the Soul and ‘Tranfmigration, and the Ado- 
ration of the great God, of whom they have 
many wild Opinions. 

Tue great God’s Image they can neither 
fancy nor make, but believe, that he fent an 
huge large Fowl from Heaven, that laid a 
{winging Egg in the Sea, and, in Procefs of 

ime, it was hatch’d by the Sun, and forth 
came the World, withall Animals, Vegetables, 
€Sc. that inhabit it now, and that poor Adam 
was fet alone on the Top of an high Moun- 
tain in 2caloanz, which is called, to this Day, 
Baba Adam, from that Tradition, but, being 
tired of fo lonefom a Life, he defcended in- 
to the Plain, and there he met with flevaf, 
whom he prefently Knew to be his Kintwo- 
man, and they ftruck Hlands, and were there 
married. 

Tue great Men of the Clergy build Tem- 
ples, but they are neither large nor beautiful. 
Their Images are all black, and deformed, 
according as they fancy the infernal Gods to 
be fhaped, who, they believe, have fome 
Hand in governing the World, particularly 
about benign or malignant Seafons that hap- 

en in the Produétions or Sterility of the 
Farh, for which Reafon they pay a lateral 
Adoration to them. ‘IVhcir Images are all 
placed in dark ‘l’emples, and are never icen 
but by Lamp-hght, that burns continually 
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W HEN criminal Cafes are brought before 
the Magiftrate, that want the Evidence of 
Witnefles to fupport them, the ‘Trial of 
Truth is by Ordeal. “The accufed Perfon is 
obliged to put his bare Hand into a Pot of 
boyling Oyl, and if any Blifter appears, the 
Party is found guilty; and I have been cre- 
dibly informed, both by Englifh and “Dutch 
Gentlemen, as well as Natives, that had feen 
the Trial, that the innocent Perfon has not 
been in the leait affected with the fcalding 
Oyl, and then the Punifhment due to the 
Crime, is inflidéted on the Accufer. 

Tur Samorin entred into a War with the 
Dutch Eaft-india Company in Anno 1714. 
and the Chief of the Zz¢lz/b Factory, who 
was a privy Counfeller to the Samorin, had 
a great Hand in promoting It. ‘The Quarrel 
began about a {mall Fort that the “Dutch 
were building at Chztwa. he Ground 
whereon it {tood was a defert Morafs by the 
River’s Side, and was claimed both by the 
King of Coxuchiz and the Samorznw. “he 
King of Couchiz made over his Claim to the 
Dutch, who made {mall Account who had 
the beft Title, but carried on their W ork 
with Diligence. The Samorin, with, and by 
the Advice of his Council, got fome of his 
Soldiers to be entred into the Dutch Service, 
under the Difguife of daily Labourers to 
carry Stones, Morter, Sc. for building the 
Fort, and to take the:r Opportunity to ly in 
Ambufcade in a Morafs overgrown with 


Reeds near the Fort. 
Two 
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Two Dutch Lieutenants, who had the 
Overfeeing of the Work, were one Evening 
diverting themfelves with a Game at ‘Tables 
in a Guard Room about half a Mile from the 
Fort. "They had let fome of their Dutch Sol- 
diers go ftraggling abroad, and the Sentinels 
were carelefs under the Security of Friend- 
fhip, which gave the difguifed Workmen an 
Opportunity to kill the Sentinels, and make 
their Signal for the Ambufcade, who, ina 
few Minutes, took the half-built Fort. ‘Ihe 
E.ieutenants came prefently after, with what 
Forces they had, to retake it, but one being 
killed dead in advancing, the other thought 
ir impracticable to attack greater Forces with- 
in than he had without, and fo embarked, 
with his Men, on board fmall Boats for Coz- 
chin, about xro Leagues from C4ztwa. 

I fortuned to be at Couchzu when he and 
his Men arrived, and, by a Court Martial, 
he was fentenced to be fhot to Death, which 
Sentence I faw executed. "I'he Savorzii’s 
People next Day ereéted a Flag-ftafl, and 
hoifted the Fizglz/b Flag, which the -zgli/b 
Chief had fent by the Ambuicade, and im- 
mediately after fet about demoliifhing the 
Walls, that were built, of the Fort, and car- 
ried off fome great Guns belonging to the 
— And this was the Prelude of the 

ar. 

I knew pretty well the Strength of the An- 
tagonifts, what Power the Samoriz had, and 
what Powers the Kings of Couchin, Paaru and 
Porcat could aliit the Wutch with, and I 
wrote 
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wrote to the Chief the Refolutions of the 
Dutch, and advifed him not to embark 
himfelf or his Mafters in that Affair, becaute 
War was a different Province from his. He 
took my Advice fo ill, that he wrote to 
Bombay, that I was in the Dztch Intereft, 
oppoiite to the Right Honourable Companys 
and alfo to his Mafters in ixglaud, as if the 
Dutch Company could need my Intereft, Ad- 
vice or Aff_iftance; but, as I had forewarned 
him, he found the Samorin was forced, after 
three Years War, to conclude a difhonour- 
able and difadvantageous Peace, wherein he 
was obliged to build up the Fort he had de- 
molifhed, to pay the “Dztch Company 7 per 
Cext. on all the Pepper exported out of his 
Dominions for ever, and to pay a large Sum 
towards the Charges of the War. Some Part 
of the Money, I believe, he borrowed. 
W HeTHeER our Faft-india Company got 
or loft by that War, I Know not, nor will b 
retend to pafs Judgment on their Affairs ; 
ut this I know, that the Chief loft a good 
Milk Cow, for the Chiefs of Calecutz, for ma- 
ny Years, had vended between sooand rococo 
Chefts of Bengal Ophium yearly up in the in- 
land Countries, where it is very much ufed. 
The Water Carriage up the River being 
cheap and fecure, the Price of Ophium high, 
and the Price of Pepper low, fo that their 
Profits were great both Ways; for, if I mi- 
Stake not, the Company paid the highett Pri- 
ces for their Pcpper, and the Wayers in the 


Company’s Pay, were employed about the 
Chicf§ 
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Chicfs Affairs; and by the unex ected “Turn 
of Affairs caufed by the War, that ‘I'rade is 
falicn intirely into the “Dutch Company’s 
Hands, and it will be a very difficult ‘ask 
to get it out again. 

Tur Exg¢li/b Company were formerly fo 
much refpected at Celecur, that if any Debi- 
tor went into their Factory for Protection, 
mone durft prefume to go there to difturb 
them; but that Indulgence has been fome- 
times made an ill Ufe of, to the Detriment 
of EHixgli/h private ‘T’raders. 

Tuevy have a good Way of arrefting Peo- 
le for Debt, viz. ‘There isa proper Perfon 
ent with a fmall Stick from the Judge, who 

is generally a Brahman, and when that Per- 
fon finds the Debitor, he draws a Circle 
round him with that Stick, and charges him, 
in the King and Judge’s Name, not to ftir 
out of it till the Creditor is fatisfied either 
by Payment or Surety; and it is no lefs than 
Death for the Debitor to break Prifon by 
going out of the Circle. 

Turvy make ufe of no Pens, Ink and Pa- 
per, but write on Leaves of Flags or Reeds 
that grow in Moraffes by the Sides of Ri- 
vers. They are generally about 18 Inches 
Yong, and one and an half broad, tapering at 
both Finds, and a fmall Hole at one End for 
2 String to pafs through. It is thicker than 
our royal Paper, and very tough. [hey 
write with the Point of a Bodkin made for 
that Purpofe, holding the Leaf athwart their 
Ictt Thumb End over the foremoit F inger,

and what they have to write is indented, or 
rather engraven into the Leaf, but it does 
not pierce the Leaf above half Way through. 
And on two or three of thefe Leaves they’ll 
write as much as we can on a Sheet of fmall 
Paper. All their Records are written fo on 
I.eaves, and they are ftrung and rolled up in 
a Scroll, and hung fome ‘Time in Smoke, 
and then lockt up in their Cabinets. And I 
have feen fome fuch Leaves SmokKe-dried, 
my they told me, were above roco Years 
old. 

In Anno +703. about the Middle of Febru- 
ary, 1 called at Calecut in my Way to Sz- 
vat, and ftanding into the Road, I chanced 
to ftrike on fome of the Ruins of the fun- 
ken ‘Town built by the Portugueze in for- 
mer ‘Times. Whether that ‘own was {wal- 
lowed up by an Earthquake, as fome affirm, 
or whether it was undermined by the Sea, L 
will not determine; but fo it was, that in 6 
Fathoms at the main Matt, my Ship, which 
drew 21 Foot Water, fat fat a-fore the 
Chefs-tree. The Sea was imooth, and, ina 
fhort Time, we got off without Damage. 

T tf unfortunate Captain Greez, who was 
afterwards hanged in Scotland, came on board 
of my Ship at Sun-fet, very much overtaken 
with Drink, and feverals of his Men came 
in the fame Condition. He told me, that he 
had fome fmall Arms, Powder, Shot and 
Glafs-ware to difpofe of, and asked me if I 
would take them off his Hands ata very rea- 
fonable Rate. Itold him, that next Morn- 
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ing I would fee them, and perhaps be a Mer- 
chant for them. He told me, that the Arms 
and Ammunition were what was left of a 
large Quantity that he had brought from £zg- 
Zand, but had been at Don Mafcherenas and 
Madsgafear, and had difpofed of the reft to 
good Advantage, among the Pirates, and had 
carried fome Pirates from Dor Ma/fcherenas 
to St. Marys. 

I told him, that, in Prudence, he ought 
to keep thefe as Secrets, left he might be 
brought in "Trouble about them. He made 
but little Account of my Advice, and fo de- 
parted. 

ABOUT ten in the Night his chief Mate 
Mr. Mather came on board of my Ship, and 
feemed to be very melancholy. He asked 
me, if I thought one of my Mates would be 
induced to go with Captain Green, that he 
might be cleared of his Ship, and he would 
give that Mate that would accept of his Poft, 
a very confiderable Gratuity. I told him, that 
fuch a good Poft as he had on board the 
Worcefler was not eafily procured in Indza, 
for we feldom preferred Strangers before 
we had a ‘I'rial of them. 

Hie burit out in “Tears, and told me, he 
was afraid that he was undone, I askt his 
Reafon for his melancholy Conjeéture. He 
anfwered, that they had acted fuch "Things in 
their Voyage, that would certainly bring 
them to Shame and Punifthment, if the 
fhould come to Light; and he was affured, 
that fuch a Company of Drunkards So 
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Crew was compofed of, could keep no Se- 
cret, tho’ the Difcovery fhould prove their 
own Ruin. I told him, I was forry for his 
Condition, and that I had heard at Cozloamn, 
that they had not aé¢éted prudently nor ho- 
neitly in relation to fome Moors Ships they 
had vifited and plundred, and in finking a 
Sloop, with ten or twelve Europeans in hers 
off Cozfoaz. He askt me if that was known 
at Cozloan. I told him, that the People there 
made no Secret of it, but as long as you did 
them no Harm, you are welcom to their 
Trade. Next Day I went afhore, and met 
Captain Greer and his Supercargo Mr. Cai 
lant, who had failed a Voyage from Saurat 
to Szzdy with me. Before Dinner-time they 
were both drunk, and Cal@laut told me, that 
he did not doubt of making the greateft 
Voyage that ever was made from England 
on fo {mall a Stock as soo Pounds. I wifht 
him Joy and Succefs, but told him, that we 
Indzans underftood none of thofe profitable 
Voyages, but were well content with 30 or 
40 per Cent. 
iw the Evening their Surgeon accofted me 
in my Walk alang the Sea Side, and askt if 
I wanted a Surgeon. I told him [had two, 
and both very good ingenious Men. He 
faid, he wanted to ftay in fzdza, for his Life 
was uneafy on board of his Ship, that tho’ 
the Captain was civil enough, yet Mr. Ala- 
ther was unkind, and had treated him with 
Blows for asking a pertinent Quettion at fome 
wounded Men, who were hurt in the En- 
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gagement they had with the aforementioned 
Sloop. I heard too much to be contented 
with their Conduct, and fol fhunn’d their 
Converfation for the little Time I ttaid at Cae- 
Zecut. Whether Captain Greez and Mr. Ala- 
ther had Juftice impartially allowed them in 
their Procefs and Sentence, I know not. 1 
have heard of as great Innocents condemned 
to Deathas they were. 

ABOUT 2 Leagues to the Scuthward of 
Calecut, is a fine River called Saypore, cap- 
able to receive Ships of 3 or 400o ‘Tuns. It 
has a {mall Hland off its Mouth, about half a 
Mile from the Shore, that keeps it fafe from 
the great Seas brought on that Coaft by the 
South-weft Monfoons. Four Leagues more 
foutherly is Zaunuore, a "Town of {mall Irade, 
inhabited by Alahomeranus. “They are a little 
free State, but pay an Acknowledgment to 
the Samorin. Five L.eagues to the South- 
ward of Tanzore, is Pennzany, mentioned be- 
fore. It has the Benefit of a River, and was 
formerly a Place of ‘Trade. ‘The french 
and Z£ugli/fb had their Factories there, but 
were removed about the Year 1670. And a- 
bout four Leagues more to the Southward, 
is Chitwa River, which botunds the Samo- 
yiz s Dominions to the South. 
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Gives an Account of Couchin zts Government 
and Strength, its ancient aud prefent States 
tts Product and Commerce, with fome Ac- 
count of the Jews zzhabiting there. 


HE King of Couchiw’s Dominions are 

next in Courfe along the Sea-coafts 

and reach from Chzrwve about 24 Leagues to 
the Southward. "There are fo many Rivu- 
lets that run off the Mountains of Gatty, 
that they reckon above rococo {lands made by 
their Streams. "The Mountains come with- 
in 8 Leagues of the Sea, and the Rivulets 
joyn their Stores at Cranganore, and make 
one great Outlet to the Sea, and another 
great Outlet is at Couchin City. Cranganore 
is about 5 Leagues to the South of Ciztwe- 
The Dyutch have here a fmall Fort, which 
retains the Name of Cranganore. It lies a- 
bout a League up the River from the Sea. 
In Times of old it bore the Name of a King- 
dom, and was a Republick of Jews, whoa 
were once fo numerous, that they could 
reckon about 8ocoo Families, but, at prefent, 
are reduced to 4000. “They have a Syna- 
ogue at Couchin, not far from the King’s 
alace, about 2 Miles from the City, in 
which are carefully kept their Records, en- 
graven on Copper-fplates in Flebrez Chara- 
eters: and when any of the Characters de- 
cay, they are new cut, fo that ee en 
1ew 
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fhew their own Hiftory from the Reign of 
Nebuchadnezzar to this prefent ‘Time. 

Myn Heer Van Reede before mentioneds 
about the Year 1695. hadan Abftract of their 
Hiitory tranflated from the Hebrew into low 
Dutch. "They declare themfelves to be of 
the Tribe of Marnafeb, a Part whereof wass 
by Order of that haughty Conqueror Nebu- 
chadnez zar, carried to the eat ermoít Pro- 
vince of his large Empire, which, it feems, 
reacht as far as Cape Comerin, which Jour- 
ney z2cooo of them travelled in three Years 
from their fetting out of Babylon. 

W aen they arrived in the Malabar Coun- 
try, they found the Inhabitants very civil 
and hofpitable to Strangers, giving them Li- 
berty of Confcience in_ religious Matters, 
and the free Ufe of Reafon and Induttry in 
Oeconomy. ‘There they increafed, both in 
Numbers and Riches, till in Procefs of “lime, 
either by Policy or Wealth, or both, they 
came to purchate the little nop om of Cran- 
ganore. And there being one Family among 
them much efteemed for Wifdom, Power 
and Riches, two of the Sons of that Family 
were chofen by their Elders and Senators, 
to govern the Common-wealth, and reign 
joyntly over them. Concord, the _ {ftrongeft 
onds of Society, was in a fhort ‘Time bro- 
ken, and Ambition took Place, for one of 
the Brothers inviting his Colleague to a Featt, 
and picking a Quarrel with his Gueft, bafely 
killed him, thinking, by that Means, to reign 
alone; but the Defunct leaving a Son or 4

bold Spirit behind him, revenged his Father’s 
Heath, by killing the Fratricide, and fo the 
State fell again into a Democracy, which ftill 
continues among the Jews here; but the 
fl ands have, for many Ages, recurred back 
into the Hands of the Malabars, and Pover- 
ty and Oppreifiion have made many apoftatize. 

ET WEEN Cranganore and Couchin, there 
is an Ifland called Baypin, that occupies the 
Sea-coait. It is 4 Leagues long, but no Part 
of it is 2 Miles broad. The “Dzrch forbid 
all Veffels or Boats to enter at Cranganore - 
And at Couchim the Chanel is about a Quar- 
ter of a Mile broad, but very deep, tho’ the 
Bar has not above 14 Foot Water at fpring 
‘Tides. 

Tue firit Europeans that fettled in Coz- 
chix were the Portugueze, and there they 
built a fine City on the River’s Side, about 3 
Leagues from the Sea; but the Sea gaining 
on the Land yearly, it is not now above roo 
Paces from it. It ftands fo pleafantly, that 
the Portucueze had a common Saying, that 
China was a Country to get Money in, and 
Couchin wes a Place to {pend zt in 3 for the 
great Numbers of Canals made by the Ri- 
vers and If{lands,; make Fifhing and Fowling 
very diverting. And the Mountains are well 
ftored with wild Game. | 

On the Infice of Baypzn land, there is 
an old Fort built by the Porrugueze, called 
Patliapore, to infpeét all Boats that go be- 
tween Cranganore and Couch. And 5 Lea- 
gues up the Rivulets is a Rozik Church cal- 
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led Verapoli, ferved by French and Italian 
Pricfts: and when a Bithop comcs into thofe 
Parts, it is the Place of his Refidence. ‘Ihe 
Padre Superior of Verapolz, can raife, upon 
Occafion, 4000 Men, all Chriffzans of the 
Church of Rome; but there are many more 
St. Thomass Chriffzans that do not commu- 
nicate with thofe of Rome, and fome Portu- 
gueze, called Topafes, that communicate with 
neither, for they will be ferved by none but 
Portugueze Priefts, becaufe they indulge 
them more in their Villany, and Abfolutions 
from Crimes are eafter purchafed from the 
Portugueze than from the French or Itali- 
ans, who are generally much more polite 
and learned than the “Portugueze, who are 
permitted to take the Habit of fome Order, 
without being examined whether the Novice 
has the common Qualifications of School- 
learning. 

ABOUT 2 Leagues farther up towards the 
Mountains, on the Side of a fmall, but deep 
River, is a Place called Fzrdalgo, where the 
Inhabitants of Cowchiz generally affemble to 
refrefh themfelves in the troublefom hot 
Months of April and May. The Banksand 
Bottom of the River is clean Sand, and 
the Water fo clear, that a fmall Peeble Stone 
may be feen atthe Bottom in three Fathoms 
Water. Every Company makes Choice of 
a Place by the River’s Side, and pitch their 
Tents, and drive fome fmall Stakes before 
their Kents, in the River, on which they 
hang up Clothes for Blinds, to hide the kadia 

when 
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when they bath; but moit of them iwim 
dextroufly, and fwim under Water through 
the Stakes, into the open River, where the 
Men are diverting themfelves, and_there 
they dive, and play many comical mad ‘['rickss 
till Breakfait or Supper call them afhore;s 
for it is in Mornings and Evenings that they 
bath and fwim; for in the Heat of the Day 
the Sun fcorches. Very often the Ladies 
lay Wagers of Treats with the Gentlemens 
about their Swiftnefs and Dexterity in ftwim- 
ming, but generally the Ladies win the Wa- 
gers, tho’, I believe, if the Men would ufe 
their Art and Strength, they might win the 
Prize. The Heat of the Day they pafs with 
a Game at Cards or Tables for Treats, by 
which Means they fare fumptuoufly every 
Day, fometimes in one ‘lent, and fometimes 
in another; and, at Night, every Family 
fleeps in their own ‘vent, on the foft clean 
Sand, Males and Females promifcuoufly. 

Taek c is a Place on the Side of that Ri- 
ver, called Hells ALouth. Ic is a fubterrane- 
ous Cave about four Yards broad, and three 
high, hewn out of a fpungy [ron-coloured 
Rock. I went into it witha Lantern, and 
pait {traisht forward about 20o Yards, but 
faw no End to it. It is an Habitation for 
Snakes and Bats, who were frightned by the 
Light of our Candle and Noife. As we were 
¿ircd with their Company, io we returned 
back. ‘Chey have no Tradition why it was 
made, or by whom. 
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Tur Water of this Country, near the 
Sea-coatt, from Cranganore 10 St. AndreasS,» 
which is about 12 Leagues, has a bad Qua- 
lity of making the conttant Drinkers of it 
have fwell’d Legs. Some it afiects in one 
Leg, and fome in both. I have feen Legs 
above a Yard about at the Ancle. It caules 
no Pain, but itching; nor does the thick 
Les feem heavier than the {mall one to thofe 
who have them: But the Dutch at Couchin, 
to prevent that Malady, fend Boats daily to 
Verapoli, to lade with fmall portable Casks 
of ro or 12 Exgli/b Gallons, to ferve the Ci- 
ty. The Company’s Servants have their Wa- 
ter free of Charges, but private Perfons pay 
Sixpence per Cask, if it is brought to their 
Fioufes; and yer, for all that Precaution, Í 
have feen both Detch Men and Women trou- 
bled with that Malady. And no Cure has 
been yet found to heal or prevent it. 

Tuer old Romifb Legendaries impute the 
Caufe of thofe great fwell’d Legs to a Curie 
St. Thomas laid upon his Murderers and their 
Pofterity, and that was the odtous Mark they 
fhould be diftinguifhed by: but St. Lomas 
was killed by the Z2#//zigue Priefts at Maltz- 
apere on Chormandel, above 400 Miles di- 

ant from this Coaft, and the Natives there 
know none of that Malady. 

Couchin is watht by the greateft Outlet on 
this Coaít, and being fo near the Sea, makes 
it trong by Nature; but Art has not been 
wanting to ftrengthen it. “Ihe City built by 
the Portucueze was about a Mile and an half 
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long, and a Mile broad. ‘Ihe ‘Duich took 
it from the Porrugueze about the Year 1660. 
when Heitlh ff Van Ghouz was General of 
the Dutch Forces by Land, and Commodore 
of a Fleet by Sea. The Infolence of the Por- 
tugueze had made feveral neighbouring Prin- 
ces become their Enemies, who joyned with 
the Durch to drive them out of their Neigh- 
bourhood, and the King of Couchix particu- 
larly affiftted with 2occo Men. The Dutch 
had not invetted the "Town long before Var 
Ghounz received Advice of a Peace conclu- 
ded between Portugal and Holland; but that 
he kept a Secret to himielf. Hie therefore 
made a Breach in the weakeft Part of the 
Wall, and made a furious Affault for three 
Days and Nights, without Intermiflion, and 
relieved his Affailants every three Fiours 5 
but the Portugueze keeping their Men con- 
tinually fatigued in Duty all the While, and 
finding Danger of being taken by Storm, ca- 
pitulated, and delivered up their City. In 
the Town there were cò Zopafes, who had 
done the Porrucuese good Service in defen- 
ding the City, but were not comprehended 
in the Treaty. AtToon as they knew of that 
Omiflion, and the Cruelty and Licenticuf- 
nefs of the Dutch Soldicry ın India, they 
drew up in a Parade, within the Port that 
the Portuguese were to go out at, and the 
Dutch to enter in, and fwore, that if they 
had not the fame Favours and Indulgence 
that were granted to the Portuguese, they 


would mafiacre them all, and fet Fire to the 
ak Towi. 
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Town. The Dutch General knew his own 
Intereft too well to deny fo juft a Demand, 
fo he granted what they defired, and more- 
over to take thofe who had a Mind to ferve 
in the Dutch Service, into Pay, which many 
of them did. 

Tue very next Day after the Dutch had 
Poffeflion, came a Frigat from Goa, with the 
Articles of the Peace made with Holland, and 
the Portugueze complained loudly of the 
General’s unfair Dealings, but were anfwer- 
ed, that the Portugueze had acted the fame 
Farce on the Dutch, at their taking of P par- 
wabuke in Brafil, a few Years before. I'he 
Englifh had then a Faétory in the City of 
Couchiz, but the “atch ordered them to re- 
move with their Effeéts, which accordingly 
they did to their Factory at Penmuany. 

Assoon asthe Dyutch became Mafters of 
the City, they thought it was too large, and 
fo contraéted it to what it now is, being 
hardly one Tenth of what it was in the Por- 
tugueze Time. It is about 600 Paces long, 
and 200 broad, fortified with feven large Ba- 
ftions, and Curtains fo thick, that two Rows 
of large Trees are planted on them, for 
Shades in the hot ‘Times. Some Streets built 
by the Portugueze, are ftill ftanding, with a 
Church for the Dutch Service, and a Cathe- 
dral for a Ware-houfe. ‘The Commodore 
or Governor’s Houfe, which isa ftately Stru- 
éture, is the only Houfe built after the Datch 
Mode, and the River wafhes fome Part of 
its Walls, and a Canal cut from the River up 

tO

to the Middle of the City, that pafics clofe 
by the Governor’s Houte. 

Tauerr Flag-ftaff is placed on the Steeple 
of the old Cathedral, on a Matt of 75 Foot 
high, and a Staff a-top of it about 6o Foot, 
which is the highett I ever faw ; and the 
Flag may be feen above 7 Leagues off. "The 
Garifon generally confifts of 300 effective 
Men: And from Cape Cornerin upwards they 
are allowed, in all their Forts and Factories, 
500 Soldiers, and 100 Seamen, all Europeans, 
befides fome Zopafes, and the Militia. “hey 
have their Stores of Rice from Barfatlore, 
becaufe the Malabar Rice will not keep a- 
Bove three Months out of the Husk, but in 
the Husk it will keep a Year. 

Tue Country produces great Quantities 
of Pepper, but lighter than that which grows 
more northerly. Their Woods afford good 
Teak for building, and Azgeligue and Law- 
beet for making large Chefts and Cabinets, 
which are carried all over the Weit Coafts 
of India. ‘They have alfo Iron and Steel in 
Plenty, and Bees Wax for exporting. “heir 
Seas afford them Abundance of good Fifh of 
feveral Kinds, which, with thofe that are 
caught in their Rivers, make them very cheap. 

Tur King of Couchin, who, at beft, is but 
a Vailal to the Durch, has a Palace built of 
Stone about half a League from the Dutch 
City ; and there is a ftraggling Village not 
far from the Palace, that are the Name of 
old Couchin. It has a Bazaar or Market in 


it, where all Commodities of the Country's 
Proa- 
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Product are fold ; but there are no Curiofi- 
ties to be found init. “T'he King’s ordinary 
Refidence is at another Palace 6 Leagues to 
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the Southward of Cozchin, and 2 from St. 
Andrea; but he keeps but a very {mall Court. 
Aludbay is a Place, that, I believe, few can 
parallel in the World. It lies on the Shore 
of St. Andrea, about half a League out in 
the Sea, and is open to the wide Ocean, and 
has neither Ifland nor Bank to break off the 
Force of the Billows, which come rolling 
with great Violence, on all other Parts of the 
Coatt, in the South-weit Monfoons, but, on 
this Bank of Mud, lofe themfelves in a Mo- 
ment, and Ships ly on it, as fecure as in the 
beft Harbour, without Motion or Difturbance. 
fe reaches about a Mile along Shore, and has 
fhifted from the Northward, in 30 Years, a- 
bout three Miles. St. Andrea is only a Vil- 
Tage, with a Church in it dedicated to St. 
andrew, and is ferved by St. Thomas's Prietts, 
who generally are both poor and illiterate. 
About 2 Leagues to the Southward of St. 
Andrea begin the Dominions of “Porcat, or 
Porkah. It is of {mall Extent, reaching 
mot above 4 Leagues along the Sea-coatt. 
‘Khe Prince is poor, having but little “Trade 
in his Country, tho’ it was a free Port for 
Pirates when #vory and Kzd robbed on the 
€Cloatt of Iuvdzz; but, fince that ‘Time, the 
Pirates infef{t the northern Coafts, finding 
the richeft Prizes amongitt the Mocha and Per- 
fia Traders. "The Dutch keep a Factory at 
Porkabh, but of fmall Confequence. yii 
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Coilcoiloan is another little Principality con- 
tiguous to Porkah, where the Dztch keep 
alfo a Factory. And next to it is 

Cożiloan another fmall Principality, It has 
the Benefit of a River, which is the fouther- 
moft Outlet of the Couchin Wlands; and the 
Dutch have a {mall Fort within a Mile of it, 
on the Sea-fhore, which they took from the 
Portugueze when they took Couchin. It 
keeps a Garifon of 30 Men, and its Trade is 
inconfiderable. 

Erwa lies 2 Leagues to the Southward of 
Coiloan, where the anes have a {mall Fa- 
Gory ftanding on the Sea Side. It isa thatcht 
Houfe of a very mean Afpe&, and their 
Trade anfwers, every Way, to the Figure 
their Factory makes. 

Aujengo lies 2 Leagues to the Southward 
of Erwa, a Fort belonging to the Fugli/h, 
built, at the Company’s Charge, 7 Anno 
x695. It ftands ona fandy Foundation, and is 
naturally fortified by the Sea on one Side, 
and a little River on the other. It is in the 
Dominions of the Queen of 4¢tinga, to whom 
it pays Ground Rent. Before it was built, 
the Exglifh had two {mall Factories in her 
Country to the South of Aujengo. One 
was called Brinjan, the othe: Ruttera; but, 
being naked Places, were fubject to the In- 
fults of Courtiers, whofe Avarice is feldom 
or never fatisfied: But I wonder why the 
Englifo built their Fort in that Place, for 
there is not a Drop of good Water for drin- 
king within a League of it; and the nes 
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has a foul Bottom for anchoring, and conti- 
mually a great Surf on the Shore, when they 
might as well have built it near the Red 
Cliffs tothe Northward, from whence they 
have their Water for drinking, and where 
there is good Anchor-ground, and a tolerable 
good landing Place for Boats in the North- 
eait Monfoons. “The Country produces good 
Quantities of "pr and long Cloth, as fine 
as any made in Ludza. 

W HEN our Factories were at Rutteraand 
Brinjan, they fent a yearly Pretent to the 
Queen of Attinga, whofe Court is about 4 
E eagues within Land from 4uzengo. In An- 
za 1685. when the Prefent was fent, a young 
beautiful Awglz/b Gentleman had the Ho- 
nour to prefenrit to her black Majefty; and 
afioon as the Queen faw him, fhe fellin Love 
with him, and next Day made Propofals of 
Marriage to him, but he modeftly refufed fo 
ereat an Honour: However, to pleafe her 
Miayetty, he ftaid at Court a Month or two, 
and, it is reported, treated her with the fame 
Civility as Solomon did the Queen of Ethio- 
pta, or Alexander the Great did the 4mazo- 
zza Queen, and fatisfied her fo well, that 
when he left her Court, fhe made him fome 
Prefents. 

Asoutthe Year 1720. there were fome 
civil Broils in this Country and the annual 
Prefent bcing demanded, the Fzg¢lz/h Chief 
refufed to pay it to any but to the Queen 
herfelf, tho’ thofe that demanded it, aifured 
him, that they came to demand it by the 
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Queen’s Order, and ottered their Receit of 
it in her Namc; but he, being more poíi- 
tive than wife, continued obítinate in his Re- 
fufal, upon which the Queen gave him an 
Invitation to Court; and he, to appear great 
there, carried two of his Council, and iome 
others of the Factory, with moít Part of the 
Military belonging to the Garifon, and, by 
Stratagem, they were all cut off, except a 
few black Servants, whofe Heels and Laan- 
guage faved them from the Miafiacre, and 
they brought the fad News of the Tragedy- 

Tegnapatam, where the Dutch have a Pee 
Story, lies about r2 Leagues to the South- 
ward of Aujengo. ‘That Country produces 
Pepper, and coarfe Cloth called Catchas - 
But Colicha, which lies between the Middle 
and Weft Point of the Cape Comerin, affords 
the beft Cloth of that Sort, befides Z ama- 
rinds in Abundance ; but the Road is foul. 
It alfo produces Salt ; but neither the Long 
lifh nor Dutch have any Commerce or Traf- 
fick there. And clofe by Colzcha, at the faid 
middle Point, there is a {mall Cave or Hiar- 
bour that can fecure fmall Veffels from alk 
Winds and Weather. It has a clean fandy 
Bottom, and three Fathoms in it at low Wa- 
ter. Four Leagues off the Cape, in the Sea, 
there is a {mall fmooth Rock bareat low Wa- 
ter, and fhews itfelf like the Back ofa Whale. 
About 100 Paces from it, on all Sides, there 
is 28 Fathom Water; and the Sea iteldom 
breaks on it, which makes it the more dan- 


gerous. I knew a Ship that rubbed her Side 
on 
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on it, before thofe on board could difcover 
it, tho’ they lookt out for it. 

Atlauapaar lies to the North-eaftward of 
Cape Comerzz, about 8 Leagues diftant, and 
the March have a Fattorv there, ftanding on 
an high Ground about a Mile from the Sea. 
And about 10o Leagues more northerly is Zu- 
tecareex a Dutch Colony, tho’ but fmall. 

ZTutecareez has a good fafe Harbour, by 
the Benefit of fome fmall Iflands that ly off 
it. That Country produces much Cotton- 
cloth, tho’ none fine; but they both {tain 
and die it for Exportation. "This Colony fu- 
perintends a Pearl Fifhery, that lies a little 
to the Northward of them, which brings the 
“Dutch Company 20000 L. yearly ‘Tribute, 
according to common Report. ‘Ihere are 
feveral Villages on the Sea-fhore between 
Tutecareenr and Coż, but none in any Ac- 
count for ‘Trafiick. ‘This Coz/ is a Promon- 
tory that fends over a Reef of Rocks to the 
Ifland of Zeloan, called commonly Adanrs 
Bridge. 

Tuar Reef of Rocks has fo little Water 
on them, that the fmalle{t Boats cannot país 
but at an Iland called Mazaar, which lies 
almoft Mid-way between Zeloan and Coz/, 
and that Paffage has not above 6 Foot Wa- 
ter on it, fo that none but fmall Vetiels can 
pafs that Way and they muft unlade, and 
pay Cuftoms to the Dutch who refide at Ma- 
waar, and, after the Veiltel is haled over the 
Bridge, they take in their Cargo again. 
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Tre Dutch have fortined Manaar, and 
make ufe of it for a Prifon for Indian Prin- 
ces, whom they can overpower or circum- 
vene, when they are fufpected of making 
‘Treaties contrary to their Intereft, or to fuch 
as would willingly reaffume their loft Freedom, 
by breaking the unjuit Yoke of the Compa- 
pany’s ‘Tyranny, perhaps drawn on them- 
felves by too much Faith or Incredulity 5 
for that honeft Company has always had a 
Maxim, firít to foment Quarrels between Z#- 
dias Kings and Princes, and then pioufly pre- 
tend to be Mediators, or Arbitrators of their 
Differences, and always caft in fomething in- 
to the Scale of Juftice to thofe whofe Coun- 
tries produce the beit Commodities for the 
Company’s Ufe, and lend the Affiftance of 
their Arms to him who is fo qualified by the 
ProduG above mentioned, and, at the Con- 
clufion of the War, make the poor conquer- 
ed Prince pay their Charges for affifting the 
Conqueror; and, when all is made up, and 
Treaties of Peace ready to be figned, then 
the Conqueror, their dear Ally and Friend, 
muft fufter them to poitlefs the beit Sea-poris, 
and fortify the moft proper and convenient 
Places of his Country, and muft forbid all 
Nations Traffick but their dear Dutch Friends, 
under Pain of having the Company’s Arms 
turned againft them, in Conjunétion with 
fome other potent Enemy to the deluded 
Conqueror. 

T we King of Charta Sourz, on the {land 
of Fava, is a frefh Initance of the —- 
wnat 
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what I relate. frz Anno 1704. I faw him at 
Samarang a Sea-port on the faid Ifland, in 
great Splendor, and in high Eiteem with 
the Dutch Commodore; but zæ Anno 1707. 
he fell under the Difpleafure of the General 
and Council of Batavia, and in 1708 falling 
into their Hands, he was brought their Pri- 
foner to Manaar, and cooped up on that 
{mall Ifland, there to fpend the Remainder 
of his Days in Contemplation or Comments 
on the Deceit of worldly Grandeur, and of 
the Power and Pleafure of Sovereignty, or 
in humble Thoughts on Confinement, Exile 
and Poverty. And here I leave him, and 
afs over the reft of ddam’s Bridge, (called 
the Natives Ramena Coż?) and pay a fhort 
Vifit to Zeloan, beginning at the Bridge, and 
travelling to the Southward, Eaít and North- 
ward, till I reach back again to the North 
Side of the Bridge. 
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Treats of the Ifland of Ceylon or ‘Zeloan zfs 
Product and Commerce, Religion and C'u- 
fioms, the Portugueze Pride aud Folly the 
Caufe of zts falling znto the Dutch Compa- 
ny s Hands ; ay sy other hifforizcal Remarks 
and Obfervations, both ancient and modern. 


E LOAN is an Ifland famous in many 
Hiftories for its Fertility, particularly 
in producing the Cinnamon I['’ree, whofe Bark 
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is 1o much etteemed all over Afte and Ær- 
zope, befides the precious Stones that grow 
in it, viz. the Emerald, Sapphire and Catí- 
eye being all valuable Stones, tho’ foft. 

Tue firft Place, in Courfe, to the South- 
ward of the Bridze, is along Ifland that lies 
clofe to the Shore, and reaches about 12 
Leagues foutherly, called Calpetzze. It pro- 
duces only Timber for building: But Negom- 
ġo, that lies near the South End of it, has a 
{mall Fort, and a Dyutch Garifon to forbid 
all Trade to Strangers on that Part of the 
Coaft. And 7 Leagues from Negoméo, to the 
South, ftands the City of 

Colombo, which was at firft built by the 
Portugueze, about the Year 1638 but, by 
their Pride and Infolence, had made the 
King of Candia (who was, at firit, Sovereign 
of the whole Ifland ) their Enemy. ‘Ihe 
Dutch taking that Opportunity, made a Lea- 
gue with the King oftenfive and defenfive; 
and farf{t attacked and carried Galle or Por- 
to de Galle it Anno 1658. which isa Fort 
and Harbour on the South-wett Point of the 
Ifand, about 20 Leagues from Colombo. 
When they had fettled Afairs at Gale, they 
embarked, to the Number of 3coo Soldiers, 
and failed to Pantera, a {mall River about 
4 Leagues South of Colombo, and were joyn- 
ed by 2 or 3000 of the King of Candia’s Men. 
The Portuguese having Information of the 
Dutch landing, and the fmall Atiliftance of 
the Natives, contemned their Forces, and 
raifed an Army of rococo Men to chaftite 
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their Folly in coming with fo few Forces. 
The Portuguese Army was commanded by 
a Fidalzo, called Antonio de Figuera, a Frefh- 
water Soldier, but a great Braggadocio, and 
promifed to bring all the ‘(Dutch that did not 
fall by his Sword, into Culombo in Chains $ 
and the Portuguese Ladies were fo fure of 
his Performances, that they fent to compli- 
ment him, and beg the Favour that he would 
pick them out fome lufty Dutch Men to car- 
ry their Paleuqueens and Somereras or Um- 
brellas, which he promifed to do on Ho- 
nour, and fo went to meet his Enemies. 

THE Dutch advancing towards the City, 
met the ‘Portugueze unexpectedly, and there 
being a little fhallow River between them, 
the Portuguese pretended to ftop the “Dutch 
there, and sogan to fire very briskly, tho’ at 
too great a Diftance, but did not advance 
towards their Enemy. Upon which the 
Dutch patt the River, and advanced till they 
came within Piftol-fhot, and then fired on 
the Portuguese with fo good Succefs, that 
they prefently broke, and betook them to 
their Heels, and the “Dz#ztch kept a running 
March after them, and being nimbler than 
the Porrugueze, centred the City with thems 
and made themfelves Matters of it, wherein 
they found immenfe Treafures: But the poor 
Portugueze Ladics were ftrangely difappoin- 
ted to find the Dztch were become their 
Bed-fellows inftead of their Slaves. 

Tur Dutch had one Game morc to play 
before they had done with that Expedition- 
‘They 
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They knew that Reinforcements were fent 
from Goa, who came in Sight two or three 
Days after the City was taken, and the Dutch 
Fleet, which then lay in the Road, pretend- 
ed Fear, weighed their Anchors on Sight of 
the Porrugueze Fleet, and feigned a Flight, 
while the ‘Dutch, in the City, hoyited Por- 
tugneze Colours, and fired fome Guns to- 
wards the Sea, to make thofe in the Portz- 
gueze Fleet believe, that the Firing was at 
the Durch Fleet. ‘The Stratagem took, and 
the Portugueze came and anchored in the 
Road about a Mile from the City, and fent 
their Boats afhore, where they were detain- 
ed; and the Datch Fleet being in the Offing, 
came in with the Sea Winds, and fell onthe 
Portugnueze Fleet, which foon yielded to 
them, for which Piece of Civility they had 
good Quarter. 

Uron the Conqueft of Colombo, followed 
all the other Forts on the Iland, vzs. Cal- 
kiffie and Barbarin, between Colombo and 
Galle; and, on the South End, Valta and 
Matura; on the Eaft Side #atacola and 
Trankamalaya; and, on the North End, Jaf- 
wapatam, with a Fort 4 Leagues from Gae, 
within Land, called Bzblegam; and Tuteca- 
reen and Nagapatam on the main Continent, 
yielded. 

Tue Dutch were no fooner Matters of 
the Sea-coafts of Ceylozz, but they began to 
give Laws to their Ally the King of Candia, 
forbidding him to trade with any foreign Na- 
tion but theirs, which Ufage the King could 
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not well digeft, whereupon a War broke out, 
that continued many Years, but, in the End, 
the Dutch made a Peace upon very advanta- 
gious Conditions. And Colombo being too 
large to be defended witha few Forces, they 
have contracted it into one Quarter of its an- 
cient Bounds, and have fortified it {trongly 
with a Wall and Battions. It is now about a 
Mile in Length, and three Quarters of a Mile 
in Breadth ; and the Chriffiavs and other Na- 
tives inhabit a Part of the old Town, with- 
out the Walls of the new. ‘The Streets of 
the new Town are wide and fpacious, and 
the Buildings after the new Mode. ‘The Go- 
vernor’s Houfe is a noble Fabrick, and feve- 
ral other Houfes are beautiful. It wants the 
Benefit of a River, but has a fmall dee Bay 
capable to receive fmall Ships, and thelter 
them in the South-weft Montoons. 

Ponto de Galle, ¥ have mentioned before, 
is a Bay with a dangerous Entrance for Ship- 
ping, but is capable to receive Ships of the 
greateít Burden. About the Year 1670. Lew- 
7s XIV. of France had a great Mind for a 
Settlement on Z clsan, and equipt feven or 
cight Sail of Ships for that Enterprize ; and 
when they came to Sea, and opened their 
Orders, they found Galle was the Place they 
were to take and fortify, and the Manage- 
ment of that Affair intrufted to one Mr. ae 
L’ifaye, which one Mr. fea Alartiz, who had 
ferved the Dutch many Years in good Potts 
in Ludia, and who had laid down that Pro- 
jeGt,- was fo chagrin’d with the Difappornt- 
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ment of another having the firft Poft in that 
Affair, that when they came to Galle they 
had but bad Succefs. They expected the 
Portugueze there before them to affift, but 
none came: but foon after Hitlf Van Gouze 
was with them, w'iom the French not caring 

to engage with, being equal in Number o 
Ships, and fuperior in Force, the French fled, 
and left their Projeét on Galle unattempted. 
Tarv went then to Trankamalaya, and 
anchored in that Bay, defigning to force 
that {mall Garifon to a Surrender; but that 
vigilant watch Man was foon after them 
with his Fleet, and forced them to fight dif- 
advantgeoufly in Trankamalaya Bay, where- 
in the French loft one half of their Fleet, 
being either funk or burnt. W ith the reft they 
Hed to St. Thomas, on the Coatt of Cormandel, 
defigning to fettle there ; but Van Gouze was 
foon there alfo, and feized their Ships, ma- 
ny of their Guns being difmounted and car- 
ried afhore: But they finding they could do 
no Good again{ft fo powerful and vigilant an 
Enemy, treated and capitulated with the 
‘Durch, to leave India, if they might be al- 
lowed Shipping to carry them away, which 
the Dutch agreed to, and allowed them their 
Admiral’s Ship, called the Grand Briton, and 
two more, to tranfport themfelves whither 
they pleafed ; but Mir. Alartiz was carried to 
Ratavia, and there confined for his Life- 
time, with a Penfion of a zx Dollar per Day. 
Zeloan is fruitful in Kice, Pulfe, Fruits, 
Herbage and Roots. And Jafnapatam cx- 
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pore great Quantities of 'Tobacco, and fome 
lephants. ‘I'hofe of this Ifland’s Brood are 
reckoned the moft docil of any in the W orld, 
but they are not large, few of them exceed- 
ing three Yards in Height. ‘They catch them 
wild by Stratagem, and foon make them 
tame after they are caught. 

Taere Way they catch them, as they told 
me, is, they drive large Stakes into the Ground 
for 2 or 3co Paces, in a Plain, and, about 
zoo Paces diftant, they begin another Row 
of Stakes, that almoft meets one of the Ends 
of the firt Row, only leaving 7 or 8 Foot 
open between them, for a Door, and far- 
ther out from the Door-place, are fome 
Stakes driven thicker than in the Rows, like 
a {quare Chamber. In the Door-place isa 
wooden Portcullice or ‘Trap-door, fitted to 
pull up or let down at Pleaiture. When allis 
ready, they bring a female Elephant trained up 
for a Decoy, and fhe is put into the Cham- 
ber, and the Trap-door kept open. ‘Ivhere 
are Men placed in a little clofe Place built 
on the Top of the Stakes at the ‘I’rap-door, 
and the female Elephant makes a loud dole- 
ful Moone. If a male Elephant is near, he 
prefently approaches the Chamber, on the 
Outtide ; but finding no Entrance there, he 
walks along the Outfide, till he finds the 
End, then walking back on the Infide of the 
Stakes, he finds the Door, and enters. Af- 
foon as he is in, the Watchmen let fall the 
"T'rap-door, and go and bring two tame Elc- 
phants to accompany him that is decayed ta 
their 
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their Stables. When they come near the 
"‘T'rap-door, it is pulled up, and they enter, 
and place themfelves one on each Side. If 
he proves furly, they bang him heartily with 
their Trunks, and the Female beftows fome 
Blows on him toc. When he is tired with 
their Treatment, and finds no other Reme- 
dy but Patience, he even grows tame, and 
walks very orderly between his two Guards; 
whitherfoever they pleafe to conduct hims 
and continues very fociable ever after, except 
when Rutting Time comes, and then, if he 
be young, he becomes very rude and trou- 
Blefom. That Time is known by a great 
Sweating in his Head, fo they have itrong 
Fetters ready to put on his Legs; and faitned 
to a great Tree for eight or ten Days that 
his Madnefs continues. 

Taere are feveral Dangers, and Rocks 
above Water, on all the Coatts of Zeloar. 
The great #axzas are above Water on its 
Ealt Side, not far from the South End of the 
IMand;: and the fmall Baxias are under W a- 
ter about 3 Leagues to the North of the o- 
ther, and dangerous Banks of Sand within 
them. To the Northward of Trankamataya 
there are fome Rocks high above W ater, and 
fome alfo under Water; and feveral Spits of 
Sand jetting a pretty Way into the Sea from 
Points of Lands. I knew a Gentleman that 
run his Ship on one Spit near Point Pedro, 
by too much Confidence of his own Know- 
ledge of that Coaft, for his Mate told him, 
that, in his Opinion, they kept too near the 
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Shore. His Captain anfwered, that his Know- 
ledge of that Coaft was fo good, that ifa 
fingle Shovel-ful of Sand was carried off the 
Sea-fhore, he would infallibly mifs it ; but a 
few Minutes after, his Ship was faft on a 
Bank, and he and his Cr2w deferted her, 
and went afhore, and the Ship found the Way 
off again of her own Accord, which when 
the Captain heard of, he, with fome of the 
Crew, returned, and took Poifeffion of her 
again. 

Point Pedro has the moft dangerous 
Banks off it, for they ly above four Leagues 
from the Shore, and the Land being very 
flow, makes thofe Banks the more dangerous. 
I have known feveral Ships loft there; and, 
zu Anno 1723. one Williams loit his Ship 
there, and he and all his Crew were feized 
by the Natives, and carried to the King at 
Candia, and, I am afraid, will be forced to 
end their Days there. 

Tae Religion of 2eloan is Paganifm, and, 
for want of a better Image or Rea to a- 
dore, they worfhip a Monkey’s "Tooth. When 
the Portugueze were fettled there, the Pricfts 
foit their adorable ‘I’ooth, and a fly Fellow, 
who had accompanied a Portugueze Ambaf- 
fador there from Colambo, pretended he had 
found it- three Years after it was miffing. 
He had, it feems, feen it, and got one as 
like it as was poffible. ‘Ihe Priefts were fo 
overjoyed that it was found again, that they 
purchafed it of the Fellow for around Sum, 
reported to be above roooo Pounds Ser.

A LLthe Natives of this Hland believe, that 
Adam was created on this Spot, and there is 
the Shape of a Man’s Foot cut out of a 
Rock on the Top of the high Hill (called 
Adams Peak by the £ugli/fb) about 5 or 6 
ordinary Foot loig. “This Opinion is alfo 
{pread over many Provinces on the Conti- 
nent, which brings many Pilgrims to wifit the 
Footftep. And they alfo believe, that, on 
Adams 'Trantgreffion, the Bridge, before 
fpoken of, was made by Angels to carry him 
over tothe main Land, whither I am obliged 
to follow him, having no more of Zeloan to 
treat you with, but fome of the beft Arecka 
in the World that grows there.

Treats of the Countries on the Sea-coaft, from 
Adam’s Bridge at ‘Zeloan, to Fort St. 
George; with an Account of St. "Thomas’s 


Martyrdom, according to the Portugueze 
Legend. 


HE firt Place of Note, to the North- 
ward of Adams Bridge, on the Conti- 
nent, is Negapatam a Dutch Colony and For- 
trefs taken from the Porruguese. It has the 
Benefit of a River, which formerly bounded 
the Dominions of Malabar, tho’ their Lan- 
guage was, and is uied farther Northward. 
The River wafhes the Fort Walls, and its 
Waters are reckoned very unhealthful Mites 
about 
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about the Year 1693. by the Ingenuity and 
Care of Myrzn Heer Van Reede, whom I have 
formely mentioned, that Caufe of a mortal 
Malady was removed, for he built fome Wa- 
ter Boats, and fent them 4 Leagues off to an- 
other River, whofe Wateis were reckoned 
very healthful, and, by thefe Boats, furnifh- 
ed the Garifon with good Water. In a {fhort 
"Time there was a vilible Alteration for the 
better in the State of the Inhabitants Health, 
4nd making an Ejitimate of the Charges of 
thofe Water Boats, and the ufual Charges of 
the Hofpital, the Company found that they 
gained by the Water Boats. ‘Chis Colony 
produces very little befides “l’obacco and long 
Cloth. "The Natives are Heathens. 
Flavine thus run along the Sea-coaft of 
WMatlabar, from Decully to Nagapatam, I muft 
vilit the Maldiva T AA which ly off this 
Coaft and that of Zeloan, about 60 Leagues 
diftant from the neareft Part of them. 
Fers Clufter of Iflands, which réaches 
rom 7 Degrees 20 Minutes North Latitude 
into xı Degree South, are all low, fandy and 
fteril, bearing no Sort of Corn, and their on- 
Iy Produét is Cocoa-nut. ‘Their ‘Trees are 
not fo high nor grofs bodied as thofe which 
grow on the Continent, or on Zeloan, but 
their Fruit is pleafanter. Of that Tree they 
build Vetiels of 20 or 30 Tuns. Their Hulls, 
Miatts, Sails, Rigging, Anchors, Cables, Provi- 
fions, and Firingare all from this ufeful Tree. 
It al‘o atfords them Oyl for their Kitchin 
and Lamps, Sugar and candied iai 
all 
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and pretty itrong Cloth. “heir Seas pro- 
duce Abundance of Fifh, but their ‘Irade is 
chietly from a fmall Shell-fifh called Course 
and the Bonetta. 

Tue Couries are caught by putting Bran- 
ches of Cocoa-nug Trees with their leaves 
on, into the Sea, and, in five or fix Months 
the little Shell-fifh fticks to thofe leaves in 
Clufters, which they take off, and digging 
Pits in the Sand, put them in, and cover 
them up, and leave them two or three Years 
in the Pit, that the Fifh may putrify, and 
then they take them out of the Pit, and bar- 
ter them for Rice, Butter and Cloth, which 
Shipping bring from Ballafore in Orzxa near 
Bengal, in which Countries Courzes pafs for 
Money from 2500 to 3000 for a Rupee, or 
half a Crown £ugli/h. 

Tue Bonetta is caught with Hook and 
Line, or with Nets. "They come among thofe 
Mlands in the Months of April and May, in 
Sholes, as our Herrings do. "They cut the 
Fith from the Back-bone on each Side, and 
lay them in a Shade to dry, fprinkling them 
fometimes with Sea Water. When they are 
dry enough to put in the Sand, they wrap 
them up in Leaves of Cocoa-nut ‘I’rees, and 
put them a Foot or two under the Surface 
of the Sand, and, with the Heat of the Sun, 
they become baked as hard as Stock-fifh, and 
Ships come from 4tcheex on the land of 
Sumatra, and purchafe them with Gold Duff. 
{have feen Comclamafh (for that is their Name 
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after they are dried) fell at d¢cheen, tor S 
L. Sterl. per 1o00. 

Tuner Religions are Paganifin and Ma- 
hbometifim, and their Language Chingulays 
or the Zeloan Language. ‘The King refides 
on an Mand in the Latitude of 4 Degrees 
North, and his Ifland, which bears the Name 
of the King’s Ifland, is fortified witha Stone 
Wall, without Lime or Morter, and has a 
great many fmall Cannon for his Defence. 
And his Reign is arbitrary. 

T ue Mands are fo many, and, in moft Pla- 
ces, fo near to one another, that they could 
never yet be numbred. ‘They are moít Part 
inhabited ; but the Inhabitants very poor. 
None of them dare wear any Clothing above 
their Girdle, but a Turband on their Head, 
without a fpecial Warrant from the King. 
He fets Governors of Provinces over fuch a 
Number of Iflands, and they lord it over the 
poor Subjects as muchas a Dragoon does o- 
ver an Hlugonot in France. ‘Lhey give Du- 
rial to their Dead, and not Burning. And, at 
the land of Hammandow, which lies in 7 
Deegrces, I faw Carving on fome ‘Tomb-itones, 
as ingenioufly cut with Variety of Figures as 
ever I faw in Europe or Afia. 

Tueir Wells furnifh them with all the 
Freth-water they ufe, and they dig them near 
the Depth of high Water Mark, which is a- 
bout 5 or 6 Foot; and if they go deeper, it 
becomes brakifh, becaufe there being no 
Subitance of folid Earth under the Surface 


of the Sand, the Sea-water percolates thro’ 
the

the Sand, and mixes with the Rain-water 
that fupplies the Springs. SO ep pa 
the beit Account I can of a Parcel o Iflands 
that cannot be counted, I return back to Na- 
apatam, from whence I took my Departure, 

and itretch along the Coaft of Chormondedl. 

I begin at the River of Nagapatam, be- 
caufe it isthe fouthermoft Bounds of Golcon- 
dab, and coaft along Shore to Trincumbar a 
Fortrefs and Colony belonging to the Daues. 
The Fort is trong, the Sea wathing one half of 
its Walls: but the Colony is miferably poor. 
In Anno 1684. they were fo diitreft with Po- 
verty, that they pawn’d three Battions of their 
Fort to the Durch, for Money to buy Pro- 
vifions, which then was very {carce and dear 
in that Country ; but next Year mey redeem- 
ed all again, paying their Debts by an un- 
known und, which {till remains a Secret : 
But that the Ezglifb had a Ship called the 
Formofa, which, in her Paflage Home to S- 
yat, called at Calecut for Water, Wood and 
other Stores. T'he Danes, at that "Time, had 
two Ships cruizing between Surat and Cape 
Comerint, upon what Account none could 
tell but themfelves. “Ihe Formofa left Cale- 
cut at Mid-night, and'ftood to Sca, in order 
to proceed on her Voyage, and being out of 
Sight of Land, about xx in the Forenoon, 
thofe afhore heard a great firing of Cannon 
from the Sea, and the Formofa, nor none of 
her Crew were ever heard of dince that 
Time. They {till keep their Fort, but drive 
an inconfiderable Trade either to and from 
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Europe, or in India, for what they have to 
live by, is the Hire that they freight their 
Ships for to Atcheen, Malacca and ‘Johore, 
and fomectimes, but rarely, to Perxfra, by 
which they keep up the Name of a Compa- 
ny, but refemble one no more than that of 
the Mififfip: does in Frauce. 

T arv have a Set of Clergy there lately 
come as Miffioners from Denmark, to teach 
the Natives Chriffianity, which deterves both 
Commendation and Encouragement, but 
what Profelytes they make, I cannot tell, 
tho’ I faw fome of the poorer Sort become 
Difciples. The Product of the Country is 
Cloth, white and dyed. 

Tae next Place of Commerce is “orto 
Novo, fo called by the Portuguese, when 
the Sea-coafts of India belonged to them 5 
but when 4urengzeb fubdued Golcondah, and 
the Portugueze Affairs declined, the Afoguž 
fet a Fouzdaar in it, and gave it the Name 
of Mahomet Bander. “The Europeans gene- 
rally call it by its firft Name, and the Natives 
by the laft. “Ihe Country is fertil, healthful 
and pleafant, and produceth good Cotton 
Cloth of feveral Qualities and Denominations, 
which they fell at Home, or export to Pegzs 
Lanafereen, Quedah, Jobore, and Atcheen on 
Sumatra, “Whe Bulk of the People are Pa- 
gans. 

Forr St. David is next, a Colony and 
Fortrefs belonging to the Æzrgli/þ. About 
the Year 1686. a Aforatta Prince iold it to 
Mr. £lihu Yale, for 90000 Pagodoes, for = 
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We and Behoof of the Exglifh Laft-inda 
Company. The Fort is pretty ftrong, and 
ftands clofe to a Rivers; and the ‘Territories 
annext to the Fort by Agreement, were as 
far as any Gun the Zxg/i/h had, could fling 
a Shot, every Way round the Fort; but 
whether the Buyer or Gunner were Conjur- 
ers or no, I cannot tell, but I am fure that 
the Exglifb Bounds reach above 3 Miles a- 
long the Sea-fhore, and 4 Miles within Land. 
The Country is pleafant, healthful and fruit- 
ful, watered with feveral Rivers, that are as 
ood as fo many Walls to fortify the Einglife 
olony. And ever fince the ‘lime that Az- 
rengzeb conquered /2/apore and Golcoudab, 
there are great Numbers of Malcontents and 
Freebooters that keep onthe Mountains, and 
often fall down into the open Country, and 
commit Depredations, by ravaging and plun- 
dring the Villages ; and all the Moguls For- 
ces cannot fupprefs them. 

W wen the Ezrzglifp oe Fort St. Dz- 
vid, the Dutch had a little actory there, a- 
bout a Mile from the Fort, and the good- 
natured £zg¢lifh fuffer them {till to continue 
a few Servants init. Our Company did not 
find fo much Grace from the Dutch at Cow- 
chin, nor the Gentlemen of Bantam and Lr- 
dr apourdas when the Durch feized thole Pla- 
ces. It is true, the Dutch can drive no o- 
en Trade there, but what they muft pay 
the Exgli/b Company Cuitoms for. 

Apourthe Year 1698. the Freebooters a- 


forementioned had almoft made themfelves 
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Mafters of the Fort by Stratagem and Sur- 
Pr They pretended, that they had been 
ent from the Moguls Vice-roy at V zfapore, 
to take Charge of the Revenue collected at 
Porto Novo, and to carry it to the ‘l’reafu- 
ry at Vifapore, and defired Leave to put 
their feigned 'Treafure into the Fort for a 
few Days, to fecure it from the Moratta 
Freebooters aforementioned, who, they faid, 
were plundring the open Country, which 
Favour Mr. Frazer, Governor at that ‘lime, 
granted, fo they brought into the Fort ten 
or twelve Oxen loaded with Stones, and 
each Ox had two or three Attendants, and 
about 200 more of that Gang, who came a- 
long with the Carriage Beaits as a Guard, 
lodged themfelves in a Grove near the Fort 
Gate, to be ready, on a Signal given, toenter 
the Fort. The Freebooters within took an Op- 
portunity the very next Morning, and killed 
the Sentinel and a few more that were afleep 
in the Gate-way next to the Grove; but, 
before they could break the Gate open, the 
Garifon was alarmed, and killed all their 
treacherous Guefts, and the Ambufh without 
being come into the Parade before the Gate, 
met with fo warm a Reception, that they 
retreated in Confufion, and the &xg/z/b pur- 
fuing them, killed feverals, but loft fome of 
their own Men. 

Mr. Frazer ordered directly the Grove 
to be cut down, for fcar of future Danger 
from it, but Fort St. David being fubordi- 
mate to Fort St. George, the Governor and 
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Council there called Mr. Frazer to their 
Court, and fined him for Prefumption, 1 
cutting down fo fine a Grove for Ememies to 
{fculk in, without Leave askt and given in 
due Form ; but their Right Honourable Ma- 
{ters adjuited all that Matter, and ordered 
the Fine to be refounded, with the Interett s 
but Governors of ditterent Views and Hu- 
mours feldom agree. 

T uts Colony produces good long Cloths 
in large Quantities, either brown, white, Or 
blue dyed, alfo Sallampores, Morees, Demi- 
ties, Ginghams, Succatoous, and Steel. And, 
without the Affliftance of this Colony, that 
of Fort St. George would make but a {mall 
Figure in "Trade to what it now does. 

HE River is but fmall, tho’ very conve- 

nient for the Import and Export of Merchan- 
dize. And Cuddelore, that lies abouta Mile 
to the Southward, is capable to receive Ships 
of 200 Tuns in the Months of Seprember 
and Ogfoer. The Rivers have both of them 
Bars, but are very fmooth, whereas Fort St. 
George is always dangerous in going afhore 
and coming off. 
T'ue Company has a pretty good Garden 
and Summer-houfe, where generally the Go- 
vernor refides; and the ‘Lown extending it- 
felf pretty wide, has Gardens to mott of 
their Hooufes. Their biack Cattle are very 
{mall, but plentiful and cheap. And their Seas 
and Rivers abound in good Fifhes. 

Punticherry is the next Place of Note on 


this Coaft, a aie” i by the French. 
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t lies about 5 Leagues to the Northward of 
Fort St. David. he Fortifications are fine, 
regular and ftrong, but its ‘Trade is very 
{mall, tho” the Country produces the fame 
Commodities that caufe the Trade circulate 
in Fort St. David. About the Year 1690- 
the Dutch brought Forces from Batavia, 
and befieged it, and being then very {icarce 
in Men, Magazines and Money, the French 
were forced to capitulate, and furrender on 
pretty honourable ‘Terms, but, in the Con- 
clufion of King Willians War, the Dutch 
were obliged to return it by the Articles of 
Peace, which verified the Fable of the Cuck- 
ow in feizing of other Birds Nefts weaker 
than herfelf, in the Spring, and quitting them 
again in Autumn. 

Connymere or Conjemeer is the next Place, 
where the Ezg/i/b had a Factory many Years, 
but, on their purchafing Fort St. David, it 
was broken up, and transferred thither. At 
prefent its Name is hardly feen in the Map 
of Trade. 

Near Connymere are the feven Pagods, 
one of which, whofe Name I have now for- 

ot, is celebrated among the Pagans for 
Bantticy. and is famous for the yearly Pilgri- 
mages made there. The God was very ob- 
{fcene, if his Image rightly reprefents him, 
and his Nymphs as lewd as any in Drury-lane, 
if their Pofturés were really figured and car- 
ved as they are to be feen on the Outfide of 
the Temple. Here it was that St. Thomas's 
Perfecution firft began, becaufe he could draw 
of 
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a fhort Tree to a great Length, as Wire- 
drawers do Metals, and the “agex Prietts 
being ignorant of fuch Pieces of Art, made 
them cry out, that St. Z bomas was an arrant 
Conjurer; for, as the Romzfb Story gocs» 
the Frefhes coming down in Rivulets, had 
made fome of them pretty deep to what they 
ufed to be, and a Lady going to Church, 
could not get over one of them, becaufe a 
"Tree, that was laid for a common Bridges 
was too fhort at that “Time, and St. Thomas, 
who preached in the Country Villages, a 
Doctrine oppofite tothe eftablifhed Church, 
accidentally being there, drew the {Iree to 
fuch a Lensth, that the Lady could pafs 
without wetting her Foot, upon which fhe 
became a Convert, to the great Dilifatisfacti- 
on of the eftablifhed Clergy, who loft a de- 
vout and charitable Benefactrefs by that 
"Trick of St. T4omas’s. 

Tut Priefts, as is ufual in fuch Cafes, cri- 
ed out, that the Church was in Danger, and 
fo inflamed the Minds of the Populace, that 
St. Thomas, finding himfelf in greater Danger 
than the Church, thought it beit to get out 
of Harm’s Way, and fo marched to the North- 
ward, whither I muft follow him to 

Saderafs, or Saderafs Patam, a {mall Fa- 
&ory belonging to the @Dzrch to buy up long 
Cloth. The Country is healthful, and the 
Ground fertil, which make them capable of 
aflifting their Neighbours at Fort St. George 
with Sallading and Pot Herbs, the Ground 
there being very tteril. 

F L Cabe- 
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Cabelon is next, where the Offenders have 
fettled a Factory. "There is nothing remark- 
able there, but a Point of Rocks that runs 
about half a Mile into the Sea, and_thofe 
make a fmooth Landing-place in the South- 
weit Monfoons. 

S r. Thomas is next, which lies about three 
Miles to the Southward of Fort St. George. 
The City was built by the Portugueze, and 
they made the Apoitle its Godfather; but, 
before that, it was called A%alliapore. “here 
is a little dry Rock on the Land, within it, 
called the Little Mouzt, where the Apottle 
defigned to have hid himfelf, till the Fury of 
the (agar Priefts his Perfecutors had blown 
over. here was a convenient Cave in that 
Rock for his Purpofe, but not one Drop of 
Water to drink, fo St. Thomas cleft the Rock 
with his Hand, and commanded Water to 
come into the Clift, which Command it rea- 
dily obeyed; and, ever fince, there is Water 
in that Clift, both fweet and clear. When 
I faw it, there were not above 3 Gallons in 
it. He flaid there a few Days, but his Ene- 
mies had an Account of his Place of Refuge, 
and were refolved to facrifice him, and, in 

reat Numbers, were approaching the Mount. 
hen he faw them coming, he left his Cave, 
and came down in order to feek Shelter fome 
where elfe ; and, at the Foot of the Mount, 
as a Teftimony that he had been there, he 
ftampt with his bare Foor, on a very hard 
Stone, and left the Print of it, which remains 
there, to this Day, a Witnefs againít thofe 
pers 
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perfecuting Priefts. The Print of his Foot 
is about 16 Inches long, and, in Proportions 
narrower at the Heel and broader at the 
Toes than the Feet now in Ufe among us. 
He fleecing for his Life, to another larger 
Mount, about two Miles from the little one, 
was overtaken on the Top of it, before he 
was fheltred, and there they run him through 
with a Lance; and, in the fame Place where 
he was killed, he lies buried. 

W aen the Portuguese firft fettled there, 
they built a Church over the Cave and Well 
on the little Mount, and alfo one over his 
Grave onthe great one, where the Lance 
that killed the Apoftle, is fill kept there as a 
Reli&t ; but how the Portuguese came by that 
I ance is a Queftion not yet well refolved. 
In that Church there is a Stone tinctured 
with the Apoitle’s Blood, that cannot be 
watfht out. I have often beenat both Mounts, 
and have feen thofe wonderful Pieces of 
Antiquity. 

A+ the Foot of the great Mount, the 
Company has a Garden, and fo have the 
Gentlemen of Figure at Fort St. George, with 
fome Summer-houfes where Ladies and 
Gentlemen retire to in the Summer, to re- 
create themfelves, when the BufGinefs of the 
Town is over, and to be out of the Noife of 
Spungers and impertinent Vifitants, whom 
this City is often molefted with. 

Tue City of St. Thomas was formerly the 
beftt Mart ‘Town on the Chormondel Coait, 
but, at prefent aan, very little Trade, and 
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the Inhabitants, who are but few, are redu- 
ced to great Poverty. “The Fuglz/h fertling 
at Fort St. George were the Caute of its Ru- 
in, and there is little Profpect of its Recovery. 
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C H A P. XXIX. 


Gives a fhort Deferiprion of Fort St.George 
zts fir ft Scttlement aud Rife, zts Situatiorw 
and Sterility, and fome Remarks on zts Go- 
wernment, and the Aéfions of fome of zts 
Goveruors. 


ORT St. George or Maderafs, Or, as 
the Natives call it, China P atari, iS a 
Colony and City belonging to the Æzgiz/þb 
Eafi-india Company, fituated in one of the 
moít incommodious Places I ever faw. It 
fronts the Sea, which continually rolls impe- 
tuoufly on its Shore, more here than in any 
other Place on the Coaít of Chormonudel. ‘The 
foundation is in Sand, with a Salt-water Ki- 
ver on its back Side, which obftruécts all 
Springs of Frefh-water from coming near 
the Town, fo that they have no drinkable 
Water within a Mile of them, the Sea often 
threatning Deftruction on one Side, and the 
River in the rainy Seafon Inundations on the 
other, the Sun from 4pr2/ to September {cor- 
ching hot; and‘if the Sea-brcefes did not moi- 
{ften and cool the Air when they blow, the 
Place could not poffibly be inhabited. ‘Ihe 


Reafon why a Fort was built in that Place is 
not 
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not well accounted for; but Tradition tayss 
that the Gentleman, who received his Or- 
ders to build a Fort on that Coaft, about the 
Beginnings of King Chzr/es Ils. Reign after his 
Rettauration, for protecting the Company's 
Trade, chofe that Place to ruine the Portz- 
neze Trade at St. Thomas. Others again al- 
edge, and with more Probability, that the 
Gentleman aforefaid, which I take to be Sir 
WW illia; Tanchorn, had a Miftris at St. Z bo- 
ynas he was fo enamoured of, that made him 
build there, that their Interviews might be 
the more frequent and uninterrupted; but 
whatever his Reafons were, it is very ill íi- 
tuated. “The Soil about the City is fo dry and 
fandy, that it bearsno Corn, and what Fruits, 
Roots and Herbage they have, are brought 
to Maturity by great Pains and much Irou- 
ble. If it be true, that the Company gave 
him Power to fettle a Colony in any Part of 
that Coaft that pleafed him beft, I wonder 
that he choofcd not Czbelon, about 6 Leagues 
to the Southward, where the Ground is fer- 
til, and the Water good, with the Conveni- 
ency of a Point of Rocks to facilitate boats 
landing, or why he did not go nine Leagues 
farther northerly, and fettle at “Polfzeat on 
the Banks of a good River, as the Dutch 
have done fince, where the Road for Snip- 
ping is madc eafy by fome Sand Banks, that 
reach 3 Leagues off Shore, and make the 
high turbulent Billows that come roing 
from the Sea, fpend thcir Force on thole 


Banks before they can reach the Shore. ‘Lhe 
La 4 Soil 
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Soil is good, and the River commodious, and 
convenient in all Seafons. Now whether one 
of thofe Places had not been more eligible, I 
leave to the Ingenious and thofe concerned 
to comment on. 

However, the War carried on at Ben- 
gal and Bombay, by the -uzgli/fh againft the 
Moguls Subjects, from 1685 to 1689. made 
Fort St. George put on a better Drefs than 
he wore before ; for the peaceable /udzaz 
Merchants, who hate Contention and War, 
came flocking thither, becaufe it lay far from 
thofe Incumberers of Trade, and near the 
Diamond Mines of Golcoudah, where there 
are, many ‘Times, good Bargains to be made, 
and Money got by our Governors. "The black 
Merchants reforting to our Colony, to fe- 
cure their Fortunes, and bring their Goods 
to a fafe Market, made it populous and rich, 
notwithitanding its natural Inconveniencies. 
The ‘Town is divided into two Parts. One 
where the Auropeans dwell is called the 
white Town. It is walled quite round, and 
has feveral Baftions and Bulwarks to defend 
its Walls, which can only be attacked at its 
Ends, the Sea and River fortifying its Sides. 
It is about 400 Paces long, and 150 Paces 
broad, divided into Streets pretty regular, 
and Fort St. George ftood near its Center. 
"There are two Churches in it, one for the 
#finglifh,and another for the Romz/o Service. 
The Csoyernor fuperintends both, and, in 
filling wp Wacancics in the Romz/b Church, 

re is the Pope’s Legate a tatere in Spirituali- 
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tics. There is a very good Hofpital in the 
‘Town, and the Company’s Horfe-ftables are 
meat ; but the old College, where a great 
many Gentlemen Faétors are obliged to lodge, 
is ill kept in Repair. 

HEvy have a Town-hall, and underneath 
at are Prifons for Debtors. ‘I‘hey are, or 
were a Corporation, and had a Mayor and 
Aldermen to be chofen by the free Burgers 
of the Town ; but that fcurvy Way is grown 
obfolete, and the Governor and his Council 
or Party fix the Choice. T'he City had Laws 
and Ordinances for its own Prefervation, and 
a Court Kept in Form, the Mayor and Alder- 
men in their Gowns, with Maces on the 
Table, a Clerk to keep a Regifter of Tranf- 
actions and Cafes, and Attornies and Solici- 
tors to plead in Form, before the Mayor and 
Aldermen ; but, after all, it is but a Farce, 
for, by Experience, I found, that a few Pa- 
godoes rightly placed, could turn the Scales 
of Juitice to which Side the Governor pleaf- 
ed, without Refpect to Equity or Reputation. 

In i{maller Matters, where the Cafe, on 
both Sides, is but weakly appr by Mo- 
ney, then the Court acts judictoutly, accor- 
ding to their Confciences and Knowledges 
but often againft Law and Reafon, for the 
Court is but a Court of Conicience, and its 
Ðeciiions are very irregular; and the Gover- 
nor’s difpenfing Power of nulling all that the 
Court trantfacts, puzzles the moíłt celebrated 
CLawiers there to find Rules in the ftatute 
Laws 
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Tagy have no martial Law, fo they can- 

not inflict the Pains of Death any other Ways 
than by whipping or ftarving, only for Pira- 
cy they can hang; and fome of them have 
been fo fond of that Privilege, that Mr. Zate 
hanged his Groom (Crofs ) for riding two 
or three Days Journey off to take the Airs 
but, in Exgland, he paid pretty well for his 
arbitrary Sentence. And one ofa later Date, 
viz. the orthodox Mr. Collet hang’d a Youth 
who was an Apprentice to an Officer on 
board of a Ship, and his Mafter going a pi- 
rating, carried his Servant along with him 5 
but the Youth ran from them the firft Op- 
portunity he met with, on the Ifland of on k~ 
ceyloan, and informed the Matter of a Sloop, 
which lay in a River there, that the Pirates 
had a Defign on his Sloop and Cargo, and 
went armed, in Company with the Matter, 
to hinder the Approach of the Pirates, and 
was the firft that fired on them, yet that mer- 
eiful Man was inexorable, and the Youth 
was hang’d. 
Tuar Power of executing Pirates is fo 
ftrangely ftretched, that if any private Irad- 
er is injured by the Tricks of a Governors 
and can find no Redrefs, if the injured Per- 
fon is fo bold as to talk of Lex talionis, he 
is infallibly declared a Pirate. 

In Anno 1719. I went ona trading Voyage 
to Siam, on the Foundation of a ‘Treaty of 
Commerce eftablifhed iz Anno 1684. between 
King Charles and the King of Szam's Ambaf, ` 


fador at London; but, in Anno 3718. Mr. p= 
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Zet fent one Powney his Ambatlador to Szam, 
with full Power to annul the old ‘Treaty, and 
to makea new one detrimental to all Brztz/h 
Subjeéts, except thofe employed by _ Collet 
himfelf. It was ftipulated, that all Brziti/b 
Subje@ts that had not Cod/et’s Letter, fhould 
be obliged to pay 8 per Cent. new Cuítoms, 
and Meafurage for their Ship, which come 
to about sco L. for a Ship of 300 Tuns, to 
fell their Cargoes to whom they pleafed, but 
the Money to be paid into the King’s Cath, 
that he might deliver Goods for it at his own 
Prices, whether proper for their homeward 
Markets, or no. I coming to Szam, fent my 
fecond Supercargo up to the City, with Or- 
ders to try the arket, and hire an Houle 
for the Ufe of the Cargo and ourfelves. He 
could not get a Boat to bring him back, be- 
fore the Ship arrived at Bencock, a Cattle a- 
bout half-way up, where it is cuftomary for 
all Ships to put their Guns afhore, fo then 
being obliged to proceed with the Ship to 
the City, I underftood the Conditions oO the 
new ‘Treaty of Commerce, which I would, 
by no Means, adhere to, but defired Leave 
to be gone again. They ufed many Perfwa- 
fions to make me ftay, but to no Purpofe, 
unlefs I might trade on the old and lawful 
Treaty. ‘They kept me from the Beginning 
of Augufti to the latter End of December, 
before they would let me go, and then I was 
obliged to pay Meafurage before they parted 
with me. 
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I wrote my Grievance to Mr. Collet, com- 
plaining of Powney’s villanous ‘Tranfactions,s 
mot feeming to know that they were done 
by Collet’s Order, and let fome Hints fall of 
Lex talionis, if I met with Powzey conveni- 
ently, which fo vext Mr. Collet, that he for- 
mally went to the “lown-hall, and declared 
me a rank Pirate, tho’Il and my Friends came 
off with above 3coo L. Loís. 

IE fhould not have been fo particular, but 
that I faw fome printed Papers at Loudon, 2 
“inno 141725. that extolled his Piety, Charity 
and Juftice in very high Encomiums; but it 
muift have been done by iome mercenary 
Scribler that did not know him; but now 
he is dead, Ill fay no more of hiin. 

‘IT’ ar black ‘Town isinhabited by Gezrows, 
Meabometars and Indian Chriffians, vin. Ar- 
wenians, and Portucueze, where there are 
‘Temples and Churches for each Religion, e- 
very one being tolerated; and every one 
follows his proper Employment. It was wal- 
fled in towards the Land, when Governor 
zt ruled it. He had fome Apprehenfion, 
that the Afogzl’s Generals in Golcoudah might, 
fome ‘Time or other, plunder it, fo layin 
the Hlazard and Danger before the Inhabi- 
tants, they wcre either perfwaded or oblig- 
ed to raile Subfidics to wall their "Town, ex- 
cept towards the Sea and the white ‘Town. 

Tur two ‘owns are abfolutely governed 
by the Governor Soéfz, in whofe Hands the 
Command of the Military is lodged ; but all 
ether Affairs belonging to the Company, are 

manag- 
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managed by him and his Council, moft Part 
of whom are gencrally his Creatures. And 
I have been and am acquainted with fome 
Gentlemen, who have been in that Poft, as 
well as fome private Gentlemen, who refided 
at Fort St. George, Men of great Candor 
and Honour, but they feldom continued 
Jong Favourites at Court. 

One of the Gates of the white "Town 
looks towards the Sea, and it is, for that 
Realon, called the Sea-gate. ‘Lhe Gate-way 
being pretty fpacious, was formerly the com- 
mon Exchange, where Merchants of all Na- 
tions reforted about rr a Clock, to treat of 
Butinefs in Merchandize; but that Cuftom 
is out of Fafhion, and the Contfultation Cham- 
ber, or the Governor’s Apartment ferves for 
that Ufe now, which made one Captain Harr, 
a very merry Man, fay, that he could never 
have believed that the Sea-gate could have 
been carried into the Confultation Room, if he 
had not feer it. 

Tur Company has their Mint here for 
coining Bullion that comes from Europe and 
other Countries, into Rupees, which brings 
themin good Revenues. The Rupce is ftampt 
with Perxvfraz Characters, declaring the Mo- 
guls Name, Year of his Reign, and fome of 
his Fpithets. “hey alfo coin Gold into Pa- 
grdoes of feveral Denominations and Value. 
‘There are allo Schools for the Education of 
Children, the ÆzelifhP for Reading and Wri- 
ting Lagli/b, the Portuguese for thcir Lan- 
guage and Latiz, and the ALahometaus, Gez- 
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tows, and 4rmenzans for their particular 
Languages. And the Axzglz/b Church is well 
endowed, and maintains poor Gentlewomen 
in good Houfewifery, good Clothes and Pa- 
hanktnes. 

Tar Diamond Mines being but a Week’s 
Journey from Fort St.George, make them pret- 
ty plentiful there; but few great Stones are 
now brought to Market there, fince that great 
Diamond which Governor P it fent to England. 
flow he purchafed it Mr. Glover, by whofe 
Means it was brought to the Governor, could 
give the beft Account, for he declared to me, 
that he laft 3000 Pagodoes by introducin 
the Seller to Mr. Pżź, having left fo muc 
Money in 4rcat as Security, that if the Stone 
was not fairly bought at Por St. George, the 
Owner fhould have free Liberty to carry it 
where he pleafed for a Market; but neither 
the Owner nor Mr. G/fver were pleafed with 
the Governor’s 'Tranfactions in that Affair. 

5o M E Cuftoms and Laws at the Mines are, 
whena Perfon goes thither on that Affair, he 
choofesa Piece of Ground, and acquaints one 
of the King’s Officers, who ftay there for that 
Service, that he wants fo many Covets of 
Ground to dig in; but whether they agree 
for fo much, or if the Price be certain, F 
know not: However, when the Money is 
paid, the Space of Ground is inclofed, and 
fome Sentinels placed round it. "The King 
challenges all Stones that are found above a 
certain Weight, I think it is about 60 Grains ; 
and if any Stones be carried clandeftinely a- 
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way above the ftipulated W eight, the Per- 
fon guilty of the Theft, is punifhed with 
Death. me are fortunate, and get E-ftates 
by digging, while others lofe both their Mo- 
ney and Labour. 

HE current Trade of Fort St. George 
runs gradually flower, the Trader meeting 
with Difappointments, and fometimes with 
Oppreffions, and fometimes the Liberty of 
buying and felling is denied them; and I have 
feen, when the Governor's Servants have bid 
for Goods at a publick Sale, fome who had 
a Mind to bid more, durít not, others who 
had more Courage and durft bid, were brow- 
beaten and threatned. And I was Witnefs 
to a Bargain of Surat Wheat taken out ofa 
Gentleman’s Hands, after he had fairly 
bought it by Auction, fo that many trading 
People are removed to other Parts, where 
there is greater Liberty and lefs Oppreffion. 
Tae Colony produces very_little of its 
own Growth or Manufacture for foreign Mar- 
kets. They had formerly a "Trade to P egt, 
where many private Traders got boas sood 
Bread by their 'Tratfck and In uítry ; but 
the Trade is now removed into the dren 7- 
ans, Moors and Gentows Hands, and the &zg- 
lifh are employed in building and repairing 
of Shipping. The Trade they have to C4z- 
2a, is divided between them and Swrat, for 
the Gold, and fome Coppef, are for their 
own Markets, and tke Grofs of their Cargo, 
which confifts in Sugar, Sugar-candy;, Allom, 


China Ware and fome Drugs, as China Root, 
Galling- 
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Galling-gal, &c. are all for the Surat Mar- 
Ket. 

Tueir Trade to Perfa muft firft come 
down the famous Gazges, before it can come 
into Fort St. George’s Chanels to be convey- 
ed to Perfia. ‘Tinney never had any Trade 
to Mocha in the Produét and Manufactories 
of Chormondel before the Year 1713. and 
Fort St. David fupplies the Goods for that 
Port, fo that Fort St. George is an Emblem 
of Hollandin fupplying foreign Markets with 
foreign Goods. 

Tue Colony is well peopled, for there is 
computed to be 80coo Inhabitants in the 
"Towns and Villages; and there are general- 
ly about 4 or 500 Ewropeans refiding there, 
reckoning the Gentlemen, Merchants, Sea- 
men and Soldiery. "Their Rice is brought, 
by Sea, from Ganjanz and Orixa, their W heat 
from Surat and Bengal, and their Fire-wood 
from the Hlands of “zz, alow Point of Land 
that lies near Wlatchulipatam, fo that any E- 
nemy that is fuperior to them in Sea Forces, 
may eafily diitrefs them.

Gives an Account of the Coaft of Chormon- 
del from Forze St. George zo Ganjam, rhe 
eaftermoft Town in the ancient Kingdom of 
Golcondah; wth Observations on their 
Pagan Worfhip, and forme Occurrences that 
happened to the Englith Factory at Viza- 
gapatam while I was there. 


OLIC AT is the next Place of Note to 
the City and Colony of Fort St. George, 
and, as I obferved before, is a Town belong- 
ing to the Durch. It is ftrengthned with two 
Forts, one contains a few “SDurch Soldiers 
for a Garifon, the other is commanded by 
an Officer belonging to the Mogul. The 
Country affords the fame Commodities that 
Fort St. George doth; and the People are em- 
ployed mofitly in knitting Cotton Stockings, 
which they export for the Ufe of all the Eu- 
yopeanz Factories in Ladza. 

Teuere are feveral Places along the Coaft 
to the Northward, which, in former ‘Times; 
had Commerce abroad, but now are negle- 
éted and unfrequented. Armaguz is one, and 
Kifizipatam is another, that brought good 
Store of Cloth, of feveral Sorts, to the Æna- 
ijb Faétories. It has the Benefit of a good 
large River, that has a Bar ef 15 Foot W a- 
ter on it. Carrera has the Benetit of a large 
River, that reaches a great Way into rhe 
Country. YLettzpoly had once Huglifh and 
Dutch Factories fettled in it, but were with- 
ob drawn 
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drawn many Years ago, becaufe the inland 
Rajahbs difturbed Commerce by their Impo- 
fitions and E-xadctions. 

Matchulipatam, being the next Place of 
Figure, lies in the Way along the Sea-coaft. 
It itands on the North-eaft Side of Dza Point, 
about 5 Leagues diftant from it. In the lat- 
ter Part of the laft Century this “‘ltown was 
one of the moft flourifhing in all Judia, and 
the Exeglif/p Company found it to be the moft 
profitable Factory that they had. They had 
a large Factory built of “Teak Timber; but 
now there are no L£zg¢li/b there, tho” the 
Dutch continue their Factory ftill, and keep 
about a Dozen of Hollanders there to carry 
on the Chint Trade, for that Commodity is 
not, as yet, forbid to appear in Holland. 

Tue Town is but fmall, built ona little 
Ifland, and is much ftronger by Nature than 
Art. Towards the Continent Side, there is 
a deep Morafs, over which is a wooden 
Bridge about half a League long, and on 
breaking a Part of that Bridge, the “own is 
fecured from Enemies on the Land Side. 

Tue Mogul has his Cuftom-houfe here, 
and the Commifflioner of the Cuiftom-houfe 
is Governor of the Town. “The Country 
and adjacent [flands are fruitful in Grain, 
Timber for building, and “Tobacco the beft 
in India. "The, Mlands of Di“ produce the 
famous Dye called S4azz. It is a hrub grow- 
ing in Grounds that are overflown with the 
Spring-tides. It _itains their Calicoes in the 
moit beautiful and lively Colours in the W orld ; 

and 
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and I have feen Butter from thence of as 
good a Colour and Taite as ever I faw in Æx- 
rope. 

A few Years ago, the Naob or Vice-roy 
of Chormonudel, who retides at Chickacul, and 
who fuperintends that Country for the AZo- 
gul, for fome Difguft he had received from 
the Inhabitants of Diz Iflands, would have 
made a Prefent of them to the Colony of 
Fort St. George, and the Inhabitants were ve- 
ry willing to change their Matters; but cer- 
tain Reafons, that I am unacquainted with, 
made the Governor and his Council reject 
the Prefent, and the Vice-roy and the Hlan- 
ders became Friends again; but, after a Year 
or two, the Exzgli/b having confidered bet- 
ter of the Matter, would accept of the Vice- 
roy’s Profer, and fent fome Ships, with Men 
and Ammunition, to fortify a Factory, but 
the Inhabitants took Arms, and forbad them 
to land, fo they returned as they went a- 
broad. 

Next to AVatchulipatam is WNar/ipores 
where the Euglifb had a Factory for long 
Cloth, for the Ufe of their Faé¢tory of Mat- 
chulipatam, when they manufactured Chints 
there. It alfo affords good ‘Teak ‘limber for 
building, and has a fine deep River, but a 
dangerous Bar, which makes it little frequen- 
ted. And palling round Cor<ango Point, a 
little Way up in Corraengo Bay, is Angerang, 
that has the Benefit of a large deep River, 
that penetrates far up into the Continent. Ic 
has a Bar foft at the Bottom, and three and 
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an half Fathoms on it at high Water. Here 
the beit and fineit long Cloth is made that 
India affords, and is fold cheap ; but the in- 
land Countries lying near the River, are in 
the Hands of different Rajahs, and each be- 
ing Sovereign in his own {mall Dominions, 
makes fuch Impoiitions and Exactions on the 
Cloth that comes down the River, that they 
ruine that beneficial Trade of d#gerang, and 
make it little frequented. 

Tn Anno 170%. the Enxclith, from 2zaga- 
patam tettled there; but whether the Facto- 
ry was ítarved for Want of Money, or whe- 
ther the Conftituent and conftituted Chiefs of 
the Factories difagreed about dividing the 
Bear’s Skin, I know not, but the Factory was 
foon withdrawn, and the Project loft. 

CoastiNG along Shore, there are feveral 
little Ports between Matchulipatam and Vz- 
zagapatam, befides Narfipore and <#ugeranug, 
but #/atraw is the moft noted, for it produ- 
ces Rice for Exportation, befides fome long 
Cloth, but it is not frequented Dy Auropeans, 
and therefore | proceed to 

Vizagapatam, a fortified Factory belongin 
to the £xgli/h. It is regularly fortified wit 
four little Baitions, and has about 18 Guns 
mounted in it. It has the Advantage of a 
River, but a dangerous Bar to pafs over be- 
fore we get into it. The Country about af- 
fords Cotton Cloths, both coarie and fine, 
and the tcitt Dzreas, or {tript Mutlins, in Zz- 
dia; but the Factory is generally heart-fick 
for want of Moncy to refrein it. n 
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In Anno 1709. the Factory drew a War on 
themfelves from the Nabob of Chickac#l, for 
one Mr. Simeon Holcomb, who had been Chief 
at Vizagapatam, had borrowed confiderable 
Sums of the Nabob, and affixt the Company's 
Seal to the Bones he gave for them. Mr. 
Hotcomb dying, the Naboé demanded his Mo- 
ney from the fucceeding Chief, who would 
not pay him, alledging, that Holcomb had 
borrowed it for his own private Ufe, and 
not for the Company’s, and that he muft get 
Payment out of Holcomé’s private E‘ftatc, if 
there was enough found to pay the Debt, o- 
therwife he might get his Money from fome 
inland Rajahs, who ftood indebted to Hof 
comb, by his Books of Accounts, in a great- 
er Sum than would pay his Principal and In- 
tere{t ; and that he being the Moguls Gene- 
ral, could compel thofe Rajahs to pay their 
juft Debts, which they would make over to 
him: But the Naéoé, not caring to enter in- 
to a War with his Country men on fuch a 
Foundation, fent Agents to acquaint the Go- 
vernor and Council of Fort St. George, with 
his Affairs at Vizagapatam. ‘They proved 
deaf to all the Agent’s Propofitions and Ar- 
guments, and hardly treated him civilly, fo he 
went back to his Mafter, with the Account 
of his ill Succefs. Upon which the Nabob 
came to a Garden about half a League from 
Vizagapatam, accompanied with 500 Horfe, 
and 3500 Foot, to demand his Money. Ibe- 
ing accidentally there in a fmall ®Datch-built 
Ship, that I had bought from the Frezch, on 
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my Credit, at Fort St. George, and the Fa- 
čtory being but ill mann’d, Mr. Haftings, who 
was then Chief, and my Friend, defired the 
Affifttance of my Arms and Counfel in that 
Junécture of Affairs, which I very freely gave 
him; and my Opinion being askt in Council, 
what I thought about the Affair, I advifed 
him and his Council to compound the Mat- 
ter as well as they could, and fpin out ‘lime, 
that we might better fortify the Avenues to 
the Faétory. My Advice of compounding 
the Matter was rejeéted, but the other Part 
we followed, fo, with feven Europeans that 
belonged to the Faétory, and twelve that 
were with me, and twenty Jopafes, and 280 
Watives, moft of them Fifhers, that lived un- 
der the Company’s Proteétion, we fortified 
fome Rocks that the Enemy was obliged to 
pafs within Piftol-fhot of, if they had a Mind 
to attack us. We threw up Breaft-works be- 
tween the Rocks, and moored my Ship with- 
in Piftol-fhot of the Shore, and had eight 
minion Guns to fcour the Sands, if they 
had attempted to come that Way, and, for 
fix Weeks we continued on our Guard, and 
were often alarmed in the Night, but find- 
ing us always ready to receive them, they 
did not think it proper to force an Entry 
into the ‘own. 

I had the Honour to command all the Out- 
guards, and the Chief, with eight #wropeans 
and twenty Blacks, kept the Fort. ‘Thus we 
continued in perpetual Watchings and Alarms, 
till Reinforcements arrived from Fort Sr. 

George, 
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George, and then I left them, and proceeded 
on a Voyage to Pegr. Both Parties being 
very iy one ftriving to get his Money by 
Compulfion, and the other, to fave the Com- 
any’s Money on any Terms, right or wrong- 

he War being drawn to a a . Length 
than was imagined at firft, an Charges rifling 
higher than was expected, inclined them to 
make all up amicably, which was at lait ef- 
fected by the Company’s paying near the Sum 
that was at firft demanded. 

THE Nabob, whofe Name was Fakirly 


Cawn, would hear of no Peace, without the 
Company’s Merchant, who was a Gento 
called Agapa, and a Subject of the Mogul'ss 
who was very active in the War, in encou- 
raging the Town's People to defend them- 
feives and the Company’s Intereft, and who 
alfo had wrote to fome neighbouring #4 ra PS, 
to embroil the Nabob’s Affairs in his Abtences 
in order to divert him from purfuing his De- 
mands on Vizagapatam, fhould be delivered 
up to him, which, at laft, he was, and was 
ut to a very cruel Death. He was fet in 
the hot fcorching Sun three Days, with his 
Hands faftned to a Stake over his Head, and 
one of his Legs tied up till his Hecl touch- 
ed his Buttock, and, in the Night, put into 
a Dungeon, with fome venomous Snakes to 
bear him Company, and this was repeted till 
the third Night he ended his miferable Luife ; 
but the Company’s Merchants, for the future, 
will be cautious how they efpoufe the Com- 


pany’s Intereit again. 
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Turre was one Baily, a Recruit from 
Fort St. George, on fome Ditcontent, deier- 
ted the Company’s Service, and centred into 
the Nabos; but falling into an Ambuth, 
was taken Prifoner by our Men, and was 
{ent to Fort St. George, where, for his De- 
fertion, he was defervedly whipt out of this 
W orld into the next, and there I leave him. 

AFTER the War was ended, and all qui- 
et, the Naéoé returned to Chickacul, ut 
could neither forget nor forgive his ‘I’reat~ 
ment at Fort St. George and Vrz2zagapatam, 
but finding by Force he could not get the 
Factory into his Hands, without great L.ofs 
of Men and Money; he had Recourfe to Stra- 
tagem, by furprifing it. He came into the 
Town one Day with soo Horfe, and fome 
Foot, without advertifing of his coming, as 
was ufual, at the "Town-gate, and before the 
Chief could have Notice, he was got into 
the Factory, with twenty or thirty of his At- 
tendants. The Alarm being given, a refo- 
lute bold young Gentleman, a Factor in the 
Company’s Service, called Mr. &zchard Hor- 
den, came running down Stairs, with his Fu- 
zee in his Hand, and his Bayonet {crewed on 
its Muzzle, and, prefenting it to the Nabob’s 
Breaft, told him in the Geztow Language, 
(which he was Mafter of) that the Nabob 
was welcom, but ifany of his Attendants ofie- 
red the leaít Incivility, his Life fhould an- 
{wer for it. "The Nabods was furprifingly a- 
itonifhed at the Refolution and Bravery of 
the young Gentleman, and fat down to me 
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fider a little, Mr. Horden keeping the Muzzle 
of his Piece flill at his Breaft, and one of the 
INabob’s Servants ftanding all the While be- 
hind Mr. Horden, with a Dagger’s Point clofe 
to his Back, fo they had a Conference of 
half an Hour long, in thofe above mention- 
ed Poftures, and then the Nabob thought fit 
to be gone again, full of Wonder and Ad- 
Mmiration of fo daring a Courage. 

HERE are many ancient Pagods or 'l em- 
ples in this Country, but there is one very 
particular that ftands upon a little Mountain 
near Vizagapatam, where they worfhip liv- 
ing Monkies; and, by Report, many un- 
dreds breed there, which are nourifhed by 
the zealous Priefts, whofe Devotion confiits 
moftly in boyling Rice and other Food for 
their comical little Gods, which, at Meal- 
times, affemble at the Pagod, and eat what 
is prepared for them, and retire again in good 
Order; but it is lefs dangerous to killa Man 
near that ‘Temple than a Monkey. 1 won’e 
venture to be a Judge, to determine whether 
the Prieft or the God is the moft ridiculous 
Brute, and yet I think the Prieit has fome 
Advantage of thofe on Zeloaz, who worfhip 
a Monkey’s ‘I’ooth only. 

Bimlipatam lies about 4 Leagues to the 
North-eatt of hzzagapatam. The “Dutch keep 
a {mall Factory there, confifting of four Eu- 
vopeans. The Country People manufacture 
Cloth, both coarfe and ne, which the “Murch 
buy up for Batavia. About 4 Miles oif Shore, 
at Bimilipatam, there are fome Rocks that 
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a r above Water, called Sanéia Pilla. A 
Ship may pafs between them and the Shore 
without Danger. And that is all worth Ob- 
fervation there. 

THERE are no European Fa€tories to the 
¥afiward on the Coaft of Chormondel, but 
Ganjam. tis kept for the Chief of Vizaga- 
patanrs Ufe, tho” a Company might find thetr 
Account there better than in many Places 
that they keep Faétoriesin. It lies about s5 
F eagues to the North-eaftward of V tzagapa- 
tam: but there are feveral other Places be- 
tween them on the Coaft, that drive a fmall 
"Trade in Corn. Porndee, Callingapatam and 
Sunapore are the moft noted, but are not 
frequented by Auropeans. 

aE Country about Ganjam is fruitful in 
Rice and Sugar-cane, and they make pretty 
good Sugars, both white and brown. Ic has 
the Benefit of a River, but not navigable, 
nor the Bar paffable for Ships, till the Month 
ef September, that the Frethes from the 
Mountains open it, and then there is three 
Fathoms on it, but it fhuts again about the 
Beginning of November, and, in the other 
Months, there are not above 7 or 8 Foot at 
Hiigh-water. 

Tue Town ftands about a Mile within 
the Bar, on a rifing Ground, and is governed 
by a Chowdrie, an Officer deputed by the 
Nabob. And there is a Pagod in it, dedica- 
ted to an obfcene God, called Gopalfamz. 
Hie is carried fometimes in Proceffion thro’ 
the Streets, and fometimes into the Fields 
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near the Town. They allow him a Coach, 
becaufe he cannot walk, and he has always 
above a Dozen of Clergymen to accompany 
him in his Coach. Around his 'Ilemple, and 
on the Coach, are carved Figures of Gods and 
Goddefies, in fach obicene Poftures, that it 
would puzzle the Covent Garden Nymphs to 
imitate. One of his Company in the Coach 
has a Stick about two Foot in Length, and 
one End is carved in Shape of a Przapus. 
The Stick is placed between his I egs, and 
the End fticking out before him, and all Vir- 
gins and married Women that never had 
Children, come and worfhip the Stick, and 
the Priefts beftow Bletlings on them to make 
them fruitful. “The Woods produce ‘I'im- 
ber for building. It is very heavy, but the 
{tronge{t Wood I ever faw, tho’ not lafting 
They alfo produce Bees-wax and S*tzcklack, 
and pretty good Iron. And the inland Coun- 
tries manufaéture Cotton into feveral Sorts of 
Cloths, both fine and coarfe, all fit for Ex- 
portation. “The Seas produce many Sorts of 
excellent Fifhes, and the Rivers the beft Mul- 
lets ever I faw. In November and December 
they have great Plenty of Seer-fifh, which is 
as favoury as any Salmon or ‘Trout in Euvope. 
I have {een them bought tor three half Pence 
per Piece, each above 20 4. Weight. Wild 
Geefe and Duck are plentiful and good here, 
Antilopes are fold far fifteen Pence per 
icce, 
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CHAP. XXXI. 


Treats of the Sea-coaft and fome inland Coun- 
tries in the ancient Kingdom of Orixa, 4y 
the Nat:ves called Oria; with an Account 
of the famous Temple of Jagarynat. 


N the Year 1708. I had Occafion to tra- 
vel from Gazzam to &allafore, by Land, 
which gave me an Opportunity to fee more of 
the Countries thro’ which I travelled, than 
mofit ethers could have who travelled by Sea. 
About three Miles to the Eaftward of Ganjan 
is Liémre, at the End of a Ridge of Moun- 
tains, that divide the ancient pdms of 
Golcondah from Orixa. Its End runs within 
Piftol-fhot of the Sea, and there were three 
or four Sentinels to demand a Tax on every 
Head that paft out of, or into Orzxa. I had 
feventeen Servants to carry my Palanqueer 
and Baggage, and all the “Fax amounted to 
about three Shillings Ster/. Proceeding far- 
ther, I came to Manzkapatam, where there 
is a great Inlet from the Sea; but, about a 
Mile from its Mouth, it divided itfelf into 
many Chanels, which made many {mall I- 
flands. "The Mogez#Z had an Othcer there, 
who examined from whence we came, and 
whither we were bound. Our Anfwers were 
fatisfactory, and he prefented us with fome 
Poultry, Rice and Butter, and gave us a Place 
to lodge in. And, altho” we faw Plicnty of 
Fith in the Rivers, yet Money could not 
purchafe one of them, becaufe there is a Pa- 
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god on a little Hill built of Iron-coloured 
Stone, where all the Animals of the watery 
Element are worfhipped. And Water-fowls 
are fo facred, that they muft not be killed. 
Our next Stage was at the famous Temple of 

Fagaryuat, which, in clear Weather, may 
be feen from A/lanikapatam. In our Way we 
faw great Numbers of Deer and Antilopes, 
fo tame, that they would not move out o 
our Way, till we approacht within five or fix 
Yards of them. Water wild Fowl were al- 
fo numerous and fearlefs, for none dares kill 
them under Pain of Excommunication, which 
cannot be removed but by round Sumsto the 
Church. Poultry there is plentiful, but can- 
not be killed by the Pagans, becaufe they 
worfhip them ; nor can otrangers purchafe 
them, only the Alahometans, who make no 
Account of their canon Laws, make bold to 
facritice them, and Fifh too, as we do in Great 
Brit ain. 

In all this Tract between Gaujam and Ja- 
garynat, the vilible God in moit Eifteem is 
Gopalfami, whofe "Temples, as I faid before, 
are decorated with obfcene Reprefentations 
of Men and Women in indecent Pottures, al- 
fo of Demons and Caco-demons, whofe Ge- 
nitals are of a prodigious Size in Proportion 
to their Bodics. The filthy Image is wor- 
fhipped by all the Heathens of both Sexes, 
but barren Women are his greate{t Devotees, 
and bring him the beft Oblations. 

FSagarynat has vait Crowds of Pilgrims to 
vilit him from all Parts of India. flis sempi- 
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4tands in a Plain about a Mile from the Sea, 
and no Mountains nor Outlets of Rivers 
near it. It is built of a free hard Stone, the 
Pedeftal of large fquare Stone, and clofe by 
it is a Ciftern built about with large oblong 
fquare Stones of different Colours, vz2. Brick- 
colour, light blue, gray and white. The Ci- 
ftern has Steps that run the whole Length 
of the Ciftern, which is about 400r 50 Yards, 
and, at the End oppofite to the Pagod, Steps 
of the whole Breadth of it, which is about 
25 or 30 Yards, each Step about a Foot deep, 
defcending, by Gradation, under the Surface 
of the Water, which did not feem to be 
clear, but, they fay, is three Fathoms deep 
in the Middle. This Ciftern or Tank is wal- 
led round with a Stone Wall about 5 Foot 
high, with two Iron Gates to let in Pilgrims, 
and keep out unfanétified Perfons, as Chrz- 
ftians, Mahometans; Scc. for all Pilgrims are 
obliged to wath in that Tank before they go 
into the Temple to worfhip. The ‘I’emple 
is built in the Shape of a Canary Pipe fet on 
End, about 40 or 5o Yards high, about 
the Middle is the Image of an Ox cut in one 
intire Stone, bigger than a live one. He 
looks towards ae South-eaft, and his hin- 
der Parts are fixt in the Wall. “he Fabrick 
is crowned with a Top about the tame Dia- 
meter that it is in the Middle, and the ‘I’em- 
ple being exaćtly round, makes no contem- 
ptible Figure in Architeéture. Onthe Weft 
Side of the Pagod, there is a large Chapel 
that joyns it, wherein Sermons are daily 

preach- 
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preached ; and there are fome Convenis at 
a little Diitance for the Priefts to lodge in, 
who daily officiate. ‘There are, in all, about 
500 of them that belong to the Pagod, who 
daily boyl Rice and Pulfe for the Ufe of the 
God. ‘They report, that thereare five Can- 
dies daily dreft, each Candy containing 1600 
Zé. Weight. When fome Part has been car- 
ried before the Idol, and the Smoke had {fa- 
luted his Mouth and Nofe, then the Remain- 
der is fold out, in fmall Parcels, to thofe who 
will buy it, at very reafonable Rates, and the 
Surplus is ferved out to the Poor, who are 
ever attending the Pagod out of a pretend- 
ed Devotion: And this Food, that is dreft 
for the Pagod, has a particular Privilege a- 
bove other E/atables, A ioe! the purified fez- 
shez is not contaminated by eating out of the 
fame Dith with polluted Chriffzans or Maho- 
metans, tho” in another Place, it would be 
reckoned a mortal Sin. 

I {ftaid there one Day and two Nights, and 
my Lodgings were in an Houle very near 
the Pagod. ‘The Nights were fpent in beat- 
ing on Tabors and Brafs Cymbals, with 
Songs of Praifes on Fagarynat, who is only 
4 Stone God, not carved into a Figure, but 
an irregular bcc gga black Stone of about 
4 Or 500 46. eight, with two rich Diamonds 
placed near the Top, to reprefent Eyes, and 
a Nofe and Mouth painted with Vermilion, 
to fhew his Devotees that he can both {mell 
and tafte. There are no Windows in the 
Temple to give Light, fo that he has Ufe 
for 
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tor about 100 Lamps continually burning be= 
fore him. He is railed about, that none may 
approach near him but his Priefts; and on- 
ly thofe of the firft Quality dare enter into 
the Sanctum fanéiorum. 

I would fain have gone into the Temple, 
but could not be admitted, tho’ I profered 
the Value of three Guineas for Admittance, 
but I fent one of my Servants, who was a 
Geatow, to obferve what he could, and he 
brought me the foregoing Account. 

Fir is never removed out of the ‘'emple, 
but his Effigie is often carried abroad in Pro- 
ceffion, mounted on a Coach four Stories 
high. It runs on eight or ten Wheels, and 
is capable to contain near z200 Perfons. [Ít is 
drawn thro’ a large Street about s0 Yards 
wide, and half a League long, by a Cable of 
x4 Inches Circumference, and, at convenient 
Miftances, they faften fmall Ropes to the 
Cable, two or three Fathoms long, fo that 
upwards of 2o00 People have Room enough 
to draw the Coach, and fome old Zealots, 
as it paffes thro’ the Street, fall flat on the 
Ground, to have the Honour to be crufht to 
Pieces by the Coach Wheels, and, if they 
meet with that good Fortune to be killed 
outright, the Prieits make the Mob believe, 
that the Defunéct’s Soul is much in favour 
with the Idol, but if only a Leg, a Thigh or 
an Arm are crufht, then the Devotee is not 
fanctified enough to be taken Notice of, how- 
ever, if they die of thcir Bruifes, their Bo- 
dies are burned as well as the others, i 
their 
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their Souls go into Paradife, or a Place ve- 
ry near it, without {topping at the half-way 

oufe to be purged trom their Sins, as o- 
thers lefs pure are obliged to do. 

‘T’ney have a Tradition, that this famous 
{dol was not originally of the Country he 
now fitays in, but, 3 or 4700 Years ago, he 
fwimm’d over the Sea, and tome Fifhers teeing 
him ly at High-water Mark, went near him, 
and, to their great Aftonifhment, heard him 
fay in their own vernacular Language, zbat 
he came out of pure Charity to refide among 
them, and defired that he micht have a good 
Lodging built for bim, on that fame Spot of 
Ground that he now dwells on. ‘The Fifhers 
told this Story to their ghoitly Fathers, who 
came in ‘l’roops to fee the Stone that could 
talk fo prettily, and would have excufed 
themfelves of the ‘Trouble of building an 
Eioufe fit to entertain his Godthip, but he 
would not be denied; and, tho’ there are no 
Stone-quarries nor Mountains to be feen with- 
in Reach of the Eye, he promifed to furnith 
them with good Stone and Lime to build his 
Fioufe, if they would but take the ‘Trouble, 
and fo, every Night, Materials were brought 
as there was Need, and, ina fhort "Time, his 
Hloufe was built, as it now is. And there are 
reckoned, in the fame ‘I'own, no lefs than 
400 I’emples built in Honour to Yagaryuat 
and his Relations. 

Flaw Fagarynat f{taid but twenty or thirty 
Centuries, and fwimm’d tothe Shore of fome 
Chriftzan Catholick Country, he would have 
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found an hearty Welcome, and would not 
have been obliged to contine himfelf to one 
Hloufe without Windows, but would have 
had an hundred Palaces built for him, with 
{winging great W indows for to give him Day- 
light, and Hundreds of good Wax-candles 
burning before him Night and Day, inftead 
of Lamps, whofe Charge is much lefs than 
VIRD ax, and their Light much dimmer. 

HETHER this Story of Jagarynat, or 
thofe of the miraculous Adventures of Xavz- 
er, and the Ship that run from Cape Soxze 
Efberanza to Goa in one Night, are moft 
to be credited, I leave to the arnon 
of the unprejudiced Judges of Controveríy 
in Points polemical. 

T we Prince of this Country is an Heathen, 
and pays a Tribute to the Mogul of a Lack 
of Rupees yearly, or 12500 L. Sterl. which is 

aid intothe Exchequer at Catrtack. And the 

rince exacts a Tax of half a Crown per Head 
on every Pilgrim that comes to the Pagod to 
worfhip, which generally amounts to 75000 
Lis P gad Annum. 

H1s Country abounds in Corn, Cloth, 
Cattle, Deer and Antelopes. Bears and Mon- 
kies are very numerous and fearlefs. ‘“I’here 
is alfo Plenty of Water-fowl, Partridge and 
Pheafant, all tame, becaufe none dares kill 
them but the Prince, except thofe whom 
he gives written Licences to, and they are 
but feldom obtained. The Country is wa- 
tered with many fmall Rivers, whofe Out- 
lets to the Sea are at Adanikapatam and Ar- 

fipore 
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Sfipore, and there are many Bridges of Stone 
over thofe little Rivers, and great Numbers 
of Beggars near thofe Bridges, asking Alms 
in the Name of fagaryuat. 

Tue Prince who reigned z# Anno 1708. 
had a peculiar Efteem for Europeans in ge- 
neral, for, one Day as he was a hunting, his 
Hlorfe fell, and the Prince broke his Thigh- 
bone, and accidentally an Æuropean Surge- 
on being in the Town, fet the Bone, and 
made a perfect Cure, and was rewarded with 
45 L. Sterf. for it. 

W HENI was there, he was abroad a hun- 
ting, and he fent me a Compliment, that he 
defired to fee me; but I excufed myfelf on 
account of my having a Fit of the Gout, and 
he was fatisfied with the Excufe, and {fent 
me a good fat Buck for my Supper; and fe- 
veral of the beft Gentlemen in Lown, came, 
with their Compliments, next Morning, to 
invite me to ftay a few Days till his High- 
nefs returned from hunting; but my Bufinefs 
being prefling, I returned their Civilities in 
the propereft "Ferms I could, and took Leave 
to proceed on my Journey. 

V HEN I had travelled three or four Lea- 
gues from Jagarynat, I left the Sea-fhore, and 
took my Way towards Cattack, on a very 
fine Road, where I faw many Droves of Cat- 
tle and wild Game, and feveral Monuments 
of zealous Pilgrims, who had fignalized them- 
felves by fevere Penances, and one particu- 
larly, that, about three Months before I was 
there, had, out of Zeal built a ‘lomb for 

Bb2 him- 
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himfelf, and, when it was finifhed, took his 
I eave of his Friends in Form, and entred 
into his new Cell, and ftaid till he died for 
Want of Suftenance. I challenge any C4rz/tz- 
an Penitents to do more, in Acts of Super- 
erogation, than this blind Heathen did.

CHAP XXXII. 


Ts an Account of the maritim Towns on the 
Coaft of Orixa, which terminates at Balla- 


fore; alò of fome inland Places through 
which I travelled. 





ROM the Dominions of fagarynat, ï 
came into thofe of Arfipore. “Lhe ‘Towns 
where the Rajab refided, is named after the 
Province, and there is a fine River that in- 
vites Strangers to frequent it for Cotton 
Cloth and Rice, that this Country affords in 
great Plenty. And, in fixfcore Miles that I 
travelled between Jagarynat and Cattack, I 
found little elfe worth noticing but Numbers 
of Villages interfperft in the plain Countries, 
and, at every ten or twelve Miles End, a 
Fellow to demand FYwuzkaun or Poll-money 
for me and my Servants, which generally 
came to a Peny or three half Pence a Piece, 
fo that, in the whole, it coft me about r L. 
Sterl. for Paflage-gilt, 

THe next Place to 47/ipore, on the Sea- 
coait, is Raypore, that itands on the Banks 
of the River of Catrack, where it difembogues

of the Eaft Indi 
tnto the Sea, about mid-way between Point 
Falfoand Point Palmeira. It has a fine Bar 
aflordins teven Fathoms Water onitin Spring- 
tides. ic is not frequented by Europeans, 
tho’, no Doubt, it was before Aurengzeb 
conquered the Country, for it produceth 
Corn, Cloth very fine, Butter and Oyl in 
great Abundance. The City of Cattack ftands 
sn an Ifland of this River, about 2% Leagues 


from the Sea. 
he River of Cattack, 1 


W urn I came tot 
efpied a fmall Pagod, built in Form of a Cu- 
ola, The Out-fide had Holes in it, like the 


oles of a Pigeon-houfe, placed in Order, 
and in each Hole was a Man’s Skull. Enqui- 
ring the Reafon why fuch a Number of Skulls 
were put there, I was informed, that when 
Murengzeb’s Army came to befiege Cattack, 
there was a Confpiracy in the Lown to be- 
tray it, but being detected, above five Hun- 
dred that were concerned in it, were, by Or- 
der of the King of Orzxa, who was then in 
the City, condemned to be beheaded, and 
their Heads to be placed in thofe Hales, and 
there they have continued ever fince. Clofe 
by that Temple, we took Boat to carry us to 
the City, the River, on that Side, being about 
a Mile broad, and founding it in the Middle, 
I found fix Fathoms. The River Water is 
very clear, and wholfom te drink, and de- 
{fcends with a flow Stream. 

Tue Springs of the River are from the 
Mountains of Gatti, within 40 Leagues of 


Goa, and, in its Pafflage, wafhes Part of the 
B b 3 King- 
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and Orixa, ble{iing all the Countries that it 
paffes through, with Fertility of Corn, even 
to the Place where it lofes it felf,and there 
it is alfo beneficent, in affording a conveni- 
ent Harbour for Shipping, tho’ ic is not much 
frequented by Strangers, and not at all by 
Eurcpeans. I believe the Reafon is, that ma- 
ny Rajahs, of different Intercits, have their 
Countries on the Sides of the River, and they 
load the Trade with fo many Taxes and Im- 
pofitions, that the induftrious Merchant can- 
not get any Profit by his Labour; and the 
Reins of the Afogzl’s Government being {ío 
flack in thofe Parts, the Naécb of Orixa is 
not capable to keep the contentious Rajahs 
an better Order. 

Cattack is ítill a large City, walled round, 
and a good many Cannon planted on its 
Walls, but neither the Wall nor Arcillery are 
kept in good Order ‘“The’Town ts not one 
Quarter Part inhabired; but the Ruins of 
many large Buildings fhew fufficiently its an- 
cient Grandeur, when Kings kept their Courts 
there. Its Figure isan Oblong fora League 
long, anda Mile broad. It is garifoned with 
5000 Foor, and soo Horte. 

Tue Engli Company had once a fine 
Factory in Catrack. Mott of its Wails were 
{tanding iz Anno 17Cc8.and a Garden that be- 
longed ta the Faétory, was thenin good Re- 

air, kept by a Perfon of Quality in the ‘own. 

“he Country about abounds in Corn and 
Cattle, and tame and wild Fowl are very 
pient:- 
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plentiful and good. ‘heir Manufaċtory is 
in Cotton Cloths, coarfe and fine of all Sorts, 
and very cheap, and fo are Butter and Oyl. 
I bought a few Seerbands and Sannoes there, 
to know the Difference of the Prices between 
Cattack and Ballafòre Markets, and I found 
Cattack fold theri about 60 per Cent. cheap- 
er than Ballafore; but, on the Road, which 
is about 35 Leagues long, we paid feven or 
eisht ‘Times Toll for our Heads and Goods, 
which made them come out about 28 per 
Cent. better than Ballafore Market. 

Taar Part of the River, on the North 
Side of Cattack, is very fhallow. W hen I paft 
it, there were not above three Foot W ater in 
it. ‘They have a Cuitom in this ‘Town, that, 
when any Stranger travels thro’ it, he muft 
find Surety, that he'll carry none of the In- 
habitants of with him, without the Nabob’s 
Permitlion, and if the Stranger can find no 
Security, the Nabob’s Secretary becomes 
bound for paying him ten Rupees for the 
Danger he runs. ‘I’wo Dutch Renagodoes, 
who were in the Naéob’s Service as Gun- 
ners, Came to wait on me, with a Prefent of 
Mutton, Fowl and Fifth, and profered to be 
my Suretics. I rewarded them with the 
ufual Perquifite due to the Secretary, and 
gave them a Bottle of French Brandy, which 
they fet a great Valuc on. 

W wen I left Cattack, I travelled about so 
Miles in two Days, and came to Badrucky 
which itands onthe Side of a River, that runs 
into the Sea at a. about 20 Miles below 
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Badruck. ‘There are about roco Houfes in 
it, and a fmall Mud-wall Fort, but never a 
Gun in it. ‘The Inhabitants are moftly em- 
ployed in Husbandry, Spinning, Weaving 
and Churning, and Butter here is pretty cheap, 
being accounted dear at a Peny fe Pound 
Weight. In two Days I travelled from Ba- 
druck to Ballafore, and faw nothing in the 
Way, but Things common and indifferent, 
the Produét of the Country being Corn and 
Cloth, Iron, Annife and Cummin-feeds, Oyl 
and Bees wax. Iron is fo plentiful, that they 
cait Anchors for Ships in Moulds, but they 
are not fo good as thofe made in Europe. 

I muit now return back to Raypore, and 
travel along the Sea-coaft. Four [Leagues 
from Raypore is the IMland of Palmeira, which 
lies about a Mile from the Shore, and has a 
Chanel of two Fathoms deep between them. 
The Country is here very low, but the I- 
fland lower, and it fends off a very dange- 
rous Sand Bank fo far inta the Sea, that the 
Ifland can fearcely be feen till a Ship is a- 
ground. Within şo Paces of the Bank are 
fixteen Fathoms Water, which fudden Shal~ 
low ings make it the inore dangerous. 

Turer Leaguesto the Northward of the 
Point Palmeira, is Cuzvaca, which River is 
capable to receive a Ship of 200 l'uns. It 
has a Bar, but not dangerous, becaufe the 
Sea is fimooth, and the bottom doft. “The 
Nabe of Cattack commands the North Side 
of the Piver, and a Rajezh the other, which 
makes them poth court the Merchant that 

comes 
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comes to trade there, for he pays Cuftom 
only to the Sovereign, whofe Side of the 
River his Ship lies on. The Produce and 
Mianufactories of the Country, I mentioned 
already. 

Anau 12 Leagues to the Northward of 
Cunnaca, is the Rivers Mouth of &allafore, 
where there is a very dangerous Bar, fuffi- 
ciently well known bythe many Wracks and 
Ioffes made by it. Between Cunnaca and 
Ballafore Rivers there is one continued fan- 
dy Bay, where prodigious Numbers of Sea 
"Fortoifes refort to lay their Eggs; and a ve- 
ry delicious Fifh called the P amplee, comes 
in Sholes, and are fold for two Pence per 
Fiundred. "I'wo of them are fufficient to dine 
a moderate Man. 

T ue Town is but four Miles from the 
Sea by Land, but, by the River, twenty. "The 
Country is fruitful to Admiration, produc- 
ing Rice, Wheat, Gram, “Doll Callavances, 
feveral Sorts of Pulfe, Annife, Cummin, Cori- 
ander and Caraway Seeds, ‘Tobacco, Butter, 
Oyl and Bees-wax. ‘Their Manufa¢tories are 
of Cotton in Savnuzs, Calas, Demeties, Mu l- 
sauls, Silk, and Silk and Cotton Romals, Gur- 
rabs and Lunugies; and of Herba (a Sort of 
tough Grafs ) they make Gunzghams, “Pinafcos, 
and feveral other Goods for Exportation. 

Tue -uglifh, French and Datch have 
their refpe¢tive Factories here, but, at pre- 
fent, are of little Confideration, tho’ in. for- 
mer ‘Times, before the Navigation of Hugh-

Tue Town of Satlafore drives a pi 
good Trade to the Iflands of Malı 
"F'hofe Iflands, as I obferved before, hav

Cowrzes and Cayar for the Service of S$ 
ping. "Khe Sea-fhore of Sallafore being 
low, and the Depths of Water very 
dual from the Strand, make Ships, in & 
fore Road, keep at a good Diftance fron 
Shore, for, in four or five Fathoms, they 
three Leagues off. 

From April to O€fober is the Seafon 
Shipping to come into the Bay of Be 
Pilots ly ready at Ballafore to carry ther 
the River Hzghly, which is a {mall Br: 
of the famous Ganges. The European C 
panies, before mentioned, keep theirs aly 
in Pay; but, when none of their own S 
ping is there, their Pilots have the Lib 
to ferve other Ships, which is no {mall 
vantage to them. 

Taere People about Ballafore have one 
ticular Cuitom that I never heard of in 
other Country, wz2. they take a Piec 
foft Clay, and make it in the Form ofal 
Suppofitory, and they harden it in the 
till it comes to the Confiftence of foft 
and, when they think it fit for Ufe, 
put it into the right Inteftine, immedi 
after Exoneration.

Tuere is a Report current among the 
glifh in India, that the old £aff-zndiaCom- 
ny defired one Captain Goodlad, who was 
ing in their Service Commander of a Ship 
Bengal, that he would bring them Home 
ne Indiar Rarity that had never been feen 
England before.

Musket, and placed a Bullet in the ‘Tiger's 
Head, while the Man was in his Mouth help- 
lefs. ‘Che Tiger immediately let him fall, and 
fculkt in among the Bufhes, and the wound- 
ed Man was carried on board of his Ship, 
and the Surgeon made a perfeét Cure of the 
W ounds. i faw the Marks of the Wounds 
three or four Years after the Accident hap- 
pened to him. 

A N pnow having. led you as far Eaftward as 
Alexander the Grea led his Army, even to the 
famous River Gauges, which put a Stop to his 
‘Travels, Pll venture farther, and vifit both the 
Banks of that River, upwards and downwards, 
and then march as far E‘aft as our Europear 
Navigation has as yet ditcovered.
